C H A P.  IV. 

OF  THE  CHOLERA  MORBUS. 

TH  E cholera  morbus,  or  a fudden  and 
violent  vomiting  and  purging,  was 
very  frequent  in  July  and  Auguft  1761  ; and 
feveral  were  attacked  with  it  at  Munftcr.— 
It  was  attended  with  great  ficknefs,  with 
pain,  and  inflation  of  the  abdomen,  thirft, 
and  a fmall  quick  pulfe:  foine  had  it  in  a

pretty  violent  degree,  but  in  general  it  was 
mild ; and  although  the  ficknefs,  vomiting, 
and  purging,  continued,  in  one  or  two  cafes, 
for  above  a day,  yet  none  of  thofe  died  whom 
I faw. 

This  diforder  weakens  the  patient  much. 
In  a (hort  fpace  of  time  ; and  fomeiimes, 
when  violent,  kills  in  lefs  than  twcnty-fouf 
hours.  It  is  always  moft  frequent  in  fummer 
alnd  in  the  beginning  of  autumn ; and  is  taken 
notice  of  by  Hippocrates,  Aretceus,  Celfus, 
and  other  ancient  authors ; and  is  very  ac- 
curately defcribed  by  many  of  them.— It  is 
of  the  bilious  kind  ; and  the  cure  principally 
depends  upon  the  free  ufe  of  warm  mild  li- 
quors in  the  beginning,  to  dilute  and  blunt 
the  acrimony  of  the  bile,  and  other  fluids, 
and  to  promote  their  difcharge  ; and  after- 
wards of  gentle  cordials  to  fupport  the 
ftrength ; and  w^arm  fomentations  to  allay 
the  pain  when  violent;  and  mild  opiates  to 
procure  reft  ; and  if  the  ficknefs  or  griping 
remains  next  day  after  the  cholera  is  ftopt,  to 
give  a dofe  of  phyfic  and  an  opiate  in  the 
evening. 

•An  officer,  who  had  been  wounded  on  the 
15th  of  July,  at  the  battle  of  Fillinghaufen, 
began  afterwards  to  live  very  freely,  and  was 

on

©n  the  4th  of  Auguft  feized  in  the  night 
with  the  cholera. — About  ten  o’clock  next 
day  I was  fent  for,  and  found  him  in  violent 
agony,  with  fliarp  pain  in  the  bowels,  Teach- 
ings, and  ftrainings  to  vomit,  and  fpafms  and 
cramps  in  the  bowels,  legs,  and  armSi— He 
had  large  red  blotches  on  his  extremities,  and 
no  pulfe  was  to  be  felt  at  the  wrift,  and  ra- 
ther a fluttering  than  a beating  at  the  heart. 
—He  bad  vomited  and  purged  much  in  the 
night  before  I faw  him,  but  the  purging  had 
begun  to  abate. — I immediately  ordered  him 
an  emollient  clyfter,  and  a faline  draught, 
with  the  confedio  cardiaca,  and  five  drops  of 
liquid  laudanum  ; which,  if  he  vomited  up, 
was  to  be  repeated  foon  after ; if  not,  only 
once  in  four  hours : and  he  was  direded  to 
drink  freely  of  weak  chicken  broth,  w^arm.— • 
Two  hours  afterwards  we  found  him  in  the 
fame  fituationj  .ilill  no  pulfe  was  to  be  felt, 
which  prevented  us  from  bleeding  him  ; and  ' 
the  violent  pain  of  the  flomach  and  bowels, 
and  the  cramps,  continued.  We  then  ordered 
flannels,  dipped  in  a warm  emollient  decoc- 
tion, to  be  kept  conftantly  applied  to  his 
belly,  dipping  them  in  the  warm  decodion 
as  foon  as  they  began  to  grow  cool  ; his  cly- 
fler  to  be  repeated,  with  the  addition  of  a

drachm  of  the  eledarium  e baccis  lauri,  and 
half  a drachm  of  the  tindnra  thebaica  ; a 
fcruple  of  caftor,  and  half  a drachm  of  fpirit 
of  lavender,  to  be  added  to  each  of  his 
draughts  5 and  a blifter  to  be  prepared,  in 
cafe  thefe  medicines  gave  no  relief. — Soon 
after  beginning  to  ufe  the  fomentations,  the 
cramps  and  pains  began  to  abate  ; about  four 
o’clock  in  the  afternoon  we  could  perceive  a 
fluttering  in  the  pulfe  at  the  wrifl:,  and  all  the 
pains  and  cfamps  were  much  eafier  ; fo  that 
there  was  no  occafion  for  the  blifter. — Next 
inorning  he  was  very  eafy,  but  low,  and  in- 
clined to  be  lick ; for  which  his  cordial 
draughts  were  repeated  every  fix  hours. — ^ 
The  third  day,  as  he  complained  of  a little 
griping  in  the  bowels,  we  ordered  him  a 
dofe  of  tindure  of  rhubarb,  and  an  opiate  in 
the  evening,  which  entirely  removed  thefe 
complaints,  and  he  was  well  and  went  abroad 
next  day. 

One  foldier,  who  had  a good  deal  of  fever, 
and  complained  of  acute  pain  in  the  bowels, 
along  vyith  the  vomiting  and  purging,  was 
blooded,  and  drank  freely  of  warm  barley- 
water  while  the  vomiting  continued. — After 
throwing  up  a quantity  of  green  bilious  mat- 
ter, the  vomiting  ceafed,  and  the  gripes  and 

purging 
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purging  became  lefs  violent. — In  an  hour  af- 
ter, being  able  to  retain  fome  very  weak 
broth  in  his  ftomach,  he  drank  plentifully 
of  it  through  the  day  ; and  the  purging  be- 
ing abated  towards  night,  he  took  an  ano- 
dyne draught ; and  next  day,  haying  ftill  a 
little  ficknefs  remaining,  he  had  a dofe  of 
phyfic  and  an  opiate  at  night,  which  re- 
moved ail  his  complaints. 

The  reft,  who  were  attacked  with  the 
cholera  at  Munfter,  were  treated  much  in 
the  fame  way  ; only  as  they  had  not  fuch 
acute  pain  and  fever  as'  this  man,  it  was 
thought  unneceffary  10  bleed  them. 

The  ancients  ^ recommended  drinking 
freely  of  warm  water  in  the  beginning,  and 
the  ufe  of  both  cold  and  hot  fomentations  of 
the  ftomach  and  belly  ; — and  in  the  low  ftate, 
the  ufe  of  wine,  mixed  with  water,  and  po- 
lenta ‘f' ; and  to  apply  rue,  with  vinegar,  and 
other  ftrong-fmelling  things,  to  the  noftrils-; 
belides  variety  of  other  remedies.  — When 
convulfions  happen,  Celfus  J advifts  to  anoint 
the  belly  with  warm  oil ; and  if  that  does

not  remove  them,  to  apply  cupping-glafTes 
or  muftard  to  the  ftomach  ; and,  after  deep- 
ing,  to  abftain  the  fecoijd  day  from  drink  ; 
and  the  third,  to  go  into  the  bath  ; and  if 
any  thing  of  a fever  remains  after  the  cho- 
lera is  fupprefled,  to  give  a purge. 

Dr.  Sydenham*  trufts  principally  to  drink- 
ing freely  of  chicken-broth,  and  throwing  up 
clyfters  of  the  fame,  and  afterwards  giving 
opiates. 

Dr.  Ayton  Douglas,  in  the  fixth  volume 
of  the  Edinburgh  Medical  Effays  -f*,  recom- 
mends a decodtion  of  oat-bread,  baked  with- 
out leaven  or  yeft,  and  carefully  toafted  as 
brown  as  coffee,  but  not  burnt ; as  a remedy 
very  grateful  to  the  ftomach,  and  ufeful  in 
flopping  the  vomiting,  and  fometimes  the 
purging  too:  and  he  relates  feveral  cafes 
where  it  had  a good  efFedt.  After  the  vomit- 
ing was  flopped,  he  added  the  ufe  of  mild 
opiates ; and,  where  the  patient  was  low, 
wine  and  other  cordials. 

In  the  Eaft  Indies,  the  columba  root  taken 
to  the  quantity  of  lo  or  12  grains,  two  or 
three  times  a day,  has  been  efleemed  one  of 
the  moft  efficacious  remedies  in  this  diforder.

I have 
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I have  never  had  an  opportunity  of  trying  it 
in  the  cholera,  though  I have  often  ordered 
it  in  diarrhoeas  attended  with  ficknefs  and 
pain  of  the  ftomach.  In  fome  cafes  it  had  a 
good  efFed,  but  in  many  others  it  produced 
no  vifible  change. 

CHAP.  V. 

Of  the  inflammatory  Fever; 

ON  the  return  of  the  troops  from  the 
winter  expedition  into  the  country  of 
Heffe,  in  the  year  1761,  we  had  feveral  men 
feized  with  inflammatory  fevers  without  any 
topical  inflammation  ; and  at  the  opening  of 
each  campaign  had  always  numbers  fent  to 
the  hofpitals  ill  of  this  diforder.  Towards 
the  end  of  the  campaign,  and  throughout 
the  winter,  many  were  feized  with  inflam- 
matory fevers ; but  thefe  were  moflly  com- 
plicated, with  pleuritic,  or  peripneumonic 
fymptoms,  or  other  topical  inflammations,  or 
with  rheumatic  complaints. 

In  the  inflammatory  fever,  the  fick  were 
feized  at  firft:  with  cold  and  hot  fits,  fuc- 
ceeded  by  pain  in  the  head  and  all  over  the 

B 4 body. 
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body.  The  pulfe  was  ftrong  and  quick,  and 
the  blood  fizy  ; attended  with  other  ap- 
pearances commonly  obferved  in  fuch  fevers. 

As  tlje  lummer  advanced,  this  fever  was 
often  accompanied  with  bilious  fymptoms, 
with  ficknefs,  and  vomiting  of  bilious  mat- 
ter, and  very  frequently  with  a purging ; 
towards  the  end  of  fummer  it  ceafed  in  a 
great  meafure,  and  was  fucceeded  by  the  bi- 
lious remittent  fever. — And  it  was  no  un- 
common thing  to  fee  thofe  fevers,  which 
originally  were  entirely  of  an  inflammatory 
nature,  after  the  fick  had  been  fome  days  in 
a crouded  hofpital,  partake  a good  deal  of 
the  nature  of  the  malignant  fever,  or  be 
changed  entirely  into  it. 

We  treated  thefe  fevers  in  the  common 
antiphlogiftic  method. — We  blooded  freely 
in  the  beginning  ; gave  the  faline  draughts 
with  nitre  and  other  cooling  medicines  ; and 
made  the  patients  drink  plentifully  of  fmall 
liquors  : — and  when  they  were  inclined  to 
be  coftive,  gave  mild  purges,  or  emollient 
laxative  clyllers.  We  afterwards  applied 
blifters ; and  if  the  pulfe  began  to  fink,  gave 
cordials,  wine,  and  other  remedies  com- 
monly employed  in  fuch  cafes ^ — and  towards 

the 
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the  decline  of  the  fever  endeavoured  to  pro- 
mote fuch  evacuations  as  were  pointed  out 
by  nature,  and  likely  to  prove  critical. 

When  the  cafe  was  complicated  with  bi- 
lious fymptoms  in  the  beginning,  we  were 
obliged  to  have  particular  regard  to  the  firft 
paffages.  If  the  patient  complained  much 
of  ficknefs,  we  gave  a gentle  vomit  in  the 
evening,  after  bleeding  ; and  a purge  next 
day,  to  carry  off  any  bilious  or  corrupted  hu- 
mours that  might  be  lodged  in  the  ftomach 
or  intefUnes  ; and  we  found  that  thefe  eva- 
cuations gave  relief,  and  generally  mitigated 
all  the  fymptoms. 

If  at  any  time  during  the  fever  a loofenefs 
came  on,  efpecially  when  attended  with 
gripes,  we  gave  a dofe  of  fome  gentle  phy- 
fic,  which  made  a free  evacuation  ; and  an 
opiate  in  the  evening  after  its  operation  ; and 
afterwards  we  found  it  anfwer  better  to  at- 
tempt rather  to  moderate,  than  wholly  to  flop 
the  purging  by  ftrong  aftringents,  and  opi- 
ates ; unlefs  where  the  evacuation  by  ftool 
was  fo  great  as  to  be  in  danger  of  finking  the 
patient. 

I have  found  the  pulvis  antimonialis  com- 
pofed  of  eleven  parts  of  the  calx  antimonii,  and 
one  part  of  the  tartar  emetic,  given  in  fmall 

dofes. 
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dofes,  was  ferviceable  in  many  of  thefe  fevers, 
after  free  evacuations  had  been  made. 

Two  patients,  one  a foldier  of  the  20th 
regiment,  the  other  a German  waggoner, 
were  taken  ill  of  this  fever  about  the  25th 
of  December,  1762  : they  were  both  blooded 
freely,  and  had  a dofe  of  phyfic  in  the  be- 
ginning, and  the  faline  draughts  with  nitre 
and  other  cooling  remedies,  and  bliders  were 
applied  without  producing  any  confiderable 
change  in  their  diforder. — On  the  5th  of  Ja- 
nuary, 1763,  they  both  complained  much 
of  third:,  and  were  inclined  to  be  coftive  ; 
their  tongues  were  parched,  their  pulfes  quick 
and  fmall,  and  their  fkins  dry  ; they  were 
reftlefs  at  nights,  and  the  foldier  had  a flight 
delirium. — I ordered  each  of  them  four 
grains  of  the  pulvis  antimonialis  every  four 
hours. 

6th.  Next  day  the  foldier  told  me,  he  had 
had  four  loofe  dools  ; his  fenfes  were  much 
clearer,  the  pulfe  calmer  and  flower,  and  he 
faid  he  found  himfelf  lighter  and  eafier,  and 
lefs  feverifli,  than  he  had  been  fince  he  was 
firfl:  taken  ill.  The  medicine  was  continued, 
with  the  addition  of  an  anodyne  draught  at 
night. — 7th.  I found  him  in  a fine  breathing 
fweat,  and  he  told  me  he  had  flept  well  in  the 

night  s 
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bight : p.  The  fweat  continued  till  next 
morning,  and  on  going  off  his  urine  let 
fall  a copious  white  fediment,  and  left  hitn 
free  from  fever ; after  which  he  mended 
daily. 

The  waggoner,  after  taking  the  third  dofc 
of  the  powders,  had  a warm  moifture  upon 
the  (kin, — On  the  6th  was  cooler  and  with- 
out much  fever,  and  had  had  one  ftool. — 7th, 
The  warm  moifture  ended  in  a profufe  fweat, 
which  carried  off  the  fever,  and  he  conti- 
nued to  recover  daily, 

A medicine  (imilar  to  the  antimonial  pow- 
der juft  mentioned,  but  with  the  addition  of 
a fmall  quantity  of  mercury,  is  the  late  Dr. 
James’s  fever  powder,  fo  much  ufed  in  fevers 
in  late  years. 

The  receipt  of  it  given  in  upon  oath  to  the 
patent-office  by  the  late  Dr.  Robert  James, 
which  is  inferted  in  the  rolls  of  the  court  of 
chancery  is  as  follows. 

Receipt  of  Dr.  JamesV  Powder, 

**  Take  antimony,  calcine  it  with  a con- 
tinual  protradted  heat  in  a flat  unglazed 
“ earthen  veflel ; adding  to  it  from  time  to 
time  a fufficient  quantity  of  any  animaj 
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**  oil  and  fait  well  dephlegmated,  then  boil 
**  it  in  melted  nitre,  for  a confiderable  time, 
and  feparate  the  powder  from  the  nitre 
**  by  diflblving  it  in  water. 

Then  take  quickfilver,  make  an  amalga- 
ma,  with  equal  parts  of  martial  regulus  of 
antimony  and  pure  filver,  adding  a propor- 
tionable  quantity  of  fal  ammoniac  ; di- 
fiil  off  the  mercury  by  a retort  into  a glafs 
receiver ; then  with  this  quickfilver  make 
a frefli  amalgama  with  the  fame  ingre- 
dients ; diftill  again,  and/epeat  this  opc- 
ration  nine  or  ten  times ; then  diffolve  this 
mercury  in  fpirits  of  nitre,  and  put  it  into 
a glafs  retort  and  diftil  to  drynefs ; calcine 
“ the  caput  mortuum,  till  it  becomes  of  a 
gold  colour ; burn  fpirits  of  wine  upon  it 
and  keep  it  for  ufe. 

The  dofe  of  thefe  medicines  is  uncer- 
tain,  but  in  general  thirty  grains  of  the 
antimonial  powder,  and  one  grain  of  the 
mercurial,  is  a moderate  dofe.”

Th  is  powder  produces  effeds  limilar  to 
the  antimonial  one  juft  before  mentioned  ; 
in  fmall  quantity  it  proves  diaphoretic;  in. 

large 
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large  it  vomits,  or  vomits  and,  purges,  and 
promotes  fweat.  And  it  is  moft  apt  to  a<ft 
as  an  emetic  and  purge  when  it  meets  with 
any  thing  acid  in  the  ftomach  and  bowels. 

And  fometimes  the  mercury  in  Dr.  James’s 
powder  takes  to  the  mouth,  and  brings  on  a 
falivation,  of  which  I have  heard  a number  of 
well-attefted  hiftories,  even  of  late  years  af- 
ter Dr.  James  had  faid  that  he  omitted  the 
mercury  in  its  preparation. 

From  the  addition  of  the  mercury.  Dr. 
James’s  powder  is  alledged  to  ad:  freer  as  a 
purge  when  given  in  large  dofes,  than  the 
other  antimonial  medicines,  which  have  no 
mercury  joined  to  them.  I have  found  it  to 
be  a good  medicine  in  the  beginning  of  fe- 
vers where  the  ftrength  was  not  exhaufted 
for  emptying  the  ftomach  and  bowels  of  bi- 
lious and  corrupted  feculent  humours,  and 
for  promoting  the  fecretions ; but,  in  my' 
opinion,  it  is  not  preferable  in  moft  cafes  to 
the  tartar  emetic,  the  kermes  mineral,  or 
other  antimonials  in  common  ufe, — It  cer- 
tainly poflefles  no  fpccific  virtue  for  the  cure 
of  fevers ; »nor  did  ever  Dr.  James  himfelf 
truft  to  it  for  this  purpofe,  but  to  the  Peru- 
vian bark  ; for  the  dodor  was  of  opinion, 

. yv^hich  he  frequently  profefled  to  me,  that  all 

fevers 
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fevers  vi^ere  of  the  intermitting  kind  ,•  and 
that  after  the  firft  paflages  were  cleaned,  that 
the  bark  was  the  only  remedy  ; and  that  if 
a fever  was  curable,  that  it  was  by  it  alone 
that  it  was  to  be  cured. 

The  dodtor  ufed  to  give  his  own  powders 
in  the  following  manner,  as  I have  often  fccn 
myfelf,  and  have  been*  told  by  other  phyfi- 
cians  and  apothecaries  who  have  attended 
patients  with  him. 

When  he  came  to  vifit  a perfon  in  a fever, 
if  he  found  that  care  had  been  taken  to  clear 
the  firft  paflages  before  his  arrival,  he  then 
gave  what  he  called  his  mild  powder,  which 
was  either  a little  calx  of  antimony,  or  pow- 
der of  crab’s  eyes,  or  fome  fuch  inert  fub- 
ftance  ; for  he  laid  it  down  as  a rule,  that 
the  patient  muft  take  fomething  under  the 
name  of  James’s  powder,  that  in  cafe  of  a re- 
covery the  cure  might  be  attributed  to  his 
powders. 

But  if  he  found  that  the  patient  had  nei- 
ther been  vomited  nor  purged  foon  before  he 
was  called  in,  he  gave  his  ftrong  powder,  that 
it  might  both  vomit  and  purge  ; aod  if  it  did 
neither,  he  ordered  a dofe  of  the  Rochelle 
falts,  and  fo  foon  as  they  operated  he  began 
giving  the  bark  in  large  and  repeated  dofes„^ 
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and  continued  its  ufe  through  the  fever,  fel- 
dom  joining  any  other  medicine  to  it  except 
the  camphorated  julep,  and  applying  cata- 
plafms  to  the  foies  of  the  feet ; and  fuch  an 
opinion  had  he  of  the  efficacy  of  the  bark, 
that  I have  feen  him  obflinately  continue  its 
ufe  where  the  tongue  was  parched  and  dry, 
and  the  fever  continued  growing  daily  worfe,"^ 
till  death  put  an  end  to  the  diforder. 

Dr.  James  gave  his  powder  to  clear  the 
firft  paffiages  of  the  patient,  and  to  put  mo- 
ney into  his  own  pocket  ; but  the  Peruvian 
bark  he  ordered  to  cure  the  fever. 

Although  1 think  Dr.  James’s  powder  a 
good  medicine  when  properly  ufed,  yet  I 
cannot  help  obferving,  that  it  has  often  done 
a great  deal  of  mifehief  j for  I have  known 
feveral  inftances,  where  it  has  been  given  in 
putrid  Ulcerated  fore  throats ; and  in  low  fe- 
vers, and  brought  on  fuch  a purging  as  to 
hurry  the  patients  to  their  graves  in  a fhort 
time.  And,  indeed,  people  ought  to  give 
aeftive  antimonial  medicines  with  great  cau- 
tion in  low  or  putrid  fevers,  or  when  the 
flrength  is  already  much  exhaufted. 

The  dofe  of  the  powder  in  Dr.  James’s 
own  receipt  is  faid  to  be  about  thirty  grains, 
but  I have  often  feen  iive  grains  both  purge 

and 
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and  vomit  freely;  and  for  the  moft  part  twen- 
ty grains  proves  both  a ftrong  emetic  and 
purge. 

CHAP.  VI. 

Of  the  inflammatory  angina ; or,  fore  throat., 

Many  of  the  foldiers  during  the  cam- 
paigns were  felzed  with  inflammations 
of  the  throat,  efpecially  when  the  nights 
were  cold  and  moifl  after  warm  days ; and 
when  they  did  duty  in  cold  wet  nights  in  the 
winter  feafon. — 

They  were  treated  in  the  antiphlogiftic 
method. — The  patients  were  blooded  liberally 
in  the  beginning — took  the  cooling  nitrous 
and  faline  medicines — gentle  diaphoretics 
and  purgatives — and  ufed  frequent  garga- 
rifms. 

Sometimes  a flannel  rubbed  with  campho- 
rated oil,  or  the  linimentum  volatile,  and  ap- 
plied round  the  neck,  was  of  fervice. — And 
frequently  after  bleeding  fufficiently,  where 
the  breathing  or  fwallowing  was  difficult,  the 
application  of  a large  blifter  to  the  neck  gave 
fpeedy  relief. 

All  the  fore  throats  which  I faw  in  Ger- 
many were  of  ah  inflammatory  nature.  I did 

not 
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not  meet  with  one  of  the  malignant  ulcerous 
kind,  which  has  been  fo  frequent  of  late  years 
in  this  country. 

CHAP.  VII. 

4 

Of  the  Pleurify. 

I 

The  pleurify,  or  an  acute  Inflammation 
of  the  fide,  was  moft  frequent  among 
the  foldiers  towards  the  latter  end  'of  the 
campaigns  5 though  fome  were  attacked  with 
it  at  all  times  of  the  year,  from  doing  duty 
in  cold  and  wet  weather.  ^ 

We  followed  the  antiphlogiftic  method  of 
cure ; and  ordered  plentiful  bleeding  in  the 
beginning,  till  the  violence  of  the  pain  began 
to  abate,  or  the  patient  grew  faint ; — and 
the  fide  to  be  fomented  with  flannels  dipped 
in  warm  emollient  decodlions,  and  afterwards 
rubbed  with  volatile  liniments : at  the  fame 
time  the, patient  drank  freely  of  warm  dilut- 
ing liquors,  as  barley-water,  the  pedtoral  de- 
codion,  and  fuch  like  ; and  took  the  faline 
and  other  cooling  medicines,  mixed  occa- 
fionally  with  fperma  ceti,  or  fome  other  foft 
pedorals,  if  there  was  a tickling  cough. — ^ 
When  the  patient  was  coftive,  we  gave  a dofe 
VoL.  II,  C of 
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of  falls,  or  fome  other  mild  phyfic,  or  laxa- 
tive clyfters. 

If  the  pain  continued  very  acute,  we  re- 
peated the  bleeding  as  often  as  neceffity  feem- 
ed  to  require,  and  the  pulfe  could  bear ; and 
immediately  after  the  fecond  bleeding  order- 
ed a large  blifter  to  be  applied  to  the  part  af- 
fedted. 

Phyficians  formerly  ufed  to  forbid  bleeding 
after  the  fourth  day,  if  it  had  been  omitted  fo 
long  ; but  when  no  fymptoms  of  fuppuration 
had  already  appeared,  on  whatever  day  of  the 
diforder  it  happened,  I ordered  plentiful  bleed- 
ing, the  fame  as  in  recent  cafes  ; and  never 
found  any  difadvantage,  but  often  great  fer- 
vice  from  this  pradlice. 

.When  the  fharpnefs  of  the  pain  was  gone, 
and  the  pulfe  became  foft,  very  often  a dull 
pain  remained  for  fome  time  in  the  part.— — 
In  fome  cafes  a brifk  purge  removed  it in 
others,  cupping  the  part,  and  afterwards 
rubbing  it  with  the  volatile  liniments,  did 
fervice ; — in  others,  gentle  opiates  at  night, 
cfpecially  where  there  was  a tickling  cough, 
gave  relief ; — and  in  one  or  two  cafes,  this 
pain  did  not  go  away,  till  the  patient  drank 
every  day  for  fome  time,  a quart  of  the  decoc- 
tion of  farfaparilla  with  the  antimonial  wine. 

In 
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In  the  couffe  of  this  diforder,  if  a kindly 
moifture  broke  out  on  the  fliin^  which  gave 
relief,  this  was  encouraged  by  the  ufe  of  mild 
warm  liquors  j or  if  the  patient  began  to  fpit 
up  a- vifcid  or  yellowifti  mucus,  we  endea- 
voured to  keep  up  the  expedtoration  by  the 
ufe  of  mild  pedlorals  5 and  if  a purging  came 
on,  w^e  were  careful  not  to  check  it  too  foon> 
unlefs  it  was  fo  violent  as  to  be  in  danger  of 
finking  the  patient. 

When  an  inflammation  of  the  fide  came 
. to  fuppuration,  which  happened  in  one  or 
two  cafes  at  Ofnabrug,  in  May  1761,  an 
incifion.  was  made  in  the  part,  aS  foon  as 
a fluctuation  of  matter  was  to  be  felt ; after 
which  the  fore  healed  kindly,  and  the  patients 
recovered  -f*.  I am  pcrfuaded,  was  this  ope^ 
ration  oftener  performed,  many  would  re- 
cover who  die  confumptive.  " 

•j-  Dr.  Mead  advifes,  where  the  lungs  and  pleura  grow  to- 
gether, and  an  abfoefs  forms,  to  open  it  with  cauftic ; and  af- 
terwards to  keep  the  ulcer  open  during  the  patient’s  life ; for 
he  fays,  he  has  often  feen,  where  fuch  fores  are  healed  up, 
that  the  patient  died  foon  after  by  an  efflux  of  matter  upon  the 
fcreaft.

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CHAP.  VIII. 

Of  the  Perlpneumony. 

SECT.  I. 

Of  the  fymptoms. 

f I ^HE  foldiers  were  fubjed  at  all  times 
1 to  the  peripneumony  or  inflammation 
of  the  lungs,  from  doing  duty  in  cold  wet 
weather,  and  from  their  irregular  way  of 
living  5 but  more  particularly  towards  the 
end  of  the  campaigns,  and  in  winter. 

This  diforder  was  much  more  dangerous 
and  fatal  than  the  pleurify,  efpecially  when 
negledled  in  the  beginning  ; for  then  bleed- 
ing had  feldom  any  effcdt ; the  difficulty  of 
breathing  encreafed,  the  patient  was  feized 
with  an  orthopnea,  and  fuch  an  anxiety  and 
fenfe  of  fuffocation,  that  he  could  not  fleep; 
and  the  pulfe  funk ; and  in  thefe  cafes  death 
only  afforded  relief.  This  we  experienced 
in  many  men  who  had  lain  ncgleded  in  quar- 
ters, for  two,  three,  four,  or  five  days,  be- 
fore they  were  brought  to  the  hofpital. 

In  moft  of  the  bodies  of  thofe  who  died 
of  this  diforder,  and  were  opened  after  death, 

we 
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we  found  the  lungs  violently  inflamed,  with 
livid  or  gangrenous  fpots  on  their  furface,  and 
more  or  lefs  of  a watery  fcrum  extravafated 
into  the  cavity  of  the  cheft. 

Three  had  fuppurations  formed  in  the  lungs. 
In  one,  who  had  lain  fick  in  quarters  for  ten 
days  or  upwards,  before  he  was  fent  to  the 
hofpital,  the  right  cavity  of  the  thorax  was’ 
found  full  of  a watery  ferum  ; and  the  lobes 
of  the  lungs  on  the  fame  fide  almoft  entirely 
wafted ; and  what  remained  fcemed  as  if  it  was 
compofed  of  thickened  membranes,  refemb- 
ling  thofe  formed  by  the  coagulable  lymph, 
or  what  is  called  by  fome  (though  impro- 
perly) the  fibrous  part  of  the  blood.  The 
lobes  in  the  left  fide  feemed  to  be  in  a found 
ftate,  or  at  moft  but  (lightly  inflamed.  From 
the  right  lobes  of  the  lungs  being  fo  much 
wafted,  I fufpedted  that  the  patient  had  pro- 
bably laboured  long  under  fome  diforder  of 
the  breaft  ; but  I could  not  from  enquiry  ob- 
tain any  information  in  this  particular  ; nor 
did  he  ever  mention  fuch  a thing  during  the 
few  days  he  lived  after  being  brought  into 
the  hofpital ; he  faid,  he  had  only  been  ill 
for  eight  or  ten  days  before ; but  foldiers  af- 
flidted  with  chronic  diftempers,  when  they 
are  feized  with  violent  fymptoms,  or  acute 

C 3 dif- 
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difcafes,  are  apt  to  reckon  the  beginning  of 
their  diforder,  only  from  the  time  they  are 
taken  ill  in  a violent  manner  \ and  never  to 
take  any  notice  of  their  former  complaints. 

Another  foldier,  about  the  middle  of  Fe-^ 
hruary,  1762,  remained  in  quarters  five  days 
after  being  taken  ill  with  a pain  of  the  breaft, 
and  a difficulty  of  breathing  ; the  fixth  day 
he  was  brought  to  the  hofpital  in  the  morn- 
ing, and  I faw  him  about  eleven  o’clock  j he 
then  had  all  the  fymptoms  of  the  true  perip- 
neumony,  attended  with  a firong  hard  pulfe. 
He  was  immediately  blooded  as  freely  as  his 
pulfe  would  bear,  had  blifters  applied,  and 
other  remedies  ufed  ; notwithftanding  which, 
on  the  eighth  day  from  that  time,  he  began 
to  throw  up  a purulent  matter  in  great  quan- 
tity, attended  with  a conftant  hedtic  heat,  and 
fever  ; which  funk  him  fo  faft,  that  he  died 
the  tenth  day,  after  he  firft  began  to  expec-^ 
torate., 

On  the  2d  of  March,  a foldier,  of  the  fifty- 
firft  regiment  of  foot,  was  brought  to  the 
hofpital,  with  a violent  pain  in  the  left  fide, 
and  a great  difficulty  of  breathing,  Upon  ex- 
amining him,  he  told  me,  that  about  two  years 
before  he  had  had  a violent  flitch  in  his  left 
fide,  towards  the  lower  part  of  the  thorax

that  ever  fince  he  had  been  fubjedl  to  a diffi- 
culty of  breathing  ; and  at  times  to  a pain  in 
the  fide ; but  that  he  had  only  been  feizcd 
with  the  violent  pain  and  difficulty  of  breath- 
ing he  then  complained  of,  about  five  days 
before,  occafioned  by  catching  cold,  on  being 
billetted  in  a low,  cold,  and  damp  houfe.— ^ 
His  pulfe  was  quick,  the  pain  of  his  fide  and 
difficulty  of  breathing  fo  great,  that  he  could 
not  fleep,  nor  lie  down,  but  was  obliged  to 
fit  eonfiantly  in  an  eredt  poflure ; his  tongue 
' was  white  and  furred,  and  he  had  had  no 
ftools  for  three  days : he  was  ordered  to  be 
blooded  immediately,  and  to  take  a dofe  of 
falts  •,  and  his  fide  to  be  rubbed  with  the  lini- 
mentum  volatile.  3d.  His  breathing  and 
pain  of  the  fide  were  eafier  j he  had  flept  a 
little  in  the  night,  and  could  lie  on  his  right 
fide,  but  not  on  his  left.  He  was  ordered 
the  fquill  mixture.  4th.  His  breathing  wa« 
worfe  ; he  was  blooded  a fecond  time  ^ had 
a large  blifter  applied  to  his  fide,  and  was  or- 
•dered  to  continue  the  ufc  of  the  fquill  mix- 
ture. On  the  5th,  6th,  and  7th,  be  feemed 
eafier,  though  the  breathing  was  ftill  much 
affected,  and  his  pulfe  quick  and  low,  at- 
tended with  a hedic  heat.  On  the  8th,  he 
tpld  menhat  his  left  fide  was  fwelled  : on 
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examining,  I obferved  a fullnefs  in  that  fide 
of  the  thorax;  and  on  preffing  with  my  fin- 
gers between  the  ribs,  I thought  I felt  an 
obfeure  fluduation  of  a deep-feated  fluid. 
From  thefe  appearances,  and  the  hiftory  of 
the  cafe,  I judged  that  there  was  a colledion 
of  fome  fluid  within  the  cavity  of  the  cheft; 
and  that  the  only  means  left  to  give  relief, 
was  to  make  an  opening  into  the  cavity,  and 
fo  evacuate  the  fluid.  I therefore  propofed  to 
him  the  operation  of  the  empyema,  to  be  per- 
formed immediately  ; which  he  feveral  times 
obftinately  refufed  to  fubmit  to  : he  allowed  a 
feton  to  be  put  in  his  fide,  but  that  did  not 
anfwer  the  end  propofed  : he  languifhed  fix 
days  longer ; and  died  the  14th  of  March. 
Next  day  an  opening  was  made  in  the  tho- 
rax, in  the  part  where  the  operation  was  pro- 
pofed to  have  been  performed  ; as  foon  as 
the  pleura  was  cut  through,  fome  quarts  of 
water  ruflied  out.  We  then  opened  the  tho- 
rax, and  found  ftill  fome  water  in  the  left 
cavity.  The  pericardium  was  thickened, 
and  (lightly  inflamed,  and  adhered  to  the  dia- 
phragm ; which  was  likewife  a little  thick- 
ened and  inflamed  in  the  adhering  part ; the 
lungs  on  that  fide  were  much  compreffed,  and 
contradted  by  the  preflure  of  the  water ; but 

Qt\ 
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on  being  inflated  and  cut,  feemed  in  a found 
ftate,  except  that  they  were  flightly  inflam- 
ed. The  lungs  of  the  right  fide  adhered  eve- 
ry-wherc  firmly  to  the  thorax,  but  feemed 
otherwife  found,  having  no  tubercles,  fup- 
puration,  or  other  diforder,  that  we  could 
obferve  in  cutting  them.  The  heart  and 
blood-veflfels  were  found,  and  no  other  poly- 
pous concretions  were  obferved  within  their 
cavities,  but  fuch  as  we  find  in  rhofl:  dead 
bodies  ; which  feem  to  be  formed  of  the  co- 
agulable  lymph  in  articulo  mortis.  The  vif- 
cera  of  the  abdomen  were  in  a found  ftate. 


E treated  the  peripneumony  nearly 


as  the  pleurify.  We  bled  freely  in 
the  beginning,  till  the  breathing  became, 
eafier,  or  the  pulfe  began  to  fink  j taking 
care  not  to  be  deceived  by  a low  oppreflive 
pulfe,  which  generally  rofe  upon  bleeding. 
We  applied  large  blifters  ; gave  the  mild 
pedorals  freely,  and  plenty  of  warm  diluting 
liquors,  barley-water,  the  pectoral  decodtion, 
and  fuch  like;  which  afforded  more  relief 
than  any  other  medicines.  We  gave  too,  fa- 
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line  purges,  and  laxative  clyfters  occafion- 
ally  ; and  in  fome  cafes  ordered  the  fteams 
of  warm  emollient  deco<flions  with  vinegar 
to  be  drawn  into  the  lungs. 

In  fimilar  cafes,  after  free  bleeding,  I have 
feen  the  drawing  up  the  fteams  of  warm 
water,  by  means  of  Mr.  Madge’s  inhaler,  to 
be  defcribed  in  next  chapter,  of  the  greateft 
fervice. 

By  this  treatment  moft  of  them,  who  ap- 
plied early  for  relief,  got  the  better  of  the 
difordcr. 

When  the  expedoration  began,  the  patient 
continued  the  free  ufe  of  the  mild  peilorals, 
and  dilating  liquors ; and  no  medicines  were 
given  that  might  in  the  leaft  tend  to  ftop  it ; 
other  evacuations  were  omitted,  unlefs  where 
the  pain  of  the  breaft,  or  the  difficulty  of 
breathing  inertafed  ; in  which  cafe,  if  the 
pulfc  kept  up,  I ordered  a vpin  to  be  open*- 
ed,  and  a fuitable  quantity  of  blood  to  be 
taken  away  ; no  other  remedy  affording  any 
relief,  till  this  evacuation  was  made.  Where 
the  patient  was  eoftive,  we  frequently  or- 
dered laxative  clyfters,  or  a mild  purge,  and 
fo-und  them  beneficial ; but  where  no  fuch 
fymptoms  occurred,  it  was  beft,  for  the  moft 
part,  to  omit  all  evacuation^  of  this  kind,  af- 
ter 
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ter  a free  expedoration  had  begun,  and  to 
truft  to  it  for  carrying  off  the  diforder. 

In  fome  cafes,  where  the  expeftoration 
flopt  fuddenly  after  bleeding,  we  gave  with 
advantage  a gentle  vomit,  as  recommended 
by  Dr.  Huxham. 

Some  late  authors  feem  to  look  upon  the 
pleurify  and  peripneumony  as  the  fame  difor- 
der : however,  though  it  be  true,  that  when 
the  pleura  is  inflamed,  the  furface  of  the  con- 
tiguous lungs  is  generally  in  the  fame  ftate  ; 
and  that,'  when  the  lungs  are  inflamed,  the 
pleura  is  often  afFedfed ; yet  as  I have  fre-» 
quently  feen  the  true  periffneumony  without 
that  (harp  pain  of  the  fide  which  charadter- 
izes  the  pleurify ; and  upon  opening  the  bo- 
dies of  people  who  have  died  of  the  peri- 
pneumony, have  found  the  lungs  violently 
inflamed  and  livid,  and  fo  filled  with  blood 
as  to  fink  in  water,  without  the  pleura  be- 
ing much  difeafed ; and  upon  opening  the 
thorax  of  others  who  died  of  the  pleurify, 
have  found  the  intercoftal  mufcles  and  pleura 
violently  inflamed,  with  livid  fpots,  and  only 
a final!  portion  of  the  furface  of  the  conti- 
guous lungs  aflFedted  ; I cannot  help  ftill 
looking  upon  them  as  diftindt  diforders, 
though  they  require  nearly  the  fame  treat- 
ment. 
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merit,  and  arc  often  complicated  together. 
And  Dr.  Roup  * obferves,  that  in  opening 
the  bodies  of  thofc  who  died  of  the  p^ri- 
pneumony,  he  always  found  the  lungs  in  one 
or  both  fides  gangrened  ; and  if  the  pleura 
was  affedled,  that  the  lungs  were  gangrened 
in  that  fide.  In  April  and  May,  1760,  Dr.  Roup 
having  opened  a number  of  bodies  aboard  the 
Princefs  Carolina,  at  Helvoetfluys,  he  always 
found  the  lungs  hard,  and  black  like  ink,  in 
the  fides  and  towards  the  back,  and  fwim- 
ming  in  a brown  ferum,  and  fometimes  with* 
out  the  pleura  being  at  all  affedied. 

CHAP.  IX. 

Of  the*  cough  and  confumption. 

S E C T I. 

Of  the  cough  or  catarrh. 

COUGHS  were  very  frequent  during  the 
winter,  and  when  the  weather  was  wet 
and  cold.  They  are  often  accompanied  with 
pains  of  the  breaft,  and,  when  negleded, 
obftrudions,  tubercles,  and  fuppurations,  are

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apt  to  form  in  the  lungs,  and  the  difeafe  to 
end  in  a confumption,  or  phthifis  pulmo- 
nalio. 

When  coughs  are  flight,  guarding  againft 
farther  cold,  and  the  ufe  of  mild  pedtorals 
and  warm  drinks,  will  often  remove  them. 
And  the  ufe  of  gentle  opiates,  and  afterwards 
the  drawing  in  the  fleams  of  warm  water 
into  the  lungs,  when  the  patient  is  in  bed, 
has  been  found  very  efficacious  in  removing 
recent  catarrhous  diforders,  and  even  in  the 
cure  of  many  coughs  of  fome  flanding, — 
Mr.  Mudge,  an  ingenious  furgeon  at  Ply- 
mouth, has  particularly  recommended  this 
pradlice  in  a treatife  publiflied  laft  year,  and 
calls  it  a radical  cure  for  very  recent  catar- 
rhous coughs.  He  has  invented  a much  more 
commodious  machine,  which  he  calls  an  in- 
haler, for  drawing  up  warm  fleams  into  the 
lungs,  than  was  ever  before  ufed. — It  is  a 
pot  capable  of  holding  a full  Englifh  pint, 
made  like  the  common  pint  porter  pots,  with 
a handle  that  is  a hollow  tube,  which  opens 
below  into  the  pot  near  the  bottom,  and  has 
three  holes  in  the  upper  part  of  the  handle, 
that  open  into  the  hollow  part  of  it. — It  has 
a lid  or  cover,  in  the  middle  of  which  is  a 
hole,  into  which  is  put  a flexible  tube,  that 

will 
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will  admit  the  little  finger,  and  about  fix 
inches  long,  with  a mouth-piece  of  wood  or 
of  ivory  ; and  on  one  fide  of  the  hole  where 
th  is  tube  is  fixed,  is  another  in  the  lid,  with 
a v^lve,  which  allows  air  to  come  out,  but 
none  to  go  in. 

When  this  machine  is  to  be  ufed,  about 
three  quarters  of  an  hour  before  the  patient 
is  to  go  into  bed,  he,  if  an  adult,  is  to  take 
three  drachms  (or  three  tea-fpoonfuls)  of  the 
elixir  paregoricum  ; and  if  ten  years  of  age, 
two ; and  if  fix,  only  one  j each  drachm 
containing  about  a quarter  a grain  of  opium. 
And  when  he  goes  into  bed,  the  inhaler  is 
to  be  filled  three  parts  with  warm  water, 
(nearly  boiling)  and  being  wrapped  up  in  a 
napkin,  fo  that  neither  the  holes  in  the  top 
of  the  handle,  nor  the  one  with  the  valve  in 
the  lid,  are  obftrudted,  it  is  to  be  placed  at 
the  arm-pit  of  the  patient ; and  the  bed- 
cloaths  being  drawn  up  and  oyer  it  clofe  to 
the  throat,  the  mouth-piece  is  to  be  applied 
to  his  mouth,  and  he  to  infpire  and  expire 
through  it  for  about  twenty  minutes  or  half 
an  hour. 

When  the  patient  infpires,  the  air  that  he 
draws  up  is  obliged  to  enter  by  the  three 
holes  in  the  top  of  the  handle,  and  to  pafs 

through 
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through  the  whole  body  of  warm  water,  and 
is  loaded  with  vapour  before  it  reaches  the 
lungs  ; and  when  he  expires,  the  air  that  is 
thrown  out  of  the  lungs  is  obliged  to  pafs 
out  by  the  valve  in  the  top  or  lid. 

The  cfFedls  of  this  procefs  are,— i ft,  That 
the  warm  fteam  drawn  into  the  lungs  proves 
a kindly  fomentation  to'  every  part  of  their 
fine  aerial  veficles,  to  reftore  a free  perfpira- 
tion  from  them,  and  to  affift  in  removing  ob- 
ftrudions  from  their  minuteft  veflels. — adly. 
That  the  opiate  taken  before  eafes  the  cough, 
by  obtunding  the  acrimony  of  the  thin  {harp 
rheum  that  faUs  on  the  lungs,  and  lefTening 
the  irritability  of  the  nerves,  at  the  fame  time 
that  it  proves  a mild  diaphoretic,  while  the 
vapour  which  is  expired,  and  efcapes  by  the 
valve  in  the  lid  into  the  bed,  fettles  upon  the 
trunk  of  the  body,  and  produces  a fweat, 
which  extends  itfelf  to  the  feet  and  legs  ;~ 
and  this  fweat  commonly  relieves  the  patient 
from  the  reftlefs  anxiety  of  a hot,  dry,  and 
fometimes  parched  fkin,  and  carries  off  the 
fever  attending. 

By  the  ufe  of  this  inhaler,  I have  found 
what  Mr.  Mudge  ^‘has  faid  to  be  true,  that 

moft

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moft  recent  colds  may  be  removed,  and  that 
it  is  often  of  the  greatefl:  ufe  even  in  coughs 
of  fome  ftanding  ; only  it  muft  then  be  ufed 
oftener,  and  fometimes  morning  as  well  as 
evening,  but  without  the  opiate. — The  ufing 
the  inhaler  does  not  prevent  bleeding,  or 
taking  medicines  which  the  cafe  may  feem 
to  require  ; for  in  general,  it  feems  to  me  to 
aiEft  the  operation  of  thefe  other  remedies. 

When  the  patients  complain  of  a pain  and 
tightnefs  about  the  breaft,  it  is  in  general 
right  to  take  away  more  or  lefs  blood  ; and 
after  bleeding,  to  give  fome  of  the  mild  pec- 
torals, fuch  as  the  fperma  ceti  or  oily  mix-r 
tures ; and,  if  a fever  attends,  to  join  the 
ufe  of  nitre,  or  of  the  faline  or  Mindereri 
draughts  ; and  if  a tickling  cough  is  trouble- 
fome,  to  give  frequently  a tea-fpoonful  of 
fome  oily  or  mucilaginous  lindus,  acidulated 
cither  with  the  fpirit  of  vitriol,  or  the  oxymel 
fcilliticum.  And  in  all  coughs  and  obftruc- 
tions  of  the  lungs,  the  free  ufe  of  foft  mild  li- 
quors, fuch  as  barley-water,  balm-tea,  lin- 
feed-tea,  or  of  fuch  others,  is  of  fervice. 
The  mild  diaphoretics,  fuch  as  the  Mindereri 
draughts^,  given  along  with  warm  drinks,  to 

dlcal  and  expeditious  cure  for  a recent  catarrhous  CougU. 
Publiflied  at  London,  1779. 
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promote  a free  perfpiration,  or  Aveat,  are  of 
advantage,  when  patients  keep  in  bed,  and 
lie  in  wards  which  are  warm  and  comfort- 
able. 

If  the  cough  and  pain  of  the  bread  are  not 
relieved  by  thefe  means,  the  patient  muft  be 
blooded  a fecond  time,  and  a blifter  applied 
to  the  fide  immediately  after,  which  often 
removes  moft  of  the  complaints.  If  there  is 
a fliortnefs  or  difficulty  of  breathing,  the 
fquill  mixture,  or  lac  ammoniacum,  with 
oxymel,  and  occafionally  gentle  purges,  are 
of  ufe  : and  if  at  any  time  of  the  diforder  the 
tightnefs  and  pain  of  the  bread  returns  vio- 
lent, we  ought  to  take  away  fome  blood,  no 
other  remedy  affording  relief  j for  where 
coughs  are  attended  with  a pain  of  the 
bread,  and  a difficulty  of  breathing,  gene- 
rally the  lungs  are  more  or  lefs  inflamed,  and 
repeated  bleeding  is  required ; if  it  is  neg- 
ledled  at  fuch  times,  fuppuration  often  fol- 
lows foon,  and  an  incurable  confumption  is 
the  immediate  confequence. 

When  there  was  little  or  no  fever,  and  a 
thin  rheum  kept  up  a tickling  cough,  nor- 
thing had  a better  effedt  than  to  add  fome 
drops  of  the  tindtura  thebaica,  or  fome  of  the 
elixir  paregoricum,  to  the  oleagenous  or 
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fquill  mixtures  ; or  to  give  an  opiate  draught 
or  pill  at  bed-time,  which  eafed  the  cough, 
and  procured  the  patient  reft. 

It  is  univerfally  known,  that  animal  food 
affords  a much  more  heating  and  putrefcent 
chyle  than  vegetables  ; and  that  the  matter 
difcharged  from  the  fores  of  thofe  who  eat 
much  of  it  is  often  thin  and  acrid ; but  be- 
comes more  mild,  balfamic,  and  healing,  by 
living  more  on  food  of  the  vegetable  kind  ; 
and  for  thefe  reafons  phyficians  have  long  re- 
commended to  their  patients,  threatened 
with  confumptive  diforders,  to  live  entirely 
on  a vegetable  and  milk  diet.  — And  I have 
feen  more  than  one  inftance,  where  people 
who  had  every  fymptom  of  a confirmed  con- 
fumption,  recovered  by  living  entirely  almoft 
on  a vegetable  diet,  allowing  themfelves  no 
fort  of  animal  food,  but  afles  milk,  butter- 
milk, or  whey,  and  fometimes  a little  cow’s 
milk  ; and  eating  only  roots,  greens,  and 
plenty  of  ripe  fruit,  with  bread,  fago,  water- 
gruel,  or  light  preparations  of  fuch  other  ve- 
getable fubftances. — For  thefe  reafons,  when 
a cough  continued  long,  or  was  very  violent, 
we  kept  the  patients  on  low  diet,  and  in  as 
free  and  pure  an  air  as  the  nature  of  the  ho- 
ipitals  would  admit  of;  for  we  often  found

that  thofe  men  who  laboured  long  under  ob- 
ftinate  coughs,  which  threatened  confump- 
tions,  in  fmall  crowded  wards,  recovered  fur- 
prifingly  on  being  removed  to  a freer  air ; of 
which  we  had  a remarkable  inftance  in  the 
hofpital  at  Bremen,  in  January  1762,  upon 
removing  fome  men,  afflidled  with  very  bad 
coughs,  out  of  fmall  wards  which  were  damp, 
into  one  large  one,  which  was  dry  and  airy.' 

When  the  weather  was  mild  and  fair,  we 
made  the  patients  walk  out  a little  in  the 
day-time ; for  we  obferyed,  that  remaining 
always  in  the  hofpital,  and  breathing  nothing 
but  a foul  air,  helped  to  increafe  the  difor- 
der.- — -When  we  knew  the  men  to  be  fober^ 
and  not  apt  to  commit  irregularities,  we  ufed 
to  procure  them  good  billets,  and  make  them 
come  daily  to  the  hofpital  for  their  medicines. 

Equal,  parts  of  lime-water  and  milk, 
drank  to  the  quantity  of  a quart  a day,  was 
of  ufe  to  fome ; and  the  infufum  amarum, 
and  other  gentle  bitters,  taken  to  the  quan-^ 
tity  of  an  ounce  or  two,  morning  and  even- 
ing, toothers*.

• AlTes  milk,  and  Briftol  and  Seltzer  waters,  which  arei 
found  fo  ferviceable  in  pulmonic  diforders,  codld  not  be  haditi 
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A decodlion  of  the  cortex  removed  feme 
coughs  which  had  continued  for  a confi- 
derable  time,  even  in  cafes  where  flight 
hedtic  fymptoms  had  already  appeared’^; 
I have  feen  many  fimilar  cafes  in  private 
pradice.  The  bark  is  of  moil  ufe  where 

the  military  hofpitals ; and  riding  on  horfeback  was  too  ex- 
penfive  a remedy  for  a foldier. 

In  chronic  cafes,  where  we  fufpe£l  obdru6i'lons  and  tubereVes 
to  be  formed  in  the  lungs,  which  have  not  already  come  to 
fuppuration,  Dr.  Ruflel  recommends  the  ufe  of  fea- water  for 
refolving  them  j but  we  were  at  too  great  a dlilance  from  the 
fca  to  try  this  remedy.  See  his  Treatife  on  Sea- water,  p.  17. 

• Mary  Sheppard,  a woman  twenty-fix  years  of  age,  was 
admitted  into  St.  George’s  hofpital  the  6th  of  June,  1759,  for 
a cough,  attended  with  a condant  hedtic  fever  and  night- 
fweats,  which  had  begun  in  the  month  of  April,  after  the 
mealies.  She  complained  likewlfe  of  having  the  fluor  albus, 
and  (he  had  been  blooded  more  than  once  before  flie  came  to 
the  hofpital.  I at  firft  gave  her  fome  of  the  mild  pectorals, 
and  a folution  of  white  vitriol  in  water,  utenda  pro  inje<51.  ute- 
rlna.  After  a week,  finding  no  alteration  in  her  complaints,  I 
advifed  her  to  become  an  out-patient,  and  to  go  down  to  her 
friends  in  the  country,  to  live  upon  a milk  diet,  to  take  gentle 
cxercife,  and  continue  the  ufe  of  her  medicines ; which  (he 
did,  but  without  any  alteration  in  her  dlforder,  till  the  6th  of 
July,  when  I ordered  her  to  take  thrice  a day  two  ounces  of  the 
deco6Hon  of  the  cortex,  along  with  a faline  draught.  Immedi- 
tely,  on  beginning  to  ufe  this  medicine,  her  diforder  took  a fa- 
vourable turn  ; her  fever  and  night-fweats  left  her,  her  cough 
became  eafier,  and  fhe  recovered  health  and  drength  daily.  She 
came  to  the  hofpital  the  15th  of  Auguft,  feemingly  in  good 
health,  to  return  thanks  for  her  cure. 
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there  are  no  confirmed  obftrudllons,  but  the 
veflels  much  relaxed  ; which  we  judged  to 
be  the  cafe  from  the  patient’s  having  no  fixed 
pain,  nor  the  breathing  much  affedted.  If 
the  fick  are  plethoric,  or  in  the  Icaft  fe- 
verifb,  fome  blood  ought  to  be  taken  away 
before  we  begin  the  ufe  of  this  medicine.

SECT.  II. 

Of  coughs  ’with  heStic  fever  and  confumption. 

I 

WHEN  coughs  continued  long,  at- 
tended with  pain  in  the  fide,  diffi- 
culty of  breathing,  and  hedic  fever  and 
night-fweats,  we  always  had  reafon  to  fufpedl 
that  fuppurations  in  the  lungs  were  threat- 
ened, and  that  the  diforder  would  terminate 
in  a confirmed  confumption.  In  fuch  cafes, 
the  principal  thing  to  be  done  is,  to  keep 
the  patients  cool  ; and  to  endeavour  to 
allay  the  hedlic  heat  and  fever ; and  to  re- 
tard, as  much  as  poffible,  the  progrefs  of  the 
diforder.  When  confumptive  cafes  are  re- 
cent, we  are  fometimes  fo  lucky  as  to  make 
a cure  ; but  after  they  are  confirmed,  they 
for  the  moft  part  end  fatally. 

To  anfwer  the  purpofes  above  mentioned,^ 
we  kept  the  patients  upon  a low  diet  5 and 
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wherever  milk  was  to  be  got  eafily,  we  aU 
lowed  them  a pint  a day,  which  was  cither 
mixed  with  water  and  given  for  drink,  or 
they  took  it  to  breakfaft  or  fupper."^Their 
common  drink  was  either  barley-water  or 
the  pedloral  decodtion  ; which  was  occafion- 
ally  acidulated  with  a few  drops  of  fpirit  of 
vitriol ; and  we  gave  at  the  fame  time  the 
cooling  medicines,  fuch  as  nitre,  the  faline 
or  Mindereri  draughts,  mixed  at  times  with 
fperma  ceti,  or  fome  other  of  the  mild  pec- 
torals. 

"Whenever  the  pain  of  the  bread:  was  trou*.» 
blefome,  or  the  patient  was  hot  and  reftlefs 
at  nights  from  the  hedlic  fever,  the  opening 
a vein,  and  taking  away  from  four  to  eight 
ounces  of  blood  gave  the  greateft  relief  of 
any  thing  we  tried  ; and  thefe  repeated  fmall 
bleedings  were  fo  far  from  wafting  the  pa- 
tient's ftrength,  that  they  rather  feemed  to 
prevent  its  being  exhaufted  fo  faft  as  other- 
wife  it  would  have  been,  by  allaying  the  force 
of  the  fever.

In 
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In  private  pradlice,  a mild  vegetable  and 
milk  diet,  and  the  ufe'of  afs’s  milk,  and 
drinking  the  Briftol  waters  at  the  wells,  and 
Seltzer  water  with  milk,  drinking  whey,  or 
butter-milk,  and  eating  freely  of  ripe  fruit, 
are  juftly  ranked  among  the  moft  efficacious 
remedies ; and  in  this  country  the  going  into 
the  more  fouthern,  drier,  and  warmer  cli- 
mates, as  the  fouth  of  France,  Italy,  Spain, 
or  Portugal,  before  the  winter  feafon  comes 
on,  or  the  weather  fets  in  cold,  has  often 
been  found  to  produce  good  effefts  : for  no- 
thing is  of  more  ufe  in  pulmonic  complaints 
than  breathing  a free  pure  air,  that  neither 
'offends  the  lungs  by  its  too  great  degree  of 
cold  or  of  heat ; and  I have  feen  feVeral  reco- 
ver their  health  by  thefe  means,  whofe  cafes 
before  were  daily  growing  worfe,  and  feemed 
almoft  defperate. — And  in  cafes  where  the 
fkin  is  parched  and  dry,  the  ufe  of  tepid  and 
vapour  baths  is  fometimes  of  fervice ; of 
which  I faw  a very  remarkable  inftance  in 
April  1773,  in  a young  lady,  who,  after 
catching  cold,  was  attacked  with  a cough, 
which  fhe  at  firfl  negleded,  till  fhe  had  every 
fymptom  of  a confirmed  confumption  : fhe 
was  then  blooded,  went  into  the  country, 
lived  on  a vegetable  diet,  and  took  variety  of 
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medicines,  without  any  change  to  the  bet- 
ter ; and  when  I was  firft  called  to  her,  her 
pulfe  beat  120  times  in  a minute,  her  legs 
began  to  fwell  in  the  evenings,  fhe  was  much 
emaciated,  had  frequent  and  violent  fits  of 
coughing,  and  fpit  up  matter  which  feemed 
to  be  purulent.  After  having  ordered  her  dif- 
ferent remedies,  I was  told  that  her  fldn  felt 
conftantly  parched  and  dry,  and  I advifed  her 
the  ufe  of  the  warm  bath,  which  I thought 
might  give  fome  relief,  though  flie  feemed 
fo  Tar  gone  in  a confumption,  that  I expeded 
little  more  benefit  from  its  ufe  ; however,  by 
going  two  or  three  times  into  the  warm 
bath,  and  being  fweated  daily  in  a vapour- 
bath  for  fome  time,  the  fever  went  off,  and 
Ihe  recovered  her  ftrength  and  appetite. 

In  the  firft  ftage  of  confumptions.  Dr.  Pit- 
cairn * has  advifed  to  give  repeated*  dofes  of 
mercurius  dulcis,  when  there  is  no  extrava- 
fation  of  blood,  and  no  ulcer  as  yet  formed, 
I have  feen  this  remedy  of  ufe  in  threatening 
confumptive  cafes,  which  were  complicated 
with  a veneral  taint ; hut  in  others  where 
there  was  no  fuch  taint,  and  where  it  had 
been  adminiftered,  I rather  think  that  it

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did  hurt,  and  hurried  on  the  bad  fymp- 
toms.  ' 

And  the  drawing  up  into  the  lungs  the 
fleams  of  warm  emollient  decodlions,  of 
vinegar,  of  fpiritus  Mindereri,  of  gums,  and 
other  refolving  medicines,  has  been  much  re- 
commended in  confumptive  diforders,  and 
has  fometimes  been  of  ufe. 

Gentle  exercife,  particularly  riding  on 
horfebackjhas  been  univerfally  recommended 
in  confumptive  cafes,  with  a view  of  pro- 
moting the  fecretions  and  excretions,  and  of 
loofening  the  matter  lodged  in  the  lungs,  fo 
that  it  may  be  the  more  eafily  expedorated  j 
and  certainly  it  has  often  been  of  great  fer- 
vice : however,  it  ought  to  be  obferved,  that 
as  exercife  of  all  kinds  quickens  the  pulfe, 
and  increafes  the  motion  and  heat  of  the 
blood,  it  has  fometimes  done  mifchief  when 
ufed  injudicioufly,  or  ufed  fo  freely  as  to  heat 
the  patients  too  much.  In  general,  con- 
fumptive people  ought  to  ride,  or  ufe  other 
exercife,  at  that  time  of  the  day  when  they 
are  cooleft  and  moft  free  of  fever  ; and  they 
ought  never  to  heat  or  over-fatigue  them- 
felves  thereby. 

At  this  ftage  of  the  diforder,  we  put  in  fe- 
tons,  or  ordered  iflues,  to  fcrve  as  a drain  to 
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carry  off  the  matter,  and  found  them  of  ad- 
vantage in  fome  cafes.  When  the  patients 
complained  of  any  fixed  pain,  we  always 
made  the  ilTucs  as  near  the  part  affedted  as 
poffible  On  the  the-  5th  of  May,  1762,  a 
man,  belonging  to  the  eighty*cighth  regiment 
of  foot,  was  fent  to  the  hofpital  at  Bremen 
for  an  haemoptoe,  attended  with  a conftant 
hedlic  heat  and  fever.-**-After  being  blooded, 
and  ufing  the  cooling  remedies  without  fuc- 
cefs,  he  had  four  pea-iflfues  made  in  his 
back,  and  had  a flight  decodion  of  the  cor- 
tex, acidulated  with  fpirit  of  vitriol.  As 
foon  as  the  iffues  began  to  difcharge  freely, 


• In  June  1748,  a fcrvant  girl  came  to  alk  my  advice  for  a 
cough,  attended  with  a conflant  he<5Hc  fCver  and  night  fweats, 
which  bad  begun  fome  months  before,  on  catching  cold.  The 
matter  fhe  f^it  up  was  yellow,  and  had  the  appearance  of  pus  j 
and  (he  complained  of  a pain  in  the  lett  f;de  of  the  thorax.  I 
ordered  her  the  faline  mixture  with  Iperfna  ceti  to  be  takcft 
thrice  a day,  to  lofe  a little  blood,  to  drink  an  infufion  of  lin- 
feed  fweetened  with  honey,  and  to  have  a feton  put  in  her  Udc 
at  the  part  where  (he  complained  of  pain  ; adviling  her  to  go 
home  to  her  father,  who  was  a farmer  in  the  country,  and  to 
Jive  upon  a milk  and  vegetable  diet,  and  ride  on  horfeback 
whenever  (he  could  conveniently.  She  feemed  fo  far  gone  in 
a confumption,  that  I fcarcc  expedled  to  fee  her  again  j but, 
in  the  month  of  December,  ihe  came  to  rcturmme  thanks  for 
her  cure,  feeming  then  to  be  in  good  health.  She  told  me, 
that,  as  foon  as  the  feton  began  to  difcharge  freely,  Ihe  found 
relief ; and  mended  afterwards  daily,  by  folbvving  the  direc. 
lions  I had  given  her. 
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the  hedlic  heat,  fever,  and  fpittmg  of  blood, 
diminifhed  dally  ; and  he  recovered  his  health 
and  ftrength  in  a fliort  time.  However,  it 
ought  to  be  obferved,  that  although  thefe 
drains  are  fometimes  efficacious,  yet,  when 
the  difeafe  is  far  advanced,  the  mifchief  is 
generally  too  deep  rooted  for  them  to  be  of 
any  fervicc. 

The  natural  balfams  are  in  general  preju- 
dicial, and  increafe  the  hedlic  heat  and  fe- 
ver ; though  they  were  of  fervice  in  fomc 
few  cafes,  where  the  diforder  depended  on  a 
vomica  of  the  lungs,  the  matter  of  which  was 
difcharged  freely  by  expedloration ; as  hap- 
pened in  one  cafe  where  the  patient  was  very 
low,  and  had  the  night-fweats,  but  coughed 
up  the  matter  freely  ^ on  ufing  the  decodlion 
of  the  bark,  and  the  eledtarium  e fpermatc 
ceti  cum  balfamo,  the  matter  expedlorated 
became  thicker,  and  of  a more  balmy  con- 
fiftence,  without  any  increafe  of  heat  or  fe- 
ver ; after  which  the  fymptoms  became  gra- 
dually milder,  and  the  patient  recovered. 

Where  patients  expedlorate  freely,  and 
there  is  not  much  hedlic  heat  and  difficulty 
^of  breathing,  the  bark,  joined  to  the  mild 
foftening  remedies,  and  a cooling  diet  is  of-^ 
ten  of  fervice,  and  aflifts  in  healing  the  little 

exul-' 
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exulcerations  of  the  lungs ; but  where  there 
is  much  heat  and  difficulty  of  breathing  it 
had  better  be  omitted  as  under  fuch  circum- 
ftances'it  generally  does  mifehief,  by  increaf- 
ing  the  heat  and  fever. 

In  the  courfe  of  this  diforder  the  patients 
' often  become  very  hot  and  reftlefs,  and  are 
troubled  with  gripes,  fucceeded  by  a purg- 
ing : thefe  fymptoms  generally  proceed  from 
the  abforption  of  matter  from  the  lungs,  and 
from  corrupted  humours  lodged  in  the  intef- 
tines,  and  are  mofi:  readily  removed  by  a 
dofe  of  fome  laxative  medicine,  after  the 
operation  of  which  an  opiate  at  bed* time 
is  of  ufe  to  procure  reft. — When  the  firfl: 
dofe  of  phyfic  does  not  flop  the  purging,  we 
muft  repeat  the  opiates  at  nights,  and  in  a day 
or  two  give  another  purge ; and  if  there  is 
much  fjcknefs,  or  load  at  the  ftomach,  give 
likewife  a gentle  emeiic. 

If  the  purging  ftill  continues,  we  muft  of- 
ten join  the  ufe  of  aftringents  to  the  opiates. 
In  many  cafes,  I have  feen  good  effeds  from 
giving  equal  parts  of  milk  and  water  boiled 
with  rofe  leaves,  pomegranate  bark,  balauf- 
tine  flowers,  and  cinnamon,  as  recommended 
by  Dr.  Mead  in  his  Monita  Medica^;  it 

* Sedt,  X.  de  Febrib,  lentis  live  heflieis. 
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fcrves  both  for  food  and  medicine. — When 
opiates  and  aftringents  are  given  to  ftop  the 
purging  at  its  firft  appearance,  before  the 
bowels  are  emptied,  they  almoft  always  do 
miithief ; and  increafe  the  heat  and  fever : 
and  although  they  ftop  the  purging  for  a few 
hours,  it  always  breaks  out  with  greater  vio- 
lence afterwards. 

Whep  the  (ick  are  attacked  with  a fhort- 
nefs  and  difficulty  of  breathing,  which  is  not 
relieved  by  evacuations,  and  the  ufe  of  cool- 
ing medicines,  and  pedorals,  and  blifters, 
often  nothing  gives  fo  much  eafe,  or  has  fuch 
a good  effedt,  as  a gentle  vomit ; for  it  fre- 
quently removes  the  immediate  oppreffion 
from  the  breaft,  and  helps  to  pump  up  the 
matter  from  the  lungs. 

In  the  advanced  ftate  of  the  confumptlon, 
the  cough  is  always  very  troublefome;  and 
the  fick  find  no  relief  but  from  opiate  medi- 
cines, which,  in  fuch  cafes,  cannot  be  ex- 
pedted  to  do  more  than  give  a little  prefent 
eafe.— As  they  are  apt  to  obftrudt  the  free 
expedtoration,  we  generally  mix  them  with 
fome  oxymel  fcilliticum,  or  tindlura  feetida, 
which  takes  off  a good  deal  of  their  fuffo- 
cating  quality. 


Dr. 
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Dr.  Barry  •f*  advifes  for  the  cure  of  a con- 
fumption,  to  make  an  incifion  or  aperture 
into  the  fide  5 wherever  there  is  a fixed  pain 
attended  with  a weight,  a hedtic  fever,  and 
other  fymptoms  of  an  evident  fuppuration  ; 
he  fays  the  pleura  is  thickened,  and  the  lungs 
adhere  at  the  part  where  they  are  exulcerated ; 
and  that  by  the  operation  the  pus  may  be  eva- 
cuated, and  a cure  made  ; and  he  gives  feve- 
ral  inftances  of  the  fuccefs  of  the  operation, 
when  performed  in  time. — Was  this  operation 
oftener  performed  in  the  cafes  here  recom- 
mended, I am  perfuaded  that  many  lives 
would  be  preferved  which  are  now  loft.

INFLUENZA. 
SECT.  I. 

Of  tlk  fever  or  influenza  of  April  1762. 
FTER  a very  feverc  winter  at  Bremen^ 


the  weather,  from  being  very  cold, 
became  of  a fudden  extremely  hot,  about 
the  loth  of  April.  In  a few  days  after, 
many  people  \yere  feized  with  a violent  ca-^ 
tarrhal  difbrder.  It  often  began  with  fuch  a 
cold  and  fhivering,  that  many  imagined  at 
firft  that  they  were  going  to  have  agues  j but 
foon  after  they  were  attacked  with  a cough, 
and  a difficulty  of  breathing,  and  pain  of  the 
breaft,  with  a head-ach,  and  pains  all  over 
the  body,  efpecially  in  the  limbs. — The  firft 
nights  they  commonly  had  profufe  fwcats.— 
In  feveral,  the  difeafe  had  the  appearance  of 
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a remitting  fever,  for  the  two  or  three  firft 
days. — Many  had  a llight'inflammation  of  the 
throat,  and  a hoarfenefs.  In  all  it  was  at- 
. tended  with  an  acute  fever  in  the  beginning, 
and  the  urine  was  of  a high  colour;  and 
when  the  diforder  had  put  on  the  appearance 
of  a remittent  fever  in  the  beginning,  it  dropt 
a fediment  towards  morning  after  the  fecond 
day  ; and  did  the  fame  in  all,  when  the  dif- 
©rder  was  going  off.— Some  had  a purging, 
but  the  greater  number  were  rather  inclined 
to  be  coftive.— The  cough  in  many  was  very 
violent ; and  the  patients,  after  each  fit  of 
coughing,  had  reachings,  or  trainings  to  vo- 
mit, cxadtly  refembling  thofe  which  come 
after  violent  fits  of  the  hooping  cough. — At 
firft  the  patients  fpit  up  only  a little  phlegm  ; 
but  in  the  decline  of  the  diforder,  they  ex- 
pedlorated  freely. — 'The  violent  cough  and 
feverifhnefs  generally  continued  for  four,  five, 
or  fix  days;  with  others  it  continued  longer ; 
and  fomc  had  a cough  for  two  or  three  weeks 
after  the  fever  left  them. 

Th  is  catarrhal  fever  feized  moft  of  the 
people  of  the  town  of  Bremen ; and  there  were 
very  few  of  the  Britifh  who  efcaped  it  5 at  the 
fame  time,  it  was  epidemical  in  moft  coun- 
tries in  Europe.

We  treated  it  entirely  as  an  inflammatory 
diforder,  and  none^died  who  applied  early 
for  relief.-— *Moft  people  recovered  by  one 
plentiful  bleeding,  and  taking  the  mild  cool- 
ing medicines,  fuch  as  the  mixtura  e fper- 
mate  ceti  cum  nitro,  the  faline  or  Mindereri 
draughts,  or  fuch  like.  When  the  fever  and 
difficulty  of  breathing  continued  after  the 
firft  bleeding,  in  a day  or  two  a vein  was 
opened  a fecond  time  j and  immediately  after 
a blifter.was  applied  to  the  back,  which  com- 
monly removed  the  fever,  and  relieved  the 
breathing. “When  the  patients  were  in- 
clined to  be  coftive,  a dofe  of  phyfic  was  of 
fervice. 

None  of  the  Britifh  died,  except  one  or  two 
of  the  foldiers,  who  remained  in  quarters  af-- 
ter  being  taken  ill ; and,  inftead  of  bleeding 
and  living  low,  indulged  in  the  ufe  of  fpiritu- 
ous  liquors ; and  were  not  brought  to  the 
hofpital,  till  they  were  in  the  lafl:  ftage  of  a 
peripneumony.“-Many  of  the  inhabitants  of 
the  town  died  of  this  diforder,  which  waa 
probably  owing  to  want  of  care.

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S E C T.^  II. 

Of  the  catarrhalfever  or  influenza  offune  1767. 

IN  June  1767,  a diforder  of  the  fame  kind 
began  to  make  its  appearance  in  London. 
The  preceding  winter  had  been  extremely 
cold,  and  the  fpring  very  backward.  In 
May  and  the  beginning  of  June,  the  wind 
was  moftly  at  eaft,  and  blew  extremely  cold, 
the  mornings  were  fometimes  frofly,  and 
there  fell  a good  deal  of  rain  j but  towards 
the  18th  or  20th  of  June,  the  weather  be- 
came warm  and  mild,  when  a number  of 
people  were  attacked  with  a catarrhal  diforder. 
It  commonly  began  with  a coldnefs  and  (hi- 
vering, which  was  fucceeded  with  a burning 
feverifh  heat  which  lafted  for  fome  hours  ^ 
and  then  a fweat  broke  out,  which  gave  re- 
lief ; and  from  the  firft  attack  the  patient 
commonly  had  a frequent  fneezing,  and  a 
violent  running  at  the  nofe,  and  a tickling 
cough,  and  often  complained  of  a tightnefs 
and  uneafinefs  at  the  bread.  Commonly  the 
fweat  carried  off  the  heat  and  fever,  but  the 
running  at  the  nofe  and  cough  continued 
from  three  to  ten  or  twelve  days.  And  for 
fome  days  after  the  feveriflinefs  went  oft,  the 

patient 
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patient  was  apt  to  fall  into  a fweat  upon  the 
leafl  motion,  or  on^being  heated. 

The  greater  number  of  people  were  affed- 
ed  in  this  flight  manner,  and  the  complaint 
was  removed  by  the  ufe  of  the  mild  pedloral 
medicines,  and  drinking  freely  of  foft  dilut- 
ing liquors ; fome  cafes  required  taking  away 
ten  or  twelve  ounces  of  blood,  and  others 
likewife  the  taking  a dofe  or  two  of  fome 
mild  phyfic. 

But  although  this  diforder  was  in  general 
flight,  yet  it  attacked  fome  people  in  a much 
more  violent  manner,  and  they  had  all  the 
fy mptoms  of  a flrong  inflammatory  fever; 
or  of  a pleurify  or  peripneumony,  and  the 
blood  was  extremely  fizy,  and  it  was  necef- 
fary  to  bleed  the  patients  repeated  times ; 
fometimes  twice  or  thrice,  and  at  other  times 
the  length  of  feven  or  eight  times,  and  to 
follow  out  the  ftridtefl:  antiphlogiftic  method 
of  cure.  * 

The  principal  differences  which  I obferv- 
ed  between  this  and  the  epidemical  cold, 
which  was  frequent  at  Bremen  in  1762,  were, 
that  this  diforder  did  not  at  firfi:  feem  to  af-

fume  fo  much  the  type  of  a tertian  ague; 
nor  were  the  fweats  on  the  firft  days  fo  pro- 
fufc  ; and  the  cough  was  not  attended  with 
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fuch  a reaching  or  vomiting,  nor  with  a hoop- 
ing as  in  the  year  1762,  • 

SECT.  III. 

OJ  the  catarrhal  fever  or  infuenza  of  1775. 

IN  the  lirfl:  week  of  November  1775,  an- 
other catarrhal  diforder,  attended  with  fe- 
ver of  the  fame  kind,  began  to  appear  in 
London,  and  continued  more  or  lefs  till  the 
middle  or  end  of  December  5 like  the  other 
two  of  1762  and  1767,  it  foon  got  the  name 
of  influenza. 

By  the  middle  of  November  it  was  as  uni- 
verfal  in  London  as  moft  diforders  of  this  kind 
generally  are. 

I In  the  greater  number  it  appeared  like  a 
common  cold  ; but  in  others  it  began  with 
cold  and  (hivering,  fucceeded  with  a feverilh 
heat  and  cough,  a running  at  the  nofe,  fore- 
nefs  of  the  throat,  and  heavinefs  and  flight 
pain  of  the  head,  and  pains  all  over  the  body, 
and  many  complained  particularly  of  a pain 
and  uneafinefs  about  the  bread,  attended  with 
a tightnefs  and  difficulty  of  breathing,  and 
other  peripneumonic  fymptoms. — Some  had 
a diarrhoea,  and  a few  complained  a little  of 
a dyfuria  5 and  there  was  commonly  an  exa- 
cerbation 
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cerbation  of  fever  at  night,  fo  as  in  fome  to 
refemble  fomewhat  a remitting  fever ; but 
very  few  that  I fiw  this  feafon  had  fuch  dif- 
tindt  paroxy  fms  as  to  refemble  thofe  of  an  ague. 

In  general,  this  diforder  was  over  in  a few 
days,  but  with  others  it  continued  longer ; 
and  with  fomc  few  it  ran  into  a continued 
fever;  or  into  a confirmed  peripneumony, 
particularly  with  people  after  the  age  of  forty, 
who  had  been  fubjedt  to  afthmatic  complaints. 

Some  died  of  the  fever,  but  of  thefe  I faw 
none ; but  I faw  three  who  died  of  the  pe- 
ripneumony, by  negledting  themfelves  in  the 
beginning,  and  not  fending  for  medical  af- 
fiftancc  till  it  was  too  late,  their  diforders 
being  fo  far  advanced,  that  it  was  out  of  the 
power  of  medicine  to  give  them  any  relief.— 
And  many  of  the  poor  people  who  had  neg- 
Icdled  themfelves  in  the  diforder,  or  who  had 
it  not  in  their  power  to  have  medical  advice, 
died  of  deep  confumptions ; and  I faw  qtiany 
miferable  inftances  of  this  kind  in  the  Janu- 
ary, February,  March,  and  April  following, 
among  the  poor  who  came  as  out-patients  to 
St.  George's  hofpital,  who  dated  the  begin- 
ning of  their  complaints  from  the  influenza^- 
This  diforder  when  mild  generally  went 
off  by  the  ufe  of  warm  diluting  liquors,  and 
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a few  evacuations,  in  the  beginning  ; joined 
to  the  coding  antiphlogiftic  remedies,  and 
mild  diaphoretics ; and  fome  few  required  the 
ufe  of  bliflers. 

In  the  fecond  and  third  weeks  of  Novem- 
ber, about  140  of  the  patients  in  St.  George's 
hofpital  were  attacked  with  this  diforder,  and 
they  every  one  got  well  without  any  accident 
by  the  mild  treatment  here  mentioned,  which 
probably,  was  owing  to  their  complaint  be- 
ing immediately  attended  to,  and  proper  re- 
medies applied  ; in  many  of  them  the  dif- 
order went  off  by  a gentle  perfpiration,  or 
a profufe  fweat. 

The  blood  that  was  taken  from  mod:  of 
them,  threw  up  a white  gelatinous  buff  3 and 
the  blood  of  a few  only  had  the  flrong  con- 
tradled  white  buff  with  a cup-like  appear-  - 
ance  a-top^  when  cold. 

In  private  pradtice  I obferved,  that  though 
one  bleeding  in  the  beginning  was  generally 
neceflary,  and  in  fome  few  cafes  a fecond, 
yet  that  where  the  lancet  had  been  ufed  very 
freely  it  funk  the  patients,  and  made  the  re- 
covery very  flow  and  tedious  ; and  therefore, 
except  where  the  peripneumonic  fymptoms 
urged,  and  in  fome  few  cafes  where  the  fever 
run  high,  I never  ordered  a fecond  bleeding, 

CHAP. 
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CHAP.  XL 

OF  THE  RHEUMATISM. 

4 

TH  E rheumatifm  is  one  of  the  diforders 
mofl:  generally  to  be  met  with  in  mi- 
litary hofpitals.  There  were  at  all  times 
fome  men  in  our  hofpitals  labouring  under 
rheumatic  fevers,  or  other  rheumatic  com- 
plaints ; though  we  never  had  at  any  one 
time  a great  number  ; owing  probably  to  the 
weather  being  very  favourable  in  both  the 
campaigns  of  1761  and  1762. — It  was  always 
moft  frequent  when  the  weather  was  wet  and 
cold ; both  during  the  campaign,  and  when 
we  were  in  winter-quarters. 

It  commonly  began  either,  i.  With  an 
acute  fever,  and  pains  all  over  the  body  : or, 
2.  With  pains  in  particular  parts,  as  the 
fhoulders,  legs,  arms,  knees,  and  fometimes 
of  the  fide,  attended  with  fome  degree  of  a 
fever.— The  firfl:  was  the  moft  common  form 
it  aflumed,  when  men  were  attacked  with  it 
in  the  field  or  in  garrifon  ; owing  to  their  do- 
ing duty  in  cold  we.t  weather. — The  other 
caufes  generally  took  place  when  they  had 
been  formerly  fubjedt  to  rheumatic  complaints, 
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and  had  caught  cold  ; or  after  they  had  been 
weakened  and  reduced  low  by  fevers,  fluxes. 
Or  other  diforders. 

We  had  but  very  few  rheumatifrns  accom- 
panied with  fwelling,  pain,  and  inflammation 
of  the  joints  of  the  knees  and  wrifts,  &c. 
which  are  fo  common  in  our  hofpitals  about 
London.  I did  not  meet  with  above  a dozen 
cafes  of  this  kind,  whilft  in  Germany  with 
the  army. 

When  the  rheumatifm  began  with  pains 
all  over  the  body,  attended  with  a high  fe-. 
ver,  we  treated  it  at  firft  entirely  as  an  in- 
flammatory fever  We  blooded  freely,  and 
repeated  this  evacuation  often  •f,  if  the  blood 

Conti- 

* Sydenham,  in  treating  of  this  dlfjafe,  orders  bleeding, 
Jmd  that  to  be  repeated  next  day  ; and  afterwards  every  other 
day,  two,  three,  or  four  times,  or  more,  as  the  patients 
ilrength  can  bear  it,  and  on  the  intermediate  days  to  give  a 
purgative  clyfter.  But  in  young  people,  and  thofe  who  have 
lived  regularly,  he  fays,  that  a very  low  diet  will  cure  as  ef-^ 
fe6lually  as  bleeding  and  medicines : that  the  patients  mud  live 
four  days  on  whey  alone,  but  after  this  may  eat  bread  for  din- 
fter ; and  on  the  laft  days  for  fupper  alfo  ; and  when  the  fymp- 
toms  begin  to  abate,  he  allows  them  to  eat  boiled  chicken,  or 
other  light  food  ; but  fays  they  muft  live  every  third  day  on 
whey,  till  their  flrength  returns,  ProcelT.

^ A remark  of  Dr.  Huxham’s  deferves  to  be  taken  notice  of 
here  : he  tells  us,  that  there  are  fome  kinds  of  rheumatifrns, 
^.}j,  thpf<P  which  come  from  a fliarp  ferous  rheum,  which  do 

no? 
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continued  fizy,  and  the  pains  violent,  pro-- 
vided  the  pulfe  was  ftrong.  When  the  pleura, 
the  lungs,  or  any  other  of  the  vifeera  were  af- 
fedled,  we  blooded  as  freely  as  we  fliould 
have  done  in  acute  inflammations  of  thefe 
parts  : we  gave  the  faline  draughts  with  ni- 
tre -f* ; and  plenty  of  barley-water  and  other 

not  bear  the  free  ufe  of  the  lancet ; that  plentiful  bleeding  does 
more  hurt  than  good  ; and  that,  in  fuch  cafes,  the  medicines 
which  bring  out  breathing  fweats,  and  at  the  fame  time  cor- 
re(fl  the  acrimony  of  the  blood,  joined  with  gentle  opiates, 
have  a much  better  effcdl.  De  Aere,  vol.  il.  p.  i8_5'. 

•j*  Dr.  Brocklefby,  in  his  Obfervations  on  Military  Difeafes, 
recommends  the  ufe  of  large  quantities  of  nitre,  diflblved  in 
water-gruel,  or  fage  tea,  (in  the  proportion  of  two  drachms 
of  the  nitre  to  a quart  of  the  liquor)  in  acute  rheumatifms. 
He  fays,  “ I am  affured  from  numberlefs  inftances,  that  in  flout 
young  men,  by  taking  fix  hundred  grains  (ten  drachms) 
“ dally,  for  four  or  five  days  fucceflively,  and  diluting  plen- 
“ tlfully,  as  before  recommended,  plain  nitre  proves  the  mofl 
“ powerful  and  befl  fudorlfic,  in  fuch  complaints,  that  I have 
“ ever  tried;  and  this  quantity,  and  even  more,  may  be  re- 
tained  in  the  flomach,  and  pafs  through  the  courfe  of  the 
“ circulation,  by  only  diluting  properly  with  thofe  thin  atte- 
nuating  beverages  as  before  recommended.  Such  quanti- 
ties,  in  three  or  four  days,  feldom  failed  wonderfully  to  re» 
lieve  the  patient,  and  very  often  to  cure  him  entirely,  by 
the  mofl  plentiful  and  profufe  fweats.”  See  from  p.  116, 
to  p.  124. 

I have  fometimes  given  nitre  in  large  quantities  as  here  re*? 
commended  by  Dr.  Brocklelby ; fometimes  it  was  of  fervice, 
but  it  often  made  the  patients  fo  fick  that  they  were  obliged 
foon  to  lay  it  afide, 

weak 
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weak  diluting  liquors;  and  gentle  phyfic 
once  or  twice  a week  ; and  afterwards  ap- 
plied blifters,  which  often  relieved  both  the 
pains  and  fever. 

After  fome  days,  if  the  pains  dill  remained, 
we  continued  the  faline  draughts  with  nitre 
throughout  the  day  ; and  in  the  evening  en- 
deavoured to  promote  a free  perfpiration  by 
means  of  the  mild  diaphoretics,  fuch  as  the 
Mindereri  draughts  with  Mithridate,  in  dofes 
frequently  repeated  ; at  the  fame  time,  the 
patient  kept  in  bed,  and  drank  freely  of  mild 
diluting  liquors.  Sometimes  we  gave  twenty, 
. thirty,  or  forty  drops  of  fpirits  of  hartfhorn, 
in  repeated  draughts  of  warm  barley-water  : 
or  a like  quantity  of  the  antimonial  wine, 
iifed  in  the  fame  manner  : or  from  lixty  to  a 
hundred  drops  of  the  antimonial  wine,  mix- 
ed with  one-fourth  part  of  the  tindlura  the- 
baica,  in  a large  draught  of  fome  warm  li- 
quor ; which  I have  obferved,  in  many  cafes, 
to  have  a better  effect,  than  moft  other  medi- 
cines ufed  for  this  purpofe ; as  it  adts  both  as 
an  opiate  in  eafing  the  pain,  and  procuring 
reft  ; at  the  fame  time  that  it  promotes  a free 
perfpiration,  or  a gentle  fweat,  to  carry  off  the 
diftemper. 


But 
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But  it  fliould  be  obferved,  that,  in  the  be- 
ginning of  rheumatic  fevers,  forced  fwcats 
generally  did  hurt,  and  often  increafed  both 
the  pain  and  fever ; and  that  in  general  we 
had.  greater  fuccefs,  and  made  fpeedier  cures, 
when  we  did  not  attempt  to  promote  fweat- 
ins,  till  after  other  evacuations  had  been  fuf- 
ficiently  made,  and  the  fever  had  begun  to 
abate  ; and  that  in  this  fever,  when  we  did 
attempt  to  procure  fweats,  the  milder  diapho- 
retics, with  plenty  of  weak  diluting  liquors, 
anfwered  better  than  thofe  of  a more  heat- 
ing nature  ; though  after  the  fever  was  gone, 
and  the  pains  ftill  continued,  fometimes  the 
ftronger  fudoriiics,  fuch  as  g.  guaiac.  and  its 
volatile  tindture,  Dover’s  powder,  and  the 
like,  beft  anfwered  the  purpofe,  and  carried 
off  the  diftemper,  when  the  milder  ones  had 
little  effedl. 

I have  often  obferved,  where  fweating 
made  no  change  in  the  diftemper,  that  keep- 
ing up  a free  perfpiration  by,  means  of  the 
decodtion  of  the  farfaparilla  with  the  anti- 
monial  wine,  or  fmall  dofes  of  the  pulvis  an- 
timonialis  (gr.  v.),  given  twice  or  thrice  a 
day,  removed  rheumatifms,  which  had  re- 
fifted  the  force  of  other  remedies.  A very 
remarkable  inftance  of  which  I had  under 
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my  care  in  St.  George's  hofpital,  in  the  year 
1767.  A foldier  of  the  firft  regiment  of 
foot  guards  was  admitted  for  a rheumatifm, 
and  his  left  knee  was  fo  fwelled  and  gave  him 
fo  much  pain,  that  it  was  at  one  time  judged 
that  the  limb  muft  be  amputated,  in  order 
to  fave  his  life ; but  the  operation  was  de- 
layed on  account  of  his  being  much  ema- 
ciated, and  having  a conflant  fever,  however, 
by  taking  three  times  a day  four  grains  of  the 
pulvis  antimonialis,  and  drinking  above  each 
dofe  ten  ounces  of  a decodion  of  farfaparilla, 
he  received  a complete  cure  in  feven  weeks. 
And  a gentleman  who  had  been  for  feveral 
years  afflided  with  a rheumatifm,  for  which 
he  had  gone  through  many  courfes,  told  me, 
that  he  was  cured  by  taking  three  times  a 
day  a powder  coinpofed  of  gr.  iij.  of  kermes 
mineral,  gr.  iv,  of  camphor,  and  gr.  x.  of 
teftaceous  powder,  and  drinking  daily  a quart 
of  a decodion  of  farfaparilla,  with  two 
drachms  of  genfeng  in  it. 

Sometimes  the  cold  bath  -f*  removed  pains 
which  had  not  yielded  to  internal  medicines; 

I have  very  often  ordered  the  warm  bath  with  advantage 
fn  rheumatic  cafes  in  St.  George’s  hofpital ; but  we  had  no 
convenience  of  this  kind  with  the  flying  hofpital  in  Ger- 
piany. 


but 
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but  it  ought  to  be  obferved,  that  when  pa- 
tients went  into  the  cold  bath  while  the  fe- 
veri(hnefs  dill  remained,  and  the  blood  con- 
tinued fizy,  or  before  free  evacuations  had 
been  made,  oftentimes,  inftead  of  giving  re- 
lief, it  made  the  diforder  worfe,  and  more 
obftinate  *- 

When  the  rheiimatifm  was  confined  to  a 
particular  part,  attended  with  fever,  we  treat- 
ed it  as  the  acute  rheumatifm.  Fomenting 
the  part  with  warm  emollient  decodlions,  and 
rubbing  it  afterwards  with  the  volatile,  or  fa- 
ponaceous  liniments,  often  gave  eafe  ; and  the 
application  of  cupping-glafles  and  blifters 
frequently  removed  the  diforder.  In  fome 
cafes,  where  the  firfl  blifter  did  not  relieve, 
the  application  of  a fecond,  and  afterwards 
keeping  up  a difeharge  from  the  part  by 
means  of  the  epifpaftic  ointment,  carried  off 
the  pain.  In  others,  where  the  mild  dia- 

* This  I have  feen  many  inftances  of,  particularly  In  the 
cafe  of  Anne  Walker,  a woman  of  twenty-three  years  of  age^ 
who  was  under  my  care  in  St.  George’s  hofpital,  in  May,  1759. 
Before  (he  came  to  the  hofpital,  Ihe  had  been  blooded,  and 
had  gone  into  the  cold  bath  four  times,  which,  fhe  told  me, 
had  increafed  her  pains  to  a violent  degree ; in  which  ftate  (he 
had  continued  for  fome  weeks  before  (be  came  to  the  hofpital  ;

phoretics 
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phorctics  were  inefFedtual,  fweating,  with 
the  g.  guaic.  or  Dover’s  powder,  and  fuch 
other  medicines,  after  the  fever  was  gone, 
removed  the  complaintSc  Warm  water, 
pumped  upon  the  part,  often  removes  fuch 
rheumatic  pains  as  have  refifted  the  force  of 
internal  and  other  remedies.  On  the  29th 
of  Auguft,  1759,  Mary  Ward  was  admitted 
into  St.  George’s  hofpital  for  rheumatic  pains 
of  the  arms,  legs,  and  knees,  attended  with 
fever,  which  all  yielded  to  evacuations,  and 
the  ufe  of  cooling  medicines,  mild  diapho- 
retics, and  of  the  warm  bath,  except  the 
pain  of  the  knee ; which,  after  it  had  refift- 
ed the  courfe  abovementioned,  was  at  laft: 
removed  by  pumping  warm  water  on  the 
part,  three  times  a week ; joined  to  the  ufe 
of  fomentations  and  volatile  liniments.  Since 
that  time  I have  feen  repeated  inftances 
where  the  warm  pump  had  an  equal  good 
effed:. 

When  the  rheumatifm  was  attended  with 
inflammation  and  fwelling  of  the  joints,  we 
blooded  freely,  gave  cooling  purges,  and  the 
faline  draughts  with  nitre,  along  with  plenty 
of  weak  diluting  liquors,  and  preferibed  a 
cool  low  diet ; and  often  leeches  applied  to 
the  part  gave  great  relief. 


After 
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After  the  violence  of  the  fever  and  inflam- 
mation was  abated,  fomenting  the  parts,  and 
rubbing  them  with  the  faponaceous  or  vola- 
tile . liniments,  fomctimes  haftened  the  dif- 
cuffion  of  thefwelling;  as  did  likewife  the 
application  of  blifters  *,  after  the  inflamma- 
tion was  entirely  gone  ; but  it  ought  to  be 
noticed,  that  if  volatile  liniments'or  blifters 
are  ufed  too  foon,  they  will  fometimes  occa- 
fion  violent  inflammation  and  pain  •f*. 

Rheumatic  cafes  of  this  kind  are  often 
very  obflinate,  and  require  a confiderable 

* Anne  Ragen,  a woman  about  thirty-three  years  of  age, 
was  admitted  into  St.  George’s  hofpital  the  17th  of  January, 
1759,  for  rheumatic  pains  of  her  legs  and  arms,  and  a fwell- 
ing  of  her  right  knee.  Free  evacuations,  and  the  ufe  of  cool- 
ing medicines,  and  mild  diaphoretics,  removed  all  her  other 
complaints,  except  the  fwelling  of  the  knee,  by  the  middle  of 
February,  when  I ordered  a blifter  to  be  applied  to  it ; after 
which  the  fwelling  gradually  decreafed,  and  fhe  was  difcharged, 
cured,  the  20th  of  March.

A blifter  was  applied,  and  mod  of  the  fwelling  went  away, 
but  returned  foon  after  : it  was  at  lafl  removed  by  the  ufe  of 
the  warm  pump  three  times  a week,  and  drinking  a pint  of 
the  guaiac.  decoftlon  dally. 

f I have  fometimes  ordered  emollient  fomentations  and 
poultices  to  be  applied  to  fuch  fwellings,  which  gave  great  cafe 
to  the  patient ; and  I have  feen  fetons  or  illues,  made  near 
the  part  atfefted,  afford  confiderable  relief. 

length 
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length  of  time  before  they  are  got  the  better 
of  > and  frequently  more  or  lefs  of  the  fwell- 
ing,  efpecially  of  the  wrifts  and  joints  of  the 
fingers,  remains  ever  after ; and  patients, 
who  have  once  had  the  rheumatifm  in  this 
violent  degree,  are  always  fubjed:  to  relapfes; 
as  are  even  thofe  who  have  had  the  rheuma- 
tifm but  flightly. 

Mercury  J has  been  recommended  in  the 
cure  of  rheumatifms  : I have  fometimes 
found  it  of  ufe  in  obftinate  cafes,  but  in 
common  it  does  little  fervice  by  itfelf,  except 
where  the  diforder  is  complicated  with  ve- 
nereal fymptoms ; I have  often  given  it,  and 
even  fometimes  gone  fo  far  as  to  raife  a fali- 
vation,  where  the  pains  were  moft  fevere  in 
the  night ; and  the  patient,  at  the  fame  time, 
thought  he  had  fome  reafon  to  fufpedt  a ve- 
nereal taint,  though  no  external  fymptom 
appeared  ; fometimes  it  has  removed  all  the 
fymptoms,  and  at  other  times  had  no  effed. 
Many  good  praditioners  have  recommended 
fmall  dofes  of  calomel  to  be  given  at  night, 
and  next  morning  a purge  in  which  way,  I

think. 
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think,  I have  obferved  good  efFefts  from  its 
ufc. 

The  bark  was  frequently  of  ufe  in  reftor-^ 
ing  the  ftrength,  and  removing  thofe  rheu- 
matic pains  which  remained  after  fevers,  and 
other  diforders ; but  in  other  cafes  it  had 
little  efFedt. 

When  the  rheumatifm  continues  long,  and 
has  taken  deep  root,  Sydenham  * advifes  to 
bleed  from  time  to  time,  at  fome  weeks  di- 
ftance  ; which,  he  fays,  will  either  entirely 
remove  the  difeafe,  or  bring  it  to  that  con- 
dition, that  the  remains  of  it  will  be  eafily 
extirpated  by  an  iflue,  and  giving  fome  of 
the  volatile  falts  in  Canary  wine,  morning 
and  evening.  I have  always  obferved  in 
rheumatic  cafes,  which  continued  long,  that, 
after  free  evacuations,  the  patients  received 
more  benefit  from  a mild  low  diet,  continued 
for  fome  time,  and  the  ufe  of  diluting  decoc- 
tions with  mild  diaphoretics,  while  they  took 
gentle  purges  once  or  twice  a week,  than 
from  any  other  remedies. 

I have  given  half  an  ounce  of  foap  a day, 
for  a confiderable  time,  in  fome  old  rheu- 
matic cafes,  in  the  manner  recommended  by

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the  late  Dr.  John  Clerk  of  Edinburgh  ; and, 
I think,  with  advantage ; but  have  not  had 
fufficient  trials  to  afcertain  the  merits  of 
th  is  medicine. 

Dr.  Sydenham,  in  treating  of  the  rheuma- 
tifm,  which  he  calls  fcorbutic,  fays,  that  af- 
ter it  had  refifted  bleeding,  purging,  low 
diet,  and  other  remedies,  he  has  cured  it  by 
giving  thrice  a day  two  drachms  of  an  elec- 
tary made  of  conferv.  cochlear,  horten.  re- 
cent. unc.  ij.  lujul.  unc.  i.  pulv.  ar.  comp, 
drachm,  vi.  cum  fyrup.  aurant.  qj.  f.  drinking 
after  it  three  ounces  of  a water  drawn  from 
Brunfwick  beer,  and  fome  of  the  antifcorbu- 
tic  plants. 

There  is  no  diforder  which  foldiers  are  fo 
apt  to  counterfeit  as  the  rheumatifm,  when- 
ever the  duty  in  the  field  is  fevere  ; but  while 
there  is  no  fever  or  fize  in  the  blood,  or 
other  evident  marks  of  the  diftemper,  and 
the  men  look  healthy,  there  is  always  reafon 
to  fufpedl  impofture. 
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CHAP.  XII. 

Of  the  autumnal  remitting  fevef^' 


SECT.  I. 


Of  the  places  nvhere  the  remitting  fever  is  mtfl 

frequent. 


The  remitting  autumnal  fever,  called 
by  the  ancients  was  alfo  one  of 

the  moft  frequent  diforders  during  the  cam* 
paign. 

This  fever  is  obfetved  in  moft  countries, 
after  the  juices  have  been  highly  exalted  by 
the  heat  of  fummer,  and  people  are  expofed 
to  the  heats  of  mid-day,  and  to  the  cold 
damps  of  the  night*  We  obferve  it  every 
year  in  the  neighbourhood  cf  London,  efpe- 
cially  among  the  labouring  people,  who  work 
in  the  fields,  towards  the  end  of  fummer, 
and  in  autumn  ; but  it  is  generally  in  a 
milder  degree  than  in  armies,  where  men 
are  more  expofed  to  the  viciflitudes  of  the 
weather. 

As  we  go  farther  towards  the  fouth,  this, 
as  well  as  other  bilious  diforders,  becomes 
more  frequent. 

F ^ Thi^ 
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This  fever  is  reckoned  the  endemic  dif- 
temper  of  the  Weft  Indies,  of  the  Coaft  of 
Guinea,  and  of  other  places  in  the  torrid  zone ; 
but  in  thofe  warm  countries  it  appears  in  a 
more  violent  degree,  makes  a much  more  ra- 
pid progrefs,  and  proves  far  more  fatal  than 
in  our  cooler  and  more  temperate  climate. 
And  it  is  obferved  to  be  always  moft  frequent 
and  moft  fatal  where  a country  is  covered 
with  wood,  or  is  marfliy,  and  where  there 
are  frequent  fogs,  and  much  ftagnating  wa- 
ter, which  corrupts  by  the  heat  of  fumrner. 

In  January,  February,  and  March  1761, 
w^e  had  none  of  thofe  remitting  fevers  at  Pa- 
derborn.  In  April,  fome  few  of  the  foldiers, 
on  their  return  from  the  winter-expedition 
into  Hefle-Caflel,  had  fevers  attended  with 
bilious  fymptoms ; but  they  were  rather  of 
the  continued  inflammatory  kind,  and  tend- 
ing to  malignant,  than  fuch  as  could  be 
called  remitting. 

The  firft  time  that  I faw  much  of  this  fe- 
ver, was  among  the  fick  fent  to  Bilifield  in 
the  end  of  June  1761,  foon  after  the  army 
took  the  field.  The  remiflions  were  fliort, 
and  it  partook  much  of  the  nature  of  the 
common  inflammatory  fever  ; and  moft  of 
them  were  cured  by  the  aniiphlogiftic  me- 
thod. 
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tJiod,  A day  or  two  before  we  left  this  place, 
it  began  to  change  into  the  malignant  ho- 
fpital  fever,  from  the  fick  being  too  much, 
crowded. 

In  the  middle  of  July,  about  twelve  hun- 
dred fick  were  fent  to  the  hofpital  at  Mun- 
fter and  about  one  third  part  of  them  were 
ill  of  this  remitting  fever.  It  did  not  par- 
take near  fo  much  of  the  inflammatory  na- 
ture as  at  Bilifield  ; the  remifllons  became 

r 

much  more  evident,  and  it  was  attended 
much  oftener  in  the  beginning  with  bilious 
vomiting  and  purging  ; and  in  fome  few  the 
diforder  turned  to  a dyfentery.  About  eight 
or  nine  had  it  changed  into  the  hofpital  fe- 
ver, from  the  wards  being  too  much  crowd- 
ed ; and  in  fome  few  the  diforder  terminated 
in  regular  agues.  In  November  feveral  were 
taken  ill  of  it  in  the  garrifon  of  Bremen, 
which  moftly  ended  in  a regular  intermit- 
tent, the  endemic  diftemper  of  the  place. 
Towards  the  end  of  December  we  had  none 
of  thefe  remitting  fevers,  the  diforders  turn- 
ing more  to  the  inflammatory  kind. 

In  June  1762,  this  fever  began  to  appear 
again  among  the  fick  fent  from  the  army  to 
the  hofpital  at  Natzungen  ; and  it  continued 
to  be  frequent  through  the  fuinmer  and  au- 

F 3 tumns 
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tumn  5 and  the  greateft  part  of  thefe  fevers 
this  year  terminated  in  regular  agues,  moftly 
in  tertians,  and  were  cured  by  the  bark  ; 
whereas  the  year  before  very  few  terminated 
this  way. 

SECT.  II. 

Of  the  fymptoms. 

/ 

This  diforder  in  the  beginning  had 
commonly  the  appearance  of  a conti- 
nued fever  ; and  many  had  a ficknefs»and  vo- 
miting, and  threw  up  a quantity  of  yellow 
bile,  mixed  with  the  contents  of  the  fto- 
mach.  In  a few  days,  efpecially  after  bleed- 
ing, the  remiflions  became  clear ; though  on 
its  firfl:  appearance  in  June  1761,  they  were 
fhort,  and  rather  obfeure  ; and  it  feemed  ftill 
to  partake  a good  deal  of  the  nature  of  the 
common  inflammatory  fever,  the  blood  being 
very  fizy  5 but  as  the  feafon  advanced,  the  re- 
miffions  became  more  evident,  and  the  paro- 
xyfms  more  like  thofe  of  an  ague,  and  the 
blood  lefs  fizy  ; though  at  all  feafons  of  the 
year  it  had  fome  appearance  of  an  inflamma- 
tory buff  in  this  diforder.  The  Tick  were 
reftlefs  and  uneafy  at  night,  but  commonly 
felt  themfelves  cooler  and  lighter  in  the  day- 
time : 
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time:  and  although  they  had  no  cold  fit,  as 
the  fever  came  on  at  night,  and  many  of 
them  had  no  breathing  fweat,  as  they  be- 
came cooler  and  freer  from  the  fever  in  the 
morning ; yet  the  fits  were  fo  remarkable, 
that  many  of  the  patients  ufed  to  fay  they 
had  a regular  fit  of  an  ague  every  night,  or 
towards  the  morning  ; and  fome  few,  that 
they  had  the  fit  every  fecond  night.  As  the 
feafon  advanced,  the  remiflions  appeared 
more  diftind:.  However,  there  was  always 
a good  number  in  whom  the  fever  went  on 
in  a continued  form,  through  its  whole 
courfe,  without  any  figns  of  remiflion,  tho’ 
they  had  all  the  other  fy mptoms  of  this  fe- 
ver. In  a few  inftanccs  the  fever,  after  it 
came  to  remit,  changed  again  into  a con- 
tinued form. 

The  heat  in  the  time  of  the  paroxyfms 
rofe  high,  and  feveral  were  delirious  during 
its  continuance  ^ ; but  were  quite  fenfible  iri 
the  intervals,  though  never  wholly  without 
the  fever.  ^ 

At  the  end  of  July  1761,  four  or  five  were 
, attacked  with  a bleeding  at  the  nofe,  in  the 

♦ I did  not  fee  the  delirium  rife  fo  high,  nor  the  paroxyfms 
(o  fcvere,  as  in  the  marfh  fever  deferibed  by  Sir  John  Pringle. 

4 time 
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time  of  the  paroxyfms,  and  became  cooler 
afterwards ; but  it  did  not  prove  a crifis  in 
any  of  them. 

The  urine  in  the  beginning  was  commonly 
of  a high  colour,  though  fometimes  it  was 
pale  and  limpid  : at  firft  it  depofited  no  fedi- 
ment ; but  when  the  fever  came  to  remit, 
there  was  often  a fmall  fedimcnt  after  each 
paroxyfm  ; and  as  the  fever  was  going  off,  it 
let  fall  a fediment  in  all  'f. 

Some  at  firft  were  inclined  to  be  coftive ; 
others  had  a ficknefs  and  purging;  and  feve- 
ral  of  thofe  who  were  coftive  in  the  begin- 
ning, were  in  the  courfe  of  the  diforder  at^ 
tacked  with  a purging ; and  others,  after 
fome  previous  complaint  of  the  ftomach, 
were  feized  with  both  vomiting  and  purging. 
In  general,  after  the  fick  continued  fome 
days  in  the  hofpital,  they  were  inclined  to 
be  loofe ; which  was  a favourable  circum- 
ftance,  when  this  evacuation  was  not  fo 
great  as  to  be  in  danger  of  finking  the  pa- 

f Dr.  Hillary  fays,  the  fyrnptoms  of  this  fever  in  Barbadoes 
were  much  the  fame  as  thofe  of  the  or  continued  remit- 

ting fever  in  England  ; except  only  that  the  urine  in  this  hot 
climate  never  depofits  any  lateritious  fediment,  nor  very  rarely 
in  any  intermitting  or  any  other  fever,  except  when  a crifis 
happens  that  way.

tient. 
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tient.  Some  were  attacked  with  a dyfen" 
tery. 

In  this,  as  well  as  in  moft  other  fevers,  the 
fick  frequently  pafled  by  ftool  worms  of  the 
round  kind  ^ and  fometimes  they  vomited 
them  up,  or  the  worms  came  up  into  their 
mouth  or  noftrils  while  they  lay  afleep  in 
bed  ; and  fome  towards  the  height  were  af- 
fli(fted  with  deafnefs,  which  was  commonly 
a favourable  fymptom. 

Mod  of  thofe  ill  of  this  diforder  had  a yel- 
lowHh  colour  of  the  countenance,  which 
went  off  with  the  fever.  It  was  more  ob- 
fervable  in  fome  than  in  others ; in  general, 
it  was  flight ; fome  few  became  yellow  all 
over  ^ ; particularly  one  man  in  the  hofpital 
at  Munfter,  who,  after  being  feized  with 
violent  vomiting  and  purging,  convulfions, 
and  twitching  of  the  tendons,  and  hiccup, 
became  yellow,  as  in  the  deepeft  jaundice, 
Th  is  fymptom  of  yellownefs  arifes  from  a 

Sir  John  Pringle  takes  notice  of  this  yellow  colour  or 
jaundice.  He  fays,  “ Some  grow  yellow,  as  in  the  jaundice. 
“ This  was  found  more  frequent  during  the  firft  campaign 
“ than  afterwards  ; it  was  unfavourable,  but  not  a mortal 
“ fymptom,’*  Obferv.  part  iii.  ch,  4,  — Hippocrates  men- 
tions the  jaundice  occurring  in  fevers,  Aphor.  iv.  § 62  & 64; 
and  he  reckons  it  a favourable  fymptom  in  ardent  fevers,  where

redundancy 
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redundancy  and  abforption  of  bile,  and  is 
fometimes  obferved  in  other  fevers  as  well 
as  in  this  *f* ; for  while  we  were  at  Paderborn 

in 

'f  Does  this  fever,  when  accompanied  with  this  univerfal 
yellownefs  of  the  ikin,  approach  to  the  nature  of  the  yellow 
fever  of  the  Weft  Indies  ? As  I had  fo  few  cafes  of  this  kind 
under  my  care,  I cannot  determine  this  qiieftion  from  my  own 
experience  ; but,  from  the  account  of  others,  I fhould  believe 
them  to  be  very  diflerent  diforders. — In  the  yellow  fever  of  the 
Weft  Indies,  the  blood  appears  quite  loofe  and  diflblved,  with- 
out the  leaft  appearance  of  lize,  even  on  the  firft  day  ; and  the 
general  yellownefs  appears  on  the  third  or  fourth,  with  ligns 
of  a total  diftblution,  and  gangrenous  diathefis  of  the  blood  : 
whereas,  in  the  remitting  fever  of  Jamaica,  which  is  of  the 
lame  kind  with  the  fever  here  treated  of,  Mr,  Nafmith  tells  us, 
(fee  D,  Lind’s  firft  Paper  on  Fevers)  there  is  always  an  in- 
flammatory diathefis  of  the  blood.  The  yellownefs  in  both  de- 
pends on  a redundancy  and  qjbforption  of  bile  ; but  in  the  yel- 
low fever  of  the  Weft  Indies,  the  bile  is  in  a much  more  pu- 
trefeent  ftate,  and  a great  part  of  the  cure  depends  on  the  early 
and  fpeedy  evacuation  of  it. — In  the  yellow  fevers  which  ap- 
peared in  Haflar  hofpital,  which  arc  taken  notice  of  by  Dr. 
Lind,  in  his  two  Papers  on  Fevers,  the  blood  was  in  quite  a 
different  ftate  from  what  it  is  in  the  yellow  fever  of  the  Weft 
Indies  j the  blood  drawn  from  two  of  thefe  patients  became 
covered  with  a thick  yellow  gluten,  and  the  ferum  was  of  the 
confiftence  of  a thin  fyrup,  and  of  a deep  yellow'  tinge,  and 
tafted  bitter ; and  in  another  who  was  bled  two  days  before  his 
death,  it  threw  up  the  fame  thick  yellow  gluten,  though  the 
red  part  below  was  quite  loofe. 

O/  the  true  yellow  fevtr  of  the  IVcft  Indies, 

According  to  the  account  given  by  Dr.  Hume  and  other 
pradfitioners,  the  true  bilious  or  yellow  fever  of  the  Weft  In- 
dies is  peculiar  to  the  hot  climates,  and  is  of  the  putrid  kind. 

it 
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in  February  1761,  two  men  were  brought 
to  the  hofpital  in  fevers,  attended  with  this 

fymptom, 

It  makes  a very  rapid  progrefs,  and  the  blood  is  quite  loofe  anJ 
dilTolved,  without  the  appearance  of  fize,  even  on  the  firftday. 

The  mod  infeparable  charaderifHcs  of  this  difeafe  are,  the 
licknefs,  and  inceiTant  yellow  bilious  or  black  vomitings,  at- 
tended with  an  opprcffion,  and  pain  about  the  praecordia,  par- 
ticularly when  the  hand  is  prelTed  on  the  pit  of  the  ftomach  ; 
the  laborious  and  painful  refpiration,  the  yellow  colour  of  the 
eyes  and  ftin,  which  though  a common,  is  not  a conftant  con- 
comitant fymptom,  and  the  loofe  diflblved  ftate  of  the  blood, 
which  about  the  end  of  the  third,  or  beginning  of  the  fourth 
day,  is  often  fo  broke  down  as  to  enter  the  fmallefl:  veflel,  and 
pafs  through  the  emunftories  into  the  nofe,  mouth,  and 
bowels,  and  even  by  the  Ikin  where  bliilers  have  been  ap- 
plied. 

The  appearances  which  have  been  obferved  in  the  bodies  of 
thofe  who  have  died  of  this  fever  are  the  following:  the 
coats  of  the  rtomach,  duodenum,  and  ilium,  have  been  com- 
monly found  more  or  lefs  inflamed  and  mortified,  and  full  of 
black  bile  ; the  liver  large  and  turgid  with  bile,  and  fometime# 
fphacelated  where  it  lies  contiguous  to  the  flomach  ; the  omen- 
tum livid,  and  full  of  black  blood. 

At  other  times,  few  or  no  marks  of  inflammation  have  been 
obferved  on  the  flomach  or  contiguous  parts,  though  the  pre- 
ceding fever  had  been  attended  with  exceflive  vomitings. 

The’  more  intenfe  the  firil:  fymptoms  of  this  fever  are,  and 
the  earlier  the  yellow  ftage  appears,  the  greater  the  danger, 
and  vice  verfa  ; for  ii  this  flage  keeps  off  till  fome  time  in  the 
fifth  day,  there  is  room  to  hope  for  a favourable  event. 

The  external  bleeding  from  the  emundlories  is  always  a very 
dangerous  fymptom,  yet  many  recover  after  fuch  haemorrhages. 
— But  when  blood  is  mixed  with  the  urine,  or  flows  infen- 
fibly  from  the  anus,  the  cafe  becomes  much  more  dangerous ; 

and

fymptom.  They  were  both  delirious,  with 
parched  dry  tongues,  flight  twitchings  of  the 

tendons, 

and  when  it  is  vomited  up  of  a coffee  colour  or  black,  it  is  for 
the  moft  part  a certain  fign  that  a mortification  has  adually 
taken  place. 

This  fever,  like  others  of  the  putrid  kind,  generally  goes  off 
with  profufe  warm  fweats, — fometimes  it  ends  in  fcabby  erup- 
tions about  the  mouth,  and  at  other  times  there  appear  fmall 
boils,  from  the  fize  of  a common  pea  to  that  of  a horfe-bean, 
on  the  breaft,  fides,  and  flioulders,  or  hips,  which  prove  cri- 
tical : they  do  not  fuppurate,  but,  like  carbuncles,  mortify  on 
the  top,  and  the  fioughs  feparate  like  the  efcar  of  an  ifllue. 

And  fometimes  in  the  beginning  of  the  third  fiage,  or  in  the 
coLirfe  of  it,  one  or  more  clufiers  ot  fmall  florid  eruptions,  from 
four  to  feven  in  a clufier,  and  no  larger  than  meafles,  came  out 
on  or  near  the  pit  of  the  fiomach,  and  in  general  are  fare  figns 
of  the  patient’s  recovery. 

Moll:  pradlitloners  now  agree,  that  the  principal  intentions  of 
cure  in  this  fever  mud  be  to  corredl  the  too  great  tendency  of 
the  blood  to  putrcfadlion,  and  to  carry  off  the  putrid  bile  as  ex- 
peditioufly  and  fafely  as  polfible, 

Phyficians  have  been  divided  in  their  opinions  with  refpedl 
to  bleeding  in  the  beginning  of  this  fever;  fome  recommend- 
ing free  and  large  bleedings,  and  others  efteeming  every  eva- 
cuation of  this  kind  prejudicial ; but  all  thofe  pradlltioners  I 
have  converfed  with,  who  have  had  many  of  thefe  fevers  un- 
der their  care,  agree,  that  though  a fmall  quantity  of  blood, 
from  ffrong  robuff  people,  taken  on  the  firff  day,  when  the 
fever  runs  high,  is  of  fervice  in  allaying  the  too  great  heat  and 
violence  of  the  fever;  yet  that  large  or  free  bleeding  is  always 
in  danger  of  finking  the  patient  too  much,  and  of  hurrying 
him  to  his  grave  ; — and  that,  after  the  third  day,  or  when  the 
blood  is  already  diffolved,  and  the  pulfe  funk,  that  bleeding  is 
tor  the  moff  part  prejudicial,  and  had  better  be  omitted  ; which 
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tendons,  and  other  bad  fymptoms;  and  one  of 
them  had  a continual  vomiting  and  purging. 

They 

corrcfponcls  with  what  we  obferve  in  petechial  and  other  putrid 
fevers  in  Europe. 

As  the  ftomach  and  bowels  are  always,  in  this  fever,  filled 
with  corrupted  bilious  humours,  which  occalion  great  ficknefs 
and  opprellion  about  the  prascordia,  and  keep  up  a conftant  vo- 
miting, it  has  been  one  of  the  principal  intentions  to  evacuate 
and  difcharge  this  bile,  before  too  great  a quantity  of  it  be 
taken  up  into  the  blood  by  the  abforbent  vefTels. — And,  in  or- 
der to  follcit  its  difcharge  downwards,  all  modern  practitioners 
have  ftrongly  recommended  the  early  and  free  ufe  of  emollient 
clyflers,  which  commonly  procure  fome  bilious  ftools  after  the 
rejection  of  the  clylter,  particularly  if  the  vomiting  is  come  on 
before  the  clylters  are  adminiftered. 

The  other  remedies  commonly  employed  for  cleanfing  the  flo- 
mach  and  bowels  of  corrupted  bile,  andother  putrid  colluvies,  are 
emetic  and  purgative  medicines  : but  in  this  fever  the  ftomach 
is  fo  irritable  as  not  to  retain  purgative  or  any  other  fort  of  me- 
dicines ; and  ftrong  vomits  have  often  aCted  roughly,  and  kept 
up  an  inceflant  vomiting,  which  could  not  afterwards  be  fiopt 
till  death  put  an  end  to  the  fufferings  of  the  patient ; and 
therefore  mod:  practitioners  in  the  Weft  Indies  have  now  laid 
their  ufe  afide  in  this  fever,  and  attempted  to  clear  the  fto- 
mach and  bowels  by  repeated  draughts  of  fome  mild  liquor.—- 
Some  recommend  green  tea  and  fimple  oxymel,  for  this  pur- 
pofe ; others,  an  infufion  of  camomile  flowers,  or  of  fage,  or  of 
mint,  and  water  acidulated  with  a fmall  quantity  of  the  vege- 
table or  mineral  acids.  Dr.  Hume  preferred  a very  pleafant 
fherbet,  made  with  frefti  limes,  not  too  four,  which  was  to  be 
drank  milk-warm,  or  even  cold,  if  the  patient  earned ly  defired 
it,  and  to  be  drank  very  freely.  He  obferved  that  the  lick  at 
firft  threw  up  this  liquor,  but  thofe  who  perfevered  in  its  ufe 
commonly  found,  that  after  the  firft  three  or  four  draughts, 
every  fucceeding  one  remained  longer  on  the  ftomach  than 
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had  the  purging  was  opened.  All  the  bowels^ 


that  before ; fo  that  in  a few  hours  the  Intermiffions  between 
the  fits  of  vomiting  came  to  be  fo  lengthened,  that  he  could 
attempt  giving  fome  mild  purgative  medicine  to  empty  the 
bowels.  The  medicine  which  he  found  to  anfwer  befi:  was, 
two  ounces  of  manna,  and  an  once  of  cream  of  tartar,  diflblved 
in  three  pints  (lib.  iii.)  of  the  fherbet,  which  was  taken  by 
fpoonfuls,  or  tea-cupfulls,  as  the  llomach  would  bear  it,  till 
fuch  time  as  it  operated  by  fiool ; after  which  it  was  continued 
occafionally  through  the  courfe  of  the  diforder,  fo  as  to  keep 
the  belly  foluble,  and  to  procure  frequent  bilious  ftools ; tho* 
fometimes  it  was  changed  for  a tindture  of  rhubarb  drawn  in 
weak  cinnamon  water,  which  was  given  with  the  fame  intent* 
— The  purgative  medicine  recommended  for  this  purpofe  by 
Dr.  Hillary  was  the  following  ; R mannae  optimae  fefunciam 
▼el.  line,  ii,  tamarind,  condlt.  unc.  i.  tartar  vitiolat.  gr.  x.  folve 
in  feri  ladtis  praeparat  cum  vin.  Madeirienf.  unc.  vi,  colaturac 
adde  tindt.  fente,  iinciam  dimidlam  ; et  divide  in  partes  iv, 
capiat  ^ger  imam  omni  hora  donee  laxetur  alvus.  And  in  the 
courfe  of  the  diforder  he  advifes  to  repeat  this  purge  as  often 
as  the  patient  is  attacked  with  an  anxiety,  and  a painful  burn- 
ing about  the  praecordia,  which  almoft  always  depend  on  bili- 
ous corrupted  humours  pent  up  within  the  bowels, — When 
purgatives  tailed,  clyfters  were  injedled,  iinlefs  a forenefs 
about  the  anus,  occafioned  by  the  heat  and  acrimony  of  the 
fiools,  prevented  their  being  adminifiered. 

For  the  firfl:  two  days  the  fiomach  is  generally  fo  irritable, 
that  little  more  can  be  given,  by  way  of  fupporting  the  pa- 
tient, than  at  times  a fpoonful  of  Port  or  Madeira,  warmed 
with  one  third  of  warm  water,  and  fweetened  with  a little  fu- 
gar.  Dr.  Hillary,  at  this  period,  fays  he  endeavoured  to  fup- 
port  the  patient’s  firength,  and  to  flop  the  putrefeent  diathefis 
of  the  fluids  by  fuitable  antifeptics,  of  which  he  found  the  fol- 
lowing infufion  of  fnake-root  to  anfwer  the  beft  of  any  thing 
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low  bile,  and  had  a flight  degree  of  inflam- 
mation 

he  tried,  and  to  lit  eafieft  on  the  liomach.— R.  rad.  ferpent. 
Virgin,  drachm,  ii.  croci  Anglic,  drachmam  dimidiam,  infundc 
per  horam  vafe  bene  claufo  in  aq.  bullientis,  q.  f.  et  dein  un- 
ciis  fcx  collaturie,  adde  aq.  menthze  limp,  uncias  ii.  vini  Ma* 
derienlis,  uncias  iv.  fyrup  croci,  vel  fyrup  e meconio,  un- 
ciam  i.  elix.  vitriol,  acidi,  q.  f.  ad  gratum  faporem ; mifce  ; 
capiat  seger  cochlearia,  ii.  vel  iii.  omnihora,  vel  fecundaqua- 
que  hora,  vel  faepius  pro  re  nata.  And  to  this.  Dr.  Hillary 
fays,  he  added  the  ufe  of  cordials,  and  of  Urong  wine- whey,  as 
the  patient  became  lower. 

When  the  intervals  between  the  fits  of  vomiting  become 
longer.  Dr,  Hume  fays,  then  panada,  falop,  rice-gruel,  fago, 
or  fuch  things,  with  a little  wine,  may  be  given  frequently  ; 
and  the  fubacld  ripe  fruits  of  the  climate,  to  wit,  oranges, 
pine-apples,  chaddocks,  &c.  were  always  extremely  beneficial ; 
and  by  way  of  drink,  toaft  and  water,  Iherbet,  barley-water, 
almond-emulfion,  the  liquor  of  the  cocoa-nut,  and  fuch  like, 
were  moll  proper. 

When  the  vomiting  and  opprellion  about  the  prsecordla  con- 
tinued for  twelve  or  fourteen  hours  after  the  yellow  fiage,  blif- 
ters  applied  to  both  thighs  were  of  great  fervice ; and  when 
the  fick  complained  much  of  the  pain  they  occafioned,  the 
vomiting  often  began  to  abate,  and  ceafed  entirely,  as  the  irri- 
tation and  inflammation  increafed.  Dr.  Hume  fays,  he  never 
obferved  blillers  to  produce  any  of  the  bad  effedls  mentioned 
by  Dr.  Warren,  nor  did  he  ever  fee  any  inconvenience  from 
their  ufe,  except  when  they  were  applied  lower  than  the  calfs 
of  the  legs,  when  they  fometimes  left  ulcers  which  were  diffi- 
cult to  heal ; but  thefc  ulcers  were  always  fdutary,  and  never 
attended  with  any  bad  confequences. 

This,  like  other  fevers  of  the  putrid  kind,  generally  aoes 
off  with  profufe  warm  fweats  ; and  therefore  when  there  is  a 
tendency  that  way,  mild  diaphoretic  medicines,  fuch  as  a little 
of  the  fpiritus  Mindereri,  &c.  are  of  fervice  in  promoting  it. 
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mation  all  over  their  furfacc  j the  gall-blad- 
der was  diftended  with  a very  dark-coloured 

bile ; 

And  in  whatever  fiage  of  the  diforder  the  lick  are  relieved, 
whether  by  fweats,  by  bilious  llools,  or  eruptions,  and  it  is 
evident  from  the  vomiting  cealing,  and  the  load  at  the  breaft 
being  removed,  and  the  refpiration  becoming  ealier,  that  the 
fever  is  giving  way,  it  is  always  necelTary  to  attempt  giving 
the  bark,  to  fupport  the  patient’s  llrength,  and  to  carry  off 
the  fever  and  prevent  a relapfe,  or  the  lick  from  falling  into 
intermitting  and  remitting  fevers. 

The  bark  may  be  given  either  in  fubllance  or  in  decodlion. 
—Dr,  Hume  fays,  he  commonly  ordered  an  ounce  of  the 
bark,  with  three  drachms  of  fnake-root,  to  be  infufed  in  a 
quart  of  port  wine,  and  three  or  four  fpoonfuls  to  be  given 
once  in  two  or  three  hours,  as  the  llomach  would  bear  it. — Or 
he  made  the  fame  quantity  of  bark  and  fnake-root  be  boiled  in 
three  pints  of  water  to  a quart,  and  then  two  ounees  oF  ftrong 
mint-water,  with  a little  fpirit  of  lavender,  be  added  to  the 
ftrained  liquor  ; which  he  gave  in  fuch  quantities,  and  at  fucli 
dillances  of  time,  as  the  llomach  could  bell  bear  it. 

Dr.  Mackittrick  recommends  a method  fomewhat  limilar  to 
this,  and  mentions  fome  few  things  which  he  thinks  may  be 
tried  in  the  firft  llage  of  the  fever. — Where  the  vomiting  conti- 
nues long,  he  advifes  the  application  of  aromatic  plallers  to  the 
llomach,  and  to  give  the  faline  draughts  in  a fermenting  hate ; 
and  he  thinks  the  ufe  of  cold  water,  and  of  the  columba  root, 
might  be  of  fervice.  — And  he  feems  to  think,  that  as  the  Ikiii 

o 

Is  parched  and  dry,  that  tepid  baths  would  often  be  proper  ; 
and  he  fays,  that  Dr.  Dalrymple,  who  was  phyllcian  to  the 
army  at  the  liege  of  Carthagena,  in  the  year  1740,  cured 
many  whofe  cafes  feemed  defperate,  by  wrapping  them  in 
blankets  wetted  with  warm  deco£lions,  which  threw  them  into 
profufe  fweats,  that  carried  off  the  fever. 

Both  Dr.  Mackittrick  and  Dr.  Hume  tried  repeatedly  the 
ufe  of  opiates  in  the  firil  llage  of  this  fever,  in  order  to  allay 
the  violent  vomitings,  but  without  producing  the  Icall  good 

effect, 
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bile ; but  no  concretions  were  found  in  its 
cavity,  or  in  the  bilious  dudls ; nor  mucus,  or 
any  other  thing  obftruding  thefe  paflages. 
The  furface  of  the  lungs  feemed  llightly  in- 
flamed ; and  there  was  a fmall  quantity  of 
grcenifli  ferum  in  the  cavities  of  the  thorax. 
I could  not  learn  the  hiftories  of  thefe  two 

effect ; for  they  always  increafed  the  patient’s  anxiety  and  un- 
cafinefs,  and  were  thrown  up  almoft  immediately  ; and  they 
both  think,  that  while  the  domach  remains  loaded  with  cor- 
rupted bile,  that  opiates  are  by  no  means  proper,  and  can  be 
of  no  fervice. 

And  Dr.  Hume  obferves,  that  fome  praditioners  have 
recorainended  ftrongly  to  force  fweats  by  means  of  flrong 
diaphoretic  medicines  and  bed-doaths ; but  he  fays,  that  all 
attempts  of  this  kind  give  great  uneafinefs,  and  always  fail 
of  fuccefs. 

Mr.  Blicke,  in  an  eflay  on  the  yellow  fever,  publllhed  in  the 
year  1772,  fays,  the praftitloner  is  fomedmes  called  too  late, 
and  when  the  vomiting  is  fo  violent,  that  no  folutive  medi- 
cines, though  afllfted  with  lenient  clyflers,  will  divert  the 
courfe  of  the  humours,  nor  anti-emetics  flop  the  vomiting 
any  confiderable  time.  In  fuch  circumftances  I have  ven- 
tured to  give  (and  it  fucceeded  beyond  my  exped:ations)  20  or 
grains  of  fcammony  or  of  jalap,  in  an  anti-emetic  draught, 
repeating  it  if  the  patient  threw  it  up,  or  if  it  had  not  in  a little 
time  fome  vifible  effed.  — I was  induced  to  try  remedies  of 
this  kind  from  obfervation,  that  the  vomiting  was  never  vio- 
lent (if  any)  when  the  patient  had  a fmart  diarrhoea,  either 
” fpontaneous,  or  proceeding  from  the  ufe  ot  medicine ; and 
luch  a diarrhoea  proved  very  ferviccable  in  allaying  or  abating 
all  the  other  fymptoms. — The  anti-emetiC;  draught  commonly 
flops  the  vomiting  till  the  purge  pafles  the  pylorus  ; it  there- 
fore, in  general,  anfvver#  the  intention,  and  relieves  that 
troublefome  fymptom.

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men’s  diforders,  before  they  were  brought  to 
the  hofpital ; but,  from  the  fymptoms,  was 
inclined  to  believe,  that  the  fevers  had  been 
of  the  malignant  or  petechial  kind  ; and  that 
the  yellow  colour  was  only  an  accidental 
fymptom  of  it  ; for  on  one  of  the  men  we 
could  perceive  obfcure  traces  of  dun  petechial 
fpots  on  his  breaft  and  arms ; and  the  malig- 
nant fever  was  frequent  at  this  time  among 
the  troops,  and  the  bilious  autumnal  fevers 
had  ceafed  long  before. 

I could  not  obferve  any  certain  critical 
days,  or  periods,  when  this  diforder  termi- 
nated.— Some,  who  had  it  flightly,  got  well 
in  a few  days ; with  others  it  continued 
longer : fome  continued  long  feverifii,  and 
would  feem  cooler  and  freer  from  fever  for  a 
day  or  two,  and  then  grow  worfe  again  ; and 
many  had  repeated  relapfes. 

Neither  could  1 obferve  any  regular  crifis 
in  this  fever.  Sweat  was  the  difcharge  which 
ofteneft  proved  critical.  Many  Teemed  to  be 
relieved  by  a purging  ; but  as  the  greater 
part  had  a loofenels  after  fome  days,  which, 
continued  often  through  the  diforder,  with- 
out producing  any  very  fudden  change  in  the 
fymptoms,  it  feemed  to  be  a favourable  cir- 
cumftance  3 though  it  feldom  carried  off  the 

fever 
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fever  fo  fuddenly  as  to  be  manifeftly  critical. 
The  urine  broke,  and  dropt  a fediment,  for 
the  moft  part,  as  the  fever  took  a favourable 
turn. 

When  this  fever  proved  mortal,  it  com- 
monly affumed  a continued  form ; the 
tongue  became  parched  and  dry,  the  patient 
delirious,  with  twitchings  of  the  tendons, 
hiccup,  and  other  fatal  prefages ; while  others 
were  feized  with  a violent  diarrhoea,  or  dv- 
fentery,  which  funk  them  irrecoverably. 

SECT.  III. 

Of  the  method  of  cure, 

IN  the  beginning  it  is  generally  neceffary 
to  bleed  the  patients  freely  j and  fre- 
quently to  repeat  the  evacuation,  where  the 
lymptoms  require  it.  The  blood  is  com- 
monly of  a florid  colour,  and  throws  up 
more  or  lefs  of  an  inflammatory  buff.  In 
warm  climates  we  mufl:  not  be  fo  free  with 
the  lancet  as  in  our  more  northern  latitudes. 
Mofl:  praditioners  recommend  taking  away 
a little  blood  in  the  beginning,  but  difap- 
prove  of  bleeding  freely  in  thefe  countries, 
unlefs  the  diforder  be  accompanied  with  vio- 
lent inflammatory  fymptoms, 
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In  thefe  fevers,  the  firfl  paflages  are  for 
the  moft  part  loaded  with  bilious  humours^ 
which,  if  fuffered  to  remain  in  the  bowels, 
are  either  abforbed,  and  increafe  the  heat 
and  fever,  or  bring  on  a violent  diarrhoea ; 
and  therefore,  after  bleeding,  it  is  neceffary 
to  give  a vomit  in  the  evening,  and  next  day 
a dofe  of  fome  gentle  purge,  to  carry  off 
thefe  putrid,  bilious  humours;  'or  to  give  a 
folution  of  two  or  three  grains  of  emetic 
tartar,  in  two  ounces  of  water,  which  com- 
monly vomits  freely,  and  gives  a loofe  ftool 
or  two  afterwards,  and  clears  the  ftomach 
and  bowels  more  effedlually  than  moft  other 
remedies,  and  frequently  opens  the  pores, 
and  brings  out  a fweat. 

In  Grenada,  and  feveral  other  of  the  Weft 
India  iflands,  on  the  firft  attack  of  fever  or 
ficknefs  at  the  ftomach,  praditioners  give 
a vomit  of  this  kind,  and  afterwards  a dofe 
of  fome  mild  purge,  or  fome  antimonial  me- 
dicine, that  both  vomits  and  purges  ; and 
find  that  it  often  carries  off  the  fever  entirely, 
or  renders  it  much  milder  than  otherwife  it 
would  have  been ; and  frequently  brings 
about  an  intermiflion,  in  which  they  can 
give  the  bark. — And  I have  fometimes  ob- 
ferved,  here  in  England,  fevers  of  this  kind 

take 
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take  a favourable  turn  on  the  exhibition  of 
fuch  an  emetic ; and  at  other  times  I have 
feen  every  fymptom  become  milder  imme- 
diately after  its  operation. — But  although  it 
is  often  of  the  greateft  ufe  in  the  beginning 
of  fevers,  to  clear  the  primas  vise,  yet  I think 
it  is  neceffary  to  mention,  that  the  frequent 
repetition,  or  the  continued  ufe  of  aftive  an- 
timonial  preparations  in  fevers,  where  the 
pulfe  is  low,  or  the  patients  of  a weakly  con- 
ftitution,  is  in  danger  of  finking  the  fick,  and 
hurrying  on  the  bad  fymptoms.  — In  the 
courfe  of  this  difeafe,  if  the  patient  complains 
of  a bad  tafte  in  the  mouth,  and  of  a naufea, 
attended  with  a foul  tongue,  it  is  often  of 
advantage  to  repeat  the  emetic  ; for  thefe 
fymptoms  commonly  (hew,  that  the  ftomach 
is  loaded  with  bilious  or  other  corrupted  hu- 
mours.— Frequently  after  the  operation  of 
the  emetic,  the  patient  has  fd me  loo fe  flools, 
from  the  gall-bladder's  being  emptied  in  the 
ftrainings  to  vomit.  Such  ftools  are  always 
bilious,  as  are  commonly  thofe  procured  by 
purgative  medicines. 

And  if  at  any  time  of  the  fever  the  patient 
is  inclined  to  be  coftive,  and  grows  hot,  rel- 
iefs, and  uneafy,  we  muft  either  repeat  the 
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purge,  or  give  laxative  clyfters,  for  thefc 
fymptoms  often  depend  on  corrupted  fecu- 
lent matter  pent  up  within  the  bowels,  and 
go  off  on  their  removal. — In  general  it  is  of 
ufe  to  keep  the  belly  foluble  through  the 
whole  courfe  of  thefe  fevers. 

In  Germany,  after  emptying  the  bowels, 
we  gave  the  cooling  and  mild  diaphoretics, 
fuch  as  the  faline  and  Mindereri  draughts, 
joined  occafionally  with  nitre,  or  the  contra- 
yerva  powders  5 while  we  made  the  patient 
drink  plentifully  of  warm  diluting  liquors; 
which  we  found  to  anfwer  in  general  better 
than  any  other  remedies  : they  brought  the 
remiffions  to  be  more  evident,  and  the  pa- 
roxyfms  to  be  nrdlder,  at  the  fame  time  that 
they  kept  up  a free  perfpiration,  as  a means 
to  carry  off  the  diftemper. 

In  fome  cafes  we  gave  the  antimonial 
powder,  made  of  one  part  of  tartar  emetic, 
and  eleven  of  the  calx  antimonii,  in  fmall 
dofes,  from  two  to  four  grains  every  four  or  fix 
hours.  The  firft  dofes  of  this  powder  fome- 
times  made  the  patient  fick,  and  adted  as  a 
purgative,  and  kept  up  a free  perfpiration  ; 
at  other  times,  it  produced  no  vifible  efFedf. 
In  fome  cafes,  where  it  was  given  early,  it 
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operated  both  by  ftool,  and  as  a diaphoretic, 
and  removed  the  fever  * ; and  it  was  of  ufe

* Dr.  Robert  Miller,  one  of  the  phylicians  to  the  army,  told 
me  in  Germany,  that  he  had  given  this  antimonial  powder  with 
great  fuccefs  in  the  remitting  tever,  while  the  eighth  regiment 
of  foot  (to  which  he  was  formerly  fnrgeon)  lay  in  England. — 
Sir  John  Pringle,  in  his  fourth  edition  of  his  Obfervations, 
part  Hi.  ch.  iv.  tells  us,  that  having  given  a mild  purge  im- 
mediately after  bleeding,  he  next  morning,  when  there  was  al- 
moft  always  a remiffion,  gave  a grain  of  the  tartar  emetic, 
with  twelve  grains  of  crabs-eyes,  and  repeated  the  dofe  in  two 
hours,  if  the  firlf  had  little  or  no  effe6t ; at  any  rate,  in  four 
hours.  This  medicine  not  only  vomited,  but  generally  open- 
ed the  body,  and  ralfed  a fweat.  By  thefe  evacuations,  the 
fever  was  fometlmes  quite  removed,  but  always  became  ealier. 
— This  medicine  he  ufually  repeated  the  fecond  or  third.day ; 
if  not,  he  opened  the  body  with  fome  mild  laxative,  or  a clyf- 
ter;  and  continued  this*  medicine,  till  the  fever  went  gradu- 
ally off,  or  intermitted. — Sir  John  Pringle  fays,  that  Dr.  Huck 
treated  this  fever  in  a method  limilar  to  this,  both  in  North 
America  and  in  the  Well  Indies.  In  the  beginning  he  let 
blood  ; and  in  the  firll  remiliion,  gave  four  or  five  grains  ot 
ipecacoanha,  with  half  a grain  of  tartar  emetic  : this  medicine 
he  repeated  in  two  hours,  taking  care  that  the  patient  fliould 
not  drink  before  the  fecond  dofe  ; tor  by  thefe  means  the  medi- 
cine pafied  more  readily  into  the  bowels,  before  it  operated  by 
vomiting.  If,  after  two  hours  mor^,  the  operation  either  way 
was  fmall,  he  gave  a third  dofe ; which  commonly  had  a good 
effeift  in  carrying  oft'  the  bile  ; and  then  the  fever  either  went 
quite  off,  or  intermitted  fo  far  as  to  admit  the  bark.  On  the 
continent  he  found  no  difficulty  after  the  intermiffion  ; but  In 
the  iflands,  unlefs  he  gave  the  bark  upon  the  firft  intermiffion, 
though  imperfeft,  the  fever  was  apt  toaffume  a continual  and 
dangerous  form.  Dr  Hack  never  varied  this  method,  but 
upon  a ftronger  Indication  to  purge,  than  to  vomit.  In  which 
cafe  he  made  an  eight-ouitce  decodlion,  with  half  au  ounce  of 
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in  others,  towards  the  decline  of  the  fever ; 
but  we  were  often  obliged  to  lay  it  afide  j for 
it  either  a6ted  too  roughly,  or  produced  no 
vifible  efFedl  or  alteration  in  the  diforder. 

In  the  year  1761,  when  the  fever  came  to 
remit,  we  were  obliged,  for  the  moft  part, 
to  continue  the  ufe  of  the  mild^diaphoretics, 
as  before ; for  although  the  diforder  put  on 
a remitting  form,  the  bark  had  very  little 
eiTedl:  in  flopping  it  unlefs  where  the  fever 
changed  into  a regular  quotidian  or  tertian 
ague;  but  in  the  year  1762  the  greater 
part  of  thefe  fevers  terminated  in  regular 
agues,  and  were  cured  by  the  bark. 

tamarinds,  two  ounces  of  manna,  and  two  grains  of  emetic 
tartar ; and  dividing  this  into  four  parts,  he  gave  one  every 
hour,  till  the  medicine  operated  by  ftool, 

t Dr.  Hillary,  in  mentioning  the  remitting  fever  of  the 
jfland  of  Barbadoes,  fays;  in  thofc  who  were  blooded,  and 
took  an  emetic  afiterwards,  and  then  the  faline  draughts,  the 
fever  was  generally  carried  quite  off  by  a critical  fweat  on  the 
seventh  or  ninth  day  ; in  fome  few  it  came  to  intermit  regu- 
larly after  that  time ; and  was  foon  cured  by  the  cortex  Peru- 
vianus,  given  with  the  faline  draughts,  and  feldom  effedtually 
without  them  ; though  thefe  irregular  Ingeminated  fevers  often 
remitted,  and  fometimes  feemed  to  intermit ; yet  if  the  cor- 
tex Peruvianus  was  given  too  foon  in  the  difeafe,  before  it  inter- 
mitted regularly  (as  I have  more  than  once  feen,  where  it  had 
been  injudicioufly  given),  it  generally  caufed  the  fever  to  be- 
come continual  and  malignant.  Obfervat.  on  the  epidemic 
Difeafes  of  Barbadoes,  p.  22. 
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In  the  year  1761,  we  tried  the  bark  in  va- 
rious forms  in  many  cafes,  where  the  pati- 
ent had  been  blooded  and  purged  in  the  be- 
ginning, and  ufed  the  cooling  medicines; 
and  where  the  remiflions  were  very  clear : 
yet  it  had  no  efFedt  in  removing  the  diforder, 
except  in  a few  cafes  at  Munfter,  where  the 
paroxyfms  alTumed  a tertian  form  5 for  the 
moft  part  it  made  the  patients  more  hot  and 
feverifh,  and  we  were  obliged  to  leave  off 
ufing  it,  as  it  was  in  danger  of  changing  the 
remittent  into  a continued  fever.  However, 
it  was  of  fervice  after  the  fever  came  to  a cri- 
fis,  and  was  going  off ; it  haftened  the  reco- 
very, and  thofe  who  ufed  it  were  lefs  fubjedl^ 
to  relapfes  than  fuch  as  did  not ; and  there- 
fore we  commonly  gave  it  in  a convalefccnt 
ftate. — Before  giving,  the  bark,  I always 
found  it  of  advantage  to  give  a dofe  of  rhu- 
barb, or  of  fome  other  purgative,  or  to  mix 
fome  rhubarb  with  the  firft  dofes,  fo  as  to 
procure  the  patient  fome  loofe  ftools. 

After  having  feen  many  of  thefe  fevers 
yearly  for  a number  of  years  fucceflively,  I 
think  that  we  cannot  lay  down  any  certain 
invariable  rules  with  regard  to  the  adminiftra- 
tion  of  the  bark  in  thefe  autumnal  remitting 
fevers  in  our  climate  ; for  I have  obferved, 

that 
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that  In  fome  feafons  It  has  a remarkable  good 
efFed:  in  putting  a ftop  to  the  progrefs  of  the 
difeafe  ^ while  in  other  feafons  it  produces  no 
fuch  effed,  but  rather  feems  to  increafe  the 
heat  and  fever.— In  general,  the  more  dillindt 
the  remiflions  are,  and  the  more  the  fevers 
of  the  feafon  tend  to  perfedl  intermittents, 
the  better  effed  the  bark  has. — For  the  moft 
part  after  the  neceflary  evacuations  have  been 
made  in  the  beginning,  and  the  ftomach  and 
bowels  have  been  well  emptied,  if  the  tongue 
continues  moift,  and  the  pulfe  foft,  and  if 
the  remiflions  are  pretty  ftrongly  marked,  we 
can  do  no  hurt  by  trying  the  bark  ; for  I have 
often  feen  it  given  in  cafes  where  it  did  not 
put  a fl;cp  to  the  fever,  and  yet  feemed  to  in- 
vigorate the  conftitution,  and  to  fupport  the 
vis  vitSB,  till  nature  brought  about  a crifis, 
and  even  where  after*  trying  it  for  a day  or 
two,  we  had  been  obliged  to  lay  it  aflde.— 
And  1 never  obferved  any  bad  effeds  from 
adminiflering  the  bark  under  the  circum- 
dances  above  mentioned,  provided,  after  a fair 
trial,  it  was  laid  aflde  fo  foon  as  it  was  found 
not  to  agree,  or  the  fever  to  increafe,  not- 
wlthflanding  its  ufe  ; though  I cannot  omit 
mentioning  that  I have  more  than  once  feen 
great  hurt  done  by  an  obftinate  perfeverance 

in 
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in  Its  ufe,  where  the  tongue  was  parched  and 
dry,  and  every  fymptom  was  turning  daily 
worfe. 

When  either  the  fever  went  on  without 
intermiffion,  or  changed  into  a continued 
form,  or  the  patient  continued  hot  andfeverifli 
through  the  day,  with  a head-ach,  and  other 
feverifli  fymptoms,  nothing  anfwered  better, 
after  free  evacuations  had  been  made,  than  to 
apply  a large  blifter  to  the  back  ; and  to  make 
the  patient  drink  freely  of  cooling  diluting 
liquors  j which  generally  relieved  the  head, 
and  abated  the  violence  of  the  other  fymp- 
toms. 


HEN  a purging  came  on  in  the. 


courfe  of  this  diforder,  if  there  was 
much  fever,  with  a ftrong  throbbing  pulfe, 
gripes,  and  pain  of  the  bowels,  fome  blood 
was  taken  away  ; and  immediately  after  the 
patient  took  a dofe  of  falts  and  manna,  or 
of  rhubarb  ; and  an  opiate  in  the  evening 
after  its  operation  : but  if  there  was  little  or 
no  fever,  or  fharp  pain,  bleeding  was  omit- 
ted ; and  if  the  patient  complained  of  fick- 
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ncfs,  a few  grains  of  ipccacoanha  were  given 
previous  to  the  purge. 

After  this,  if  the  purging  was  moderate, 
atid  did  not  fink  the  patient,  we  did  nothing 
to  flop  it ; but  if  it  was  violent,  we  gave  the 
Mindereri  draughts  with  mithridate,  and  the 
chalk  julep  in  the  day,  and  an  opiate  at  go- 
ing to  reft  i and  occafionally  ufed  the  emol- 
lient and  anodyne  clyfter  ; and,  if  neceffary, 
repeated  the  emetic  and  purge. 

The  hiccup  feldont}  appeared  in  this  fever 
till  the  patient  was  reduced  very  low,  and  was 
commonly  the  forerunner  of  death.  Some 
few,  who  had  a purging  and  vomiting,  were 
taken  with  a hiccup,  attended  with  ficknefs, 
and  load  at  the  ftomach,  which  feemed  to  de- 
pend on  bilious  humours  lodged  in  the  fto- 
mach and  bowels.  This  induced  me  to  give 
a few  grains  of  the  ipccacoanha  ; and  to 
make  the  patients  drink  an  infufion  of  ca- 
momile flowers  till  they  vomited  freely,  and 
afterwards  to  take  fome  mild  purge,  or  ufe 
laxative  clyfters ; after  which  they  found 
themfelves  eafier,  ard  an  anodyne  draught, 
with  twenty  or  twenty-five  drops  of  th'e 
tindura  thebaica,  put  an  end  to  the  hiccup. 
Others  required  the  ufe  of  cordial  draughts, 
mixed  with  opiates ; and  repeated  clyfters 

and 
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and  fomentations,  before  they  found  relief. 
—The  application  of  a blifter  removed  the 
hiccup  in  one,  after  the  above  remedies  had 
proved  ineffecftual ; as  did  the  mulk  julep 
with  opium,  and  the  application  of  an  aro- 
matic plafter  to  the  ftomacb,  in  another  pa- 
tient. ' 

Several  of  them  complained  of  a burning 
heat  and  pain  in  making  water  ; which  com- 
monly went  off  by  drinking  freely  of  the 
gum  arabic  decod:ion,  with  the  dulcified  fpi- 
rit  of  nitre,  and  the  ufe  of  oily  draughts  5 
though  in  fome  it  required  the  afiifiance  of 
opiates,  and  of  fomentations  and  clyfters  be- 
fore it  was  got  the  better  of. 

The  fymptom  of  worms  we  were  often  ob- 
liged to  negle(fl  till  the  fever  was  over,  and, 
then  we  treated  it  as  formerly  mentioned. 

The  deafnefs,  though  not  near  fo  frequent 
in  this  as  in  the  malignant  fever,  was  rather  a 
favourable  fymptom,  and  moftly  went  away 
of  itfelf ; though  in  a few  cafes,  where  it 
continued  long,  we  applied  blifters  behind 
the  ears,  or  to  the  neck,  with  advantage. 

Many,  efpecially  thofe  who  were  brought 
low,  complained,  after  the  crifis  of  the  fever^ 
of  reftleffnefs,  and  want  of  fleep  ; which, 
however,  went  off  as  their  flrength  returned; 

where 
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where  it  fatigued  them  much,  and  kept  them 
low,  we  gave  a cordial  anodyne  draught  at 
night ; and  if  that  did  not  anfwer,  commonly 
the  addition  of  a few  glafles  of  wine  in  the 
afternoon  had  the  defired  effed:. 

Others,  in  their  convalefcent  ftate,  com- 
plained of  fuch  a giddinefs,  and  iightnefs  of 
the  head,  that  they  could  neither  walk  nor 
ftand ; others,  of  a dimnefs  of  the  eyes. 
Thefe  fymptoms  for  the  moft  part,  went  off 
as  the  patients  gathered  ftrength  : the  ufe  of 
the  bark,  with  now  and  then  aglafs  of  wine, 
haftened  the  cure  ; and  in  two  or  three  cafes 
we  were  obliged  to  give  a dofe  or  two  of  fome 
gentle  phyfic,  and  to  apply  a blifter,  before 
the  patient  got  the  better  of  them. 

As  the  fick  were  recovering,  it  was  com- 
mon for  them  to  complain  of  pains  of  the 
ihoulders,  arms,  and  legs,  which  alfo  left 
them  as  they  recovered  their  flrength  ; where 
they  did  not,  the  faline  draughts,  and  a low 
diet,  generally  had  a good  effedt ; and  where 
it  had  not,  we  treated  them  as  rheumatic 
complaints. 

When  the  yellowilh  colour  of  the  counte- 
nance remained  after  the  fever,  we  kept  the 
patient  on  a low  diet ; and  his  body  open  by 
means  of  the  faline  draughts,  with  a few 

grains 
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grains  of  rhubarb,  or  a drachm  or  two  of 
tartar  folubilis,  or  by  giving  half  a drachm, 
or  two  fcruples  of  the  foap  pills  with  rhu- 
barb daily ; which,  for  the  moft  part,  re- 
moved the  yellownefs  foon.  Two  only  had 
a jaundice  remaining  after  the  fever,  and  both 
were  cured  in  a fhort  time. 

In  other  refpeds,  the  treatment  of  this 
fever,  when  it  degenerated  into  a continued  , 
form,  had  nothing  particular  in  it ; nor  dif- 
fered from  the  common  practice  of  giving 
cooling  medicines  when  the  fever  was  high, 
and  fupporting  nature  by  the  ufe  of  cordials 
and  wine,  and  the  application  of  blifters, 
&c.  when  low  ; and  promoting  fuch  evacua- 
tion as  nature  pointed  out  for  a crifis. 

Mr.  Cleghorn  after  giving  a very  accu- 
rate account  of  tertian  fevers,  as  they  ap- 
peared in  their  various  forms  of  true,  of  dou- 
ble, and  triple  tertians,  and  of  femi-tertians, 
in  the  ifland  of  Minorca,  tells  us,  that  he 
firft  attempted  the  cure  by  profufe  evacua- 
tions ; but  afterwards  learnt  from  experience, 
that  they  were  unneceffary  ; and  that  bleed- 
ing and  purging  once  or  twice  in  the  begin- 
ning, was  all  that  was  in  general  requifite

and 
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and  if  on  the  fifth  day  the  third  revolution 
was  not  attended  with  more  threatening 
fymptoms  than  the  fecond,  and  the  patient 
bore  it  eafily,  he  frequently  trufted  the  whole 
bufinefs  to  nature  ; which  commonly  termi- 
nated the  fever  about  the  fourth  or  fifth  re- 
volution ; and  for  the  moft  part  with  an  in- 
creafe  of  fome  natural  evacuation. — But  if 
the  paroxyfm  on  the  fifth  day  was  the  longed 
and  moft  fevere  that  happened,  attended  with 
any  doubtful  or  dangerous  fymptom,  he  or- 
dered two  fcruples  of  the  cortex  to  be  given 
every  two  or  three  hours ; fo  that  five  or  fix 
drachms  might  be  taken  before  next  day  at 
noon  ; left>  if  this^interval  efcaped,  he  fliould 
not  have  found  a favourable  opportunity  of 
giving  a fufficient  quantity  of  the  medicine 
afterwards ; as  the  fits  about  this  period  are 
wont  to  become  double,  fubintrant,  or  con- 
tinual.— This  did  not  always  put  an  imme- 
diate ftop  to  the  fever,  but  it  invigorated  the 
powers  of  the  body,  and  prevented  or  re- 
moved the  dangerous  fymptoms.  Having 
given  the  bark  on  the  fifth  day,  if  a fit  came 
on  the  fixth,  and  declined  the  fame  evening, 
he  gave  fome  more  dofes  of  the  bark  to  mi- 
tigate the  fit  on  the  feventh  ; yet  fometimes 
this  fit  of  the  fixth  united  with  that  of  the 

feventh, 
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feventh,  and  the  patient  had  the  heat,  reft- 
leffhefs,  raving,  and  other  complaints,  greatly 
augmented,  and  the  cafe  feemed  more  def- 
perate  than  ever;  which,  however,  were 
more  dangerous  in  appearance  than  reality, 
and  went  off  with  a profufe  fweat  next  morn- 
ing ; after  which  he  gave  the  bark  freely  as 
before  ; and  this  either  ftopt  the  fits,  or  made 
them  fo  moderate,  as  that  they  yielded 
quickly  to  the  fame  fort  of  management. — ^ 
By  this  method,  when  aftiftance  is  called 
in  time,  Mr.  Cleghorn  fays,  the  moft  formid- 
able intermitting  and  remitting  tertians  may 
be  certainly  and  fpeedily  brought  to  a happy 
conclufion  about  the  end  of  the  firfl:  week, 

. or  beginning  of  the  fecond.  ' 

Mr.  Clerk  in  his  Obfervations  on  the 
Difeafes  in  long  Voyages  to  hot  Countries, 
and  particularly  on  thofe  which  prevail  in  the 
Eaft-Indies,  after  defcribing  the  fevers  and 
mentioning  the  different  remedies  which  he 
ufed,  obferves,  that  in  the  dangerous  fort  of 
them,  fo  foon  as  the  inteftinal  tube  has 
been  thoroughly  cleanfed,  the  principal  part 
of  the  cure  confifts  in  prefcribing  the  Peru- 
vian bark  in  as  large  dofes  as  the  patient’s

flomach  will  bear,  without  paying  any  re- 
gard to  the  febrile  remiflions  and  exacerba- 
tions. If  the  remiflions  are  diflindt,  the 
bark  will  have  a more  fpeedy  effedl ; but  even 
although  the  difeafe  is  continued,  by  its  ufe, 
it  is  as  effedlually  prevented  from  growing 
dangerous  and  malignant.  The  bark  being 
antifeptic,  cordial,  and  never  fupprefling  any 
critical  fecretion,  is  well  adapted  for  the  cure 
of  fevers  in  hot  climates.  When  the  flo- 
mach is  weak,  it  ought  to  be  given  in  de- 
codlion  ; but  as  foon  as  the  patient  can  digefl 
it,  immediate  recourfe  is  to  be  had  to  the 
powder,  either  in  the  faline  draught,  port 
wine,  or  In  any  other  form  mofl:  agreeable, 
'-—In  hot  climates,  he  fays,  experience  affords 
fulBcient  proof,  that  the  bark  may  not  only 
be  given  with  the  greateft  fafety,  both  in  the 
remiflions  and  exacerbations,  but  even  when 
the  difeafe  is  continual.  He  adds,  that  if 
after  evacuations  the  flomach  remains  weak 
and  fqueamifh,  which  is  often  the  cafe  in  bad 
fevers,  I have  often  found  the  greatefl  advan- 
tage from  preferibing  a full  dofe  of  folid  opi- 
um. It  feldom  fails  to  remove  thefe  fymp- 
toms,  and  then  the  bark  will  fit  eafy  on  al- 
mofl:  every  flomach. 
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Of  the  Intermitting  FcVer,  of  Agudi 

SECT.  L 


HIS  diforder  belongs  to  the  fame  tribe 


of  difeafes  as  the  remitting  fever. 
We  call  it  an  intermitting  fever,  or  ague* 
when  the  paroxyfms  are  diftiridt,  begin  with 
a cold  and  hot  fit,  and  go  off  with  a fweat  j 
and  the  patient  is  cool  and  free  from  the  fe- 
ver in  the  intervals  between  the  fits. 

Many  have  been  the  caufes  alledged  to  pro- 
duce this  diforder.  The  great  quantity  of 
bile  that  is  often  thrown  up  in  the  fit,  has 
caufed  it  to  be  ranked  among  the  bilious  dif- 
eafes j and  the  feafons  of  the  year  in  which 
it  is  moft  frequent,  and  the  low  moifl  fitua-^ 
tion  of  the  places  where  it  is  endemic,  have 
made  pradHtioners  fufpedt  that  an  obfirudted 
pcrfpiration,  and  a tendency  in  the  juices  to 
the  putrefcent,  are  the  caufe  of  it. 

But  whatever  caufe  we  may  fuppofc  to  give 
rife  to  the  firfl:  feverifli  fit,  it  is  difficult  from 
hence  to  account  for  the  regular  returns  of 


of  the  cdufe  of  aguijh  paroxyff?is. 
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the  paroxyfms  and  intcrmiffions : for  my  own 
part,  after  confidering  intermittents,  which 
obferved  a regular  type  in  the  courfe  of  a 
falivation  ^ ; their  being  fo  eafily  ftopt  by  the 
bark  without  any  fenfible  evacuation  ; their 
being  fometimcs  put  away  by  a ftimulus  ex- 
ternally applied  -f*,  or  by  a fright,  or  fudden 
plunge  into  cold  water  J ; their  returning 
after  flight  errors  in  diet,  and  fometimes  by 
the  operation  of  a purge,  or  of  bleeding  ; 
their  attacking  fometimeS  only  particular 
parts,  and  many  fuch  accidents  in  thefe  fe- 
vers, I mull:  confefs,  that  I am  unable  to 
form  any  idea,  either  of  their  origin,  feat, 
or  caufe  §,

§ The  common  account  giren  of  the  caufe  of  agues,  and 
of  the  regular  return  of  their  paroxyfms,  has  been  : That  the 
ague  takes  its  rife  from  feme  fort  of  matter,  bilious,  or  what- 
ever 
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OJ  the  feafons  when  agues  are  7noJl  frec^uent, 

The  foldiers  were  fubje^t  to  this  dif- 
order  particularly  in  fpring,  if  they 
took  the  field  foon,  and  in  autumn  : the  fre- 
quency of  it  was  in  a great  meafure  deter- 
mined by  the  nature  of  the  ground  on  which 
they  were  encamped,  or  the  fituation  of  the 
garrifon  or  town  in  which  they  were  quar- 
tered ; for  the  lower  and  moifter  the  camp 
or  garrifon,  and  the  more  moifl:  the  ieafon, 
the  more  fubjedl  an  army  is  to  agues  \ and 
the  drier  the  fituation  of  the  camp  or  garri- 
fon,. and  the  finer  and  drier  the  weather  is, 
the  freer  they  are  from  diforders  of  this 
kind. 

In  winter  1761,  we  had  but  very  few 
agues’in  the  hofpitals ; but  on  the  return  of 

ever  it  may  be,  either  mixed  with  the  blood,  or  lodged  in  the 
bowels,  or  in  fome  other  part  of  the  body  ; that  a great  part 
of  this  matter  is  thrown  out  of  the  body,  in  the  time  of  the 
paroxyfm  ; but  that  fo  much  remains  as  ferves  by  way  of  a 
ferment  to  affimilate  other  particles  to  its  own  nature  ; which, 
when  coileded  in  a certain  quantity,  produce  a new  fit ; and, 
according  to  the  time  that  it  takes  to  produce  this  quantity, 
the  dlforder  aflumes  the  form  of  a quotidian,  tertian,  or  qiiar>- 
Un  ague, 
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the  troops  from  the  expedition  into  HelTe’* 
Caflel,*and  during  the  fpring,  fome  (though 
not  many)  were  attacked  with  quotidian  and 
tertian  agues,  and  but  very  few  with  quar- 
tans.—^In  July  and  Auguft  they  were  more  , 
frequent,  and  accompanied  with  more  bilious 
lymptoms.  At  Bremen,  during  the  latter  end 
of  autumn,  and  throughout  the  winter  and 
fpring  1762,  we  had  agues  of  all  forts,  and  , , 
many  inveterate  cafes ; and  all  this  fpring, 
nnd  during  the  fummer  and  autumn,  the 
ague  was  the  epidemic  diforder  all  over  Weft» 
phalia,  as  well  as  among  the  troops. 

In  London  there  are  commonly  fome  agues 
in  the  fpring,  and  in  the  end  of  autumn  ; and  a 
number  of  the  lower  dafs  of  people  come  to 
town  every  year  ill  of  agues  which  they  have 
contracted  from  working  in  the  fens  of  Eflex 
and  of  Lincolnfliire,  and  in  the  hop-rgrounds, 
and  lower  aguifli  parts  of  the  county  of  Kent  j 
fome  years  thefe  agues,  after  evacuations, 
yield  very  readily  to  the  bark,  but  in  others 
it  often  flails,  and  other  remedies  either  by 
themfelyes  pr  Joined  to  the  bark  muft  be 

tried?

SECT.  III. 

Of  the  cure  of  agues. 

IN  fpring  1761,  what  agues  we  had  were 
moftly  tertian,  fome  quotidian,  and  but 
two  or  three  of  the  quartan  kind.  They 
were,  for  the  moft  part  mild,  and,  after 
emptying  the  firft  paffages,  yielded  to  the 
bark. — Some  of  them  began  in  the  form  of 
a continued  fever ; but  after  bleeding,  and 
the  ufe  of  the  cooling  medicines  for  a few 
days,  they  began  to  remit,  and  at  laft  ended 
in  regular  quotidian  or  tertian  agues : Others, 
at  firll,  appeared  in  form  of  remittent  fevers, 
attended  with  a ftrong  throbbing  pulfe  ; but 
changed  to  regular  intermittents  by  purfuing 
the  antiphlogiftic  method  of  cure  ; and  fomc 
from  the  beginning  affumed  the  type  of  quo- 
tidian or  tertian  agues,  but  often  attended 
with  a good  deal  of  fever,  for  the  firft  two 
or  three  days  ; and  fome  had  a flight  deli- 
rium in  the  time  of  the-paroxyfms,  and  the 
pulfe  was  not  quite  fettled  in  the  intervals. 
In  fuch  cafes,  where  the  patient  was  ftrong, 
nothing  anfwercd  fo  well  as  to  take  away 
fome  blood  ; and  to  give  the  faline  draughts 
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with  nitre  till  the  fever  was  moderated,  be- 
fore we  gave  the  bark. 

In  general,  there  is  a prejudice  againft  bleed- 
ing in  agues,  after  they  become  regular  j but 
I have  always  obferved,  both  in  England  and 
in  Germany,  that  where  patients  are  ftrong 
and  plethoric,  and  the  fever  in  the  paroxyfms 
rifes  high,  or  the  pulfe  remains  quick  in  the 
intervals,  that  taking  away  more  or  lefs 
blood,  and  even  repeating  that  evacuation  if 
neceflary,  and  giving  a gentle  emetic,  and  a 
dofe  or  two  of  fome  mild  purge,  and  the 
antiphlogihic  cooling  medicines  in  the  be- 
ginning, eafed  the  patient,  moderated  the 
fever,  and  made  it  fafer  to  give  the  bark 
V foon  ; and  I never  faw  the  lead  inconvenience 
from  the  pradlice  ; but,  on  the  contrary, 
have  feen  feveral  intermittent  fevers  change 
into  continued  ones  from  the  negledl  of  this 
evacuation  ; and  have  feen  cafes  where  the 
bark,  inflead  of  flopping  the  ague,  rather 
increafed  the  fever,  till  the  patient  was  blood- 
ed, and  had  purfued  the  antiphlogiflic  me- 
thod for  fome  time  ; after  which  the  bark 
had  its  proper  elie(fl>  and  put  an  end  to  the 
djforder. 

As  foon  as  thefe  agues  became  regular,  and 
the  patient  was  quite  cool,  and  free  from  any 

fever 
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fever  In  the  vintervals,  we  gave  the  bark ; 
which  foon  put  a ftop  to  the  paroxyfms, 
without  the  leaft  bad  confequences ; but, 
be’fore  giving  the  bark,  we  always  took  care 
to  empty  the  firft  paffages  by  the  ufe  of  eme- 
tics and  purgatives,  where  there  was  no 
fymptom  to  forbid  their  ufe. 

In  cafes  where  the  patient  was  weak,  and 
the  fits  fo  violent  as  to  make  it  neceflary  to 
flop  the  ague,  before  we  had  time  to  admi- 
nifler  emetics  or  purgatives,  we  added  fo 
much  rhubarb  to  the  firft  dofes  of  the  bark, 
as  procured  the  patient  fome  loofe  ftools,  as 
recommended  by  Dr.  Mead  ; which  did  not 
prevent  its  flopping  the  ague,  at  the  fame 
time  that  it  anfwered  the  end  propofed  of 
carrying  cff  any  putrid  humours  that  might 
be  lodged  in  the  inteftines. 

Mr.  Cleghorn  while  at  Minorca,  after 
evacuations,  gave  the  bark  at  the  end  of  the 
third  period,  as  we  obferved  before ; but 
where  the  fever  had  been  negleded  till  about 
the  third  or  fourth  period,  or  badly  treated 
in  the  beginning,  and  the  bowels  were  in- 
flamed or  overcharged  with  corrupted  gall, 
he  was  obliged  to  endeavour  to  palliate  the

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moft  preffing  complaints,  and  to  watch  even- 
ing, night,  and  morning  for  a remiffion,  and 
then  immediately  to  fly  to  the  bark,  as  the 
only  remedy  that  could  avert  the  danger.  If 
the  patient  was  ftrong,  he  gave  half  an  ounce 
of  the  bark,  with  fix  drachms  of  the  fal  ca- 
tharticum  amarum,  divided  into  four  equal 
parts,  of  which  the  patient  took  one  every 
two  hours  j the  effedi  of  which  was,  that 
the  next  fit  was  mitigated,  and  an  intermif- 
fion  commonly  enfued,  in  which  the  bark 
was  repeated  without  the  purgative,  to  finifli 
the  cure. — But  where  the  patient  wasexcef- 
lively  feeble,  and  there  was  a manifeft  rifk 
of  his  dying  in  the  next  fit,  he  gave  cordials 
with  the  bark,  inftead  of  the  fal.  catharti- 
cum  ; and  endeavoured  to  throw  in  fix  or 
feven  drachms  in  the  fpace  of  ten  or  twelve 
hours ; he  having  found  by  experience,  that 
if  a fmaller  quantity  is  given,  the  paroxyfms 
come  on  earlier  than  ufual,  and  make  all  at- 
tempts to  preferve  life  unfuccefsful. 

Sometimes,  when  patients  are  reduced  low 
by  agues,  the  flomach  becomes  fo  fqueamifti 
as  to  rejedt  the  bark  in  every  fhape  it  can  be 
given ; in  fuch  cafes,  when  the  ague  cannot 
be  flopped  by  other  means,  it  may  be  admi- 
niflered  with  great  advantage  in  clyflers,  of 

which 
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which  the  following  is  a very  remarkable  in- 
ftance.— William  Hadderell,  a lad  feventeen 
years  of  age,  in  the  end  of  the  year  1761, 
was  attacked  with  a fevere  tertian  aguCj  in 
which  a mortification  came  on  his  left  foot, 
and  one  half  of  it  dropt  off ; notwithftand- 
ing,  his  ague  continued  to  attack  him  every 
fecond  day,  and  the  fore  continued  running 
on  the  i2th  of  Odtober  1763,  when  he  was 
admitted  into  St.  George's  hofpital.  He  was 
reduced  extremely  low ; and  the  fore  of  his 
foot  looked  fo  bad,  that  it  was  at  firfl  ima- 
gined  he  muft  lofe  his  leg.  He  was  ordered 
fome  vomits,  and  a purge,  and  cooling  me- 
dicines, and  afterwards  to  take  the  bark 
freely  j but  his  ftomach  rejedled  it,  in  what- 
ever form  it  was  given.  Other  means  were 
then  tried  to  ftop  his  ague,  but  without  ef- 
fect, till  the  7th  of  November,  that  I or- 
dered two  drachms  of  the  powder  of  the 
bark  to  be  given  him  twice  a day  in  an 
emollient  clyfter,  with  half  a drachm  of  the 
tindura  thebaica,  which  ftopt  his  ague  in 
three  days ; and  he  had  no  return  of  it  on 
the  28th  of  January  1764,  and  had  recruited 
bis  health  and  ftrength,  and  the  fore  of  his 
foot  was  greatly  lefTened.  The  late  Dr.  Har^^- 
vey,  ^who  taught  midwifery  in  London)  told 

me. 
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me,  that  he  had  cured  children  of  agues  by 
bark  clyflers,  after  the  bark  waiftcoats,  and 
other  means  ufed,  had  proved  unfuccefsful. 
And  fince  the  laft  edition  of  this  work,  I 
have  feen  many  inftances  where  the  bark  has 
been  given  in  clyflers  with  remarkable  good 
effeds. 

Dr.  John  Hume,  and  feveral  other  gen- 
tlemen who  have  pradifed  in  the  Weft  In- 
dies, have  told  me,  that  in  that'  country, 
when  the  paroxyfms  of  the  intermittent  fe- 
vers run  high,  as  .they  commonly  do,  at- 
tended with  bilious  vomitings,  and  a high 
delirium,  that  bleeding  becomes  abfolutely 
neceflary,  and  the  blood  is  commonly  fizy ; 
and  when  the  paroxyfm  is  intenfe  and  long, 
it  is  likewife  neceffary  to  empty  the  bowels 
by  a clyfter,  to  encourage  the  free  ufe  of 
fon:ie  acidulated  attenuating  beverage,  and 
fometimes  to  apply  blifters  between  the 
Moulders. 

That  the  intermiflions  which  follow  thefe 
Intenfe  paroxyfms  are  for  the  moft  part  clear 
and  perfed,  but  often  of  Ihort  duration,  the 
fit  being  apt  to  Return  in  five  or  fix  hours, 
and  to  degenerate  into  a continued  fever,  at- 
tended with  a confiderable  degree  of  dan- 
ger i and  therefore  it  is  always  dangerous, 
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after  the  firft  violent  paroxyfm,  when  there 
is  a fair  intermiflion,  to  delay  giving  the 
bark,  for  fuch  delays  have  been  fatal  to 
many.  And  that  it  is  of  the  greateft  confe- 
quence  to  get  the  patient  to  fwallow  a fuffi- 
cient  quantity^(an  ounce  or  ten  drachms)  be- 
fore the  return  of  the  next  fit. 

And  that  after  the  fever  is  ftopt,  it 
is  right  to  make  the  patient  take  a large 
dofe  of  the  bark  twice  or  thrice  a day, 
for  fix  weeks  or  two  months,  or  to  take 
an  ounce  or  fix  drachms  once  a fortnight, 
as  the  diforder  is  apt  to  return  in  four 
or  five  weeks,  if  fuch  precaution  is  not 
ufed. 

In  England,  vernal,  quotidian,  and  ter- 
tian agues,  frequently  go  ofi  after  bleeding, 
and  taking  fome  emetics  and  purges,  and  the 
faline  draughts,  and  cooling  medicines,  for 
fome  time,  without  the  ufe  of  the  bark  ; but 
in  Germany  very  few  yielded  to  this  treat- 
ment, and  we  were  obliged  to, give  the  bark 
before  we  could  put  a flop  to  them. 

In  the  end  of  July,  and  beginning  of  Au- 
guft,  the  aguifh  cafes  we  had  at  Munfter 
continued  to  be  of  the  quotidian  or  tertian 
kind.  The  greateft  part  of  them  began  in 
the  form  of  continued  fevers,  tending  more 

to 
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to  the  bilious  kind  than  the  preceding 
months,  and  many  of  the  fick  had  bilious 
vomitings  in  the  cold  fits ; and  the  agues  we 
had  in  fpring,  and  during  the  campaign 
1762,  were  of  the  fame  nature,  and  required 
the  fame  treatment. 

Thofe  cafes  which  began  in  the  form  of 
continue  fevers,  were  treated  as  fuch  till 
they  begun  to  have  regular  intermiffions ; 
they  then  yielded  to  the  bark 

SECT. 

Since  the  lad:  edition  of  this  Work,  two  remedies  have 
been  recommended  for  the  cure  of  remitting,  and  intermitting, 
and  putrid  fevers,  which  are  faid  to  have  been  of  ufe  in  cafe* 
where  the  bark  had  no  effect.  The  two  are,  ill,  The  lignum 
rad.  qualiia?,  or  woody  part  of  the  root  of  a tree  growing  near  to 
Surinam  in  South  America,  which  got  its  name  from  a Have  who 
firft  ufed  it  for  the  cure  of  fevers,  and  which  is  deferibed  by 
Dr.  Blom,  in  the  fixth  volume  of  Dr.  Linnaeus’s  Amaenitates 
Academicse. — 2.  The  other,  the  flower  and  roots  of  the  arnica 
or  doronicum  Germanicum,  Plantaginis  folio  alterum  Cafp» 
Bauhini  : and  is  called  in  Englifh,  German  leopard’s  bane, 
which  grows  in  the  mountains,  and  flowers  ih  fummer. 

I . The  Quaffi  root  is  bitter,  and  was  firft  known  to  be  ufed  as  a 
medicine  in  the  cure  of  malignant  fevers,^,by  a flave  of  the  name 
of  Qualfi.  Dr.  Blom  and  Dr.Linnseus  have  ft rongly recommended 
it  for  the  cure  of  remitting  and  intermitting  fevers,  and  fevers 
with  exacerbations  of  all  forts  ; and  related  feveral  inftances  of 
its  good  effedls.  — It  may  be  given  in  powder,  from  gr.  x.  to 
half  a drachm  for  a dofe,  every  two,  three,  four,  or  fix  hours. 
— Or  a watery  infufion,  made  with  a drachm  of  the  root  in* 
fufed  in  a pint  of  boiling  water  for  an  hour,  may  be  given, 
from  an  ounce  to  two  or  three,  every  hour,  or  every  fecond, 
third,  or  fourth  hour, — And  we  have,  in  the  58th  volume  of 
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SECT.  IV. 

Of  agues  complicated  with  the  dyfentery* 

SOME  were  attended  with  the  dyfentery  \ 
and  the  purging  and  gripes  were  moft 

fevere  on  the  days  of  the  aguifli  paroxyfms. 

In 

the  Philofophical  Tranfaftlons,  art.  1 2.  a letter  of  Mr.  Far- 
ley of  Antigua,  dated  the  26th  of  July  1767,  in  which  Mr, 
Farley  fays,  I have  lately  tried  the  QualTi  root  in  three  or  four 
cafes  where  there  has  been  a tendency  to  putrefadion,  and  the 
bark  would  not  ftay  on  the  ftomach,  and  a drachm  of  this 
root  has  effectually  anfwered  every  purpofe  that  the  bark 
would ; and  it  has  this  advantage  over  the  bark,  that  it  does 
not  heat  the  patient ; and  it  feems  to  have  a good  effeCl  when 
joined  with  the  radix  ferpentariae  Virginianae. — Since  thefe  ac- 
counts hate  been  publifhed,  I have  frequently  given  it  in  fe- 
vers, and  think  that  it  is  a good  and  ufeful  medicine ; but  I 
have  not  as  yet  tried  it  in  agues.  ' 

2.  The  arnica,  or  German  leopard’s  bane. — In  the  year 
1775,  Hen.  Jof.  Collin  of  Vienna  pubiifhed  a Latin  trea- 
tife  on  the  virtues  of  the  flowers  and  roots  of  this  plant,  in 
agues,  and  putrid  fevers,  and  dyfenteries  and  other  putrid  dif- 
orders.  He  beftows  great  praifes  on  this  medicine,  and  fays 
that  he  has  adminiftered  it  with  great  fuccefs  in  many  huhdreds 
of  cafes,  and  found  it  on  many  occalions  preferable  to  the  bark, 
— The  flowers  he  gave  either  in  fubflance,  or  in  infuflon,  or 
in  extract. — In  fubflance  he  gave  them  in  the  following  form  : 
R pulv.  flor.  arnicae,  drach.  ix.  mellis  vel  fyrupi,  q.  f.  ut  fiat 
eleCtarium  molle,  bidui  fpatio  abfumendum. — In  infuflon  as 
follows : R flor.  arnicas,  unciam  unam,  infunde  in  aquse 
fervidte,  lib.  ii.  jR.  per  horam  dimidiam,  & coque  per 
quartam  boras  partem,  & dein  colaturse,  lib,  ii.  adde  fyrupi 
capill.  Veneris,  q,  f,  ad  gratum  faporem,  & capiat  aeger,  un- 

cias 
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In  fuch  cafes,  we  were  frequently  obliged  at 
firrt.  to  negled:  the  ague,  and  to  treat  the  dif- 
order  entirely  as  a flux.  Where  there  was 
much  fever,  the  patient  flirong,  and  the  pains 
in  the  bowels  acute,  we  ordered  bleeding  ; 
and  after  it  a gentle  emetic,  and  fome  dofes 
of  the  faline  oily  purge,  or  of  rhubarb  ; and 
gentle  opiates  in  the  evening,  and  other  me- 
dicines proper  in  the  dyfentery,  till  its  vio- 
lence was  abated,  before  we  gave  the  bark  : 
though  in  fome  cafes,  where  the  aguifh  pa- 
cks ii.  omni^bihorio. — Of  an  extraft  prepared  from  the  flowers 
he  crave  from  three  to  four,  and  fomet'imes  to  flx  drachms. 

The  do6lor  fays,  that  from  the  year  1771,  to  the  end  of  the 
year  1774,  1645  pounds  of  this  medicine  had  been  ufed  by 
patients  under  his  care,  without  ever  producing  any  bad  efted. 
— He  likewife  adminiflered  the  root  of  the  arnica  in  fubflance 
for  the  fame  purpofes  ; and  adds,  that  it  poflefles  greater  anti- 
feptic  powers  than  the  flowers,  and  has  a peculiar  flrengthening 
cjuality,  which  renders  it  fuperior,  in  certain  cafes,  to  them. — 
When  he  gave  the  powder,  he  ordered  it  to  be  well  mixed  with 
about  a fourth  part  of  fugar.  — And  he  likewife  ordered  it  in 
infuflon,  made  by  infufing  two  ounces  of  it  in  lib.  ii.  of  boil- 
ing water  for  1 2 hours,  and  adding  unc.  iii.  of  fyrup  of  althea  ; 
and  of  this  he  ordered  his  patients  to  take  from  two  to  three 
ounces  every  two  hours,  > 

Before  ufing  the  arnica,  he  recommends  to  clear  the  primx 
via: ; and  he  obferves,  that  olten  the  three  or  four  firfl:  dofes 
are  apt  to  make  the  patient  a little  fick,  but  that  afterwards  it 
has  no  fuch  effed. — This  medicine  I have  not  hitherto  tried, 
but  if  it  produces  the  effeds  here  alledged,  it  is  certainly  a very 
valuable  one,  and  more  particularly  fo,  as  it  grows  in  many 
parts  of  Great  Britain. 

roxyfms. 
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roxyrms  were  very  fevere,  and  helped  to  in^ 
creafe  the  purging,  and  the  patient  was  in 
danger  of  finking,  we  gave  the  bark,  not- 
withftanding  the  flux  flill  continued  ; and 
the  method  we  followed  was  the  fame  as  that 
I formerly  mentioned,  where  it  was  compli- 
cated with  the  malignant  fever;  which  was 
to  give  the  bark,  mixed  with  diafeordium  and 
opiates,  or  other  medicines  proper  for  the 
dyfentery,  in  the  intervals  between  the 
purges. 

By  this  treatment,  very  often  both  the 
flux  and  ague  went  off.  However,  it  ought 
to  be  obferved,  that  unlefs  the  aguifl:i  paro- 
xyfms  were  fevere,  and  in  danger  of  finking 
the  patient,  or  that  the  diforder  had  conti- 
nued for  fome  time,  and  the  paroxyfms  were 
diftindt,  we  feldom  gave  the  bark  till  the  vio- 
lence of  the  flux  was  abated  : and  wherever 
there  was  much  griping  and  pain  in  the  bowels 
attended  the  flux  and  ague,  there  bleeding  as 
well  as  purgatives  were  necelTary,  before  ex-» 
hibiting  the  bark ; which  feldom  or  ever 
agreed  with  them,  till  there  was  an  evident 
apurexia,  or  abfence  of  fever,  in  the  intervals 
between  the  fits,  Where  thefe  cautions  were 
neglected,  the  bark  generally  made  the  pa-

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tients  worfe ; and  we  were  obliged  to  omit 
it,  till  the  violence  of  the  purging  was 
over. 


SECT  V. 

« 

Of  agues  attended  with  jaundice. 

SOME  agues  were  accompanied  with  the 
jaundice,  though  not  in  fuch  a high  de- 
gree as  in  the  confirmed  ftate  of  that  difor- 
der ; and  commonly  in  the  beginning  the 
pulfe  continued  rather  quick,  in  the  intervals 
between  the  paroxyfms ; and  the  patients 
complained  of  fome  degree  of  ficknefs  for 
the  firft  two  or  three  days.  With  thofe  ther 
bark  always  difagreed,  till  the  feveriflinefs 
between  the  aguiih  paroxyfms  was  gone  > 
and  we  found,  that  the  beft  method  of  treat- 
ing them,  was  to  bleed  in  the  beginning,  if 
there  was  much  fever ; and  then  to  give  n 
Vomit  and  purge,  and  to  repeat  them,  if  ne- 
ceflary ; and  where  there  was  no  purging, 
to  give  the  falinfe  draughts,  and  other  cooling 
medicines ; and  to  add  ^ few  grains  of  rhu- 
barb, or  to  give  fo  much  of  the  pilulaS  fapo- 
naceae  cum  fheo,  daily,  as  procured  one  of 
two  loofe  ftools. 


After 
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After  the  ague  had  regular  Intermiffions^ 
and  the  patient  was  quite  cool,  and  without 
fever  in  the  intervals,  if  the  diforder  did 
not  yield  to  the  above  treatment,  which  it 
feldom  did,  we  then  gave  the  bark  freely  ; 
even  though  the  flight  ideric  fymptoms  flill 
remained  5 and  it  put  an  end  to  the  ague, 
and  removed  the  jaundice  at  the  fame  time, 
without  the  leaft  inconvenience  to  the  pa* 
tient.  In  fuch  cafes,  we  generally  ufed  to 
add  a few  grains  of  rhubarb  to  the  firfl:  dofes 
of  the  bark  j or  gave  the  bark  made  up  into 
pills  with  foap,  and  added  occafionally  a few 
grains  of  rhubarb. 

Several  of  thofe  who  had  the  ideric  fymp* 
toms  along  with  the  ague,  had  bilious  vomits 
ings  in  the  time  of  the  cold  fit ; they  found 
themfelves  fick,  with  a bitter  tafte  in  their 
mouth,  before  the  approach  of  the  aguifti 
paroxyfm  5 and  many  of  them,  though  they 
took  emetics,  which  operated  freely  at  this 
time,  yet  did  not  vomit  up  the  bile  j but 
the  ficknefs  and  bitter  tafte  continued  till 
the  cold  fit  came  on,  when  they  vomited  bile 
in  large  quantities.  In  fuch  cafes,  after  the 
ufe  of  emetics  and  purges,  and  the  ague  was 
brought  to  have  regular  paroxyfms,  with  free 
intermiflions,  the  bark,  given  as  juft  novir 

I z mentioned. 
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mentioned,  removed  the  ague  and  idleric 
fymptoms,  without  the  lead  bad  confe- 
quences. 

Many  praflitioners  of  great  repute  have 
been  prejudiced  againft  the  bark;  and  tell 
us,  that  the  free  ufe  of  this  medicine  often 
lays  the  foundation  of  obdrudions  in  the 
abdominal  vifcera,  efpecially  when  it  has  been 
given  where  there  was  an  idteritious  colour 
in  the  eyes  and  countenance  j and  that,  in 
fuch  cafes,  we  ought  not  to  give  the  bark  till 
thefe  ideric  fymptoms  are  gone.  At  fird,  I 
was  very  cautious  of  giving  it  under  fuch 
circumdances ; till  meeting  with  fome  cafes 
where  the  paroxyfms  were  fevere,  and  be- 
came more  frequent,  while  the  patient _was 
fo  low,  as  to  be  in  danger  of  linking  under 
the  diforder,  I gave  the  bark  freely,  as  the 
only  remedy  capable  of  preferving  life ; which 
not  only  dopt  the  ague,  but  carried  off  the 
i(deritious  fymptoms  and  redored  the  pa- 
tients to  perfedl  health.

fcv'ers,  ill  his  Obfervations  on  the  epidemic  Difeafes  of  the 
Illand  of  Minorca,  who  fays,  “ Where  there  is  an  idleritiows

“ fliould  not  be  adminillered  ; though,  in  my  opinion,  it  is 
‘‘  for  the  moft  part  dangerous  to  delay  it,  after  the  firft  ap- 
“ pearance  of  that  fymptom,”  Chap,  iii,  2d  edit.  p.  205.

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■ After  this  I gave  it  freely,  in  the  manner 
above  mentioned,  to  fome  hundreds,  with 
great  fuccefs  : and  I never  faw  any  mifehief 
follow  from  ufing  it  : indeed  fometimes, 
where  it  was  given  rather  too  foon,  it  did 
not  fit  cafy  on  the  ftomach,  and  made  the 
patients  hot  and  reftlefs  : but,  ,by  laying  it 
afide,  thefe  efFed:s  immediately  ceafed  j and 
generally,  after  a little  time,  the  paroxyfms 
became  milder  and  more  difiind:,  when, the 
bark  was  again  adminiftered,  agreed  with 
the  ftomach,  and  put  an  end  to  thediforder ; 
and  I am  now  convinced,  from  experience, 
that  the  cafes  in  which  the  bark  has  done 
mifehief,  or  given  rife  to  obftrudtions  in  the 
abdominal  vifeera,  are  but  very  rare ; and 
that^  thefe  mifehiefs  moftly  arife  from  the 
obftinacy  of  the  diforder,  and  not  from  the 
ufe  of  this  drug  ; for  I have  oftener  obferved 
thefe  obftru(ftions  where  little  or  no  bark  has 
been  ufed,  than  where  it  was  given  freely 
What  probably  has  given  rife  to  the  belief  of 
the  bark’s  doing  fo  much  mifehief,  is,  that 
in  Holland,  and  other  low  fenny  countries,

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where  agues  are  endemic,  they  are  often- 
times  extremely  obftinate,  and  yield  hardly 
to  any  remedies ) and  if  they  are  Ifopt  by  the 
bark,  they  often  return  foon  after,  and  by 
their  long  continuance  give  rife  to  obftruc- 
tions  of  the  abdominal  vifeera,  which  have 
been  attributed  to  the  ufe  of  this  fpecific, 

S E C T.  VI. 

Of  agues  attended  with  a purgings 

IN  fome  few  cafes  a purging  accompanied 
thefe  ideric  lymptoms,  which  we  treated 
much  in  the  fame  manner  as  when  the  ague 
was  complicated  with  the  flux ; we  gave 
emetics  and  purgatives  5 and  the  Mindcreri 
draughts  with  mithridate,  throughout  the 
day,  and  opiates  at  night,  if  the  purging  was 
violent  ; if  it  continued,  accompanied  with 
regular  aguifli  fits,  the  bark,  with  aftringents, 
generally  removed  both, 

SECT.  VII, 

Of  fome  obf  inate  agues  at  Bremm^ 

IN  the  latter  part  of  the  year  1761,  and 
during  fpring  1762,  we  had  at  Bremen 
triany  patients  in  agues  of  all  forts ; as  quo- 
tidians^ 


/ 


fidians,  tertians,  quartans,  and  Irregular  agues 
of  a very  obftinate  nature.  The  town  of 
Bremen  is  large  and  well  built,  fituated  in  a 
Jow  fandy  plain,  with  the  Wefer  dividing  the 
Old  from  the  New  Town  5 generally  a con- 
fiderable  part  of  the  environs  is  covered  with 
water  in  the  winter,  ai)d  frequently  the  We- 
fer breaks  down  fome  of  the  dikes,  and  over- 
flows all  the  country  round  ; and  every  time 
the  river  overflows  its  banks,  the  cellars  of 
all  the  new  town,  and  of  that  part  of  the  old 
town  next  the  river,  are  filled  with  water. 
All  the  year  rpupd,  on  digging  two  or  three 
feet  deep  into  the  ground,  you  come  at 
water. 

Agues  ,are  endeniic  at  this  place,  and  great 
numbers  of  the  lower  clafs  of  people  are  af- 
fli(fled  with  them  at  all  times  of  the  year, 
efpecially  in  fpring  and  autumn. 

Some  of  the  fick  fent  down  frOwH  the  army 
were  bad  of  agues ; but  the  greateft  number 
we  had  in  hofpitals  was  compofed  of  fuch  as 
took  it  in  town ; either  from  doing  duty  on 
the  ramparts,  or  from  lying  in  bad  quarters, 
or  getting  drunk  and  expofing  themfelves  to 
wet  and  cold  : and  many  men  of  the  invalid 
companies  who  had  come  from  Emden 

I 4 brought 
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brought  with  them  old  inveterate  tertian  and 
quartan  agues. 

Mofl;  of  the  recent  cafes  were  eafily  cured 
by  the  methods  already  mentioned  ; though 
they  often  continued  longer,  required  a greater 
quantity  of  the  bark  to  flop  them,  and  a 
longer  continuance  of  its  ufe  to  make  a cure, 
than  at  other  places,  which  were  more  dry, 
and  higher  fituated. 

The  mofl:  obftinate  of  the  recent  cafes 
were  the  irregular  intermittents,  which  had 
regular  paroxyfms,  but  where  the  pulfe  was 
not  fettled  in  the  intervals ; which  we  were 
obliged  to  treat  as  remitting  fevers  till  the 
paroxyfms  became  qu-ite  diftindt,  and  the 
patient  was  cool,  and  free  from  any  fever  in 
the  intervals ; after  which  they  commonly 
vielded  to  the  bark. 

Dr.  Lind,  in  an  Effay  on  the  Difeafes  in- 
cidental to  Europeans  in  hot  Climates*,  fays, 
that  an  opiate  given  half  an  hour  after  the 
hot  ft  has  begun,  is  the  bed:  remedy  to  re- 
dut'C  thefe  fevers  to  the  form  of  regular  in- 
termittents ; and  to  procure  a perfedt  apu- 
rexia,  or  abfence  of  fever.— He  fays,  that 
the  effedt  of  opium  in  fuch  cafes  is,  ift.  To

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(horten  and  abate  the  fit. — adly.  To  procure 
a fenfible  relief  to  the  head,  and  to  take  off 
the  burning:  heat  of  the  fever,  and  occafion  a 
profufe  fvveat,  attended  with  an  agreeable 
foftnefs  of  the  (kin:— jdly,  To  produce  a 
ibft  refrething  fleep,  from  which  the  patient 
awakes  in  a profufe  fweat,  and  free  from  all 
complaints.  — 4thly,  To  prepare  the  body 
for  the  bark,  by  procuring  a complete  inter- 
miffion,  and  to  render  a much  lefs  quantity 
of  that  medicine  requifite. — He  tells  us,  that 
he  has  given  it  in  a number  of  cafes  at  Portf- 
moutb,  with  great  fuccefs  ; and  that  it  may 
be  given  with  the  greateft  fafety  ; for  that 
even  where  it  had  not  the  defired  efFed,  and 
did  not  immediately  abate  the  fymptoms  of 
the  fever,  it  never  augmented  their  violence. 
He  adds,  that  although  opiates  have  fuch  a 
remarkable  effed  when  given  in  the  hot  fit, 
yet  that  given  in  the  time  of  the  intermiffion 
of  an  ague,  they  have  not  the  lead:  effed, 
either  in  preventing  or  mitigating  the  fuc- 
ceeding  fit ; and  that  tho*  be  gave  it  frequently 
during  the  cold  fit,  it  only  once  or  twice 
feemed  to  remove  it. — The  opiate  he  com- 
monly preferibed  was  the  following  ; R aq. 
puree,  fefunciam,  aq.  alexet.  fpirit.  fyrup. 
diaepd.  fingul.  drachm,  ii.  tind.  thebaic. 

gutt. 
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gutt.  XV,  vel  XX.  M,  : though  when  a pa^ 
tient  was  coftive,  who  was  to  take  the  bark 
immediately  after  the  fit,  he  commonly  pre- 
feribed  the  opiate  in  about  two  ounces  of 
tiniStura  facra.  Since  the  doftof  has  mentioned 
this  method,  in  treating  of  the  difeafes  of  hot 
climates,  I have  tried  it  frequently  in  St. 
Oeorge  6 hofpital ; and  with  fome  it  had  the 
defired  effeeft,  but  it  failed  with  others. 

But  many  of  thofe  agues  which  had  con- 
tinued for  feme  time,  efpecially  with  thofe 
invalids  who  canae ' from  Embden,  or  who 
had  brought  on  frequent  relapfes  by  their 
own  irregularities,  were  very  obftinate.  With 
many  the  bark  bad  no  effect ; with  others  its 
jufe,  if  perfifted  in,  feemed  rather  to  exafperate 
the  paroxyfms,  and  to  do  hurt.  Nor  had  al- 
moft  any  remedy  we  tried  a better  effect.  We 
gave  the  following  medicines  to  divers  pati- 
ents ; the  falinc  draughts  and  cooling  medi- 
cines ; infpfions  of  camomile  flowers  and  of 
other  bitters  s Dr.  Morton’s  powders  of  ca- 
momile flowers,  fait  of  wormwood,  and  dia^ 
phoretic  antimony ; Dr.  Mead’s  powders  of 
camomile  fiowersi  fait  of  wormwood,  myrrh, 
^and  alum : alum  and  nutmeg  j large  dofes 
of  fal  ammoniac  5 large  quantities  of  fpirits 
of  hartfliorn  ^ th?  anumonial  drops  and  pow- 
ders 5 
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ders ; to  fume  we  gave  emetics,  both  in  the 
intervals  and  immediately  before  the  fits.  la 
foine  we  tried  to  promote  fweats  before  the 
approach  of  the  fits,  by  making  them  drink 
freely  of  warm  liquors  while  they  kept  in 
bed,  and  took  diaphoretic  medicines ; and 
to  others  we  applied  blifters. — But  all  did 
not  put  a flop  to  fome  of  thofe  agues. 

Since  my  return  from  Germany,  !•  met  a 
very  particular  cafe  of  an  ague,  which,  after 
having  continued  for  two  years,  in  which 
time  the  patient  had  taken  large  quantities  of 
of  bark,  and  variety  of  other  remedies,  was 
at  laft  cured  by  the  patienf^s  taking  fome  dofes 
of  mercury,  which  threw  him  into  a falivation 
when  very  low  and  weak,  and  after  that  the 
bark,  with  ferpentaria  in  large  quantities : 
the  particulars  of  this  cafe  are  to  be  found  in 
the  fecond  volume  of  the  Medical  Tranfac- 
tions,  publifhed  by  the  College  of  Phyfi- 
cians  in  London. 

With  fome  the  diforder  continued  till  it 
broke  down  the  crafis  of  the  blood,  and 
brought  on  a general  relaxation  of  the  fibres ; 
and  the  patients  became  cachedlic,  and  fell 
into  dropfies,  or  were  feized  with  diarrhoeas, 
of  which  they  died.  Some  had  obftrudtions 
formed  in  the  liver  or  fpleen,  or  other  vif- 

eera, 
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cera,  and  fell  into  the  jaundice  and  dropfies, 
which  carried  them  off. — In  the  bodies,  of 
feveral  whom  we  opened,  we  found  indura- 
tions of  the  liver  and  fpleen — in  two  of  them 
fuppurations  of  the  liver — and  in  one,  who 
had  had  the  ague  at  Embden,  and  had  long 
complained  of  one  of  thofe  fwellings  towards 
the  left  fide  of  the  abdomen,  called  the  ague 
cake  ^ the  fpleen  was  fo  much  enlarged  as 
to  weigh  above  four  pounds.  * 

Some,  whofe  conftitutions  were  worn  out 
by  thefe  obftinate  agues,  fell  into  confump- 
tions  and  other  pulmonic  diforders  in  the 
winter,  of , which  they  died.  One  man  died 
in  the  cold  fit  •f'. 

Wherever  the  ague  continued  long,  and 
the  bark  had  no  eftecft,  we  vyere  obliged  to 
Jay  it  afide,  and  to  try  other  remedies  adapt- 

• I have  feen  the  dead  bodies  of  four  people  opened,  who 
had  thofe  fwellings  of  the  left  fide,  commonly  called  the  ague- 
cake,  which  had  come  after  agues ; and  in  all  the  fwelling  was 
owing  to  an  enlargement  of  the  fpleen. 

4 The  cold  fit  is  the  mod  dangerous  time  of  the  paroxyfm, 
and  the  greated  part  of  thofe  who  die  of  agues  die  at  this 
time ; one  or  two  indances  of  which  I faw  in  the  military 
bofpital  at  Edinburgh  iirthe  year  1746 — Van  Swieten  fays  he 
has  feen  the  trembling  and  fhaking  fo  great  in  the  time  of  the 
cold  fit  of  quartans,  that  the  teeth  have  dropt  out  of  the  head.

cd  to  the  prefent  circumftances  of  the  pa- 
tient. 

The  mild  methods  fucceeded  befl: ; giving 
the  faline  draughts  and  gentle  cooling  medi- 
cines to  fuch  as  were  ftrong  and  plethoric, 
and  had  the  aguifh  paroxyfms  violent  ; and 
the  gentle  aromatics  and  bitters,  or  chaly- 
beats,  to  thofe  of  a weakly  habit,  or  whofe 
fibres  had  been  much  relaxed,  and  their  con- 
fiitutions  greatly  injured  by  this  or  any  other 
preceding  diforder. 

During  thefe  courfes,  we  gave  at  times 
gentle  emetics,  ipecacoanha,  or  a folution  of 
two  or  three  grains  of  tartar  emetic ; and  if 
the  patients  complained  of  gripes  and  purg- 
ing, which  they  frequently  did,  in  the  courfe 
of  this  diforder,  we  gave  a dofe  of  rhubarb, 
6r  of  fome  other  mild  purge;  and  after  it 
other  medicines  proper  for  this  complaint.  ■ 

By  thefe  methods  frequently  the  aguifh  pa- 
roxyfms became  gradually  milder,  and  at  laft 
vaniflaed.  At*  other  times,  after  they  had 
continued  for  five  or  fix  weeks,  we  again- 
gave  the  bark,  and  found  it  to  have  the  pro-^ 
per  effe<ft.  With  others  they  continued 
through  the  winter,  and  went  off  of  them- 
felves  in  the  fpring.  With  others  they  ftill 
continued;  and  as  no. medicines  nor  time 

feemed 
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feemed  to  have  any  efFedt  in  that  country,^ 
we  recommended  their  being  fent  over  to 
England  for  change  of  air,  as  the  only  means 
likely  to  remove  the  diforder. 

Two  agues  which  had  refifled  the  ufe  of 
the  bark  were  cured  by  powder  of  camomile- 
flowers,  fait  of  wormwood,  and  diaphoretic 
antimony  ; and  one  by  the  ufe  of  the  alumi- 
nous powders,  with  myrrh.— One  invalid, 
who  had  long  been  ill  of  an  obflinate  tertian, 
on  catching  cold,  was  feized  with  an  inflam- 
mation of  his  throat,  for  which  he  was  blood- 
ed, and  took  a mild  purge ; next  day  there 
appeared  a fwelling  of  one  of  the  parotid 
glands,  which  we  endeavoured  to  bring  to 
maturation,  by  the  application  of  emollient 
cataplafms ; after  fome  days  it  went  entirely 
away,  without  coming  to  fuppuration  ; but 
as  there  remained  ftill  a confufion  of  the 
head,  and  a quicknefs  of  the  pulfe,  a large 
blifter  Was  applied  to  the  back,  which  con- 
tinued running  for  fome  days ; after  it  dried 
up  he  fell  into  a fit  refembling  that  of  an 
epilepfy,  and  next  day  had  another  fit  of  the 
fame  kind  ; from  the  time  the  fwelling  firft 
appeared  till  the  time  he  had  the  firft  fit,  he 
had  no  ague,  but  it  returned  the  lecond  day 
after  the  fecond  epileptic  fit } another  blifter 

wag 
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was  applied,  and  he  had  no  return  of  the 
epileptic  fits,  though  his  ague  continued  ob- 
ftinate  till  March,  at  which  time  he  was  fent 
to  England  ‘About  the  fame  time  thd 
aguilh  fits  of  two  others  were  ftopt  by  the 
application  of  blifters,  though  they  returned 
in  both  foon  after. 

Excepting  in  thefe  few  cafes,  I found  no 
medicines  effcdlual  in  flopping  thofe  agues, 
which  had  refifted  the  bark  when  properly 
given,  though  we  tried  a vaft  variety  in  dif- 
ferent cafes.  The  cortex  cafcarillse*  or  eleu- 
theriae*  was  given  freely,  both  in  decoiftioft 
and  fubflance,  in  four  cafes,  which  had  not 
yielded  to  the  bark,  but  ^without  producing 
any  good  effe(5t ; we  had  not  an  opportunity 
of  trying  this  bark  in  more  cafes  of  this 
kind,  nor  in  fluxes,  the  fmall  quantity  of  it 

• On  the  29th  of  Auguft  17^9,  a man  (Murdoch  Briftnen) 
about  thirty  years  of  age,  was  admitted  into  St.  George’s  hof- 
pital  for  a very  large  fwelling  of  the  parotid  glands  and  neigh- 
bouring pans,  which  had  come  three  days  before,  after  a fit 
of  the  tertian  ague,  which  did  not  return  afterwards.  The 
fwelling  Was  difcLifled  by  the  application  of  emollient  cata- 
plafms,  which  were  intended  to  have  brought  it  to  fuppufatioft-. 
He  had  no  return  of  the  ague,  nor  did  any  bad  confequence 
follow  the  difeuffion  of  the  tumor,  and  the  cure  was  completed 
by  a few  dofes  of  phyfic,  and  a decodion  of  the  bark,  which 
refiored  him  to  his  flrength,  and  carrkd  off  the  little  heat  and 
fevcrifhnefs  which  remained, 

which 
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which  had  come  from  England  being  all  ex- 
pended. 

At  Coxheath,  In  fummer  1778,  the  cala- 
mus aromaticus  given  in  powder  from  a fcru- 
ple  to  half  a drachm,  two  or  three  times  a 
day,  both  by  itfelf  and  joined  to  the  bark, 
had  a good  effe(S  in  fome  old  cafes  in  which 
it  was  adminiftered. 

A foldier  of  one  of  the  regiments  of  guards, 
who  was  admitted  into  the  hofpital  for  oede- 
matous  legs,  and  the  remains  of  a very  bad 
flux,  which  he  had  had  ever  fince  the  pre- 
ceding autumn  ; after  being  cured  of  the 
flux,  and  moft  of  the  oedematous  fwellings, 
was  feized  with  an  intermitting  complaint  in 
February.  He  ha^  no  regular  hot  and  cold 
fits ; but  every  fecond  day,  after  a flight, 
fhivering  and  cold,  he  was  feized  with  gripes 
and  a purging.  In  one  or  two  of  the  fits  his 
pulfe  was  very  quick,  and  the  pain  of  the 
bowels  very  acute  and  fevere  ; which  obliged 
us  to  bleed  him,  and  give  him  a dofe  of  the 
faline  oily  purge  ; after  which  we  treated  the 
diforder  as  a flux  complicated  with  the  ague, 
and  gave  the  bark  mixed  with  diafcordium,  and 
gentle  opiates  at  nights,  and  at  times  gentle 
purgatives  ; the  ague  and  diarrhoea  ftopt  very 
foon,  and  in  a few  weeks  he  got  free  of  all  his 

com- 
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complaints,  though  he  ftill  continued  weak, 
till  he  was  fent  to  England  about  the  begin- 
ning of  April. 

Many,  efpecially  thofe  whofe  conftitutlon 
had  been  fhaken  by  this  or  fome  other  difor- 
der,  complained  of  flatulent  fwellings  of  the 
flomach  and  bowels,  which  aflfedted  them 
either  while  the  ague  continued,  or  foon  af- 
ter it  was  flopped,  and  were  very  troublc- 
fome  and  uneafy.  For  the  moft  part,  thefe 
fwellings  were  removed  by  the  ufe  of  cordial 
medicines  mixed  with  the  bark,  or  a courfe 
of  bitters,  and  fome  dofes  of  rhubarb. given 
at  proper  intervals.  In  fome  cafes,  where 
they  were  attended  with  ficknefs,  and  the 
flomach  feemed  to  be  loaded,  a vomit  gave 
relief.  Very  often  thefe  fymptoms  continued 
for  weeks  after  the  ague  had  left  thdm,  and 
did  not  go  entirely  off,  till  the  patient  reco- 
vered his  flrength- 

o 

In  February,  March,  and  April,  1761, 
feveral  of  the  foldiers  in  the  hofpital  at  Pa- 
derborn  complained  of  periodical  head-achs, 
which  returned,  in  moft, every  day;  in  others, 
only  every  fecond  ; and  afterwards  cafes  of 
this  kind  occurred  at  different  times  as  long 
as  the  army  continued  in  Germany.  Thefe 
head-achs  generally  began  in  the  forenoon, 
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were  very  violent  while. they  lafted,  and  corr- 
fined  the  patient  to  his  bed  for  fome  hours. 
During  the  pain,  the  pulfe  was  quick  ; but 
in  the  intervals  the  patients  were  quite  cool, 
and  without  fever.  Sometimes,  though  not 
always,  the  urine*  depofited  a little  fediment 
as  the  head-ach  was  going  off.  Commonly 
the  pain  was  all  over  the  head,  but  moll:  fe- 
vere  in  the  forehead  ; though  fometimes  it 
was  confined  to  one  fide  only. 

Thefe  head-achs  we  treated  entirely  as 
agues  of  the  fame  type.  When  the  patient 
was  ftrong,  fome  blood  was  taken  away,  and 
afterwards  we  preferibed  an  emetic  and  purge, 
and  then  gave  the  bark  liberally,  which  gene- 
rally put  an  end  to  the  complaint,  without 
any  bad  confequences  attending. 

C H A P.  XV. 

Of  the  jaundice. 

SECT.  I. 

Of  the  caufes  and fyfnptoms  of  this  diforder. 

The  jaundice,  or  a yellow  colour  of  the 
eyes  and  Ikin,  occafioned  by  an  ab- 
forption  of  bile  into  the  blood,  was  another 

diftem- 
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diftemper  which  appeared  towards  the  end 
of  each  campaign. 

This  diforder,  for  the  mofi:  part,  takes  its 
rife  ^ from  calculi  lodged  in  the  biliary 
du<fts  and  fometimes  from  a vifcid  mucus 
or  pituita  obftru(fl:ing  thofe  paflages ; and  it 
may  be  brought  on  by  a tumour,  or  any  other 
caufe  §,  comprefling  thefe  duds,  fo  as  to 

• Obftruftlons  and  fchirrhi  of  the  liver  have  been  affigned 
ns  the  caufe  of  the  jaundice ; but  as  we  have  fo  many  cafes  of 
this  kind  related  where  no  jaundice  appeared,  it  is  now  much 
doubted,  whether  fuch  obftrudtions,  which  do  not  affedt  the 
du(fls,  are  capable  of  producing  this  diforder. 

J We  have  numerous  cafes  in  Bonetus,  and  other  phyfical 
obfervations,  where  calculi  have  been  found  in  the  gall  bladder, 
and  dudls  of  people  who  have  died  of  the  jaundice  ; and  I have 
frequently  found  two,  three,  and  fometimes  twelve,  fifteen, 
or  twenty  fuch  bilious  calculi  in  thefe  cavities. 

X Vifcid  mucus  or  pituita,  or  vifcid  bile,  has  been  obferved 
frequently  to  obftruft  the  duds.  Dr.  Coe  fays,  fometimes 
ideric  patients  difcharge  very  thick  bile,  almofl:  as  vifcid  as 
bird- lime.  See  his  Treatlfe  on  biliary  Concretions,  chap,  ii, 
where  he  has  colleded  a great  number  of  ideric  cafes,  in  which 
the  bile  has  been  found  quite  vifcid  after  death. 

§ See  the  cafe  <df  a jaundice  in  Bonetus’s  Sepulchretuin 
Anatomicum,  tom.  il.  p.  326,  where  the  fides  of  the  com- 
mon biliary  dud  were  comprcffed  by  an  enlargement  of  the 
glands  about  the  vena  portarum  ; and  we  fometimes  meet  with 
a jaundice  in  pregnant  women  which  goes  off  after  delivery, 
and  feems  to  have  been  caufed  by  the  prefilire  of  the  uterus 
and  indurated  faeces  in  the  colon.  Van  Sweiten  fays,  he  has 
fcen  this  very  frequently.  Vol.  iii.  fed  918,  p.  93. 
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prevent  the  free  flow  of  the  bile  into  the  ca- 
vity of  the  inteftines. 

The  yellow  colour,  or  jaundice,  obferved 
in  the  ague,  and  fome  other  bilious  diforders, 
feems  to  arife  fometimes  from  fpafms  of  the 
duds  j or  from  too  great  a quantity  of  bile 
fecreted  and  abforbed  into  the  blood,  which 
feems  evidently  to  be  the  cafe  where  large 
quantities  of  bile  are  either  vomited  or  dif- 
charged  by  ftool  ^ a proof  that  the  biliary 
duds  are  clear,  and  free  from  obflrudions. 

In  the  end  of  the  campaign  of  1760,  after 
a continued  rain  for  many  weeks,  the  jaun- 
dice had  been  very  frequent,  and  in  a manner 
epidemical,  among  the  troops,  for  fome  time 
before  they  left  the  field  ; and  in  paffing 
through  Munfter,  about  the  end  of  Decem- 
ber, I obferved  feveral  ill  of  that  diftemper  in 
hofpitals,  and  met  with  a few  cafes  of  this 
kind  in  the  hofpitals  at  Paderborn  in  January 
1761  5 but  during  the  fpring  and  fummer, 
we  had  only  one  or  two  now  and  then  fent  to 
the  hofpitals  for  this  complaint ; though  to- 
wards the  end  of  the  campaign  it  became 
more  frequent,  and  feveral  were  fent  down 
to  Bremen  5 and  fome  of  the  garrifon  were 
likewife  affeded  with  it.  During  the  winter 
not  above  four  or  five  were  fent  to  the  hofpi- 
tals 
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tals  I attended,  and  but  a few  to  the  flying 
hofpital,  during  the  campaign  of  1762.  It 
frequently  appeared  in  dropfical  cafes,  de^ 
pending  on  obftrudled  vifcera. 

Thofe  in  whom  the  jaundice  was  the  ori- 
ginal diforder,  and  not  complicated  with  any 
other,  generally  got  well  foon  ; but  where 
it  appeared  in  dropfical  cafes,  depending  on 
obflrudted  vifcera,  it  was  commonly  fatal. 

Jn  the  beginning  of  this  difeafe,  patients 
ufually  complained  of  ficknefs,  heat,  thirft, 
and  other  feverifli  fymptoms  ; and  fome  had 
a vomiting,  and  pain  of  the  flomach,  for  a day 
or  two  before  the  jaundice  appeared ; the  urine 
' was  always  of  a deep  colour  from  the  firfl: ; 
and  about  the  fecond  or  third  day  the  fkin, 
and  the  whites  of  the  eyes,  began  to  be  tingr 
ed  with  a yellow  colour,  attended  with  the 
common  fymptoms  of  this  diforder. 

Such  was  the  manner  in  which  the  jaun- 
dice began  in  thofe  who  were  taken  ill  in  gar- 
rifon  5 but  thofe  fent  us  from  the  army  could 
feldom  give  any  accurate  account  of  their 
own  cafes. 

In  the  courfe  of  this  diforder,  the  fick 
were  inclined  to  be  coftive,  though  fome  few 
had  a diarrhoea feveral,  who  had  been  re- 
duced by  fevers,  or  other  complaints,  before 
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the  jaundice  appeared,  were  attacked  with 
violent  haemorrhages  from  the  nofe  ; and  two 
had  like  to  have  died  of  them  before  the 
bleeding  was  flopped.  The  haemorrhages 
did  not  prove  critical,  but  feemed  to  depend 
on  a diflblved  flate  of  the  blood. 

SECT.  II. 

" Of  the  method  of  cure, 

ON  the  patient’s  being  firft  taken  ill,  if 
he  was  plethoric  or  feverifli,  or  com- 
plained of  pain,  attended  with  licknefs  and 
vomiting,  fome  blood  was  taken  away. 
Next  day  we  gave  twenty-five  or  thirty  grains 
of  rhubarb  in  a faline  draught,  and  after- 
wards the  common  faline  and  other  cooling 
medicines,  till  the  fever  was  abated.  If  the 
pain  and  fever  did  not  abate,  a vein  was  open- 
ed a fecond  time,  and  a few  drops  of  the 
tindura  thebaica  were  added  to  the  faline 
draughts,  while  emollient  clyfters  were  fre- 
quently adminiflered,  and  the  flornach  and 
belly  fomented  with  flannels  dipped  in  warm 
emollient  decodtions. 

When  the  pain  and  fever  were  gone,  we 
then  gave  a gentle  vojnit  in  the  evening,  and 

next 
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next  day  a dofe  of  rhubarb  ; and  afterwards 
fo  much  of  the  pilulae  faponaceae  cum  rheo 
daily  as  kept  the  body  open  ; or  the  faline 
draughts  with  five  or  fix  grains  of  rhubarb  in 
each,  or  fuch  a quantity  as  anfwered  the  fame 
purpofe  as  the  pills ; and  from  time  to  time 
repeated  the  emetic  and  purge. 

Vomits  are  reckoned  amongfl:  the  moil:  ef- 
ficacious remedies  in  this  diforder,  and  I have 
often  feen  good  efFedts  follow  their  ufe. — 
Janet  Crags,  a woman  thirty  years  of  age, 
was  on  the  2 ill:  of  December  175B,  admit- 
ted into  St,  George’s  hofpital  for  a jaundice 
of  fome  months  continuance.  Her  eyes  and 
fkin  were  not  of  the  common  idleric  colour, 
but  of  a dark  livid  yellow,  for  which  reafon 
both  fhe  and  the  nurfes  termed  her  diforder 
the  black  jaundice.  She  at  firft  complained 
of  a difficulty  of  breathing,  and  a weight  and 
oppreffion  about  the  region  of  the  liver,  for 
which  fhe  was  blooded,  took  fome  dofcs  of 
phyfic,  and  the  foap  pills  with  rhubarb; 
but  thefe  produced  no  change  in  her  com- 
plaints. On  the  29th,  fhe  had  a cough,  and 
complained  nuich  of  ficknefs  and  difficulty 
of  breathing,  for  which  Ihe  was  ordered  a 
vomit,  and  afterwards  to  take  the  fquill 
draught,  morning  and  evening,  which  occa- 

K 4 fioned 
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fioned  a purging  and  gripes.  On  the  5th  of 
January  1759^  the  loofenefs  ftill  continuing, 

I ordered  her  to  leave  off  the  ufe  of  the 
fquill  draughts,  and  to  take  only  fome  rhu- 
barb in  an  oily  draught  every  night  at  bed- 
time. On  the  8th,  though  the  purging  had 
increafed,  I did  not  chufe  to  check  it,  as  I 
fufpeded  it  would  prove  a crifis  to  the  dif- 
order,  and  therefore  only  ordered  her  the 
cordial  draughts  and  wine  to  fupport  her 
ftrength.  The  loofenefs  continued  till  the 
15th,  when  moft  of  the  ideric  fymptoms 
were  gone,  and  by  the  30th,  they  had  entirely 
difappeared.  However,  (he  continued  low, 
and  fubjeft  to  flatulencies  for  fome  months 
afterwards,  which  were  at  lad  removed  by 
the  continued  ufe  of  cordials,  gentle  bitters, 
a nourifhing  diet,  and  repeated  dofes  of  rhu- 
barb; and  on  the  2d  of  May  £he  was  dif- 
charged  in  a firm  date  of  health. 

Dr.  Coe  fays,  I have  more  reafon  to 
**  be  fatisfied  of  the  effeds  of  vomits  in  dif- 
lodging  thefe  calculi,  than  of  any  other, 
‘‘  or  indeed  of  all  other  medicines.’*  He 
adds,  befides  vifeid  humours,  which  vomits 
bring  away  from  the  biliary  palTages,  how

often 
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often  are  gall-ftones  likewife  found  in  the 
flools  after  the  operation  of  a vomit  f 

Mod  of  the  ideric  cafes  we  had,  which 
were  not  complicated  with  other  diforders, 
yielded  to  the  above  treatment  in  about 
twelve  or  fourteen  days.  Two  or  three  re- 
mained obftinate  for  a longer  time.  To  one 
I ordered  a quart  of  the  pedloral  decoftion, 
made  with  parfley  roots  inftead  of  the  linfeed, 
to  be  drank  daily  along  with  the  foap  pills ; 
and  the  jaundice  difappeared  in  about  eight 
or  ten  days.  One  who  had  the  difeafe  more 
obftinate  than  the  reft,  and  complained  for 
fome  time  of  a tenfion  and  uneafinefs  about 
the  liver,  was  ordered  to  have  the  right  fide 
fomented  morning  and  evening,  and  rubbed 
for  fome  time  after  with  the  linimentum  fa- 
ponaceum,  and  to  drink  the  decodlion  of 
farfaparilla  after  the  foap  pills ; and  by  con- 
tinuing this  courfe  for  about  three  weeks, 
the  diforder  went  off*. 

Sometimes  the  warm  bath  has  a good  ef- 
fe(ft  after  other  remedies  have  afforded  no 
relief.  In  the  year  1743,  a young  gentle- 
man, a ftudent  of  phyfic  at  Edinburgh,  had 
a jaundice,  for  which  he  had  taken  variety 
of  medicines,  and  rode  daily  on  horfeback 
for  fome  weeks,  without  receiving  any  bene- 
fit : 
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fit : at  laft,  by  my  father's  advice,  he  took  a 
brifk  dofe  of  phylic,  and  before  it  began  to 
operate,  had  a large  quantity  of  warm  whey 
thrown  up  by  way  of  a clyfter,  and  went 
immediately  into  the  warm  bath.  In  the 
bath  he  was  taken  with  a violent  inclination 
to  go  to  fiool ; and  after  coming  out,  had  a 
great  number  of  bilious  ftools  that  day,  and 
next  morning  was  ftill  inclined  to  be  loofe  ; 
and  in  a few  days  all  the  ideric  fymptoms 
vaniflied.  On  the  20th  of  July  1763,  a 
middle-aged  woman,  Elizabeth  Hofier,  was 
admitted  into  St.  George’s  hofpital  for  a 
iaundice,  which  came  about  a fortnight  be- 
fore. She  had  been  blooded,  and  had  taken 
fome  medicines,  before  I faw  her.  1 ordered 
her  a vomit  and  purge,  and  to  take  two 
ferupks  of  the  foap  pills  and  rhubarb  daily  ; 
and  four  days  afterwards  the  vomit  and  purge 
were  repeated,  but  without  making  any 
change  in  her  diforder.  On  the  29th  fhe 
went  into  the  warm  bath,  and  took  a vomit 
immediately  on  coming  out  of  it.  After  the 
vomit  flie  had  fome  loofe  fiools,  and  the  ic- 
teric fymptoms  went  all  off  in  a fevy  days. 
She  continued  well  for  fome  months  ; but  1 
have  been  told,  that  (he  has  fince  relapfed. 

Whert 
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When  the  jaundice  continues  obftinate, 
there  is  hardly  any  thing  has  often  a better 
efFedt  than  the  continued  ufe  of  decodions  of 
the  juices  of  fucculent  plants,  of  whey  in  the 
fpring,  of  foap,  and  other  aperient  medicines. 
The  baron  Van  Sweiten  tells  us  that  he 
has  cured  many  obftinate  jaundices  by  mak- 
ing the  patients  drink  daily  a pint  or  two 
pints  of  a decodion  of  grafs,  dandelion,  fu- 
inaria,  fuccory,  and  fuch  like,  prepared  in 
whey  ; to  each  pint  of  which  he  added  half 
an  ounce  of  fal  polychreft,  and  an  ounce  or 
two  of  fyrup  of  the  five  aperient  roots  ; and 
fome  by  ordering  them  to  drink  the  Spa  water 
in  fummer,  and  take  freely  of  foap,  along  with 
a decodion  of  the  aperient  roots,  in  winter* 
In  thofe  who  were  cured  by  thefe  remedies, 
he  fays,  ftones,  or  a kind  of  grumous  cal- 
culous matter,  were  always  found  in  the 
ftools,  as  the  jaundice  was  going  off.  He  re- 
lates one  very  particular  cafe  of  a lady  of 
fixty  years  of  age,  who  had  had  a black 
jaundice  for  twelve  years,  and  was  cured  by 
continuing  the-  ufe  of  thefe  medicines  for 
eighteen  months ; during  the  laft  fix  months 
of  which  file  had  a loofenefs,  and  conftantly

dif- 
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difcharged  by  ftool  a fetid  granulated  matter 
of  the  colour  of  clay  : and  another  Angular 
cafe  of  a man  who  was  cured  by  living  moftly 
upon  grafs,  and  a decodion  of  it,  for  two 
years  together.  The  man  came  at  lajft:  to  de- 
vour fuch  quantities  of  it,  and  could  diftin- 
guifli  the  good  fort  from  the  bad  fo  well, 
that  the  farmers  often  ufed  to  drive  him  out 
of  their  fields. 

Gliflbn  * tells  us,  that  cattle  are  fubjedl  to 
bilious  concretions  in  winter,  which  are  dif- 
folved  and  evacuated  in  the  fpring,  when 
they  begin  to  move  much  about,  and  eat  the 
new  grafs,  which  purges  them. 

Dr,  RuflTel  -j-  greatly  recommends  the  ufe 
of  fea-water  along  with  the  faponaceous  me- 
dicines. 

Mercury  has  been  efteemed  as  a particular 
good  deobftruent  in  obftrud:ions  of  the  liver 
in  the  Eaft  Indies ; and  I have  feen  feme 
id:cric  cafes  which  I thought  received  bene- 
fit from  taking  a few  grains  of  mercurius 
dulcis  at  night,  and  a purge  next  morning, 
and  this  repeated  two  or  three  times  in  the 
week.

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The  haemorrhage  from  the  nofe  com- 
monly (lopped  foon.  Where  it  was  violent, 
we  kept  the  patient  cool,  and  applied  cloths 
dipped  in  vinegar  and  water  to  the  nofe.— 
In  two  cafes,  one  at  Munfter,  the  other  at 
Bremen,  the  patients  were  hot  and  feverifli, 
and  a vein  was  opened,  and  eight  or  ten 
ounces  of  blood  taken  away  ; and  in  one 
cafe  nothing  took  effedt  till  we  gave  repeated 
dofes  of  the  tindtura  faturnina  in  a common 
acid  julep. 

CHAP.  XVI. 

Of  tumours  of  the  breaft. 

IN  May  1761,  a great  many  of  the  patients 
who  had  been  in  hofpitals  the  preceding 
winter,  had  tumours  formed  on  the  external 
part  of  the  bread,  which  they  (hewed  me  at 
Ofnabruck.  They  began  in  the  form  of  in- 
dolent tumours,  aqd  came  flowly  to  fuppu- 
ration.  For  the  mod  part,  the  fuppuration 
was  only  partial,  and  the  tumour,  on  being 
opened,  difcharged  a very'fmall  quantity  of 
matter.  Some  of  thefe  tumours,  though  they 
felt  foft,  and  feemed  to  contain  matter,  yet, 
upon  being  opened,  difcharged  only  a fmull 

quantity 
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quantity  of  black  blood.  None  of  them 
melted  down  entirely  into  pus,  or  came  fully 
.to  fuppuration,  and  healed  kindly  as  abfcef- 
fes  which  fucceed  acute  inflammations.  But 
after  a fmall  quantity  of  matter  was  dif- 
charged,  for  the  moft  part,  there  ftill  re- 
mained a hard  tumour,  which  felt  as  if  it 
was  a fwelling  of  the  bone,  or  cartilage  be- 
low } and  in  fome  the  furface  of  the  bone 
was  found  rough  at  the  bottom  of  the  ab- 
fcefs. 

Thefe  tumours  feldom  rofe  high,  and  were 
moft  of  them  fituated  at  the  lower  part  of 
the  fternum,  or  a little  to  one  fide  of  it, 
commonly  on  the  left  fide,  above  the  carti- 
lage enfiformis.  Some  patients  had  only 
one^  others  two,  and  fome  three  fuch  tu- 
mours. The  firft  of  them  I faw  was  on  the 
left  fide,  which,  on  being  felt,  gave  exadtiy 
the  fame  fenfation  as  when  the  cartilages  of 
the  fternum  are  begun  (o^be  raifed  by  an 
aneurifm  of  the  aorta  ; only  no  pulfation  was 

I 

to  be  perceived  ; and  moft  of  them  had  the 
fame  appearance. 

The  patients,  who  bad  fuch  tumours, 
commonly  complained  of  pains  of  their 
breaft.  One  or  two,  after  thefe  tumours 
came  to  fuppuration,  feemed  to  recover  their 

health. 
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health,  and  to  feel  no  uneafinefs,  tho’  fome 
of  the  fwelling  remained  : but  many  of 
them  were  inclined  to  be  hecftic,  and  feemed 
likely  to  grow  confumptive. 

Being  ordered  up  to  the  flying  hofpital  in 
June,  and  the  fick  going  down  to  Bremen,  I 
had  no  opportunity  of  feeing  the  event  of 
thefe  tumours,  or  of  examining  the  bodies  of 
thofe  who  died  with  them.  One  I accident- 
ally met  with  the  following  winter  at  Bre- 
men, who  died  of  a confumption  and  diar- 
rhoea. He  had  a large  abfcefs,  which  pene- 
trated into  the  cavity  of  the  cheft,  and  dif- 
charged  a great  quantity  of  very  fetid  matter, 
at  the  part  where  one  of  thefe  fumours  had 
been  feated,  and  the  fternum  and  ribs  vvere 
carious  all  round  the  abfcefs.  »

CHAP.'  XVII, 

Of  paralytic  complaints, 

SOME  of  the  foldiers,  from  lying  out  in 
the  nights  on  the  wet  ground,  and  from 
doing  duty  in  cold  rainy  weather,  were  feized 
with  a pain  and  numbnefs  all  over,  and  loft 
the  ufe  of  their  limbs,  which  in  fome  was 
fucceeded  with  a palfy  of  thefe  parts  ; but 

the 
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the  greateft  number  of  thofe  afflided  with 
paralytic  fymptoms  were  feized  with  them 
cither  in  fevers,  or  after  feverilh  and  other 
diforders.  The  numbers  who  were  attacked 
with  complaints  of  this  kind  were  but  few. 

When  men  were  fuddenly  taken  with 
pain  and  numbnefs  all  over,  we  found  that 
the  befl;  method  of  treating  them  was,  to  put 
them  to  bed,  and  give  them  plenty  of  mild 
warm  diluting  liquors  for  drink  ; and  if  there 
was  much  fever,  to  open  a vein,  to  give  the 
cooling  antiphlogiftic  medicines,  and  to 
apply  blifters  ; and  if  thefe  complaints  flill 
remained,  to  endeavour  to  promote  a breath- 
ing  fweat,  by  means  of  diaphoretics  and  warm 
drinks.  Several  who  were  brought  to  the 
hofpital,  foon  after  being  feized  in  this  man- 
ner, got  well ; but  in  fome  few,  one  or 
other  of  the  limbs  began  to  wafte,  and  re- 
mained paralytic  afterwards. 

Thofe  who  had  the  true  confirmed  palfy 
feldom  remained  long  enough  with  us  to  be 
cured.  Two  or  three  received  benefit  from 
blifters  applied  to  the  parts,  and  from  if- 
fues ; drinking  at  the  fame  time  the  de- 
codlion  of  the  woods,  or  of  farfaparilla,  and 
taking  the  volatile  tinflure  of  guaiacum  or 

valerian.

valerian  and  being  fweated  by  the  ufe  of 
Dover’s  powder,  or  other  diaphoretics. 

One  man  of  the  51(1  regiment  of  foot,  af* 
ter  doing  duty  in  very  cold  wet  weather,  irl 
the  beginning  of  the  year  1762,  was  feized 
with  a paify  of  one  fide  of  his  face,  which 
prevented  him  from  fpeakirig  diftindlly* 
and  was  an  impediment  to  his  eating*  He 

* On  Wednesday  the  ift  of  February,  1764,  Mafgaret  Ju-* 
lion,  a woman  between  fifty  and  fixty  years  of  age,  was  ad- 
mitted into  St.  George’s  hofpltal  for  an  entire  lofs  of  fpeech^ 
which  feemed  to  depend  on  a paralytic  diforder  of  the  parts 
about  the  larynx.  The  account  her  friends  who  came  with 
her  to  the  hofpital  gave  of  her  cafe  was,  that  file  had  been  for 
five  months  troubled  at  times  with  pains  of  her  bowels,  and  a 
purging  ; that  on  Sunday  fe’ennight  before  coming  to  the  ho- 
fpital, file  had  fuddenly  lofi:  the  ufe  of  her  fpeech,  and  had  not 
fpoke  fince  that  time,  though  Ihe  feemed  to  hear  and  under- 
lland  whatever  was  faid  to  her.  I afked  her  fome  queftions, 
which  fhe  anfwered  diftinftly  by  ligns.  She  had  no  paralytic 
complaint  of  her  face^  arms,  legs,  or  any  other  part  of  her 
body,  and  fwallowed  both  fluids  and  folids  with  eafe.  She  had 
no,  fever,  and  feemed  to  complain  of  nothing  but  the  lofs  of 
fpeech.  — A blifter  was  applied  to  her  neck,  and  fiie  was  or- 
dered the  faline  draughts,  with  a fcrupleof  powder  of  valerian 
, in  each,  to  be  taken  three  times  a-da}q  and  a dofe  of  facred 
tinflure,  to  be  taken  twice  a-week.  She  followed  this  courfe 
for  a fortnight,  when  another  blifler  was  applied  to  the  fore- 
part of  the  neck,  and  the  powder  of  valerian  in  the  draughts 
was  changed  for  two  drachms  of  the  tindtura  valeriana  vola- 
tilis.  At  the  end  of  three  weeks  fiie  could  pronounce  the  two 
words  Why^  What.  She  continued  the  fame  courfe  till  the' 
1 6th  of  March,  and  could  then  pronounce  many  words  and 
fhort  fentences.

CHAP.  XVIII. 

Of  an  incontinency  of  urine. 

An  incontinency  of  urine  was  another 
complaint  frequent  among  the  fol- 
diers  ; but  it  feemed  to  me  to  be  counter- 
feited by  many.  All  who  had  it,  faid  that 
they  had  received  fome  hurt  ^ or  fprain  of 

the 

® A foldier  in  the  ho’fpital  at  Paderbom  ufed  to  dilcharge  his 
water  involuntarily,  and  mixed  with  pus,  which  came  front 
fome  violent  blows  he  had  received  on  the  back. 

Jokk  Pearce,  a young  man  about  eighteen  years  of  age,  was 
admitted  into  St.  George’s  hofpiral,'  the  loth  of  April  1759, 
for  a pain  of  his  iide,  and  a complaint  of  the  bladder^  The  ac- 
count that  he  gave  of  bis  own  cafe  was^  that  fome  months  be- 
fore, he  had  received  a violent  blow  with  a cricket-bat  on  the 
left  fide,  on  the  region  of  the  kidney  j and  that  ever  lince  he 
had  had  a fliarp  pain  in  that  part,  and  fometimes  had  a fiop- 
page^-of  urine,  and  at  other  times  it  came  away  infenfibly.  His 
pulle  \Vas  rather  quick,  but  low,  and  he  had  a feverilh  heat. 
He  at  fi'rft  took  fome  cooling  medicines ; but  on  the  aoth,  be- 
ing low  and  faint,  he  had  fome  of  the  foetid  julep.  On  the  23d 
he  was  attacked  with  a fiiarp  pain  in  the  belly  and  fide,  had  a 
fioppage  in  making  water,  a quick  and  full  pulfCj  and  moll  of 

the 
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the  back,  or  a kick  from  a horfe,  or  that  a 
carriage  had  run  over  them. 

Thofe 

the  fymptoms  of  the  llooe.  He  was  ordered  to  be  blooded  im- 
mediately, to  take  the  faline  draughts  every  four  hours ; and 
as  he  was  inclined  to  be  coftive,  to  take  as  much  lenitive  elec- 
tary as  to  procure  him  a loofe  ftool ; and  it  was  recommended 
that  he  ftiould  be  founded  as  foon  as  the  violence  of  the  fever 
was  over.  On  the  25th  he  continued  much  in  the  fame  way, 
and  had  made  feme  water,  which  was  intolerably  foetid.  Half 
a drachm  of  the  dulcified  fpirit  of  nitre,  and  five  drops  of  the 
tindlura  thebaica,  were  added  to  each  of  his  draughts,  as  the 
pain  and  difficulty  of  making  water  had  increafed.  On  the 
26th  his  pulfe  rofe,  and  became  very  hard  and  quick ; the 
' pain  in  his  fide,  and  the  dyfuria,  became  more  violent ; and 
about  twelve  o’clock  he  had  a convulfive  fit,  refembling  that  of 
an  epilepfy  \ after  coming  out  of  the  fit,  as  the  fever  and  pain 
had  increafed,  he  was  blooded ; the  belly  was  fomented  and 
embrocated,  and  he  took  the  oily  draughts  four  times  a-day  : 
his  blood  immediately  threw  up  a very  thick  buff.  He  re- 
mained pretty  eafy  the  reft  of  the  day  ; but  about  the  fam« 
time  next  day  he  had  another  convulfive  fit,  and  died. 

On  opening  his  body,  we  found  about  two  or  three  pints  of 
a dark-coloured  foetid  water  in  the  abdomen ; on  cutting 
through,  and  fqueezing  the  right  kidney,  there  came  out  a 
thin  purulent  matter  every  where  from  its  fubftance,  though  it 
appeared  found  ; on  raifing  and  cutting  through  the  perito- 
neum, covering  the  left  kidney,  there  was  a difeharge  of  about 
a pint  of  black  and  very  foetid  water,  which  had  every  where 
furrounded  this  kidney  ; and  there  were  fix  mortified  fpots  on 
its  furface,  as  large  as  the  end  of  one’s  finger,  with  a depref- 
fion  in  each  about  a quarter,  or  half  an  inch  deep  j moft  of  the 
fubftance  of  this  kidney  feemed  difeafed,'  and  it  was  full  of 
fuppurations.  The  bladder  was  contrafted  and  thickened,  and 
contained  a rough  ftone,  which  weighed  three  ounces.  The 
reft  of  the  vifeera  were  found.  This  ftone  had  certainly  been 
in  the  bladder  long  before  the  young  fellow  received  the  blow 

L 2 with 
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Thofe  who  really  had  the  diforder  feemed 
to  have  received  fuch  an  injury  of  the  blad- 
der, or  kidneys,  as  required  a confiderable 
fpace  of  time  to  get  the  better  of ; and  by 
reafon  of  the  Ihort  time  we  had  them  under 
our  care  at  the  flying  hofpital,  they  feldom 
received  much  benefit.  One  or  two  thought 
they  grew  better  on  taking  the  bark  and  bal- 
fam  of  Peru  ; at  the  fame  time  they  bathed 
morning  and  evening  the  lower  part  of  the 
abdomen  and  perinasum,  with  flannels  dip- 
ped in  gentle  aftringent  liquors,  applied 
cold.  Bliflers  applied  to  the  os  facrum  had 
no  eflre(5l,  in  any  of  the  cafes  in  which  I tried 
them  in  Germany;  and  fince  that  time  I 
have  ordered  them  to  a dozen  of  patients  in 
this  complaint ; and  one  only  received  bene- 
fit from  their  ufe. 

with  the  cricket-bat ; but  the  Injury  done  the  kidney  had  pro- 
bably aggravated  the  fymptoms. 

I do  not  remember  ever  to  have  feen  convulfive  fits,  fuch  as 
this  young  man  bad,  in  acute  difeafes,  except  in  one  cafe  of  a 
flow  fever,  which  came  by  taking  cold  after  a falivation,  and 
which  I attended,  along  with  Dr.  Pringle.  The  gentleman  had 
three  fits  exactly  of  the  fame  kind  as  this  young  man,  at  twen- 
ty-four hours  diflance  from  one  another,  and  he  died  of  the 
third. 
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CHAP.  XIX. 

Of  a ftoppage  of  urine.' 

WE  formerly  mentioned,  that  In  acute 
difeafe's  many  complained  of  a ftop- 
page  or  difficulty  of  making  water ; and 
others  had  this  complaint  from  ftridtures  of 
the  urethra,  or  diforders  of  the  bladder  or 
kidneys 

Where 

* It  Is  often  very  difficult  to  judge  of  tlie  caufe,  or  to 
able  to  determine  exactly  the  feat  of  thefe  diforders  before 
death  j as  the  following  cafes  will  fhew. 

John  Waden,  a middle-aged  man,  was  admitted  Into  St. 
George’s  hofpital  the  loth  of  April  1759,  for  a fwelling  of  the 
abdomen,  and  a difficulty  of  making  water,  which  he  faid  be- 
gun about  two  months  before,  with  a violent  pain  in  his  back 
and  belly,  occafioned  by  his  being  employed  in  making  of  cy- 
der in  a very  cold  cellar.  He  had  not  had  a ftooi  for  fome 
days  ; at  firfl;  he  took  a dofe  of  phyfic,  and  fome  of  ihe  faline 
draughts;  but  in  a day  or  two  complained  that  his  belly  had 
grown  to  a monllrous  lize,  and  that  he  had  not  made  water  for 
above  twenty-four  hours  : on  examining,  we  found  the  blad- 
der fo  much  diftended  as  to  reach  up  to  the  navel  ; and  upon 
the  catheter’s  being  introduced,  above  two  quarts  of  water 
were  drawn  off,  and  the  fwelling  immediately  fublided  ; but 
in  the  afternoon  was  as  large  as  before,  the  bladder  feeming  to 
be  in  a paralytic  ffate.  During  the  months  of  May  and  June, 
his  water  was  drawn  off  twice  a-day  ; he  had  his  belly  fomented 
emollient,  aflringent,  and  other  decodtions,  and  embro- 

L 3 eated. 
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Where  it  depended  on  ftridlures  of  the  u- 
rethra,  bougies  introduced  into  that  paffage, 

and 

cated  with  Imiments ; was  blooded  once  when  feverlfh,  took 
cordials,  the  bark,  myrrh,  and  a variety  of  tnedicines,  without 
any  efted.  On  the  3d  of  July,  a flexible  catheter  was  intro- 
duced into  the  bladder,  and  left  there,  in  order  that  the  urine 
might  drain  away  as  fall  as  it  was  fecreted,  and  the  bladder  be 
allowed  to  contradt,  and  recover  its  tone.  The  catheter  gave 
him  no  jaain,  and  he  thought  himfelf  much  eafier  by  the  blad- 
der’s never  being  too  much  ftretched  ; but  pn  taking  out  the 
catheter  fome  days  after,  he  had  the  fame  ftoppage  of  water  as 
before.  On  confulting  with  Dr.  Batt  and  the  other  phyficians, 
it  was  agreed  to  give  two  grains  of  the  powder  of  cantharides, 
with  three  grains  of  camphor  and  ten  of  fugar,  rubbed  well  ta-  . 
gether  in  a mortar,  twice  a-day;  and  to  continue  the  ufe  of 
the  flexible  catheter.  He  found  no  uneafinefs  or  jflrangury 
from  the  ufe  of  the  cantharides,  and  thought  he  palfed  his  wa- 
ter more  freely,  when  the  catheter  was  taken  out ; but  after 
fourteen  days,  finding  no  change  for  the  better,  and  being  free 
from  any  fever,  he  was  ordered  into  the  cold  bath  ; the  tw'o 
firll  days  he  found  himfelf  more  lively  and  brifle  ; but  the  third 
day  was  chilly  and  cold  after  coming  out  of  it,  and  therefore 
was  defired  to  leave  it  off ; fome  days  after  he  became  he61ic, 
and  1 obferved  pus  in  his  water,  which  he  faid  he  had  pafled 
with  his  urine  for  above  three  months.  After  this  he  languiflicd 
for  near  a month,  and  died  upon  the  25th  of  Augufl:.— Upon 
examining  his  bodjy|iext  day,  we  found  the  thoracic  vifeera  in 
a found  ftate,  except  that  the  lungs  adhered  a little  on  the  right 
fide.  Both  kidneys  were  difeafed  ; they  were  inflamed,  and 
feemed  enlarged ; and  on  cutting  them,  had  tubercles  dif- 
perfed  every  where  through  their  fubftance,  which  had  come 
to  fuppuration,  and  contained  a good  deal  of  matter;  the 
lower  part  of  the  left  kidney  was  mortified,  and  contained  two 
or  three  ounces  of  a black  foetid  liquor.  The  bladder  of  urine 
was  contraded,  and  its  coats  greatly  thickened,  and  the  inter- 
nal coat  much  inflamed ; and  there  was  a cyft  full  of  matter, 

about 
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and  worn  for  fome  time,  were  of  great  fer- 
vice.  The  patients  were  at  the  fame  time  or- 
dered 

-about  half  the  fize  of  a walnut,  between  the  mufcular  and 
villous  coats,  towards  the  lower  part  of  the  right  fide  of  the 
bladder ; and  there  were  two  large  cyhs,  containing  a fmall 
■quantity  of  matter,  though  capable  of  containing  near  two 
ounces  «ch  ; one  lituated  between  the  vehculae  feminalis  and 
Tedium,  the  other  between  the  veftculac  and  bladder,  which 
-opened  into  the  urethra  by  one  common  orLfice,  capable  of  ad- 
mitting a large  quill,  at  the  fide  of  the  caput  gaUnaginis-  The 
fell:  of  the  vilcera  were  in  a found  ilate, 

Mary  Hibbard,  a woman  twenty-four  years  of  age,  was  ad- 
mitted into  St.  George’s  hofpital,  the  6th  June  1759,  for  a com- 
plaint of  her  bladder^  The  account  file  gave  of  herfelf  was, 
that,  about  Chrifimas  1758,  Ihe  had  pan^  wkh  fome  gravel; 
and  about  fourteen  days  before  coming  to  the  hofpital,  Ihe  was 
feized  with  a violent  pain  in  her  back  and  loins,  attended  with 
a ficknefs  and  naufea;  and  very  foon  after  complained  of  a 
violent  pain  in  the  lower  part  of  her  belly,  and  with  a perpetual 
inclination  to  make  water,  though  (lie  felt  a fliarp  pain  and  dif- 
ficulty in  doing  it;  and  that  thefe  complaints  iVill  remained. 
Her  pulfe  w^as  quick  and  firong,  and  file  was  inclined  to  be 
cofiive.  She  was  immediately  blooded,  took  the  oHy  draughts 
three  times  a-day,  the  decoflum  furfuris  for  common  drink^ 
and  fo  much  lenitive  eledary  as  procured  her  a (tool  next  day. 
As  there  was  a llrong  fufpicion  of  her  having  a (lone,  fhe  was 
founded  ; but  nothing  at  all  was  to  be  felt  in  the  bladder.  Her 
medicines  eafed  her  pain  in  making  .water,  but  not  the  pain  in 
her  back.  On  the  ihth  her  water  was  thick  and  turbid,  and  de- 
politeda  brownfediment,;  and  the  difficulty  in  making  water  filll 
remained.;  infteadof  the  lenitiveeledary  ffiew'as  ordered  the  rhu- 
barb oily  draught  to  be  taken  every  night.  On  the  i8th,  there 
being  no  change  in  her  diforder,  file  had  draughts  made  of  an 
■ounce  and  a half  of  fimple  mint  water,  half  a drachm  of  the  dul- 
oified  fpirit  of  nitre,  and  five  drops  of  the  tinftura  thebaica,  and 
fyrup  three  times  a-day;  but  on  the  2 zdflie complained,  that  fince 
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dered  to  live  on  a cool  diet,  and  to  drink  the 
decodtucn  Arabicum,  or  an  infufion  of  lin- 

feed, 

fhe  left  off  the  oily  medicines,  her  pain  and  difficulty  in  mak- 
ing water  had  grown  worfe ; fhe  was  therefore  ordered  the 
faline  and  oily  draughts  alternately,  and  to  take  the  rhubarb 
oily  draught  occafionally  when  coftive,  which  removed  thefe 
cginplainrs ; and  they  did  not  return  while  flie  remained  in 
the  houfe  ; but  on  the  4th  of  July,  the  day  before  ffie  was  to 
have  been  difeharged  as  cured,  (he  was  attacked  with  a (harp 
pain  in  her  hip  and  loins,  and  about  the  os  coccygis ; which 
increafed  till  the  9th,  and  extended  itfelf  all  along  the  outfide 
of  the  right  thigh  ; it  was  moh  acute  about  the  os  coccygis  ; 
but  on  examining,  nothing  was  to  be  obferved  externally ; 
this  pain  continued  rnore  or  lefs  all  that  month,  and  till  the 
end  of  the  next,  and  fo  obhinate  as  not  to  be  altered  by  bleed- 
ing, and  the  ufe  of  liniments,  bliflers,  cooling  medicines, 
opiates,  warm  baths,  and  other  remedies.  On  the  acth  of 
Augufl:,  a ftrengthening  plafter  was  applied  to  her  back,  which 
gaVe  immediate  relief,  and  fhe  was  difeharged  cured  the  29th, 
She  continued  well  till  Odtober,  when  fhe  was  attacked  with 
a violent  fever  at  Hounflow,  and  was  brought  to  the  hofpital 
on  the  24th  of  that  rnonth,  and  the  tenth  day  of  the  fever. 
She  died  the  3d  of  November.  During  the  courfe  of  the  fe- 
ver, fhe  only  complained  once  of  a difficulty  of  making  w'ar 
ter. — After  death  1 had  her  body  opened,  when  the  only  thing 
particular  which  we  could  obferve,  was  the  urinary  bladder 
about  four  times  the  natural  fize  ; it  feemed  to  be  flaccid,  an4 
in  a flate  of  relaxation  ^ the  kidneys  were  found,  and  no  figns 
ot  any  diflemper  could  be  obferved  about  the  uterus  or  redtum^ 
or  near  the  os  coccygis. — When  fhe  was  lirfl;  in  the  hofpital, 
I defired  her  always  to  examine  her  urine ; but  fhe  never  ob- 
ferved that  fhe  paffed  any  fand,  gravel,  or  any  thing  of  that 
kind. 

Thomas  Jacey,  an  elderly  man,  was  admitted  into  St.  George's 
)iofpital  the  14th  of  March  1759,  for  a pain  in  his  back,  and 
^ difficulty  and  pain  in  lurking  water,  which  was  often  mixed 

with 
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feed,  or  fuch  other  mild  mucilaginous  li- 
quors ; and  to  take  oily  medicines  and  opiates 

occa- 

wlth  grumous  blood  ; but  be  bad  never  obferved  any  fand  or 
gravel  in  it.  His  pulfe  was  quick  and  full,  attended  with  heat 
and  thirft  ; and  he  was  inclined  to  be  coftive  ; he  was  at  firft 
blooded,  and  took  a dofe  of  laxative  mixture,  and  two  ounces 
of  the  tinflure  of  rofes,  four  times  a day,  and  the  deco6lum 
malvae  for  common  drink.  At  firft  he  feemed  relieved,  and 
pafled  no  grumous  blood  for  fome  days ; but  on  the  26th,  as 
he  complained  much  of  a pain  in  making  water,  the  tincture 
- of  rofes  was  changed  for  the  oily  draughts,  and  he  was  ordered 
the  rhubarb  oily  draught  occalionally.  On  the  9th  of  April 
he  fell  fuddenly  into  a comatofe  way,  and  remained  fo  till  the 
l2th,  when  he  died,  notwithftanding  the  ufe  of  divers  reme* 
mcdies. — Upon  examining  his  body,  both  kidneys  were  found 
in  a found  llate ; the  inteftines  covered  with  flight  inflamma- 
tory fpots,  the  bladder  of  urine  quite  contraded,  fchirrhous, 
and  greatly  thickened  ; and  its  internal  furface  rough  and 
eroded,  with  one  or  two  black  fpots  on  it,  and  fome  grumous 
blood  lying  on  its  furface.  The  other  vifcera  were  found. 

In  ulcers  of  thefe  organs,  the  natural  balfams,  mixed  with 
foft  things,  are  often  of  great  fervice  j of  which  the  follow- 
ing cafe  is  an  example, — William  U^mley,  a boy  nine  yearg 
of  age,  was  admitted  into  St.  George’s  hofpital,  the  6th  of 
September  17  $'9,  for  a pain  in  the  bladder,  and  a difficulty  in 
making  water,  which  was  always  more  or  lefs  mixed  with 
matter.  At  firff  there  was  a fufpicion  of  his  having  the  ftone; 
but  on  founding,  none  was  to  be  found.  From  the  fymptoms, 
k appeared  as  if  there  was  an  ulcer  in  the  bladder  near  to  its 
neck  ; the  boy  had  a cough,  was  very  lo\y,  and  inclined  to  be 
coftive  ; at  firfl;  he  took  three  fpoonfuls  of  the  fperma  ceti 
mixture  four  times  a- day,  and  a dofe  of  phyfic ; but  the  fymp- 
toms  ftill  remaining,  on  the  2d  of  Odober  he  was  ordered  tq 
take  a fcruple  of  the  eledlarium  e fpermate  ceti  three  or  four 
times  a day,  and  to  have  the  gum  Arabic  decodion  for  his 
common  drink.  By  continuing  the  ufe  of  thefe  things,  and 
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occafionally,  and  gentle  laxatives,  to  keep  the 
body  open  ; which  method  of  treatment  ge- 
nerally gave  relief.  Where  the  patients  were 
plethoric,  or  complained  of  pain,  or  the  dif- 
order  was  attended  with  a fever,  bleeding 
was  often  neceflary. 

When  the  ftoppage  of  urine  feemed  to 
arife  from  an  inflammation  of  the  kidneys  or 
bladder,  or  other  difeafes  of  thefe  parts,  we 
treated  it  accordingly ; and  where  the  fever 
was  confiderable,  we  made  evacuations,  and 
gave  plenty  of  diluting  liquors,  and  the  cool- 
ing faline  medicines,  and  afterwards  thofe  of 
the  foft,  mucilaginous,  and  oily  nature,  and 
mild  diuretics  and  opiates. 

When  the  diforder,  in  its  progrefs,  became 
chronical,  the  fick  were  commonly  fent  down 
to  the  fixed  hofpital,  fo  that  we  had  no  op- 
portunity of  examining  the  bodies  of  fuch 
0S  might  die  of  this  complaint. 

The  following  account  of  a remarkable 
fuppreflion  of  urine  I had  in  a letter,  dated 
the  25th  of  November  1757*  from  Mr. 
Pearfon,  one  of  the  furgeons  to  his  majefty^s 

taking  fome  opiate  and  laxative  medicines  occafionally,  he 
jnended  by  flow  degrees,  and  all  his  fyinptoms  went  olF;  and 
he  recovered  his  health  and  flrengtb,  and  returned  thanks  tor 
his  pure  the  i8th  of  January  1760, 

inilj- 
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military  hofpitals,  who  then  ferved  as  a 
mate,  and  now  lives  at  Windfor. 

James  RufFendal,  of  the  20th  regiment, 
aged  twenty,  of  a delicate  habit,  was,  in 
the  middle  of  July  laft,  feizcd  with  a violent 
pain  in  both  kidneys,  which  extended  along 
the  ureters  to  the  bladder,  and  remained  in 
the  fame  fituation  for  about  three  weeks ; 
during  which  period  his  urine  began  to  de- 
creafe  in  quantity,  and  the  voiding  of  it  was 
attended  with  acute  pain  about  the  neck  of 
the  bladder.  The  fecretion  then , totally 
ftopt ; he  remained  for  upwards  of  five  weeks 
in  the  hofpital  at  Dorchefter,  and  made  no 
water  ; at  the  end  of  which  time  I firft  vi- 
fited  him  along  with  Mr.  Adair.  He  com- 
plained then  of  a flight  pain  in  his  kidneys, 
and  told  us  he  had  a tolerable  appetite,  fweat- 
ed  little,  and  voided  every  day  four  or  five 
liquid  ftools.  He  was  ordered  bolufes  of 
camphor,  and  fal.  vol,  c.  cervi,  and  every 
night  a dofe  of  tindtura  cantharidum  ; which 
he  continued  to  take  for  a fortnight  without 
receiving  the  leaft  benefit.  I then  blooded 
him  to  the  quantity  of  ten  ounces,  and  gave 
him  an  emetic  of  fix  drachms  of  the  vinum 
ipecacoanhum,  and  two  ounces  of  the  oxymel 
of  fquills,  which  operated  very  well ; and 

after^ 
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afterwards  ordered  him  to  take  one  of  the 
following  boluffes  every  four  hours,  r Sa- 
pon,  alb.  dur.  Hifpan.  drachm,  i.  fal.  ayfynthi* 
g.  vi.  calc.  viv.  gr.  x.  balfam.  Peruv.  q.  f. 
ut  fiat  bolus.  Thefe  he  continued  to  take  for 
twelve  days.  On  the  morning  of  the  14th 
of  Odober,  he  was  fuddenly  feized  with  an 
acute  pain  in  both  kidneys,  and  about  noon 
voided  upwards  of  half  a pint  of  ftraw-co- 
loured  urine,  which  let  fall  a clay-coloured 
fedimcnt.  As  he  was  feverifli,  I took  away 
twelve  ounces  of  blood,  and  ordered  him 
barley-water  with  nitre  for  drink.  He  was 
cafy  in  the  night,  and  made  upwards  of  two 
pints  of  urine,  which  depofited  a fediment 
of  a gelatinous  confiftence.  Next  morning 
the  pain  increafed,  efpecially  in  his  right  fide, 
and  ten  ounces  more  of  blood  was  taken 
away  : this  lowered  the  pulfe,  and  confider- 
ably  abated  the  pain.  Both  this  and  the 
blood  taken  away  the  day  before  threw  up 
an  inflammatory  buff.  He  was  ordered  to 
continue  the  ufe  of  the  barley  water  with 
nitre,  and  to  take  three  fpoonfuls  of  a niix- 
ture  with  fpiritus  Mindereri  every  two  hours« 
He  had  an  eafy  night,  and  was  next  day  free 
from  fever  ; but  complained  of  an  uneafinefs 
in  his  ftomach  and  naufea.  He  was  ordered 

a fcru-^ 
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a fcruple  of  the  powder  of  ipecacoanha# 
which  vomited  him,  and  procured  him  a 
ftool.  He  was  eafy  in  the  night ; but  In  the 
morning  was  hot,  and  complained  of  a paia 
in  his  right  kidney,  and  all  over  his  bones, 
as  he  exprefled  it.  I then  gave  him  a mix- 
ture, with  fpiritus  Mindereri,  and  the  pulvis 
contrayerva  comp,  of  which  I defired  him  to 
take  fome  fpoonfuls  frequently.  This  pro- 
cured him  a, plentiful  fweat,  which  removed 
the  fever  and  pain  : thefe  fymptoms  returned 
next  day,  but  were  removed  by  the  fame 
means.  I remained  at  Dorchefter  for  a week 
after,  and  he  recovered  his  ftrcngth  and  ap- 
petite as  much  as  could  be  expecfted  in  fo 
fhort  a time  ; but  he  ftill  complained  of  pain 
in  his  right  kidney,  though  he  made  water 
freely.  By  a letter  I received  from  the  gen- 
tlemen whofe  care  I left  him  under,  I un- 
derftood  he  had  a relapfe,  which  he  has  fince 
got  the  better  of. 

I forgot  to  inform  you,  that  his  father  died 
of  the  fame  complaints,  after  being  fix  months 
without  fecreting  a drop  of  urine;  and  his 
brother  died  of  the  fame  in  about  ten  weeks. 

In  January  1768,  Mr.  Pearfon,  at  my  de- 
fire, wrote  to  Mr.  Hawkeens  of  Dorchefter, 
under  whofe  care  this  man  was  left,  to  en- 
quire 
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quire  after  the  event  of  his  diforder,  and  he 
had  the  following  anfwer,  dated  Dorchefter, 
Feb.  20,  1768. 

The  account  you  have  given  of  James 
RuffendalPs  cafe  in  Dr.  Monro’s  Treatife  is 
very  juft.  The  following  is  the  method  in 
which  I treated  him  till  hq^was  perfectly  re- 
covered and  difcharged. 

He  was  left  under  my  care  at  Dorchefter 
the  25th  of  Odober,  1757 ; was  then  in  a 
very  weak  ftate,  bloated  and  qedematous  all 
over,  had  no  defire  of  moving,  was  coftive, 
and  had  a kind  of  hedlic  fever,  had  no  ap- 
petite and  paired  but  little  urine. 

I gave  him  thirty  drops  of  a mixture  of 
one  part  of  elix.  vitriol,  mynf.  and  two  parts 
of  fpirit,  nitri  dulcis,  two  or  three  times  a 
day,  and  a dofe  of  manna  and  Glauber’s  falts 
occafionally  when  coftive ; and  he  continued 
this  courfe  till  the  3d  of  November,  by  which 
time  he  palTed  his  urine  well,  but  complain- 
ed of  great  pain  over  the  pubis,  and  along 
the  right  ureter,  fide,  and  bread,  and  he 
was  pale  and  weak,  and  had  no  appetite,  but 
his  fever  was  gone. 

He  then  had  four  of  the  following  pills, 
morning  and  evening  : R Pil.  RufF.  fapon. 
alb.  Hifpan.  dur.  aa  drachm,  ij.  pulv.  rhab. 

drachm 
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drachm  i.  ol.  ftillat.  juniper  gutt.  xv.  fyrup. 
q.  f.  ut  fiant.  pil.  lx.  which  he  continued  to 
take  till  the  25th  of  November,  and  then 
had  a dofe  of  falts  and  manna  on  account  of 
his  coftivenefs. 

On  the  27th  of  November  he  had  a re- 
lapfe,  having  little  or  no  fecretion  of  urine, 
and  thought  it  all  paffed  by  ftool ; his  prin- 
cipal pain  was  over  the  pubis  and  loins ; but 
he  thought  himfelf  ftronger  and  had  a better 
appetite.  I ordered  him  then  to  take  the 
fize  of  a large  nutmeg  of  the  following  elec- 
tary three  times  a day.  R Teft.  ovor.  cal- 
cinat.  fal  nitri,  rad.  altheas  pulv.  fingulorum 
unciam  dimidiam.  campborae  fcrup.  i.  m. 
fyrup.  violarum,  q.  f.  and  to  drink  after 
each  dofe  a quarter  of  a pint  of  a ftrong  de- 
codlion  of  the  parietaris  muralis.  After  the 
ufe  of  thefe  for  a fortnight,  he  fecreted  hi$ 
urine  much  better,  and  was  quite  free  from 
pain. 

I then  ordered  him  to  take  a drachm  of 
the  following  pills  twice  a day.  R Sapon. 
alb.  Hifpan.  drachm,  vi.  milliped.  pulv.  unc^ 
dimid.  pulv.  rhabarb.  drachm,  ij.  fal  fuccini 
vol.  drachm,  i.  ol.  ftillat.  juniper,  half.  Peruv. 
aa  gutt.  XXX.  m.  ut  fiat  mafia.  After  taking 
thefe  for  fome  time,  he  pafled  his  urine  ex- 
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tremely  well,  was  free  from  pain,  recovered 
a good  habit,  and  regained  a florid  complec- 
tion  ; and  was  difcharged  from  my  care,  as 
well  as  from  his  regiment,  and  walked  home 
to  Lancafhire,  which  was  the  place  of  his 
nativity* 

G H A P.  XX* 

Of  the  epilepfy. 

I 

TH  E epilepfy,  or  falling  ficknefs,  at* 
tacked  a Humber  of  men,  from  the 
fevere  duty  of  long  marches  in  hot  weather, 
and  afterwards  lying  out  on  the  cold  ground, 
expofed  to  the  damps  of  the  night 

It  was  very  feldom  that  men  were  cured  of  • 
this  diforder  in  the  military  hofpitals.  We 
had  feme  few  inftances,  indeed,  where  re- 
lief feemed  to  be  obtained  by  reft,  a regular 
diet,  gentle  evacuations,  and  iflues -f- ; but 

even 

* I faw  above  twenty  men,  while  I was  in  Germany,  who 
attributed  the  epileptic  fits  they  were  attacked  with  to  thefc 
caufes,  and  faid  they  had  never  had  the  epilepfy  before ; be- 
fides  others,  who  had  been  formerly  fubjeft  to  thefe  fits,  who 
declared,  that  the  diforder  was  brought  back  by  the  fame 
means. 

' -j-  William  Wilfon,  a boy  fourteen  years  of  age,  was  ad- 
mitted into  St.  George^s  hofpital,  Sept.  20,  1758,  for  epilep- 
tic fits,  which  he  had  been  fubjedl  to  for  fomc  time,  and 

which 
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even  thofe  men  generally  relapfed  as  foon  as 
they  were  fent  to  their  regiments,  and  began 

to 

which  geherdly  feized  him  three  or  four  times  a week.  He 
took  variety  of  medicines  without  any  effe^l  .till  the  6th  of  No- 
vember, when  I ordered  him  to  take  eight  grains  of  the  pi- 
lulae  foetidas  morning  and  evening,  and  phyfic  twice  a week, 
and  a feton  to  be  made  in  his  neck.  After  the  feton  began  to 
run,  he  had  but  three  or  four  flight  fits  in  November,  and 
none  the  following  month  ; and  he  was  difeharged  the  hofpi- 
tal  the  3d  of  January  1759,  feemingly  in  good  health,  with 
dire£Hons  to  keep  the  feton  running  at  leafl  for  fome  months 
after  he  went  home,  and  to  come  again  to  the  hofpital  if  he 
fhould  have  any  return  of  his  fits ; but  we  never  heard  more 
of  him. 

Mary  Racket,  a girl  of  nineteen  years  of  age,  was  admit- 
ted into  St.  George’s  hofpital  the  14th  of  February  1759,  for 
fits.  The  account  flie  gave  of  her  cafe,  was,  that  about  five 
years  before  (he  was  feized  with  the  firft  fit,'  after  a fright ; 
three  years  afterwards  flie  had  a fecond  fit,  and  for  fome  time 
after  had  a fit  commonly  once  a month,  about  the  time  of  the 
full  mobn  ; and  fince  had  them  more  frequently  ; that  the  fits 
began  with  a trembling  and  lhaking  of  the  right  foot,  and  flie 
had  frequent  pricking  pains  In  the  right  thigh,  and  what  file 
called  convulfive  tremors  in  the  right  leg  andlbot.  She  was 
regular  in  her  menflrual  difeharge.  At  the  time  flie  came  into 
the  hofpital,  flie  was  feverlfll,  and  complained  much  of  a fharp 
pain  in  the  right  thigh  : (he  was  blooded,  and  took  fome  cool- 
ing medicines,  and  had  no  fit  till  the  9th  of  March  : flie  then 
took  the  fetid  pills  and  camphorated  julep  twice  a day ; but 
Hill  the  fits  returned  frequently.  She  then  had  the  bark,  va- 
lerian and  purging  dofes  fucceflively,  and  ufpd  the  warm 
bath  ; but  without  any  effect.  On  the  7th  of  May  a blifler 
was  applied  to  her  right  foot,  which  was  intended  to  be  kept 
open  ; but  an  inflammation  coming  on  that  leg  and  foot,  it 
was  fuffered  to  dry  up,  and  an  ilTue  made  in  the  fame  leg. 
From  the  time  the  blifler  was  applied,  flie  had  no  fit  while  (he 
remained  in  the  hofpital.  She  was  difeharged  the  15th  of 
VoL.  II.  M 
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to  do  duty.  All  who  had  thefe  fits  after 
being  fome  time  with  their  regiments,  were 
at  laft  difcharged,  and  fent  home.  However, 
before  men  are  difcharge-d  for  fits,  they 
fliould  be  watched  Very  narrowly  for  fome 
time  ; for  there  is  no  diforder  which  foldiers 
are  more  apt  to  counterfeit  than  this. 

It  is  no  wonder  that  foldiers,  during  the 
time  of  fervice,  fhould  feldom  be  cured  of 
thefe  fits  ,•  for  in  adults  it  is  not  often  cured 
even  in  private  pradlice,  with  all  the  conve- 
niencics  and  advantages  to  be  wiflied  for ; 
and  generally  the  few  that  do  get  well,  re- 
quire a confiderable  length  of  time  to  ac- 
complifh  the  cure ; and  we  find  from  daily 
experience,  as  well  as  from  examining  the 
records  of  medicine,  that  the  cures  that  have 
been  made,  have  moftly  been  performed  either 
by  a change  of  air,  fuch  as  going  from  a cold 
to  a hot  climate  by  fome  remarkable 

change 

July,  feemirigly  in  good  health ; though  during  that  period 
Ihe  had  fome  little  tremors  in  her  foot,  and  was  fubjefl  to  be 
low  and  faintilh,  which  was  always  relieved  by  cordial  anodynfe 
medicines.  After  going  out  of  the  hofpital,  fhe  remained  in 
good  health  for  feven  or  eight  months,  when  I was  told  her 
difeafe  had  returned  as  violent  as  ever,

many  of  wliom  have  remained  well  ever  after,  while  others 
had  a return  of  the  diforder  when  they  came  back  to  Holland;

* Celfus  has  long  ago  obferved,  that  the  appearance  of  the 
menfes  in  girls,  and  of  puberty  in  boys,  often  removes  this 
diforder,  lib.  iii,  cap.  xxiii. — On  the  23d  of  November  1758; 
Mary  Evans,  a girl  of  eighteen  years  of  age,  was  admitted 
into  St.  George’s  hofpital  for  fit?.  She  had  never  had  the 
menflrua ; but,  for  above  two  years,  found  regularly,  once  a 
month,  a fulnefs  in  her  breafts,  and  had  a flight  head-ach^ 
and  other  fymptoms  which  generally  precede  this  difeharge  ; 
and  were  fucceeded  with  violent  epileptic  fits,  which  continued 
returning  frequently  for  two  or  three  days,  and  then  went  off; 
and  (he  had  no  more  fymptoms  of  them,  till  about  the  fame 
time  next  month.  She  was  ordered  to  take  ten  grains  of  thei 
pilulse  foetidsE  morning  and  evenings  and  a dofe  of  phyfic  twice 
a week  ; and  as  I found  that  fhe  became  plethoric  near  the 
time  her  fits  ufed  to  return,  I began  to  imagine,  that  both  the 
fits  and  ftoppage  of  the  menftrua  were  owing  to  too  great  a 
fullnefs  of  the  veffels,  which  prevented  theT  heart  and  vafcular 
fyflem  from  having  fuch  free  play,  as  to  drive  the  blood 
through  the  extreme  uterine  veffels  ; I therefore  ordered  feven. 
ounces  of  blood  to  be  taken  away  from  her  immediately.  In 
three  days  time  the  menflrual  difeharge  began  to  make  its  ap- 
pearance ; and  on  the  loth  of  January  fhe  was  difeharged  the 
hofpital,  feemingly  in  good  health,  after  the  menflrual  dif- 
eharge had  returned  for  two  regular  periods,  without  any  ap- 
pearance of  epileptic  fits.  She  w'as  defired  to  come  back  to 
the  hofpital,  if  the  fits  returned  • but  I never  heard  more  of 
her. 

4 William  Glen,  a patient  in  the  Royal  Infirmary  at  Edin- 
burgh 1747,  was  freed  from  epileptic  fitSj  which  ufed  to  re- 
turn ten  or  tsvelve  times  a day,  for  a quarter  of  a year,  by  a 
diarrhoea  coining  on  ; but  they  afterwards  returned. 
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removal  of  fome  acrid  or  irritating  fubftancc, 
or  fuch  like^;  or  by  preventing  the  caufe-f*; 
and  that  thofe  medicines  called  fpecifics 
have  in  general  had  but  little  fliare  in  the 
cure. 

A man  fubje^l  to  the  epllepfy  was  cured  of  it  by  a quartan 
ague,  and  had  afterwards  no  return  of  the  diforder.  Mifcell.

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Of  the  fmall-pox. 

SECT.  'l. 

Of  the  fmallfox  among-  the  troops  In  Germany^ 

The  fmall-pox  appeared  at  Paderborn 
in  the  fpring  1761,  and  five  had  the 
diftindt  kind,  who  recovered.  Six  or  feven 
had  them  at  Ofnabrug  in  May  and  June,  and 
one  man  and  a child  died  of  the  confluent 
kind.  Four  had  the  diftind  kind  at  Munfter 
in  July  and  Auguft,  who  all  did  well.  Dur- 
ing the  winter,  we  had  fixteen  in  the  hof- 
pital  I attended  at  Bremen  ; ten  had  the  dif- 
tindl  kind,  and  all  recovered ; five  had  the 
confluent  kind,  of  whom  two  died ; as  did 
alfo  one  who  was  brought  to  the  hofpital 
with  all  the  fymptoms  of  the  moft  malignant 
kind.  Two  were  fent  to  Natzungen  in  July, 
both  ill  of  the  confluent  kind ; the  one  died 
two  hours  after  his  arrival ; the  other  reco- 
vered : and  we  had  only  two  in  the  hofpital 
at  Ofnabrug  in  winter  1762-63,  and  both 
did  well. 
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There  was  nothing  particular  either  in  the 
courfe  or  treatment  pf  this  difordcr,  differ- 
ent froni  what  we  n'leet  with  in  daily  prac*r- 
tice  5 only  as  the  foldiers,  who  were  attackr- 
ed  with  it^  were  ftrortg,  and  in  full  health, 
they  required  bleeding  and  gentle  evacuations, 
and  a cooling  regimen,  on  the  firft  appear- 
ance of  the  fymptoms. 

The  malignant  kind  required  the  ufe  of 
acids,  and  the  bark ; which  laft  could  often 
only  be  adminiffered  by  way  of  clyfter,  as 
the  fick  could  not  fwallow  it,  and  when  they 
were  low>  cordials,  and  the  free  ufe  of  wine, 
were  fometimes  abfolutely  neceflary  ; in 
fhort,  we  treated  the  patients  much  in  the 
fame  way  as  in  the  malignant  fever,  allow- 
ance only  being  made  for  the  prefent  cir- 
cumftances.  And  from  what  I have  fince 
pbferved,  I am  confirmed  in  my  opinion  of 
this  being  the  beft  rnethod  of  treating  the 
fnali^nanf  kind  of  fm^U-pox, 
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SECT.  II. 


Of  the  treatment  of  the  natural  dtjllndl  and 


F late  a much  more  cooling  method  of 


treating  the  fmall-pox  has  been  intro- 
duced than  was  formerly  pradtifed,  and  it 
has  been  attended  with  remarkable  good 
fuccefs. 

From  what  I have  obferved  in  the  many, 
cafes  I have  attended,  I (hould  recommend 
the  following  method, 

!•  To  keep  the  patients  extremely  cool, 
and  to  e:^pofe  thern  to  the  free  air,  by  open- 
ing the  windows  in  mild  weather,  or  by 
making  ^hem  go  out  into  a garden. 

2.  To  make  them  live  entirely  on  a cool- 
ing  vegetable  diet,  and  drink  freely  of  cool, 
mild,  acefeent  liquors. 

3.  To  make  them  lofe  more  or  lefs  blood 
in  the  beginning,  if  the  feverhh  fymptoms 
run  high  i and  if  there  is  no  purging  to  give’' 
^ dofe  of  fome  mild  laxative  medicine  to 
empty  the  bowels,  and  to  cool  the  patient 
before  the  eruption  of  the  fmall-pox ; for- 
merly this  practice  was  thought  to  be  ex- 


confliient  fmall-pox. 
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tremely  dangerous,  and  it  was  believed  that 
purging  at  this  time  would  retard  the  erup- 
tion, but  later  experience  has  fliewn  this  to 
be  a miftake. 

And  fome  pradlitloners  have  alledged  that 
purging  at  this  period  evacuates  a quantity 
of  the  variolous  matter,  and  renders  the 
difeafe  milder  ; a phyfician  of  eminence 
told  me,  that  he  had  not  had  the  fmall-pox 
till  he  was  a man,  and  engaged  in  the  prac- 
tice of  phyfic ; that  he  was  feized  with  the 
firft  fymptoms  at  a time  when  feveral  of  his 
relations  had  juft  died  of  the  confluent  kind, 
which  was  then  frequent  in  his  neighbour- 
hood 5 that  being  perfuaded  that  repeated 
purging  would  render  the  diforder  mild,  he 
followed  this  pradlice  with  himfelf,  and  had 
a very  mild  fort  and  was  foon  well  j though 
in  the  beginning  he  thought  he  had  all  the 
fymptoms  of  a bad  confluent  kind ; and  he 
added,  that  he  had  flnee  followed  this  me- 
thod often  with  the  greateft  fuccefs.  Al- 
though I have  often  ordered  gentle  purgative 
medicines  before  the  eruption,  and  never 
found  any  bad  efFeds  from  their  ufe,  but  on 
the  contrary  obferved,  that  they  made  the 
patient  more  cool  and  temperate,  yet  I have 
Oever  attempted  by  repeated  purging  to  ren- 
der 
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der  the  difeafe  milder,  and  therefore  I can- 
not recommend  this  pradice  from  my  own 
experience ; but  I think  where  the  diforder 
is  ofithe  diftind  kind,  attended  with  no  bad 
fymptom,  that  we  Had  better  do  no  more 
than  juft  to  empty  the  bowels  by  the  ufe  of 
fome  mild  laxative  medicine,  and  truft  the 
reft  to  nature ; but  where  we  have  reafon  to 

I 

fufped  a bad  fort,  attended  with  dangerous 
fymptoms,  it  is  worth  while  to  give  this  me- 
thod a trial. 

Many  pradltioners  at  prefent  prefer  mer- 
curial purges  to  others,  from  a belief  that 
mercury  ferves  in  fome  meafure  to  corred 
the  virus  of  this  diforder;  but  how  far 
this  may  be  true,  I think  is  much  to  be 
doubted. 

If  things  go  on  kindly,  little  more  is  re- 
quifite  after  the  eruption,  than  to  give  the 
patient  fome  mild  cooling  medicines,  and 
after  the  nth,  12th,  or  13th  day,  to  give  a 
few  dofes  of  fome  gentle  purging  medicine, 
to  cleanfe  the  bowels,  and  carry  off' any  dregs 
of  the  diforder  which  may  remain. 

Purgatives  ought  not  to  be  given  too  foon, 
while  the  puftules  are  ftill  full  of  the  vario- 
lous matter ; for  I have  feen  feveral  cafes, 
where  a difficulty  of  breathing,  which  has 

terminated 
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terminated  in  a phthifis  pulmonalis  has  been 
the  confequ^nce  of  this  pradtice. 

Hot  air  and  a warm  .regimen,  in  the 
fmalKpox,  have  been  the  deftrudtion  of 
many.— ^Cordial  and  heating  medicines  are 
in  general  prejudicial,  except  in  particular 
cafes,  where  patients  are  low,  or  the  difor- 
der  is  of  the  malignant  kind.-*— Opiates  are^ 
for  the  moft  part,  ufelefs,  except  where  the 
fick  are  very  refllefs,  and  hav?  but  little  fe- 
ver.—*And  blifters  are  feldom  requifite,  but 
where  the  pulfe  is  too  low”,  or  the  breathing 
affedled  : and  where  the  patient  is  flrong,  the 
fever  very  high,  and  the  breathing  affedted, 
bleeding  is  fometimes  requifite. 

But  if  any  troublefome  or  dangerous  fymp- 
toms  come  op,  thefe  muft  be  treated  as  the 
^irt:umAances  may  reqijire. 

Such  i$  the  method  which,  from  expe- 
rience, I fhould  in  general  recommend  for 
the  treatment  of  the  fmall^pox ; though  we 
meet  from  time  to  time  with  cafes,  where 
we  are  obliged  to  deviajte  from  thefe  general 
rules,  and  I fliall  therefore  mention  fame  few 
ncceffary  cautions. 

I ft.  That  where  patients  in  the  fmall-pox 
are  low  and  weakly,  we  ought,  after  emp- 
tying th?  bowels  in  the  beginning,  to  be 
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cautious  of  the  too  free  ufe  of  opening  medi- 
cines, left  we  weaken  them  too  much ; and 
that  where  they  are  very  low,  we  muft  fome- 
times  allow  the  moderate  ufe  of  wine  and  of 
cordials. 

2dly,  That  wherq  patients  are  very  reft- 
lefs,  and  much  fatigued  for  want  of  fleep, 
that  if  there  is  not  too  much  fever,  opi- 
ates are  often  of  ufe  to  procure  reft ; and 
that  if  the  breathing  is  affedledj  a gentle 
emetic,  and  the  ufe  of  oxymel  fcilliticum, 
and  other  pedtorals,  and  the  application  of 
blifters  are  often  neceffary ; and  where  the 
patient  is  coftive,  that  laxative  clyfters,  or 
the  ufe  of  mild  opening  medicines,  are  fome-» 
times  of  fervice. 

3dly,  That  although  the  expofure  to  a 
cool  free  air,  and  drinking  freely  of  mild 
cooling  liquors,  is  in  general  of  the  greateft 
advantage,  yet  we  now  and  then  meet  with, 
particular  delicate  conftitutions,  which  can- 
not bear  the  expofure  to  much  cold  ; and  it 
fometimes  happens,  that  very  delicate  peo- 
ple, and  fomc  children,  fall  into  fainting 
fits,  and  become  very  fick  when  expofed  to 
a cool  air  at  the  time  of  the  eruption,  who 
recover  on  being  put  to  bed,  and  drinking 
warm  mild  liquors,  arid  taking  fome  gentle 
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cordial  medicine  ; which  is  contrary  to  what 
commonly  happens,  for  many  wl\p  have  had 
bad  fymptoms  when  kept  warm,  have  reco- 
vered on  being  expofed  to  a free  cool  air. 


S it  may  fometimes  be  advifeable  in 


winter-quarters  to  inoculate  foldiers 
who  have  not  had  the  fmall-pox,  I /hall 
here  mention  fome  few  things  relative  to  this 
pradice. 

Thofe  who  are  to  be  inoculated  ought  to 
live  for  four  or  five  days  on  a mild  vegetable 
diet,  and  to  keep  themfelves  extremely  cool, 
and  go  abroad  every  day  when  the  weather 
will  permit. 

On  the  firft  day  of  the  preparation  they 
ought  to  take  a dofe  of  fome  mild  purgative 
medicine ; and  to  repeat  this  the  day  before 
the  operation  is  to  be  performed  5 and  like- 
wife  the  day  before  the  eruption  is  expeded. 

On  the  fourth  or  fifth  days  from  their  be- 
ginning the  cooling  regimen,  the  point  of  a 
lancet,  moifiened  with  the  variolous  mat- 
ter of  a ripe  pufiule,  is  to  be  introduced  a 
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little  way  between  the  cuticle  and  true  fldn, 
on  the  outfide  of  the  arm,  a little  above  the 
elbow  ; and  when  the  lancet  is  drawn  back, 
the  raifed  cuticle  is  to  be  preffed  down  with 
the  finger,  and  no  bandage  or  plafter  ap- 
plied ; and  the  fame  operation  is  to  be  per- 
formed in  the  other  arm  likewife. 

As  no  bandage  or  plafter  is  applied,  the 
inoculated  part  is  at  all  times  expofed  to 
view,  and  we  can  judge  of  the  progrefs  of 
the  infe(flion  from  its  appearance,  and  like- 
wife in  fome  meafure  of  the  nature  of  the 
future  fmall-pox,  and  from  thence  be  able 
in  time  to  adminiftef  remedies  adapted  to 
the  circumftances  of  the  patient. 

1.  For  if  the  fmall  wound  heals  like  a 
flight  cut,  without  the  leaft  appearance  of 
inflammation,  or  of  any  rifing  or  pimple, 
and  continues  in  this  ftate  for  five  or  fix 
days,  it  is  judged  that  the  infedlion  has  not 
taken  j and  if  the  operation  be  repeated  once 
or  twice,  and  the  wound  always  heals  in  the 
fame  manner,  it  is  thought  to  be  a certain 
fign  that  either  the  patient  has  had  the 
fmall-pox,  or  that  the  conftitution  is  fuch 
as  not  to  be  liable  to  catch  the  infedlion. 

2.  When  a fmall  pimple  arifes  at  the  part,’ 
on  the  evening  of  the  third  or  beginning  of 

r the

the  fourth  day,  and  this  looks  red,  and  af* 
tefwards  rifes  into  a watery  veficle,  full  of  a 
clear  lymph,  on  the  feventh,  eighth,  or  tenth 
day,  and  the  inflammation  then  fpreads  round 
it,  it  is  a favourable  appearance,  and  prog- 
nofticates  that  the  fmall-pox  will  be  of  a fa- 
vourable kind,  and  few  in  number. 

3.  But  if  after  the  fecond  or  third  day 
from  the  operation,  the  colour  of  the  Ikin 
round  the  wound  remains  pale,  and  the 
edges  of  the  wound  fcarce  rife,  without 
much  rednefs,  itching,  or  uneafinefs  in  the 
part,  and  matters  continue  in  this  ftate  till 
the  fifth  or  fixth  day,  the  appearance  is 
judged  to  be  more  unfavourable,  and  there  is 
reafon  to  fufpecfl  a late  and  more  troublefome 
diforder.  In  fuch  cafes,  a dofe  or  two  of 
fome  mild  purgative  medicine  has  rendered 
the  difeafe  mild,  and  prevented  danger. 
Many  pradlitioners  have  mixed  a few  grains 
of  mercury  with  the  purgative  medicine, 
from  a belief  that  mercury  is  a corredior  of 
the  variolous  virus  5 but  as  I obferved  before, 
I think  that  this  fa^t  is  very  doubtful. 

From  the  time  of  the  inoculation  till  the 
eruptive  fever  comes  on,  and  during  the 
courfe  of  the  diforder,  the  patients  ought  to 
drink  freely  of  fome  mild  fubacid  liquor, 

and 
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and  if  it  runs  high  they  ought  to  take  a dofe 
of  fome  mild  purging  medicine,  and  live  iit 
a cool  airy  chamber  j and  when  the  fever  is 
over,  to  go  abroad  as  before  5 and  during  the 
courfe  of  the  diforder,  commonly  little  more 
is  requifite  than  to  continue  the  fame  regi- 
men ; and  when  the  diforder  is  over,  and 
the  puftules  quite  dry,  and  turned  to  firfii 
jfcabs^  to  take  fome  dofes  of  a mild  purgative 
medicine,  to  carry  off  any  dregs  of  the  diP 
order,  or  corrupted  humours,  which  may 
have  remained  within  the  bowels.  When 
pbyfic  has  been  given  too  early,  while  th^s 
puftules  are  yet  full  of  matter,  it  has  been 
obferved  frequently  to  bring  on  a (hortnefs 
breathing  foon  after,  which  terminates  in  a 
true  phthifis  pulmonalis ; and  therefore  it  b 
right  to  delay  giving  medicines  of  this  kind 
at  this  period,  till  the  puftules  afe  dry,  and 
the  diforder  feems  to  be  over. 

Of  late  years  the  expofing  patients  to  the 
open  air  in  all  weathers,  even  in  the  fevereft 
froft,  has  been  ftrongly  recommended  by 
fome  praditioners;  but  though  from  experi- 
ence I have  always  found  it  right  to  keep 
the  patients  in  a cool  air,  yet  I think  this  is 
often  carrying  things  too  far,  to  expofe  them 

to 
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to  fevere  cold  ; and  I have’obferved  it  fome- 
times  to  do  hurt. 

With  refpedt  to  purging  medicines,  the 
frequency  of  repeating  them  is  uncertain  j 
but  for  the  moft  part,  a dofe  or  two  given 
before  the  eruption,  as  here  recommended, 
is  of  ufe  in  cleanfing  the  bowels  ; and  an  old 
and  able  practitioner,  David  Middleton,  Efq. 
ferjeant-furgeon  to  his  majefty,  who  has  ino-» 
culated  many  hundreds  without^  lofing  one 
patient,  thinks  that  we  ought  never  to  omit 
giving  the  dofe  of  phyfic  imniediately  before 
the  eruption  is  expeCled  : for  he  fays  that  he 
has  obferved  that  it  commonly  prevents  con- 
vulfion  fits,  and  other  difagreeable  fymptoms, 
which  often  come  on  at  this  period,  when 
nature  is  left  to  herfelf. 

Whether  mercury  has  any  effeCl  in  coun- 
teracting or  correcting  the  variolous  matter, 
in  the  fame  manner  as  it  does  the  venereal,  I 
think  is  much  to  be  doubted ; but  where 
the  bowels  are  fufpeCted  to  be  foul,  or  the 
patient  to  have  worms,  a dofe  or  two  of  the 
pulvis  bafilicus,  or  of  fome  other  mercurial 
phyfic,  may  be  of  fervice* 
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CHAP.  xxtr. 

Of  erifypelatolis  fwelliilgs. 

IN  january]i762,  feveral  patients  in  the  ho- 
fpitals  I had  the  care  of  at  Bremen,  were  at-^ 
tacked  with  (hining  watery  fwellings  of  the 
face,  or  extremities ; which  came  fuddenly^ 
and  were  attended  with  a flight  degfee  of  in- 
flammation, and  watery  blifters  rifing  above 
thefkin,  and  fome  degree  of  fever.  The  blifters 
were' not  fmall,  round,  and  angry^  as  in  St*' 
Antpny*s  fire ; but  larger,  and  of  an  irregu- 
lar figure,  refembling  thofe  raifed  when  peo- 
ple are  fcalded  by  boiling  water*  The  fwell- 
ings did  not  pit  on  being  prefTed,  as  the 
oedematous  fwellings  commonly  do  : they 
gave  pain  when  prefTed,  but  the  inflamma- 
tion was  not  in*  that  high  degree  as  it  is  in 
the  common  phlegmon  : the  blood  was  fizy, 
and  the  water  of  a high  colour.  The  dif- 
order  feemed  to  be  a fpedes  of  the  cri- 

Between  the  9th  and  12th  of  January^ 
three  patients  v/ere  feizcd  witli  fuch  fwell- 
ings.

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The  firfl:  was  a dragoon,  who  had  juft  re- 
covered from  a flux,  and  a bad  cough.  On 
the  9th,  he  was  fuddenly  feized  in  the  night 
with  a large  fwelling  of  his  face,  hands,  and 
arms,  which  had  a (Lining  cedematous  ap- 
pearance with  a fmall  degree  of  rednefs, 
and  was  painful  when  prefTed ; and  two 
or  three  watery  blifters  rofe  on  the  back  of 
each  hand  above  the  divifion  of  the  fingers, 
attended  with  a quick  full  pulfe,  a fcverilh 
heat  and  thirft,  a cough,  and  fomewhat  of  a 
difficulty  of  breathing,  and  high-coloured 
water;  and  he  was  inclined  to  be  coftive. 
He  was  immediately  blooded,  had  a falinc 
mixture  with  contrayerva  and  nitre,  and  was 
ordered  to  take  a purge  in  the  morning. 
Next  day  the  blood  had  thrown  up  an  in- 
flammatory buff,  the  fever  was  abated,  and 
the  breathing  eafier ; but  the  cough  and 
fwelling  ftill  remained.  He  then  took  a ju- 
lep made  of  equal  parts  of  the  faline  and 
fpermaceti  mixtures,  which  eafed  the  cough. 
The  fourth  day  the  pulfe  was  foft,  and  the 
fwellings  ftill  in  the  fame  fituation,  and  the 
breathing  a little  afFedled.  A large  blifter  was 
applied  to  his  back,  which  difcharged  plen- 
tifully, relieved  the  breathing,  and  lefTened 
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the  fwellings  confiderably.  The  cough  and 
fomc  degree  of  fwelling  ftill  remained ; but 
were  removed  by  the  ufe  of  the  fperma  ceti 
mixture  with  oxymel,  gentle  opiates,  and 
fome  dofes  of  phyfic. 

The  fecond  was  a man  of  the  twentieth 
regiment  of  foot,  who  had  been  fome  months 
in  the  hofpital  for  a hedlic  complaint  ^ he 
was  taken  ill,  the  fame  night  as  the  dragoon, 
with  a fwelling  of  his  whole  face,  particu^ 
larly  of  the  lips,  which  had  a (hining  watery 
appearance,  and  a flight  degree  of  rednefs, 
attended  with  a (Irong  fever ; and  was  cured 
by  bleeding,  purging,  the  ufe  of  the  faline 
medicines,  and  the  application  of  a blifter. 

The  third  was  an  invalid,  who  had  been 
admitted  for  a pleuritic  complaint,  which  he 
had  got  the  better  of.  He  was  attacked,  the 
fecond  night  after  the  other  two,  with  a fhin- 
ing,  watery,  reddilh  fwelling,  of  his  right 
hand  and  arm,  up  as  far  as  the  joint  of  the 
fhoulder ; four  large  watery  bladders  like- 
wife  appeared  on  the  fore  part  of  his  arm, 

, above  the  joint  of  the  elbow.  Bleeding, 
with  the  cooling  medicines,  and  two  dofes 
of  falts,  carried  off  the  fever,  and  leffened 
the  fwelling,  in  about  feven  days  time ; but 
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a Httle  of  It,  with  a ftifFnefs,  ftill  remained  r 
which  at  laft  was  removed  by  the  ufe  of  aro* 
matic  fomentations,  rubbing  with  the  lini-^ 
inentum  faponaceum,  and  taking  two  dofes 
of  phyfic. 

Within  lefs  than  a fortnight,  five  or  fix 
more  were  feized  with  fwellings  of  the  fame 
kind  on  fome  of  the  extremities ; and  all  got 
well  by  nearly  the  fame  treatment,  except* 
ing  one  man,  who  was  in  a very  low  ftate, 
and  had  a large  deep  ulcer  on  his  hip,  where 
there  had  been  a mortification  from  his  lying 
on  that  part  in  a fever.  The  fwelling  at  firft 
feemed  to  give  way ; but  on  the  third  or 
fourth  day,  having  got  a fevere  cough,  the 
fwelling  increafed,  and  the  inflammation  be- 
gan to  look  livid,  and  the  difcharge  from 
the  fore  to  look  bad  5 and,  notwithftanding 
various  means  were  ufed,  a mortification  of 
the  part  came  on,  and  he  died  the  feventh 
day.

CHAP.  XXIII. 

Of  the  fcurvy. 

SECT.  I. 

Of  the  caufes  of  the  fcurvy ; and  of  the  places 
where  obferved  in  Germany^ 

The  true  fcurvy,  attended  with  fpiingy 
fetid  gums  of  a livid  colour,  with  li- 
vid blotches,  and  ulcers  of  the  legs,  and  other 
fymptoms,  began  to  fliew  itfelfat  Bremen  in 
January  1762  ; though  we  had  not  the  leaft 
appearance  of  this  diforder  in  the  hofpitals 
at  any  other  place,  while  I was  with  the 
troops  in  Germany. 

A great  variety  of  diforders  have  been 
called  by  the  name  of  fcurvy  : and  the  dif- 
eafc  has  been  divided  into  hot  and  cold  ; in- 
to the  acid,  the  alcaline,  and  the  muriatic, 
according  to  the  different  fancies  of  authors, 
and  the  caufes  they  imagined  it  took  its  rife 
from  5 but,  from  later  and  more  acurate  ob- 
fervations.  Dr.  Lind  has  juftly  remarked, 
that  the  true  fcurvy  has  been  found  to  be  the 
fame  in  all  the  different  parts  of  the  globe, 
and  to  take  its  rife  from  limiLr  caufes  \ from’ 
cold  and  moifture,  and  living  much  upon 
failed  provifions,  joined  to  a want  of  frefh 
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vegetables,  and  of  good,  generous,  fer- 
mented liquors ; and  hence  it  is  mofi:  fre- 
quent in  low  marfliy  places,  in  northern 
climates,  where  there  is  a fcarcity  of  frefli 
vegetables,  and  where  the  inhabitants  live 
much  upon  falted  provifions  in  winter  ; and 
aboard  of  {hips  in  long  voyages  or  cruizes, 
efpecially  in  the  northern  feasj  and  hence  this 
difordcr  was  fo  frequent  at  Quebec  and  Of- 
wego,  the  firfl:  winters  they  were  in  our  pof- 
feflion ; and  in  fome  of  the  other  forts  in 
I^orth  America,  which  were  taken  fo  late  in 
the  year,  that  the  troops  had  not  fufBcient 
time  to  lay  in  a flock  of  vegetables,  and  of 
frefh  meat,  to  be  preferved  by  the  froft  ^ ; 
but  were  obliged  to  live  moftly  on  fhip’s 
provifions.  However,  though  the  feurvy  is 
mofl  frequent  in  cold  countries,  yet  it  ought 
to  be  obferved,  that  a want  of  vegetables  is 
capable  of  producing  it  in  every  climate  on 
the  face  of  the  globe. 

In  Quebec,  and  other  northern  parts  of  North  America, 
as  foon  as  the  froft  fets  in,  they  kill  their  meat  intended  for 
their  winter  ftore,  and  hang  it  up  : it  foon  freezes,  and  will 
keep  in  this  manner  all  through  the  winter ; and  when  they 
intend  to  make  ufe  of  it,  they  put  fo  much  as  they  want  into 
cold  water  for  fome  time,  which  draws  the  froft  out  of  it ; ai^d 
then  they  boil  or  roaft  it,  as  they  think  proper.  And  they 
j:rererve  vegetables  in  their  cellars  by  putting  them  into  fand. 

For- 
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Formerly  this  diforder  was  believed  to  be 
peculiar  to  the  northern  climates,  but  daily 
experience  fliews,  that  the  crews  of  fhips, 
when  expofed  to  the  fame  caufes,  are  liable 
to  it  in  the  Eaft  and  Wefl:  Indies,  as  well  as 
in  Europe  : and  Monf.  Dezon  'f*  mentions  its 
having  been  frequent  among  the  French 
troops  in  Italy,  in  the  years  17341  5»  6. 

It  is  obferved,  both  at  fea  and  land,  that 
where  the  fcurvy  rages,  thofe  people  are  leaft 
fubjed:  to  it  who  are  well  clothed  ; who 
live  in  dry  habitations,  or  lie  in  dry  births ; 
who  take  proper  exercife,  without  being  too 
much  fatigued,  or  expofed  to  the  inclemency 
of  the  weather  ; and  who  live  well,  and 
drink  good  beer,  cyder,  or  wine  ; as  has 
been  remarked  by  moft  authors. 

That  exercife  is  one  of  the  beft  preferva- 
tives  againft  the  fcurvy,  and  that  none  are  fo 
apt  to  fall  into  it  as  the  lazy  and  indolent, 
has  been  confirmed  by  many  examples.  A 
furgeon  to  one  of  his  majefty’s  (hips  of  war 
informed  me,  that  the  crew  of  the  fhip  he 
belonged  to  kept  entirely  free  from  this  dif- 
order during  a long  voyage,  by  their  taking 
to  dancing  by  way  of  amufement,  while 
the  crews  of  all  the  other  (hips  in  the

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fleet  had  it  frequent  among  them.  Dr. 

Roup  -f*  fays,  that  he  has  obferved  in  the 
Dutch  fhips  of  war,  that  ^the  boats  crews 
were  always  lefs  fubjedl  to  the  feurvy  than 
the  other  men,  owing  to  their  uflng  more 
e:?^ercife ; and  that  the  marines,  who  hav® 
little  to  do  aboard  a (hip,  Were  oftener  af- 
flidled  with  it  than  the  f^ameli. 

At  Bremen  the  diforder  was  only  obferved 
among  the  foldiers  5 not  one  of  the  gentle- 
men belonging  to  the  hofpital,  or  to  the 
Oomnaiflariate,  nor  one  of  the  military  offi^ 
cers,  not  even  of  the  ferjeants,  having  the 
lead:  fymptom  of  it.  The  reafon  of  its  be- 
ing frequent  among  the  foldiers  was,  that 
the  place  is  fltuated  on  a plain,  naturally  very 
damp;  and  the  foldiers  were  quartered  in 
very  low  damp  houfes ; at  the  fame  time, 
no  vegetables  or  greens  were  to  be  bought 
in  the  market  ; and  frefh  meat,  and  other 
fre(h  provifions,  were  at  fo  high  a price,  that 
the  foldiers  could  not  afford  to  buy  them,  but 
were  obliged  to  live  on  falted  nieat  and  falted 
herrings,  during  the  winter  ; and  what  little 
money  they  had  remaining,  they  laid  out  on 
fpirjtuous  liquors,  which  were  fold  cheap.

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SECT.  II. 

Of  the  cure  of  the  fcurvy. 


The  cure  of  this  diforder,  and  in  a 
great  meafure'  the  prevention  of  it  ■ 
likewife,  requires— living  in  a dry,  comfort- 
able, well-aired  place— good  clothing — li  ght 
food  of  eafy  digeftion,  fuch  as  good  bread, 
panada,  milk,  whey,  broths  made  of  frefh 
meats,  and  roots  or  greens — white  meats, 
with  greens,  or  other  vegetables,  &c.  and 
the  ufe  of  mild  acid  or  acefcent  liquors  for 
drink,  fuch  as  lemonade,  fmall  beer,  cyder, 
wine  and  water,  or  weak  punch  * ; and,  by 
way  of  medicine,  gentle  purges,  mild  dia- 
phoretics, bitters,  and  the  bark ; and  the 
free  ufe  of  acid  or  acefcent  fruits,  fuch  as  le- 
mons, oranges,  apples,  pears,  currans,  grapes, 
{cc.  when  they  can  be  got ; and  of  the  anti- 
fcorbutic  plants  and  their  juices,  as  for- 
rel,  fuccory,  endive,  water-crefles,  fcurvy- 

* The  free  ufe  of  raw  fpirits  is  found  to  be  very  prejudicial ; 
but  a moderate  quantity  of  thefe  fpirits,  diluted  with  water, 
and  acidulated  with  lemons  or  oranges  (or  with  cream  of  tar- 
tar, or  tamarinds,  wfien  the  former  cannot  be  got),  and  made 
iato  punch,  is  found  to  be  a good  antifcorbutic. 
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grafs  &c.  Experience  has  taught  us,  that 

on  the  ufe  of  thefe  things  a great  part  of  the 
cure  principally  depends ; and  that  often  the 
moft  inveterate  fcurvles  are  cured  by  the  ufe 
of  greens  and  fruit,  without  the  affiftance  of 
other  remedies. 

The  fpruce  beer  has  long  been  an  approved 
antifcorbutic  ; and  the  late  Dr.  Macbride 
firft  recommended  wort  made  with  malt, 
from  its  containing  a great  deal  of  fixed  air, 
as  a good  remedy  both  for  preventing  and 
curing  the  feurvy  ; and  it  has  been  found  of 

I 

^ Moil  ripe  fruits,  particularly  lemons  and  oranges,  and  ,ef- 
culent  herbs,  and  many  kinds  of  roots,  fuch  as  horfe-radilh, 
onions,  leeks,  and  many  others,  have  been  found  the  moft  ufe- 
fal  remedies  in  the  cure  of  the  feurvy.  Decodions  and  infu- 
lions  of  fir-tops,  of  fpruce,  and  of  other  fpecies  of  the  pine- 
tree  ; and  beer  made’ of  thefe  infufions,  by  fermenting  them 
with  molafles,  are  approved  antifcorbutics  ; and  when  fuch  re- 
medies cannot  be  got,  infufions  of  the  common  bitters,  and 
weak  punch,  made  \vith  tamarinds  or  cream  of  tartar,  have 
proved  ferviceable  ; and  where  thefe  acids  cannot  be  had, 
the  mineral  acids  may  be  ufed  for  acidulating  the  drink.  How- 
ever, it  ought  always  to  be  remembered,  that  frefh  vegetables 
and  fruits,  and  vegetable  acids,  produce  much  better  effedts  in 
the  feurvy,  than  any  other  forts  of  remedies ; and  ought  al- 
ways to  be  ufed,  when  they  can  be  got. 

Moft  of  the  common  bitters  have  been  ftrongly  recommended 
in  this  diforder,  gentian,  trefoil,  wormwood,  &c. — as  likewife 
aromatic  bitters  and  aromatics,  fuch  as  calamus  aromaticus, 
earvi  feeds,  Winter^s  bark,  cinamon,  and  many  others. 

ufe 
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ufe  In  voyages  to  the  Eaft  Indies,  and  in 
Captain  Cook’s  voyage  round  the  world. 

The  late  Dr.  Mounfey,  formerly  phyfician 
to  the  emprefs  of  Rufiia,  in  April  1772  in- 
formed me  that  the  fcurvy  had  been  often 
frequent,  and  raged  with  great  violence 
among  the  Ruffian  troops  in  winter,  parti- 
cularly when  they  were  quartered  in  Finland, 
during  the  war  with  Sweden  ; and  that  he 
had  tried  the  moft  fanied  antifcorbutic  re- 
medies that  could  be  procured  at  that  feafon 
of  the  year  in  thefe  northern  climates,  fuch 
as  vinegar,  beers  of  different  kinds,  pickled 
vegetables,  decodtions  of  tops  of  fir,  and  of 
other  fpecies  of  the  pine  kind,  juniper-ber- 
ries, and  variety  of  other  things ; bu^t  that 
he  had  found  no  remedy  fo  ufeful  as  a flrong 
infulion  of  horfe-radifh,  drank  the  length  of 
half  a pint,  twice,  or  fometimes  thrice  a- 
day. 

Bleeding  Is  feldom  requifite,  except  where 
there  is  much  heat  or  fever  ; or  a fharp  pain 
of  the  fide,  or  difficulty  of  breathing,  or 
fome  fymptom  of  the  like  kind  ; it  is  then 
fometimes  neceffary  to  take  away  fome 
blood.  In  obftinate  cafes,  it  is  often  found 
of  ufe  to  promote  fweats,  by  making  the  pa- 
tient, while  in  bed,  drink  freely  of  warm 
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whey,  or  fack  whey,  mixed  with  the  fcor- 
butk  juices  ; or  warm  barley-water,  or  the 
like,  mixed  with  a fmall  quantity  of  the  an- 
timonial  wine,  or  fome  other  mild  diapho- 
retic. 

And  where  the  patient  is  ftrong,  and  there 
Is  no  danger  of  haemorrhages,  warm  aroma- 
tic baths  have  fometimes  been  found  fervice- 
able  5 but  they  are  not  to  be  ufed  where  the 
patient  is  weak. 

SECT.  III. 

Of  the  means  to  be  ufed  for  preventing  the 
f curvy  in  long  voyages. 

^ I ^ H E means  recommended  by  Dr. 

I Lind,  I formerly  mentioned  in  treat- 
ing of  the  methods  proper  to  be  ufed  for 
preventing  this  diforder,  and  preferving  the 
health  of  men  aboard  of  tranfports,  which 
feem  to  have  anfwered  beyond  the  moft  fan<- 
guine  expeftation  in  Captain  Cook’s  voyage 
in  his  majefty’s  fhip  the  Refolution,  round 
the  world,  which  took  up  three  years  and 
eighteen  days  ; for  during  that  time  he  did 
not  lofc  one  man  of  thc-fcurvy,  and  but  one 
of  other  difeafes. 


By 
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By  Captain  Cook’s  own  account  the  n>e- 
thods  he  principally  ufed  for  preferving  the 
health  of  his  men  were  thefe  : 

1.  He  put  his  men  at  three  watches,  ex- 
cept on  particular  occafions;  fo  that  they, 
were  not  fo  much  expofed  to  the  weather  as 
if  they  had  been  at  watch  and  watch. 

2.  Care  was  taken  to  expofe  them  as  little 
as  poflible  5 and  that  they  had  dry  cloaths  to 
fhift  themfelves  when  wet. 

3.  Proper  methods  were  employed  to  keep 
their  perfons,  hammocks,  bedding,  cloaths, 
&C.  conftantly  clean  and  dry ; and  equal 
pains  were  taken  to  keep  the  fhip  dean  and 
dry  between  decks. 

4.  Once  or  twice  a-week  the  fhip  was 
aired  with  fires  5 and  when  this  could  not  be 
done,  fhe  was  fmoaked  with  gun-powder 
moiftened  with  vinegar  or  water. 

5 A fire  was  frequently  made  in  an  iron- 
pot  in  the  well,  which  greatly  purified  the 
air  in  the  bottom  of  the  £hip ; for  the  leaft 
negleft  in  this  point  always  occafions  a 
putrid  offenfive  fmell  below,  which  nothing 
but  fires  will  remove.

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6.  Wind-fails  were  often  ufed  to  renew 
the  air  below  decks,  efpecially  between  the 
tropics. 

7.  Proper  care  was  taken  of  the  (hip's 
coppers,  fo  that  they  were  kept  conftantly 
clean. 

8.  Captain  Cook,  contrary  to  the  common 
pradlice  of  mariners,  always  took  in  frefli 
water  where  it  could  be  procured,  even 
when  it  did  not  feem  to  be  wanted ; by 
which  means  he  had  always  plenty  of  whole- 
fome  water  on  board,  and  never  any  that  had 
been  kept  long,  fo  as  to  become  putrid ; 
which  is  the  common  cafe  in  long  voyages, 
where  this  method  was  not  pradtifed. 

9.  Whenever  he  came  to  any  fca-port  or 
harbour,  he  endeavoured  to  procure  his  men 
every  fort  of  refrefliment,  either  of  the  ani- 
mal or  vegetable  kind,  that  could  be  got  ; 
but  he  never  fuffered  the  fat  boiled  out  of 
fait  beef  and  pork  to  be  given  to  his  people, 
as  cuftomary  ; being  of  opinion  that  it  pro- 
motes the  feurvy. 

Before  leaving  England,  extraordinary  at- 
tention had  been  paid  by  the  admiralty,  in 
caufing  fuch  articles  of  provifion  to  be  put  a- 
board  as  were  judged  to  tend  moft  to  the 
, r ‘ pre- 
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prefervation  of  the  health  of  the  feamen ; 
which  were, 

1.  A large  quantity  of  malt,  of  which  was 
made  fweet  wort ; which  was  given  from 
one  to  three  pints  a-day  to  the  men  who 
were  judged  to  be  moft  liable  to  the  fcurvy. 
Captain  Cook  thinks  this  a good  remedy  to 
prevent’ the  fcurvy  ; but  does  not  think  that 
it  will  cure  it  in  an  advanced  ftate  at  fea. 

2.  Sour  krout,  of  which  each  man  had, 
when  at  fea,  a pound  twice  a-week. 

3.  Portable  foup,  of  which  each  man  had 
an  ounce  three  times  a-week,  that  was 
boiled  with  their  peafe  on  (hip  board  at  fea  ; 
and  was  made  into  foup,  with  oatmeal  and 
wheat,  or  frefli  vegetables,  athore,  or  when 
they  could  be  procured. 

4.  Rob  of  lemons  and  oranges,  which  the 
furgeon  found  ufeful  in  feveral  cafes. 

5.  And  the  fhip  was  furnithed  with  fugar 
in  room  of  oil,  ahd  with  wheat  inftead  of 
much  oat-meal ; and  Captain  Cook  fays  the 
crew  were  certainly  gainers  by  the'exchange. 

Such  are  the  means  Captain  Cook  men- 
tions that  he  had  ufedfor  the  prefervation  of 
the  health  of  his  men.  Of  the  articles  or^ 
dered  to  be  put  on  board  his  (hip  by  the  ad- 
miralty the  captain  fecms  to  have  a good 

opinion 
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opinion  of  the  malt ; and  therefore  in  future 
voyages,  not  only  malt,  but  the  Quafli  loaves 
made  of  malt  and  rye  or  oat-meal,  which  we 
formerly  mentioned  to  be  ufed  in  the  Ruffian 
armies,  if  they  will  keep  on  fhip-board,  will 
prove  a good  article  to  be  carried  to  fea  on  board 
of  fhips  of  war  and  of  tranfports,— 'Portable 
foup,  he  thinks,  extremely  ufeful,  and  feems 
to  have  a high  opinion  of  the  four  krout ; 
but  does  not  fpeak  much  in  favour  of  the 
robs,  or  infpiffated  juices  of  lemons  and 
oranges  as  antifcorbutics  5 for,  he  fays, 
**  though  they  may  affift  other  things,  I have 
no  great  opinion  of  them  alone/* 

In  place  of  thefe  robs,  or  infpilTated  juices 
of  fruit,  if  a marmalade  of  oranges  prepared 
in  the  following  manner  was  laid  in,  it  would 
certainly  be  found  to  be  a better  antifcgr- 
butlct 

Receipt  for  making  marmalade  oranges  for 

the  ufe  of  /hipping* 

Take  a hundred  dozen  of  bitter  or  Seville 
oranges ; grate  tlie  rind  off  one  half,  and 
pair  it  off  the  other — cut  the  paired  half 
into  long  chips,  and  boil  them  foft  in  fifty 
quarts  of  water,  then  ffrain  off  the  water 

from

from  the  chips  and  keep  both—then  take  off 
ihe  white  fkin  of  the  oranges  and  throw  it 
away,  and  put  the  peeled  oranges  either  into 
large  wooden  mortars,  and  break  and  bruife 
them  well  with  a large  peflle  ; or  put  them 
into  large  tubs,  and  let  them  be  maflied 
in  the  fame  manner  as  the  grapes  are  in 
making  wine— then  throw  the  whole  into 
large  fieves,  and  with  proper  fpoons  prefs 
through  the  juice  and  pulp,  leaving  the  feeds 
and  membranes  behind. 

Then  'mix  all  the  pulp  and  juice,  and  boil- 
ed chips  and  grated  rind,  with  a quantity  of 
coarfe  brown  fugar  equal  to  the  weight  of 
the  whole,  and  add  nineteen  quarts  of  the 
water  in  which  the  chips  had  been  boiled, 
and  boil  the  whole  for  half  an  hour  or  longer 
till  it  come  to  the  proper  confidence  of  a 
marmalade,  ftirring  it  about  perpetually  with 
a proper  fpoon  while  it  is  boiling — when 
prepared,  pour  it  into  done  jars,  which  let 
ftand  open  all  night,  and  next  morning  cover 
the  marmalade  with  white  paper  dipped  in 
fpirits ; cork  the  jars  and  cover  them  with 
leather,  and  keep  them  for  ufe. 

This  marmalade  certainly  contains  much 
more  of  the  virtues  of  frefh  fruit  than  their 
infpifiTated  juices,  and  as  the  fruit  is  combined  . 
with  fugar,  the  great  promoter  of  the  vinous 
Voc.ll.  O and 
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and  acetous  fermentations,  it  will  certainly 
be  found  on  trial,  to  be  a much  more  power- 
ful antifcorbutic,  than  any  preparation  of 
fruit  hitherto  ufed  in  the  royal  navy.  It  will 
keep  good  for  two  or  three  years,  and  I fliould 
think  if  it  was  prepared  in  the  Weft  Indies 
where  oranges  grow,  and  the  coarfe  fugar  is 
made,  that  it  might  be  had  at  a cheap  rate. 

It  fhould  appear  from  Dampier’s  Voyages 
that  the  Spaniards  in  the  Weft  Indies  and 
South  feas  ufed  to  carry  marmalade  of  fruits 
with  them  as  part  of  their  fea-ftores ; for  he 
mentions  large  quantities  of  it  being  found 
aboard  of  feveral  of  the  prizes  taken  by  the 
fleet  of  privateers  he  belonged  to. — In  the 
year  i68i,  they  took  a (hip  of  12  guns  and 
40  men,  near  to  Carthagena  in  South  Ame^ 
rica,  and  found  eight  or  ten  tons  of  marma- 
lade on  board. — In  the  year  1684,  they  took 
a vefTel  near  the  ifland  of  Lobos  in  the  South 
feas,  bound  for  Lima,  in  which  there  were 
between  feven  and  eight  tons  of  marmalade 
of  quinces. — And  in  the  year  1685,  they  took 
a veflel  of  90  tons  from  Truxillo,  and  bound 
to  Panama,  in  which  there  were  a few  boxes 
of  Marmalade

The 
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The  common  fruit  ufed  for  making  of 
marmalades  have  been  oranges  or  quinces  j 
but  if  other  fruits  (hould  upon  trial  be  found 
to  keep  equally  well,  they  may  be  ufed  in 
their  place.  Perhaps,  apples  beat  into  a pulp, 
and  mixed  with  grated  orange  rind  and  fome 
of  the  juice,  may  be  made  into  marmalade  in 
the  fame  manner  as  the  oranges  j and  in  this 
country  may  be  afforded  at  a cheaper  rate  than 
when  made  with  oranges  alone. 

SECT.  IV. 

Ct^es  of  patients  at  the  hofpital  at  Bremen  ^ and 
in  St,  George's  hofpital^  London, 

The  firfl  time  I faw  this  diforder  at 
Bremen,  was  in  an  old  invalid,  James 
Long,  who  had  come  from  Briftol  to  Emb- 
den,  and  from  thence  to  Bremen,  He  was 
fome  weeks  in  the  hofpital  before  I difco- 
vered  his  diforder  to  be  the  fcurvy.  He  at 
firft  complained  only  of  great  weaknefs,  and 
fuch  a giddinefs,  when  he  got  out  of  bed, 
that  he  could  not  walk,  and  of  what  he 
called  flying  rheumatic  pains  of  his  legs. 
He  had  no  other  vifible  complaint  i all  which, 

I imagined,  proceeded  from  old  age,  and 
being  worn  out  in  the  fervice.  At  laft,  on 
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the  25th  of  January,  he  complained  of  his 
gums  being  fore  ; and  onexamining  them,  I 
found  his  breath  fetid,  his  gums  fwelled,  foft, 
and  fpungy,  his  legs  covered  with  fcorbutic 
blotches,  and  other  fymptoms,  which  evi- 
dently proved  his  diforder  to  be  the  true 

Upon  which,  I ordered  him  a low  diet,  with 
the  addition  of  greens  for  dinner,  and  a quart 
of  lemonade,  with  a gill  of  brandy  in  it,  per 
day,  for  his  common  drink  ; and,  by  way 
of  medicine,  a decodlion  of  the  bark,  with 
the  elixir  of  vitriol ; and,  at  the  fame  time, 
ordered  his  gums  to  be  fcarified,  where  they 
were  moft  fwelled  and  fpungy  ; and  to  be 
waflied  frequently  with  an  aftringent  gargle; 
and  to  be  rubbed  nov^  and  then  with  burnt 
alum  By  thefe  means,  in  a fortnight’s 

time 

* Dr.  Lind,  who  has  wrote  one  of  the  bcfl  treatifes  on  thi* 
diforder,  and  who  had  a great  deal  of  praftice  himfelf,  fays, 
■“  When  firll  the  patient  complains  of  an  itching  and  a fpun- 
“ glnefs  of  the  gums,  with  loofe  teeth,  either  a tincture  of 
“ the  bark  in  brandy,  or  aluminous  medicines,  will  be  found 
“ ferviceable  in  putting  a flop  to  the  beginning  laxity  of  thefe 
“ parts.”  When  the  putrefaction  increafes,  he  recommends 
the  ufe  of  fome  of  the  mineral  acids.  See  his  Treatife  on  the 
Scurvy,  part  ii.  chap,  v.  p.  201. — Van  Swieten  fays,  he  ne- 
ver found  any  thing  anfvver  better  than  a gargle  made  of  four 
ounces  of  elder  or  rofe-water,  acidulated  with  a drachm  of  the 
fpirit  of  fea  fait;  and  where  the  gums  were  very  putrid  and 

gan- 
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li«ie,  his  gums  became  firmer,  and  his  fcor- 
butic  fymptorns  decreafed.  During  that 
courfe  he  took  cold,  and  had  a ftitch  in  his 
fide,  for  which  he  was  blooded.  The  blood 
threw  up  a very  thin  buff,  which  was  not  of 
a firm  confiftence  -f* ; the  craflamentum  be- 
low 

gangrened,  he  has  been  obliged  to  touch  them  flightly  with 
the  pure  acid  fpirit,  and  fome  hours  atterto  have  them  walhed 
with  the  gargle  jud:  mentioned.  Vide  Comment,  vol.  iii. 
p.  629,  fe6l,  1 163. 

If  the  fpunginefs  of  the  gums  fprout  out  into  a luxuriant 
fungus,  it  is  fometimes  requiftte  to  cut  fuch  fungufes  away, 
and  to  wafli  the  fores  frequently  with  gentle  aflringent  or  acid 
liquors, 

f Dr.  Huxham  obferves,  that,  after  the  difeafe  has  conti* 
nued  fome  time,  the  blood  appears  a mere  gore  as  it  were,  not 
feparating  into  ferum  and  craflamentum  as  ufual,  but  remain- 
ing an  uniform  half-coagulated  mafs,  generally  of  a more  livid 
or  darker  colour  than  common ; though  fometimes  it  continues 
long  very  florid  ; but  it  always  putrifies  foon.  See  his  Eflhy 
on  Fevers,  chap.  v. 

There  is  fomething  very  particular  in  the  nature  of  this 
diforder,  according  to  an  obfervation  of  Dr.  Lind’s  ; who 
fays,  “ That  the  fcurvy  is  a difeafe  in  its  nature  very  oppo- 
“ flte  to  that  of  a fever;  infomuch,  that  even  an  infedlion  i« 
“ long  refifted  by  a fcorbutic  habit ; and  thofe  of  a fcorbutic 
“ habit  being  feized  with  the  fever,  was  a proof  of  its  pro* 
“ ceedlng  entirely  from  infe6Hon.  See  his  liril  Paper  on  Fe- 
vers, p.  4.  And  Dr.  Roup  fays,  “ Vidi  quidem  homines* 
qui  fcoibuto  leviter  erant  affedi  fy nochum  putridam  contrax- 
life,  fed  neminem  qui  confirmato  fcorbuto  erat  confiidatus 
“ vidi  febre  correptum,  ut  (fe£l:.  xii.  No.  6.)  dixi,  & ratio 
“ patet  ex  fe  ipfo.”  See  his  Treatife  de  Morbis  Navigantium 
cap.  ii.  fecTt.  2.  p.  143,  &c.  However,  in  p.  162,  &c.  he 
mentions  five  or  fix  fcorbutic  patients  who  were  attacked  with 
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low  was  of  a blackifli  colour  and  of  a loofe 
texture,  and  the  ferum  in  a large  proportion. 
By  the  2d  of  March  his  gums  had  recovered 
their  natural  firmnefs  and  texture,  and  the 
fcorbutic  fpots  and  pains  of  the  legs  were 
gone,  and  he  had  recovered  his  ftrength  ; 
the  only  remaining  complaint  was  a little 
fwelling  about  the  ankles,  for  which  he  con- 
tinued the  fame  courfe,  and  took  a dofc  or 
two  of  phyfic.  By  the  16th  of  March  all 
thefe  fymptoms  were  gone,  and  he  was  dif- 
mifled  the  hofpital  free  from  all  complaints, 
I faw  him  well  the  Jaft  week  in  May  ; and 
he  told  me,  he  had  had  no  fcorbutic  fymp- 
tom  fince  he  left  the  hofpital. 

In  the  beginning  of  February,  another  of 
the  invalids,  who  had  been  in  the  hofpital 
for  a fever  and  rheumatic  complaints,  had 
blotches  appear  on  his  legs,  complained  of 
great  v/eaknefs,  and  fainted  away  in  attempt- 
ing to  walk ; which  made  me  fufpedl  his 
diforder  to  be  the  feurvy  ; and,  on  examin- 
ing him,  I found  his  gums  foft  and  fpongy, 
attended  with  the  other  fymptoms  of  the 

this  fever. — In  p,  162,  he  fays,  that  the  blood  of  fcorbutic 
patients  is  in  a very  different  ffate  from  that  of  people  labour- 
ing under  putrid  fevers ; for  he  alledges  that  the  one  is  thick, 
the  other  thin  and  diffolved  j and  that  the  one  is  acrid,  and  the 
other  fweet, 
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true  fcurvy.  I put  him  nearly  on  the  fame 
courfe  as  that  mentioned  in  the  laft  cafe  : he 
ufed  a low  diet,  with  the  addition  of  greens  for 
dinner,  which  he  eat  with  a little  butter  and 
vinegar  ^ and  he  had  a quart  of  lemonade, 
with  two  ounces  of  brandy,  for  his  common 
drink  during  the  day ; and,  by  way  of  me- 
dicine, a decodtion  of  the  bark,  with  two 
drachms  of  the  confedtio  cardiaca  to  each 
half  pint,  which  he  took  by  fpoonfuls.  Next 
day  he  complained  of  a pain  in  his  leg’;  and, 
on  examining  it  more  particularly,  I found  a 
large  livid  blotch,  yellow  all  round  the  edges, 
on  the  fore  part,  and  a tenfion  all  over  that 
leg.  As  he  was  fo  extremely  low  as  to  be 
in  danger  of  fainting  whenever  he  fat  up,  I 
was  afraid  left  a mortification  ihould  enfue  ; 
and  therefore  ordered  his  leg  to  be  bathed 
morning  and  evening  with  a warm  aromatic 
fomentation,  and  a poultice  of  theriaca  to  be 
applied  after  it ; and  defired  him  to  take  as 
much  of  the  decodtion  of  the  bark  with  the 
cordial  as  poflible  ; and  allowed  him  a glafs 
of  mountain  wine  every  two  or  three  hours. 
By  the  continuance  of  this  courfe  for  fomc 
weeks,  the  livid  blotches,  pain  and  ftiffnefs 
of  his  kg,  and  moft  of  the  other  fcorbutic 
fymptoms,  went  away ; his  gums  were  re- 
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ftored  to  their  natural  firmnefs ; and  he  re- 
covered his  ftrength  fo  much  as  to  be  able  to 
fit  up  all  day  long  ; though  he  flill  remained 
very  weak  when  he  was  fent  to  England,  in 
March. 

In  February  and  March,  feven  or  eight 
more  fcorbutic  patients  were  fent  to  the  hof- 
pital  I attended,  who  were  all  treated  in  th® 
fame  manner;  and  all  did  well.  About  the 
middle  of  February  this  diftemper  began  to 
fliew  itfelf  in  the  other  hofpital  attended  by 
Dr.  Miller,  who  treated  the  patients  nearly 
in  the  fame  way,  and  they  all  recovered. 

On  the  5th  of  April,  a young  man,  be- 
longing to  the  eighth  regiment  of  foot,  came 
to  the  hofpital  with  all  the  fymptoms  of  the 
true  feurvy ; his  gums  were  fpungy  and  foetid ; 
he  had  livid  blotches  on  his  legs,  and  con- 
tradlions  of  the  hams,  and  a ftifFnefs  and 
hardnefs  in  the  calves  of  both  legs*.  By 
following  the  fame  courfe  as  the  others,  and 

• If  the  fvvelllngs  become  large,  fUff,  and  pai^iful,  Dr, 
Lind  recommends  that  the  legs  fliould  be  frequently  bathed 
ajid  foipented  j pr,  what  he  has  found  preferable,  to  be  ex-r 
pofed  to  the  fleams  of  wqrm  decoftions,  after  being  w^ll  cp- 
vered  with  blankets.  After  this  operation,  he  advifes  the  limb 
to  be  rubbed  with  fomp  mild  oil,  fuch  <\s  oleum  palma;,  or  fa- 
Jad  oil : and  if  the  fvvellii^gs  refid  both  the  general  cure  and 
thefe  ^ipplications,  that  the  limbs  fweated  with  fpirits.  Sec 
ills  Treatife  on  the  Scurvy,  part  ii.  chap,  v, 
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the  ufe  of  frequent  fomentations,  and  rubbing 
the  contraded  parts  with  foft  liniments,  he 
mended  daily  ; and  after  taking  a dofe  or  two 
of  phyfic,  was  difmifled  perfedly  recovered 
on  the  loth  of  May.  At  his  firft  admiflion 
into  the  hofpital,  he  was  taken  with  a fevere 
cough,  attended  with  pain  of  the  breaft,  and 
a fpitting  of  blood  for  a day  or  two,  for  which 
he  was  blooded.  His  blood  threw  up  a little 

buff ; the  craffamentum  was  of  a blackifli 

/ 

colour  and  of  a loofe  texture,  with  a good 
proportion  of  a yellowifli  ferum.  This  bleed- 
ing relieved  the  complaints  of  his  breaft,  and 
he  had  no  return  of  them  while  he  remained 
in  the  hofpital. 

The  firft  week  in  May  four  invalids  were 
admitted  into  the  hofpital  for  this  diforder. 
The  firft  had  fpungy  gums,  a foetid  breath, 
his  legs  were  fwelled  and  hard,  and  of  a deep 
pie  colour.  The  fecond  was  a cafe  at  firft 
of  a more  doubtful  ^kind  ; there  were  no 
fpungy  gums,  though  an  offenfive  breath ; 
his  ancles  and  feet  were  fwelled,  attended 
with  pain  and  uneafinefs,  and  a great  weak- 
nefs  and  laflitude  j but  no  fever,  nor  any 
livid  blotches.  The  fwelling  of  the  feet  and 
ancles  feemed  at  firft  fight  rather  gouty  or 
rbe.umatic,  than  of  the  fcorbutic  kind ; but 

from 
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from  the  man’s  way  of  life,  and  the  diforder 
being  fo  frequent,  we  difcovered  it  to  be  the 
fcurvy.  The  third  had  a very  foetid  breath 
and  fpungy  gums,  livid  fpots  and  fungous 
ulcers  ^ on  his  legs,  with  pains  and  weak- 
nefs  all  over.  The  fourth  had  alfo  fpungy 
gums  and  a fetid  breath,  pains  of  the  legs 
and  arms,  livid  blotches  on  his  legs,  great 
hardnefs  and  contraction  of  the  right  ham, 
and  a livid  hard  fwelling  on  the  outfide  of 
the  left  thigh,  immediately  above  the  knee. 

We  treated  them  all  four  in  the  method 
above  mentioned,  adding  a mefs  of  greens  to 
dinner,  giving  lemonade  for  drink,  and  the 
bark,  with  elixir  of  vitriol,  by  way  of  me- 
dicine. The  parts  that  were  hard  and  fwell- 

* Ulcers  on  the  legs,  or  on  ^ny  other  part  of  the  body,  re- 
quire  pretty  much  the  fame  treatment,  viz.  gentle  compref- 
iion,  in  order  to  keep  under  the  fungus,  and  fuch  antifcep- 
tic  applications  as  have  been  recommended  for  putrid  gums, 
‘‘  VIZ.  mel  rofar.  acidulated  with  fpiritus  vitrioli,  ung.  ^Egyp- 
tiacum.  See,  but  nothing  will.avail  where  the  patient  cannot 
have  vegetables  and  fruits.”  Dr.  Lind’s  Treatifeon  Scurvy, 
part  ii.  chap.  v.  p.  204.  And  he  recommends,  if  the  fvvell- 
ings  and  ulcers  of  the  legs  neither  yield  to  the  general  cure 
nor  to  the  methods  here  propofed,  that  a flow  and  gentle 
fourfe  of  mercury  (hould  be  tried,  after  the  fcorbutic  taint  is 
^ good  deal  removed,  and  the  gums  are  fufticiently  firm  ; and 
to  give  along  with  it  a deco^SHon  of  the  woods,  or  of  farfapa- 
rilla  ; but  this  inethod  ought  not  to  be  attempted  till  the  gums 
Jiave  ac<^uired  a proper  firmnefs.  See  ilpid,  part  ii.  chap,  v. 
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ed,  were  fomented,  and  rubbed  with  foft 
liniments,  and  poultices  were  applied  to  the 
hard  fwelling  on  the  outfide  of  the  left  thigh; 
and  the  ulcers  of  the  legs  drefled  with  digef- 
tives,  and  occafionally  waflied  with  fpirituous 
tindturcs,  and  touched  with  efcharotics.  ^ Be- 
fore I left  Bremen,  the  firft  week  in  June, 
the  firft  and  fecond  patients  were  perfedlly 
recovered,  and  the  third  and  fourth  almoft 
well.  All  of  them  had  had  the  diforder 
fome  months  before  they  came  to  the  hof- 
pital. 

The  true  fcurvy,  with  fpungy  fetid  gums. 
Is  very  felcjom  to  be  met  with  in  London, 
except  among  the  feafaring  people  below 
bridge  ; for  fince  my  return  from  Germany, 
I have  only  feen  four  people  with  this  com- 
plaint ; one  of  whom  was  a Frenchman,  a 
Spitalfields  weaver  by  trade,  who  from  his 
infancy  had  had  an  averfion  to  every  thing 
of  the  vegetable  kind,  and  had  lived  almoft 
entirely  on  animal  food.  When  between 
35  and  36  years  of  age,  he  was  taken 
with  pains  of  his  joints  and  bones,  and  his 
ankles  fwelled  and  became  red,  and  covered 
with  a livid  rafh  ; and  he  felt  a ftiffnefs  in 
the  joints  of  his  knees  and  of  his  fingers  ; 
and  his  diforder  was  believed  for  fome  months 
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by  the  people  who  attended  him  to  be  a rheu- 
matic gout,  and  it  was  treated  as  fuch. — At 
laft,  having  fpent  the  little  money  he  had, 
he  came  with  a recommendatory  letter  to 
St.  George’s  hofpital,  and  was  admitted  into 
the  houfe  as  a patient,  under  my  care  ; on 
examining  him  more  particularly  the  fecond 
day  after  his  admiflion,  I thought  that  the 
fwelling  and  eruption  about  the  ancle  ap- 
peared to  be  of  the  fcorbutic  kind  5 and  on 
his  telling  me  his  w^ay  of  living,  I examined 
his  gums,  and  found  them  to  be  fwelled, 
foft,  and  fpungy,  and  his  breath  to  have  a 
fetid  fmell.  I then  made  no  doubt  about 
the  nature  of  his  diforder,  and  after  giving 
him  a dofe  or  two  of  laxative  mixture,  I put 
him  on  the  following  courfe.  He  took  two 
ounces  of  the  decodion  of  the  bark,  with 
with  ten  drops  of  elixir  of  vitriol  three  times 
a day  ; he  was  put  on  the  low  diet  of  the 
hofpital,  and  had  every  day  with  his  dinner 
either  a plate  of  greens,  or  of  roots,  and 
drank  fmall  beer  to  his  viduals  ; and  had 
befides  a quart  of  four  punch,  with  only  two 
ounces  of  brandy  in  it,  which  he  was  defired 
to  drink  through  the  day.  By  following 
this  regimen  for  five  weeks  all  his  complaints 
were  removed;,  and  he  was  difmilTed  the  hof- 
pital 
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pital  in  good  health  ; but  in  about  fix  months 
afterwards  I was  informed,  that  about  three 
months  after  leaving  the  hofpital  he  had  re- 
turned to  his  old  meat  diet,  and  had  been 
taken  ill  of  a putrid  fever,  of  which  he  died 
the  ninth  or  tenth  day. 


SECT.  V. 

Of  a dlforder  of  the  fcorbutic  kind,  called  by 
Dr.  Werlhof'y  morbus  maculofus  hcemorrha^ 
gicus,  or  the  fpotted  diforder  attended  with 
haemorrhage. 

Besides  the  four  patients  ill  of  the  true 
fcurvy,  I met  with  two  afflided  with 
a difeafe  which  feems  to  be  of  the  fcorbutic 
kind,  and  in  many  particulars  refembles  it 
when  in  an  advanced  fiate. — I mean  that  dif- 
order in  which  livid  veficles  filled  with  blood 
appear  in  the  mouth ; and  little  livid  and  black 
fpots,  refembling  petechice  of  a bad  kind, 
are  obfervcd  on  the  legs,  arms,  and  other 
parts  of  the  body  ; and  the  blood  is  fo  dif- 
folved  as  to  pafs  by  the  different  emundo- 
ries ; and  the  patient  to  be  fubjed  to  haemor- 
rhages from  the  nofe  and  mouth  ; and  to  pafs 
blood  by  ftool,  and  mixed  with  the  urine  ,- 

and 
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and  women  to  be  fabjed:  to  profufe  dis- 
charges of  the  catamenia. 

The  firft  patient  I faw  was  a young  man 
about  nineteen  years  of  age.  Seemingly  of  a 
healthy  conftitution,  and  living  on  a whole- 
Some  diet,  made  up  of  vegetable  and  ani- 
mal food,  who,  without  any  vifible  caufe, 
after  complaining  for  fome  days  of  a laflitude, 
had  veficles  full  of  black  blood  come  in  his 
mouth,  and  a number  of  very  fmall  livid 
Spots  refembling  petechiae  of  a very  bad  kind, 
on  his  legs  and  arms ; and  on  the  Second 
day  he  was  attacked  with  a profufe  hae- 
morrhage from  the  nofe ; and  on  the  third 
day  pafled  blood  mixed  with  his  urine  and 
ftools.  On  the  firft  attack  he  was  blooded, 
and  had  a dofe  of  cooling  phyfic,  and  then 
he  was  ordered  to  take  the  bark  freely,  to 
have  all  his  drink  acidulated  with  the  Spirit 
of  vitriol,  to  live  entirely  on  a vegetable  diet, 
and  to  eat  freely  of  oranges ; by  this  courSc 
a flop  was  put  to  his  diSorder  in  a fortnight’s 
time,  and  he  very  Soon  after  recovered  per- 
fedly  his  health  ; the  particulars  of  this  cafe 
I read  at  a meeting  of  the  College  of  Phyfi- 
cians,  and  it  has  been  fince  publifhed  in  their 
Second  volume  of  Medical  Tranfadions.— 
The  other  cafe  had  a more  unfortunate  ter- 
mination. 
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mlnatlon— A lady  of  a delicate  fcorbutic 
bit,  wife  to  an  officer,  after  a fright  was  at- 
tacked with  a profufe  difcl'rarge  of  the  cata^ 
menia  and  a fever  5 for  which  ffie  was  attend- 
ed for  the  firft  ten  or  twelve  days,  by  the 
furgeon  of  the  regiment  to  which  her  huf- 
band  belonged  5 but  the  fever  continuing, 
and  ffie  being  attacked  with  a bleeding  from 
the  gums,  I was  fent  for.  On  examining 
her  gums,  I found  them  foft,  and  fpungy, 
and  fwelled  at  the  part  from  which  the  blood 
came,  and  obferved  fome  fmall  black  veficles 
on  the  infide  of  her  cheeks ; and  on  examin- 
ing her  neck  and  arms  faw  fome  fmall  livid 
petechial  fpots  on  them  ; and  a large  livid 
mark  like  a bruife  on  her  fore-arm,  which 
ffie  told  me  came  from  her  maid  taking  hold 
of  her  by  the  arm,  to  affift  her  in  rifing  up 
in  bed.  Her  tongue  was  whitiffi,  but  ffie 
did  not  complain  much  of  thirft  ; her  breath 
had  no  fetid  fmell,  and  her  pulfe  was  low 
and  weak,  and  beat  I20  ftrokes  in  a minute. 
She  was  regular  in  going  to  ftool,  and  I was 
informed  that  her  ftools  feemed  natural,  with- 
out any  mixture  of  blood.  From  every  ap- 
pearance it  was  evident  that  her  blood  was  in 
a very  diffolved  Rate ; and  that  her  diforder 
was  of  the  fcorbutic  kind  I am  now  treating 
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of,  attended  with  fever.  I was  informed  that 
all  her  family  were  of  a fcorbutic  habit,  and 
that  fome  of  them  had  died  of  low  putrid  fe- 
vers in  which  fcorbutic  lymptoms  had  ap- 

Before  I faw  her,  (he  had  had  medicines 
of  different  forts  j after  giving  her  an  open- 
ing medicine  to  clear  the  bowels,  fhe  was  de- 
fired  to  continue  the  ufe  of  the  bark,  which 
file  had  been  taking  before  I was  called  to  fee 
her,  and  between  whiles  fhe  was  ordered  to 
take  fome  fpoonfuls  of  a faline  julep  made 
acid,  and  fome  of  the  confedlio  cardiaca  ; 
and  to  live  entirely  on  a vegetable  diet;  to 
eat  freely  of  the  fummer  fruits,  and  to  have 
her  drink  acidulated  with  fpirit  of  vitriol ; 
however,  her  diforder  went  on,  notwith- 
flanding  the  ufe  of  the  above,  and  variety  of 
other  medicines  that  were  tried.  The  bleed- 
ing from  the  mouth  continued ; black  vefi- 
cles  appeared  on  the  roof  of  her  mouth,  and 
the  black,  or  livid  petechias  on  her  arms  and 
neck  increafed  in  number,  fhe  grew  weaker 
daily,  and  at  the  end  of  five  weeks  from  the 
beginning  of  her  diforder,  her  tongue  be- 
came parched  and  dry,  flie  became  comat- 
ous,  and  lay  infenfible  for  twenty-four  hours 
before  her  death. 
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I have  found  no  account  of  this  diforder 
any  where  but  in  the  works  of  the  late  Dr. 
Werlhoff,  who  w^as  phyfician  to  his  majefty 
at  Hanover ; where  it  is  called  the  morbus 
maculofus  hsmorrhagicus ; and  the  hiftory 
of  two  cafes  of  it  are  related  5 one  by  Dr.’ 
Auguftus  Behrens,  in  an  epiftolary  diflertation 
to  Dr.  Werlhoff,  which  ended  unfortunately; 
the  other  of  a girl,  by  Dr.  Werlhoff  himfelf, 
which  was  extremely  fimilar  in  moft  of  the 
circumflances  to  the  firft  cafe  I mentioned  ; 
and  was  cured  by  the  bark. 

CHAP.  XXIV. 

Of  the  lues  venerea. 

, S E C T.  I. 

■ Of  the  time  when  JirJl  obferved  in  Europe, 

' I 

The  lues  venerea  is  one  of  thofe  difor- 
ders  which  is  communicated  by  infec- 
tion, and  as  that  happens  moft  commonly 
from  intimate  familiarities  between  the  fexes, 
it  has  from  thence  been  called  the  venereal 
difeafe  ; though  it  may  be  communicated  in 
other  ways.  It  may  be  conveyed  from  pa-' 
rents  to  their  children— from  an  impure  nurfe 
VoL,  II.  P to 
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to  a clean  child— from  a tainted  child  to  a 
clean  nurfe— from  fome  of  the  matter  of  ve- 
nereal fores,  or  of  a gonorrhea  lying  long  on 
any  of  the  fpongy  parts  of  the  body,  or  get- 
ting into  a cut  or  fore  on  the  hands  of  fur- 
geons,  midwives,  or  nurfes. — And  at  what- 
ever part  the  infedlion  is  received,  its  effects 
generally'  appear  firft  there  ; and  its  progrefs 
may  be  traced  from  thence  along  the  courfe 
of  the  lymphatic  veins  and  glands  going  from 
fuch  parts  to  where  they  difcharge  their  con- 
tents into  the  general  mafs  of  blood. 

It  feems  not  to  have  been  known  in  Eu- 
rope before  the  year  1494,  when  it  is  al- 
ledged  to  have  been  brought  by  the  Spaniards 
from  America. 

It  is  true,  indeed,  that  long  before  this 
time,  there  was  a difeafe  in  England  known 
by  the  name  of  the  brinning  (burning), 
which  very  much  refembled  the  dyfuria  in  a 
virulent  gonorrhoea,  which, W.  Becket  in 
the  Philofophical  Tranfadions,  argues  to  have 
been  it ; but  from  the  accounts  given  of  the 
hi'inning^  it  is  now  more  generally  believed  to 
have  been  a fpecies  of  the  leprofy  or  feurvy 
than  the  lues  venerea.

The  firft  European  who  laboured  under  the 
lues  venerea  whom  we  have  any  account  of, 
w.as  one  Peter  Margarit,  a nobleman  of  Ca- 
talonia, who  went  with  Columbus  in  his  fe- 
cond  expedition  into  America,  and  contradl- 
ed  it  in  the  ifland  of  Hifpaniola,  where  Co- 
lumbus firft  landed  ; and  being  fent  home  to 
Spain  about  the  end  of  the  year  1494,  brought 
it  along  with  him. 

In  the  year  1495,  John  Aguado  was  fent 
from  the  court  of  Spain  to  try  Columbus  for 
fome  crimes,  laid  to  his  charge  in  the  ifland 
of  Hifpaniola  ; and  returned  to  Cadiz  about 
the  end  of  the  fame  year,  with  200  foldiers 
w'ho  had  been  in  the  Weft  Indies  for  fome 
time,  and  were  all  infedled  with  this  diforder. 

In  the  following  year  1496,  when  Naples 
was  befieged  by  the  army  of  Charles  V.  of 
France,  it  began  to  rage  in  both  armies ; and 
as  it  was  never  before  known  to  either  na- 
tion, the  French  gave  it  the  name  of  the 
Neapolitan  difeafe  ; and  the  Neapolitans  call- 
ed it  by  the  name  of  the  French ; though  it 
is  generally  believed  that  the  French  got  it 
from  the  Spanifli  and  Neapolitan  women, 
who  frequently  ftole  out  of  the  city  to  their 
camp  in  the  night  time. 

P 2 
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After  the  French  returned  from  the  fiege, 
by  their  commerce  with  other  nations,  they 
foon  fpread  it  through  Germany,  Holland, 
and  the  reft  of  Europe ; and  fo  quick  was  its 
progrefs,  that  it  was  raging  in  Scotland  in 
the  year  1497  > among  the  records  of  the 
city  of  Edinburgh  there  was  found  fome 
years  ago,  a proclamation  of  James  IV.  of 
Scotland,  and  his  council,  dated  the  nth  of 
December  1497,  commanding,  that  who- 
ever found  himfelf  afflidled  with  that  ftrange 
and  loathfome  difeafe,  lately  come  amongft 
them,  called  the  grand  gore^  (the  venereal 
diforder)  fhould  immediately  repair  to  the 
fands  of  Leith,  where  boats  fliould  be  ready 
to  tranfport  them  to  the  ifland  of  Inchkeith, 
or  fome  diftant  corner  over  the  Forth,  there 
to  remain  till  God  fliould  fend  them  relief ; 
which  if  they  did  not,  they.vvere  to  be  burnt 
on  the  cheek  with  a hot  iron,  and  banifhed 
the  city  for  three  years. 

The  firft  author  who  treats  of  this  difeafe 
is  one  Jofephus  Grandbeckius,  a German 
phyfician,  who,  in  the  year  1496,  wrote  a 
treatife  De  Peftilentia  Scorrha,  five  de  Malo 
de  Frantzos ; where  he  fays,  ‘‘  Malum  efle 

tarn  cito  in  homines  dimiffum,  ut  plaga 

eaelitus 
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cselitus  decuffa  videretur.  Novum  efle 
mofbi  genus,  natura3  invifum,  quod  a Deo- 
rum  immortalium  arce  in  Gallos  dimiffiim 
**  fuit, horribile  terribililTimumque  portentuni 
**  omnibus  mortalibus,  inauditum  invifum 
ac  prorfus  incognitum.’*  And  fince  him 
innumerable  authors  have  wrote  on  the  fame 
fubjed. 

This  difeafe  feems  to  have  raged  with 
more  violence  at  its  firft  appearance,  than  at 
prefent ; and  to  have  gradually  become  milder 
fince  that  time ; but  whether  this  has  hap- 
pened from  the  difeafe  itfelf  really  becoming 
lefs  virulent,  or  to  pradlitioners  having  be- 
come better  acquainted  with  proper  methods 
for  flopping  its  farther  progrefs,  and  of  cur- 
ing it,  I cannot  determine. 

The  venereal  diforder  appears  in  different 
forms — where  there  is  a difcharge  of  a thin, 
greenifh,  bad  concodled  matter  from  the  pri- 
vate parts  of  either  fex,  it  is  called  a gonor- 
rhoea— where  it  affedts  the  inguinal  or  axil- 
lary glands  and  caufes  them  to  fwell,  it  is 
called  bubo — where  it  fhews  itfelf  in  form 
of  an  eating  ulcer  about  the  private  parts, 
it  is  called  chancre — and  when  the  virus  is 
abforbed  into  the  blood  and  caufes  ulcers  in 
the  throat,  eruptions  on  the  fkin,  pains  of 
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venerea,  or  pox.  — And  the  various  fymp- 
toms,  according  to  the  parts  they  attack,  and 
fhape  they  affume,  have  been  called  by  dif- 
ferent names  ^ venereal  ophthalmia,  nodi,  to- 
phi, gummi,  &c. 


HE  moft  frequent  form  in  \vhich  this 


diforder  appears  is  the  gonorrhea,  or 
difcharge  of  thin,  greenifli,  purulent-like 
matter,  from  the  urethra  in  men,  and  from 
the  vagina  in  women. 

o 

In  men  it  has  been  divided  into  four  dif- 
ferent fpecies,  according  to  the  fuppofed  feat 
of  the  diforder,  or  the  place  of  the  urethra 
from  whence  the  difcharge  comes.— i . From 
near  the  point  of  the  urethra.  — 2.  From 
about  an  inch  above  it. — 3.  From  the  whole 
tradl  of  the  urethra,  up  to  Cowper’s  glands. 
—4.  From  the  proftrate  glands,  and  neck  of 
the  bladder,  — But  thefe  feem  to  me  to  be 
unneceffary  diftindtions,  the  nature  of  the 
difeafe  being  the  fame  in  all,  and  requiring 


the  bones,  6cc.  it  is  called  a confirmed  lues 
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nearly  the  fame  manner  of  treatment ; as 
does  the  gonorrhea  fpuria,  or  difcharge  from 
the  infide  of  the  prepuce  and  the  outfide  of 
the  neck  of  the  glans  penis,  when  it  pro- 
ceeds from  a venereal  caufe,  which  is  not 
always  the  cafe. 

The  firft  fymptoms  of  a gonorrhea,  (or 
running)  in  men,  Chew  themfelves  by  a kind 
of  itching  at  the  end  of  the  yard,  and  a very 
fmall  difcharge  of  a clear  watery  liquor,  or  of 
a yellow  green  coloured  lymph,  which  in  a 
very  fhort  time  increafes  in  quantity,  and 
puts  on  the  appearance  of  a very  thin,  green- 
ish, badly  concofted  pus ; and  this  difcharge 
is  commonly  attended  with  more  or  lefs  of  a 
heat  and  pain  in  making  water ; which 
fometimes,  where  the  difeafe  is  violent,  in- 
creafe  to  fuch  a degree  as  to  occafion  a dyfu- 
ria,  or  even  a ftrangury.  — After  the  heat 
and  pain  in  making  water  come  on,  the  pa- 
tient has  frequently,  particularly  when  warm 
in  bed,  a cordee,  or  painful  involuntary  erec- 
tion of  the  penis,  attended  with  a diftortion 
or  bending  of  that  member.— And  where 
the  gonorrhoea  is  violent,  it  is  fometimes  at- 
tended with  a fwelling  and  rednefs  all  along 
the  perinaeum,  or  with  a fwelling  of  the  nut, 

P 4 or 
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or  of  the  whole  yard ; and  at  other  times 
with  a phymolis  or  paraphymoiis 

The  heat  of  urine  and  cordee  differ  much 
in  the  length  of  their  duration  ; for  forne- 
times  they  go  off  very  foon,  and  at  other 
times  continue  long  ; for  the  moll:  part  the 
pain  and  heat  in  making  water  go  away  be- 
fore the  cordee,  and  both  before  the  run- 
ning. The  running,  after  its  firft  appear- 
ance, generally  increafes  in  quantity,  and  be- 
comes more  of  a greenifli  yellow  colour  for 
fome  days,  after  which  it'  continues  for 
three,  four,  five,  or  fix  weeks,  or  fometimes 
for  months,  without  changing  much  either 
in  quantity  or  appearance,  and  then  it  begins 
to  lofe  that  green  colour,  and  to  become 
more  like  good  pus,  and  thicker,  and  turns 
ropy,  efpecially  in  a morning;  after  which 
it  gradually  lelfens  in  quantity,  and  becomes 
clear  and  vifcid  like  to  the  white  of  an  egg, 
before  it  fiops  entirely  ; though  in  fome  it 
diminifhes  gradually  in  quantity,  without 

^ When  the  prepuce  covering  the  glans  penis,  Inflames, 
fvvells,  and  contrails,  fo  that  It  cannot  be  brought  back  to  un- 
cover the  glans,  the  diforder  is  called  a phymohs. — And  when 
• the  prepuce  happens  to  be  above  or  behind  the  glans,  and  in- 
flames and  fwells  fo  in  that  lituation,  that  it  cannot  be  again 
brought  over  the  glans,  it  is  called  paraphymoiis. 
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much  change  of  colour  till  within  a few 
days  of  its  flopping  altogether. 

The  feat  of  the  diforder,  in  the  greater 
number  of  gonorrhoeas,  is  in  the  urethra,  not 
an  inch  from  the  end  of  the  yard  ; though 
frequently  the  venereal  virus  infinuates  itfelf 
a good  way  higher  up,  and  fometimes  even 
fo  high  as  as  to  afFe<5t  the  proflrate  and  Cow- 
per’s  glands,  and  parts  very  near  to  the  neck 
of  the  bladder  ; and  it  has  been  known  fome- 
times to  affeefl  the  duftus  feminiferi,  as  they 
open  into  the  urethra. 

In  women,  the  appearances  of  the  matter 
difeharged  in  the  gonorrhoea  is  fimilar  to  that 
in  men,  and  the  feat  of  the  diforder  in  them 
is,  the  cellular  membranes  and  little  glands 
of  the  vagina,  the  glandul®  myrtiformes, 
Cowper’s  glands,  the  proflrata,  and  fome- 
times likewife  the  cellular  membranes,  and 
little  glands  of  the  urethra. 

Such  are  the  mofl  common  fymptoms  of  a 
gonorrhoea,  of  which  the  running,  or  dif- 
charge  of  purulent-like  matter  from  the  ure-^ 
thra  in  men  and  from  the  vagina  in  women, 
is  the  pathognomic,  or  that  which  diflin- 
guiflies  it  from  other  venereal  maladies.  Of 
late  it  has  been  much  difputed  among  prac- 
titioners how  the  gonorrhea  is  produced; 

whether 
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whether  by  the  virus  v»enereum  corroding  the 
internal  furface  of  the  urethra  or  vagina,  or 
only  by  its  irritation,  when  lodged  in  the 
cellular  membranes  and  glands  of  thefe  parts, 
creating  a flight  degree  of  inflammation 
without  any  ulcer,  and  a confequent  increafed 
fecretion  of  the  liquors  which  lubricate  the 
internal  furface. 

The  firfl  opinion  was  formerly  generally 
received  as  the  true  one  ; but  for  fome  time 
pafl:  the  latter  feems  to  have  gained  ground, 
from  the  following  obfervations  : — i.  From 
praditioners  obferving  no  ulcers  in  the  va- 
ginas of  women  labouring  under  a gonor- 
rhoea fimplex.  — 2.  From  the  appearance  of 
the  gonorrhoea  fpuria  in  men,  where  there  is 
a difeharge  of  fuch  matter  from  the  neck  of 
the  glans  penis  below  the  prepuce,  as  ufually 
comes  from  the  urethra,  without  the  appear- 
ance of  any  ulcer.  — 3.  From  the  increafed 
fecretion  of  liquors  from  the  nofe  in  a ca- 
tarrh, where  there  is  no  ulcer. — 4.  From  the 
running  often  flopping  fuddenly.  — 5.  And 
from  no  ulcers  having  been  obferved,  on  diflec- 
tion, in  the  urethras  of  fome  people  who  have 
died  with  a running  upon  them. — From  all 
which  fads  it  is  now  generally  believed,  that 
the  running  may,  and  commonly  is  pro- 
duced. 
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duced,  without  the  exiftence  of  any  ulcer ; 
at  the  fame  time  that  it  cannot  be  denied 
that  the  venereal  matter  has  frequently  eroded 
the  urethra,  and  formed  ulcers  there,  fmee 
we  have  the  hiftories  of  difledlons  related, 
where  Yuch  ulcers  were  found  by  anatomifts 
and  phyficians  whofe  teftimony  cannot  be 
doubted. 

Several  praftitioners  have  been  of  opinion, 
that  a gonorrhoea  never  terminates  in  a con- 
firmed pox,  where  there  is  a free  difeharge 
by  the  running,  and  where  this  difeharge 
ceafes  by  flow  degrees  ; and  others  have  gone 
flill  farther,  and  affirmed  that  a pox  never 
was  the  confequence  of  a gonorrhoea.  How- 
ever, I believe  that  both  thefe  opinions  are

— For  fimilar  accounts  fee  Bonetus’s  Sepulchretum 
Anatomicam,  & Littre,  in  the  Memoirs  of  the  Frenoli  Aca- 
demy of  Sciences  for  the  year  1711,  and  other  authors. — And 
from  the  effedls  we  fee  virulent  pocky  matter  have  upon  the 
external  parts,  there  can  be  no  doubt  of  its  often  eroding,  the 
fine  internal  villous  coat  of  the  urethra.  And  every  phyficlaii 
and  furgeon,  who  has  attended  any  of  the  London  hofpitals, 
mufl  have  feen  many  patients  apply  for  advice  for  fiftulas  ill 
perineo,  and  other  ulcers  of  the  urethra,  which  have  penetrated 
through  its  fubfiance,  and  allowed  the  urine  topafs. 

erroneous  ^ 
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erroneous ; for  although  it  is  not  often  that 
a pox  follows  a fimple  gonorrhoea,  yet  I have 
met'  with  feveral  inftances  of  poxes,  where 
the  patients  have  informed  me  that  they  had  ' 
originally  only  a fimple  gonorrhoea,  which 
was  feemingly  cured  in  a regular  manner  by 
their  furgeons,  and  where  the  running  had 
gone  away  in  a kindly  manner  by  flow  de- 
grees ; and  that  they  had  no  reafon  fince  to 
fufpedt  their  having  received  any  frefh  vene- 
real infedlion.  And  I have  feen  repeated  in- 
ftances of  confirmed  poxes  following  the 
ftoppage  of  gonorrhoeas,  both  where  the  run- 
ning has  flopped  of  itfelf,  and  where  it  has 
„been  ftdpt  by  means  of  aftringent  remedies. 

Of  the  cure  of  the  gonorrhoea. 

In  the  cure  of  this  diforder,  the  firft  thing 
to  be  attempted  is  the  removal  of  the  in- 
flammatory fymptoms  ; which  is  principally 
to  be  affedted,— I.  By  bleeding,  if  the  pain 
and  heat  in  making  water  is  violent ; and 
by  making  the  patient  take  fome  dofes  of 
mild  cooling  phyfic,  fuch  as  falts,  or  a folu- 
tion  of  manna  and  tartar  folubilis,  or  lenitive 
eledlary,  with  a little  jalap  and  nitre,  or  the 
like ; at  the  fame  time  that  he  lives  upon  a 

light. 
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light,  eafy  digefted  diet,  compofed  moftly  of 
broth,  foup,  pudding,  fruit,  mild  vege- 
tables, and  plain  boiled  or  roafted  meat ; and 
drinks  freely  of  foft,  mild,  cooling  liquors, 
fuch  as  whey,  milk  and  water,  orgeate,  almond 
emulfion,  linfeed  tea,  or  the  like ; and  that 
he  avoids  the  ufe  of  falted  or  high-feafoned 
food,  and  of  fpiceries,  or  other  heating 
, things ; and  abftains  from  drinking  viftoiis 
and  fpirituous  liquors,  and  from  ufing  vio- 
lent exercife,  or  doing  any  thing  that  will 
help  to  increafe  the  heat  and  momentum  of 
the  blood. 

Where  the  inflammatory  fymptoms  are 
violent,  it  is  necelTary  to  join  the  ufe  of 
nitre,  and  of  the  other  cooling  antiphlogiftic 
remedies,  and  fometimes  to^  ^pply  the 
parts  emollient  or  difcutient  poultices ; or  to 
bathe  and  foment  them  frequently  with  warm 
aromatic  decodions. 

After  the  violence  of  the  inflammation  in 
the  urethra  is  abated,  the  next  thing  to  be 
attempted  is,  to  put  a flop  to  the  running, 
and  to  free  the  patient  of  all  venereal  in- 
fedlion. 

The  common  internal  remedies  employed 
for  this  purpofe  have  been  thofe  of  the  pur- 
gative and  mercurial  kind. 


Formerly 
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Formerly  the  pradice  was,  to  give  a large 
dofe  of  calomel,  (mere,  fublim.  dulc.)  or  of 
fome  other  mercurial  preparation,  at  bed- 
time, and  to  purge  it  off  next  day  with  a 
dofe  of  pilulse  cochse,  or  of  fome  other  ftrong 
purgative  medicine ; and  thefe  mercurial  and 
purgative  medicines  were  repeated  three  or 
four  times  a-week,  for  fome  weeks,  and  af- 
terv\0ards  twice  or  thrice  a-week  for  fome 
time  longer. — But  it  has  been  found,  that 
this  method  of  cure  has  not  only  often  hurt 
the  conftitutlon,  by  weakening  the  patient 
too  much,  but  has  commonly  made  the  dif- 
drder  run  out  to  great  length,  and  frequently 
left  an  incurable  gleet  behind  ; and  there- 
fore it  has  now  been  laid  afide,  and  milder 
methods  adopted  in  its  place. 

Some  praditioners  of  late  have  been  againft 
the  ufe  of  mercury  in  gonorrhoeas,  and  trufted 
the  cure  principally  to  mild  opening  medi- 
cines, given  every  other  day,  and  the  ufe  of 
foft  diluting  liquors,  and  a mild  cooling  re- 
gimen of  diet ; to  which,  after  fome  time, 
they  have  joined  the  ufe  of  the  gentle  aftrin- 
gent  and  balfamic  remedies  j and  they  have 
affirmed  that  the  cure  has  been  performed 
more  pleafantly  to  the  patient,  and  with  lefs 

hurt 
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hurt  to  the  conftitution,  than  where  mercury 
had  been  made  ufe  of. 

Others,  from  a belief  that  purgatives  have 
no  effedt  in  either  corredting  or  difcharging 
the  venereal  virus  in  a gonorrhcEa,  have  given 
repeated  fmall  dofes  of  fome  mild  mercurial 
preparation,  for  fome  time,  in  order  to  re- 
move the  venereal  taint;  and  during  that 
courfe  have  given  from  time  to  time  a dofe 
of  fome  mild  opening  medicine,  to  keep  the 
body  cool,  and  to  prevent  the  mercury  taking 
to  the  mouth  ; at  the  fame  time  that  they 
have,  during  this  courfe,  made  their  patients 
live  on  a cool  regimen,  and  drink  freely  of 
mild,  foftening,  diluting  liquors ; and  after- 
wards have  added  the  ufe  of  the  llrengthen- 
ing  and  balfamic  medicines. 

From  what  I have  obferved  in  the  numer- 
ous cafes  of  gonorrhoeas  that  I have  feen,  I 
think  that  where  the  diforder  is  very  mild,  it 
will  often  be  cured  without  the  ufe  of  mer- 
cury, by  the  method  above  mentioned ; for 
the  running,  in  fuch  cafes,  will  commonly 
carry  off  the  venereal  taint  of  itfelf,  without 
any  accident,  if  the  body  is  kept  cool ; af- 
ter which  the  running  will  gradually  dimi- 
nifli  in  quantity,  become  thick  and  ropy,  and 
at  lafl  flop  entirely,  if  the  conftitution  has 

not 
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not  been  broken  down  by  rough  purgative 
and  ’mercurial  remedies. 

Eut  where  the  running  feems  to  be  of  a 
virulent  nature,  and  the  pain  and  heat  in 
making  water,  and  the  other  inflammatory 
iymptqms,  have  not  abated  much  by  the 
evacuations  and  the  cooling  remedies  given 
in  the  beginning,  or  the  feat  of  the  diforder 
feems  to  be  high  up  in  the  urethra,  I think 
that  mercurials  ought  to  be  given,  to  aflifl:  in 
correcting  the  venereal  virus ; for  purgative 
medicines  certainly  have  no  effedl,  either  in 
doing  this,  or  in  difcharging  the  venereal 
matter  out  of  the  body  ; for  in  my  opinion, 
all  that  mild  purgatives  do,  is,  to  keep  the 
body  cool  by  empt)fing  the  bowels  ; and  no 
practitioner,  who  underflands  his  bufinefs, 
would,  if  it  vvas  in  his  power,  ever  attempt 
to  difcharge  the  virulent  matter  of  a gonor- 
rhoea by  ftool,  when  he  confiders  that  it  firfi: 
muft  be  taken  up  into  the  blood  before  it  can 
reach  the  bowels ; and  that  in  the  attempt  he 
may  effectually  pox  his  patient : and  I am 
perfuaded  that  feveral  of  thofe  poxes  which 
have  come  after  gonorrheeas,  have  been  oc- 
cafioned  by  the  ufe  of  ftrong  draflic  purges, 
which  have  occafioned  an  increafed  abforp- 
tion  of  liquors  from  every  cavity. 


In 
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In  the  cure  of  virulent  g6norrhoeas,  the 
method  which  I think  beft  is  this ; after  ufing 
the  evacuations  and  cooling  remedies  in  the 
beginning,  the  patient  ought  to  continue  to 
keep  the  parts  extremely  clean,  by  wafhing 
and  bathing  them  frequently  with  fome 
warm  mild  liquor  ; and  to  take  for  two  or 
three  days  fucceffively  a dofe  of  fome  mild 
mercurial  medicine,  fuch  as  a grain  of  calo^ 
mel  (mercur.  dulc.  fubl.)  or  of  the  mercu- 
rius  calcinatus  per  fe,  well  rubbed,  with  a 
quarter  of  a grain  of  opium,  and  made  up  into 
a pill,  with  a little  conferve  of  hips ; or  two 
or  three  grains  of  quickfilver,  killed  in  bal- 
fam  copaivi  or  honey,  and  made  up  into  a 
pill,  with  fome  powder  of  liquorice  ; or  to 
rub  in  a little  of  the  unguentum  coeruleum 
(mercuriale)  on  the  thighs ; and  on  the  third 
or  fourth  day  td  take  fo  much  of  fome  mild 
opening  medicine,  as  will  give  two,  or  at  mod  ' 
three  loofe  ftools  in  the  day;  and  after  a day 
or  two  to  repeat  the  fame  medicines ; and  af- 
terwards to  repeat  them  fo  often  as  may  be 
judged  neceffary ; care  being  taken  never  to 
give  fuch  a quantity  of  mercury,  or  to  repeat 
the  mercurials  fo  often  as  to  aftecfl  the  mouth. 
— And  during  this  courfe  the  patient  ought 
to  live  on  the  diet,  and  ufe  the  mild  cooling 
VoL.II.  i iquors 
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wquors  ab6ve  recommended.  And  after  feme 
time  the  mild,  aftringent,  and  ftrengthening 
mediemes,  and  the  ufe  of  natural  balfams, 
rubbed  with  fugar,  or  beat  down  with  the 
yolk  of  an  egg,  and  mixed  with  fome  of  the 
common  julep,  will  forward  the  cure  much. 

Such  are  the  methods  now  ufed  for  the 
cure  of  gonorrhoeas  by  internal  medicines,  of 
which  it  ought  to  be  obferved,  that  it  has  fre- 
quently happened  that  the  running  has  conti- 
nued for  fome  months,  though  the  moft  ap- 
proved method  has  been  followed,  and  the 
the  oatient  has  conformed  in  the  moft  ftri(ft 
manner  to  the  rules  laid  down  ; and  the  per- 
fon  who  treated  the  diforder  has  been  blamed 
for  want  of  flcill  : which  has  induced  prac- 
titioners to  ufe  injedlions  of  different  kinds, 
as  they  found,  that  by  their  means  they  could 
in  general  ftop  the  running,  and  feemingly 
make  a cure  in  a much  ftiorter  time  than  by 
the  ufe  of  internal  medicines  alone. 


Of  the  life  of  injeclions  and  bougies  in  go^ 

nor  r hoe  as. 

As  tjiere  are  no  remedies  which  have  been 
more  generally  or  more  indiferiminately,  and 
often  more  injudicioufly  ufed  than  injedions, 

I fhall 
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I fliall  here  juft  mention  the  principal  fub- 
ftances  of  which  they  have  been  compofcd, 
and  the  efFeds  they  commonly  produce,  and 
then  add  a few  remarks  on  their  ufe  in  the 
cure  of  gonorrhoeas, 

Great  variety  of  thefe  injedtions  have  been 
ufed,  but  they  may  be  all  divided  into  four 
clafles. — I.  The  mucilaginous  and  oily.— 

2.  The  digeftive.  — 3.  The  mercurial. — 

4.  And  the  aftringent. 

1.  Milk  and  water,  emollient  and  muci- 
laginous decodions,  and  fweet  oil,  have  all 
been  ufed  when  made  warm,  in  the  inflamed 
ftate  of  the  diforder,  in  order  to  foften  and 
lubricate  the  infide  of  the  urethra,  and  de- 
fend it  againft  the  acrimony  of  the  urine  i , 
but  certainly  thefe  injedions  can  do  no  more 
than  give  a little  prefent  eafe. 

2.  The  digeftive  injedions  have  been  com- 
monly prepared  either  by  diffolving  a drachm 
or  two  drachms  of  the  balfamum  copaivi, 
or  balfam  Canadenfe,  or  of  fome  other  of  the 
natural  balfams,  in  the  yolk  of  an  egg  ; and 
then  adding  half' an  ounce  of  mel  rofarum, 
and  two  ounces  of  oil,  and  four  or  five  ounces 
of  water  j to  which  has  occafionally  been 
added  twenty  or  thirty  grains  of  the  mercu- 
rius  pra^cipitatus  albus  dulcis,  or  of  calomel  j 

0^2  Of 
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—or  by  diflblving  fome  of  the  mercurial 
ointment,  prepared  with  the  addition  of  a 
little  turpentine,  in  the  yolk  of  an  egg,  and 
mixing  it  with  watery,  mucilaginous,  or  oily 
liquors.  Thefe  digefliive  injedions  without 
mercury,  commonly  on  ufing  caufe  a great 
difcharge  of  a thin  watery  liquor  from  the 
urethra,  and  afterwards  make  the  matter  of 
the  gonorrhoea  thick  and  ropy ; and  they 
often  fpeedily  remove  the  pain  and  heat  in 
making  water,  and  in  a few  days  flop  the 
running ; but  if  they  be  difcontinued  for  a 
day  or  two  the  running  returns  as  before. 
With  the  addition  of  the  mercurius  pr^ecipi- 
tatus  dulcis,  or  of  calomel,  they  acquire  a cer^ 
tain  degree  of  aftringency. — If  itls  meant  to 
effediually  flop  the  running,  then,  after  the 
pain  and  heat  in  making  water  is  removed, 
and  the  difcharge  becomes  thick  and  ropy, 
and  in  fmall  quantity  by  the  ufe  of  the  di- 
geflive  injedlions,  a weak  folution  of  white 
vitriol,  or  fome  other  of  the  aflringent  injec- 
tions, muft  be  ufed  for  a week  or  longer. 

3.  From  a fuppoGtion  that  mercury,  ap- 
plied to  the  part,  has  an  effed:  in  correding 
the  venereal  virus,  it  has  been  ufed  in  various 
forms  in  injedions.  The  mercurius  prsecipi- 
tatus  albus  dulcis,  and  calomel,  (or  the  mere. 

fublim. 
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fublim.  dulc.)  have  been  ufed  with  digeftives 
and  oil,  as  juft  now  mentioned;  and  they 
have  been  fufpended  in  mucilage  of  gimi 
arabic  ; and  twenty  or  thirty  drops  of  Van 
Sweiten's  folution  of  the  corrofive  fublimate 
have  been  mixed  with  five  or  fix  ounces  of 
water,  and  ufed  for  the  fame  purpofe.  All 
the  mercurial  injections  have  a greater  or  lefs 
degree  of  aftringency,  from  the  mercury  in 
them  having  been  corroded  by  the  marine 
acid  : and  they  aflift  in  drying  up  the  run- 
ning ; but  I doubt  much  whether  the  local 
application  of  mercury  in  any  form  has  any 
eiFect  in  correcting  or  deftroying  the  venereal 
virus ; for  from  what  I have  obferved,  lam 
convinced  that  it  is  the  effects  of  mercury 
circulating  with  the  blood,  that  either  de- 
ftroys  or  evacuates  the  venereal  virus,  and 
not  its  fimple  application  to  any  part. 

4,  The  aftringeht  medicines  which  have 
been  ufed  in  injections  are  many ; verdi- 
gris, blue  and  white  vitriol,  cerufs,  fac- 
charum  faturni,  alum,  lapis  calaminaris, 
different  forts  of  boles,  and  a number  of 
other  things,  vegetable  as  well  as  mineral, 
which  have  been  diffoived  or  fufpended 
in  various  forms  in  watery  or  in  oily  li- 

0^3  quors; 
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quors  ; and  all  of  them  feem  to  acfl  nearly 
in  the  fame  way,  by  conftringing  the  mouths 
of  the  veffels,  and  flopping  the  running. 

Such  are  the  mofl  common  forts  of  injec- 
tions which  have  been  prepared  ; about  the 
ufe  of  which  in  gonorrhoeas  pradlitioners  have 
been  much  divided  in  their  opinions ; fome 
condemning  all  of  them,  as  the  mofl  de- 
flrudlive  remedies  ever  invented,  and  pro- 
du(flive  of  the  mofl  direful  woes  to  many 
unwary  youth,  by  throwing  the  venereal  virus 
into  the  blood.— While  others  give  them  the 
greatefl  praifes,  and  boafl  of  the  many  cures 
they  have  made  with  them,  without  any  mif- 
chief  following  — And  others,  though  they 
difapprove  of  their  indifcriminate  ufe,  yet 
approve  of  them  under  particular  circum- 
ftances  ; and  think  that  there  are  none  of 
them  but  w'hat  will  prove  prejudicial,  if  em- 
ployed at  improper  times ; but  that  mofl  of 
them  may  be  ufed  with  fafety  as  well  as 

• The  verdigris  is  commonly  dlffolved  in  the  fpiritus  falis 
ammoniaci  dulcis,  in  the  proportion  of  a drachm  ot  the  verdi^. 
gris  to  an  ounce  of  the  fpirits ; and  fome  drops  of  this  tinc- 
ture is  added  to  a few  ounces  of  oil  or  of  gum  arable  mucilage. 
— The  faccharum  fatunii,  white  vitriol,  and  alum,  are  dif- 
folved  in  water  — The  cerufs,  lapis  calaminaris,  bole,  the  tro- 
chifis  albi  rhahs  ppwdered,  &c.  are  fufpended  in  a gummouj 
pjucHage, 

fuccefs, 
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faccefs,  when  the  virulence  of  the  difcharge 
is  gone,  and  it  is  in  a ftate  to  be  flopped. 

The  obfervations  I have  made  on  the  ufe 
of  injedions  are  thefe  : 

That  they  generally  flop  the  difcharge  in 
a fliort  time,  and  the  earlier  they  are  ufed, 
after  the  firfl  appearance  of  the  running, 
their  efFedl  in  flopping  it  is  the  more  cer- 
tain-. 

Th  at  the  injed:ions  of  the  digeftive  kind 
commonly  make  a Teeming  cure,  or  at  lead 
alleviate  the  fymptoms,  and  render  the  dif- 
charge thick  and  ropy  in  a fhort  time  ; but 
foon  after  leaving  them  off,  the  running  re- 
turns as  before,  unlefs  fome  aftringent  injec- 
tion be  ufed  after  them. 

That  although  I have  feen  many  complete 
cures  made  by  injedions,  yet  that  I have  fre- 
quently obferved  mifchief  follow  their  dry- 
ing  up  the  running  ; fwelled  tefticles  and 
buboes  have  followed  foon  after  ; and  I have 
feen  feveral  indances  where  nodurnal  pains, 
ulcers  in  the  throat,  nodes  on  the  fhin  bones, 

t 

and  even  a corona  Veneris  have  appeared  in 
fome  months  after,  where  the  patients  have 
declared  that  they  had  not  the  lead  reafon  to 
fufped  their  having  received  any  fredi  in- 
fedion, 
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From  all  which  I muft  conclude,  that  they 
are  always  hazardous  while  there  is  the  lead 
lufpicion  of  any  venereal  taint  dill  remain- 
ing. However,  as  in  a military  life,  there 
may  be  circumdances  of  officers  and  foldiers 
going  upon  fervice  v%^here  they  have  not  an 
opportunity  of  taking  care  of  themfclves, 
and  would  run  any  rifque  to  be  free  of  the 
running,  I ffiall  here  mention  fome  few  di^ 
redtion?  relative  to  the  beft  method  of  ufing 
them. 

1.  That  whatever  injedion  is  ufed  it  ought 
not  to  be  made  dronger,  or  more  irritating, 
than  jud  to  raife  a gentle  heat  in  the  urethra, 
but  never  to  create  (harp  pain  or  difficulty  in 
making  water  ; for  I have  fometimes  feen  a 
very  troublefome  dyfuria,^  and  threatening 
inflammation  which  laded  for  fome  hours, 
by  too  fharp  injections  being  ufed  ; befides, 
thefe  djarp  injections  rather  prolong  than 
fhorten  the  diforder. 

2.  That  before  ufing  any  injeCtion,  the 
patient  ought  to  make  water  to  clean  the 
parts,  and  to  prevent  any  of  the  virulent  mat- 
ter from  being  carried  by  the  injeClion  higher 
pp  the  urethra  than  the  feat  of  the  diforder ; 
and  when  once  the  liquor  is  thrown  up  the 
yrethra^  it  ought  to  be  confined  and  kept 

there;, 
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there  (when  the  fyringe  is  drawn  back)  for 
fome  minutes,  by  means  of  gentle  preflure  on 
the  urethra,  made  with  a finger  and  thumb  ; 
and  the  patient  ought  not  to  make  water  for 
fome  time  after  ufing  the  injection,  that  it 
may  not  be  too  foon  wafhed  away. 

3.  That  when  injedions  are  ufed  it  is  al- 
ways advifeable  to  make  the  patient  undergo 
an  alterative  mercurial  courfe  for  fome  time, 
in  order  to  prevent  as  much  as  in  our  power 
the  effedts  of  any  of  the  venereal  matter  that 
may  be  taken  up  into  the  blood ; for  even 
after  every  precaution  has  been  ufed  that  pru- 
dence could  fuggefi:,  fometimes  untoward 
accidents  have  followed  the  ufe  of  injedHons. 

Inftead  of  injedlions,  fome  pradtitioners 
have  made  ufe  of  bougies,  and  have  aflerted 
that  they  have  made  many  cures  of  gonor- 
rhoeas by  their  means,  The  effedt  of  them 
feems  to  depend  on  their  preflTure  gently  irri- 
tating the  urethra,  and  caufing  at  firft  an  in- 
creafed  difchargc,  particularly  from  the  dif- 
cafed  part ; and  afterwards  making  the  vef- 
fels  contradt  and  dry  up  the  running ; they 
may  in  fome  meafure  be  confidered  to  adl  in 
the  fame  way  as  injedlions,  and  the  fame 
precautions  ought  to  be  taken  to  prevent  the 
b^d  of  flopping  the  running  fuddenly. 

The 
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The  bougies  ufed  ought  to  be  of  the  mild 
kind,  made  of  a good  form  and  confidence, 
and  free  from  fliarp  and  irritating  ingre- 
dients. 

SECT.  m. 

Of  gleets » 

IF  the  running  in  a gonorrhoea  changes  its 
colour  from  a greenifh  yelldW,  to  a clear 
ropy,  or  limpid  watery  colour,  and  this  dif- 
charge  continues  long,  it  is  called  a gleet— 
and  where  the  running  continues  for  months, 
even  without  any  change  of  colour,  it  is  of- 
ten, though  improperly,  called  a gleet  like- 
wife. 

In  the  firfl  cafe,  if  there  be  no  other  ,ve- 
nereal  fymptom,  it  is  probable  that  the  viru- 
lency  of  the  original  diforder  is  gone ; in  the 
latter  it  is  always  doubtful,  as  we  have  no 
certain  criterion  to  judge  when  this  happens; 
for  although  the  virulency  is  often  gone  after 
the  diforder  has  continued  for  months,  yet 
this  is  not  always  the  cafe,  for  it  is  fometimes 
kept  up  by  the  virulency  of  the  difeafe  for  a 
long  time.  Sometimes  fuch  gleets  depend 
on  ftridlures  in  the  urethra. 
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In  the  firfl;  cafe,  where  the  difcharge  is 
limpid  and  ropy,  the  cure  requires  the  ufe 
of  the  bark,  and  natural  balfams  ; of  chaly- 
beate mineral  waters,  and  other  ftrengthen- 
ing  remedies — of  a more  liberal  diet,  and 
the  moderate  ufe  of  red  wine — and  fometimes 
exercife,  particularly  on  horfeback,  and  cold 
or  fea-bathing — and  fometimes  the  ufe  of 
bougies,  or  of  the  gentle  aftringent  injedtions 
continued  for  a confiderable  time. — And  Dr, 
Mead  has  recommended  a tindure  of  cantha- 
rides,  with  rhubarb,  g.  guaiac.  and  g.  lac, 
taken  from  30  to  50  drops,  morning  and 
evening,  in  a draught  of  warm  water,  as 
one  of  the  moft  efEcacicus  remedies  he  ever 
tried. 

In  the  fecond  cafe,  where  the  difcharge 
continues  of  a greenifh  yellow  colour,  and 
we  have  reafon  to  fufpedl  that  it  is  kept  up 
by  the  virulency  of  the  diforder,  it  is  fome- 
times neceffary  to  give  mercurials  freely  till 
the  taint  be  entirely  gone,  and  then  to  treat 
it  in  the  fame  manner  as  where  the  difcharge 

is  limpid.

SECT.  IV. 

StriBures  of  the  urethra^ 

Sometimes  ftoppages  or  ftri(5tures  of  the 
urethra  come  on  after  gonorrhoeas. — If 
there  be  any  fufpicion  of  a venereal  taint  that 
muft  be  removed  by  the  general  remedies  to 
be  mentioned  prefently  when  we  treat  of  the 
confirmed  lues  venerea ; but  the  cure  of  this 
particular  fymptom  requires  the  ufe  of  cooling 
opening  medicines,  and  of  foft  mucilaginous 
liquors  and  bougies  ^ introduced  into  the  ure- 
thra, and  kept  a longer  or  fliorter  time  accord- 
ing to  the  effeds  they  produce,  and  as  the 
patient  can  bear  them  without  pain ; and 

* With  refpe6l  to  the  ufe  of  bougies,  it  is  now  generally 
agreed  that  they  aft  more  by  gradually  diflending,  and  bring- 
ing  a gentle  difeharge  from  the  part,  than  by  any  fpecific  vir- 
tue in  the  ingredients  of  which  they  are  made.  And  as  the 
acrid  fubftances  which  have  fometimes  been  ufed  in  their  com- 
pofition  either  as  fpeclfics,  or  with  an  intention  of  promoting 
a large  difeharge  from  the  part,  have  been  found  to  bring  on 
inflammation,  ftrangury,  and  other  troublefome  fymptorns,  they 
are  now  generally  laid  afide,  and  mild  ingredients  ufed  ; and 
what  praftitioners  aim  at  is  to  have  very  fmooth  mild  bougies, 
of  a fufiicient  degree  of  firmnefs,  fupplenefs,  and  tenacity,  to 
be  introduced  into  the  urethra,  to  conform  to  the  motions  of 
the  body,  and  to  lie  eafy  in  the  paffage. 

For  rules  for  making  fuch  bougies,  fee  the  late  Mr.  Sharp’s 
Critical  Enquiry,  chap.  iv. 


where 
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where  the  ftridlures  are  great,  and  there  is 
much  rigidity,  it  fometimes  requires  likewife 
bleeding,  warm  baths  and  fomentations,  and 
in  fome  particular  cafes  the  introduction  of 
fleams  of  warm  liquors  into  the  urethra,  by 
means  of  hollow  bougies  or  catheters. 

SECT.  V. 

Hard  knots  in  the  urethra. 

Hard  knots  which  form  fometimes  la 
the  corpus  cavernofum  urethrae  after 
venereal  complaints,  are  often  very  trouble- 
fome  and  difficult  to  cure. 

Alterative  mercurial  medicines,  and]  the 
decoCtions  ought  to  be  given  to  remove  them  ; 
and  fometimes  after  mercury  has  been  ufed 
freely  without  any  effedt,  they  have  been  re- 
folved  by  the  douches  of  the  Barege  waters^  ; 
whether  the  douches  of  other  warm  waters 
might  not  have  the  fame  effedt  I cannot  fay. 
The  Barege  waters  are  recommended  for  this 
purpofe  in  the  Memoirs  of  the  French  Aca- 
demy of  Surgeons,  and  I have  known  my- 
felf  one  inftance  where  they  were  tried  with 
fuccefs.

SECT.  VI. 

. Swelling  of  the  teficles, 

Swellings  of  the  tefticles,  commonly  called 
hernia'  humorales,  often  follow  the  di- 
minution, or  entire  fuppreffion  of  a gonor- 
rhoea and  their  cure  requires  — repeated 
bleeding  in  the  beginning — antiphlogiftic 
purges — nitrous,  and  other  cooling  medicines 
——the  fufpenfion  of  the  difeafed  part  in  a 
trufs — the  application  of  emollient  and  dif- 
cutient  poultices — mercurial  fridions  on  the 
part— and  when  the  fwelling  begins  to  go 
away,  a gentle  mercurial  alterative  courfe  to 
carry  off  the  venereal  taint. 

Sometimes  thefe  fwellings  go  off  eafily  with 
well  timed  evacuations  in  the  beginning,  and 
the  application  of  the  common  emollient  and 
difculient  fomentations  and  cataplafms. — At 
other  times  I have  feen  the  fwelling  and  in- 
flammation become  very  confiderable,  and 
require  fix  or  feven,  or  more  repeated  bleed- 
ings, and  the  continuation  of  the  antiphlo- 
giftic remedies  for  fome  time  before  the  vio- 
lence of  the  inflammation  was  got  the  better 
of ; and  by  way  of  external  remedies  I have 

found 
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found  none  anfwer  better  than  to  rub  the 
part  with  a mercurial  ointment  made  with 
only  hogs-lard  and  quickfilver,  to  which  fome 
camphor  has  been  added,  and  to  apply  a 
bread  and  milk  poultice  in  which  fome  hem- 
lock has  been  boiled  ; and  fometimes  the  fo- 
menting the  parts  with  emollient  and  difeu- 
tient  liquors  ; and  afterwards  rubbing  and 
bathing  them  with  fpiritus  Mindereri,  or 
putting  cloths  wetted  with  it  to  the  parts  is 
of  fervice. — And  Goulard’s  faturnine  poul- 
tices proves  a good  application  to  others. 

Sometimes  after  the  violence  of  the  pain 
is  gone,  the  fwelling  continues  long,  and 
requires  the  ufe  of  emetics,  and  of  brifle  mer- 
curial purges  to  difeufs  it. — In  fome  cafes, 
where  the  tefticles  continued  fwelled  for 
many  months,  I have  feen  a ftrong  deco(ftion 
of  farfaparilla  drank  to  a quart  a day,  remove 
the  diforder  after  variety  of  mercurials,  pur- 
gatives, and  other  medicines  had  been  tried 
in  vain. 

When  once  fuch  fwellings  begin  to  give 
way,  they  generally  leffen  very  quickly, 
though  a bardnefs  on  the  epididymis  often 
remains  for  months,  or  for  years  afterwards. 

SECT, 
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SECT.  VII. 

Of  the  confirmed  lues  venerea,  or  pox.  ^ 

WHEN  the  venereal  virus  Is  taken  up 
by  the  abforbent  veffels  into  the  lym- 
phatic glands,  or  into  the  blood,  the  difeafe 
is  called  a pox  i and  it  produces  various  mif- 
chiefs  according:  to  the  parts  on  which  it 
falls. 

When  it  is  lodged  in  the  fmall  febaceous 
glands  furrounding  the  neck  of  the  nut,  or 
in  the  cellular  membranes  of  the  glans  penis, 
and  is  fo  acrid  as  to  erode  the  neighbouring 
fibres  and  veffels,  it  then  caufes  little  fpread- 
ing  ulcers  called  chancres. — If  it  be  thrown 
into  the  glands  of  the  groin,  or  of  the  arm- 
pits,  it  occafions  tumors  in  thefe  glands  called 
buboes. — And  when  the  virus  is  taken  up 
into,  and  circulates  with  the  blood,  it  pro- 
duces various  fymptoms  according  to  the  parts 
it  falls  upon,  fuch  as — ulcers  in  the  private 
parts  and  throat — pains  in  the  bones,  which 
are  mofl  fevere  when  warm  in  bed,  or  after 
being  heated  with  exercife,  or  fpirituous  li- 
quors, — ^Eruptions  and  blotches  over  the  (kin, 
particularly  on  the  forehead,  the  nape  of  the 

neck. 
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neck,  and  breaft— a leprous  like  fcurf  on 
many  parts  of  the  body — ^excrefcences  called 
nodi,  tophi,  gummi  on  the  furface  of  the 
bones,  which  appear  mofl:  frequently  on  the 
fkull  and  fliin-bonc-^caries  of  the  fkull,  and 
of  the  fmail  bones  of  the  nofe  and  palate,—^ 
fwellings  and  exulcerations  of  the  fpongy 
ends  of  long  bones* — Excrefcences  from  the 
parts  about  the  anus,  called  mori,  or  fici, 
according  to  their  different  appearances.-^In 
fhort,  when  this  diforder  has  been  allowed 
to  go  on,  it  has  rendered  almofl;  every  bone 
in  the  body  carious,  and  occafioned  ulcers  in 
•very  part. 

. This  poifon  is  obferved  to  attack  the  lym- 
phatic glands,  the  cellular  membranes,  and 
foft  fpongy  parts  of  bones  more  particularly 
than  other  parts ; which  is  owing  to  the  taint-^ 
ed  fluids,  when  once  they  are  thrown  out  of 
the  circulation  into  the  cells  of  thefe  parts, 
remaining  there  and  eroding  and  irritating 
the  parts  about,  fo  as  to  inflame  them,  and 
prevent  their  own  reabforption  into  the  circu-* 
lation  5 and  hence  follows  fwellings  and  fup- 
purations  in  thofe  parts  in  which  the  vitiated 
fluids  are  confined. 

Having  given  a general  hiftory  of  the  dif- 
eafe,  I fhall  next  point  out  the  proper  me-

thods  for  removing  the  general  taint  from 
the  blood,  and  then  mention  the  different 
treatment  that  the  particular  fymptoms  re- 
quire. 

The  Arabians  had  introduced  the  ufe  of 
mercurial  undions  in  the  cure  of  leprous 
and  other  cutaneous  diforders  ; and  as  foon  as 
the  venereal  difeafemade  its  appearance,  phy- 
ficians,  from  the  fimilarity  of  thefe  maladies, 
began  to  ufe  them  for  the  cure  of  the  lues 
venerea  likewife ; but  as  they  were  not  well 
acquainted  with  the  proper  methods  of  ufing 
thefe  undions,  they  generally  threw  their  pa- 
tients into  very  high  falivations,  and  many  of 
them  died  ; fo  that  in  a little  time  moft  prac- 
titioners became  afraid  of  ufing  mercury,  and 
attempted  Uie  cure,  by  bleeding,  purging,  and 
fweating,  and  the  ufe  of  deqodions  of  the 
w^oods ; though  Joannes  de  Vigo,  of  Genoa, 
a famous  phyfician  of  thefe  times,  wrote  a 
treatife  in  the  year  1503,  in  which  he  affures 
us,  that  mercurial  ointment  rubbed  twice  a 
day  on  the  legs  and  arms,  till  the  gums  be- 
gan to  fwell,  and  the  teeth  to  turn  loofifh, 
was  the  beft  and  moft  efficacious  remedy  fortbe 
cure  of  this  diforder  ; and  after  the  refearches 
of  fo  many  years  fince  the  firft  appearance 
of  this  diforder,  no  remedy,  except  mer- 
cury. 
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cury*,  has  as  yet  been  known  efFedlually  to 
deftroy  the  venereal  taint  when  it  has  once  got 

into 

* It  would  be  a very  happy  circumftance  IT  any  mild  ve. 
getable  fubftance  could  be  difcovered  capable  of  curing  this 
diforder,  as  the  elFedts  of  mercury  are  often  prejudicial  to  the 
conftitLition.  Variety  have  been  recommended  and  tried  for 
this  purpofe.  — Deco6tions  of  guaiac  wood,  of  farfaparilla,  &c» 
with  the  alTillance  of  baths,  were,  at  one  time,  faid  to  have 
been  certain  remedies  for  curing  the  venereal  diforder ; but 
after  a hundred  years  experience,'  they  have  been  found  inei- 
fedlual  without  the  affillance  of  mercury. 

Two  or  three  other  vegetable  fubftances  are  flill  recommend- 
ed for  this  purpofe  ; but  I do  not  know  that  any  proper  trial 
has  been  made  of  any  of  them  In  Europe  to  afcertain  their 
virtues. 

The  fumack  root  was  admlniHered  by  a negro  flave  in  Virginia, 
called  Dr.  Papaw,  in  powder ; and  it  is  faid  to  have  cured 
many  people  both  of  the  yaws  and  the  venereal  diforder  in  the 
year  1730.  The  negro  at  firfl  kept  his  remedy  a fecret,  but 
the  alTembly  of  the  province  being  fully  afcerrained  of  the 
cures,  paid  Mrs.  Littlepage,  his  miifrefs,  fixty  pounds  for  his 
freedom,  and  gave  him  an  annuity  for  life  for  difcoverlng  the 
medicil^e,  which  was  fumack  root  finely  powdered,  and  mixed 
with  the  fat  and  dung  of  deer  to  difguife  it ; and  an  account 
of  the  medicine  was  publilhed  in  the  Virginia  Gazette,  by  aiN* 
thority  of  the  afiembly. 

' ’ The  virtues  of  a fpecles  of  the  lobelia,  growing  in  Virginia, 
in  the  cure  of  the  lues  venerea,  was  firft  difcovered  to  the  late 
fir  William  Johnfon,  in  America,  by  the  wild  Indians  ; and 
he  communicated  his  intelligence  to  M.  Kalm,  who  fent  an 
account  of  this  plant  to  Linnteus,  which  was  inferred  in  the 
Swedifh  Tranfadtions,  and  fince  in  the  4th  quarto  volume  of 
Linnasus’s  Amaenitates  Academicae. 

A firong  decodlion  Is  to  be  made  with  four,  five,  or  fix,  or 
more  roots  of  this  plant,  and  the  decodtion  is  to  be  drank  in 
large  quantity  every  morning  for  a fortnight,  or  three  weeks,  or 
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into  the  blood  ; the  decodions  of  the  woods, 
and  of  farfaparilla,  and  other  fubftances,  being 
found  inadequate  to  the  purpofe  without  the 
affiftance  of  mercury. 

Where  there  are  evident  fymptoms  of  a 
confirmed  pox,  the  only  method  of  cure  that 
has  hitherto  been  found  efFedual,  is  to  throw 
in  fuch  a quantity  of  mercury,  either  by  the 
mouth,  or  by  undion,  as  will  bring  on  more 
or  lefs  of  a falivation,  and  to  keep  that  up 
till  moft  of  the  venereal  fymptoms  difap- 
pear. 

The  befl  method  of  raffing  a falivation,  I 
think  is  this. — Before  any  mercury  is  givers, 
if  the  patient  is  plethoric,  a little  blood 
ought  to  be  taken  away,  to  prevent  any  bad 
effeds  from  the  circulation  being,  quickened 
by  the  mercury— and  a dofe  or  two  of  fome 

longer;  if  the  decoction  be  too  ftrortg  and  piirg'es,  it  muft  be 
made  weaker,  or  lowered  with  w'ater;  and  the  patient  mu  ft 
wafli  hlmfelf  with  the  decoftion  as  well  as  drink  it,  and  muft 
live  on  a fpare  vegetable  diet  daring  its  ufe. 

The  fpecies  of  lobelia  here  recommended  grows  in  Virgi- 
nia, and  is  called  by  Morifon,  Hift.  2,  p.  46^,  Rajjunculiis 
galeatus  Virginianus  flore  nolaceo  majore ; and  it  is  thus  de- 
leribed  by  Linnieus  in  his  Horr.  Cliffor.  426.  Lobelia  caulc 
credlo,  foliis  ovato-lanceoktis,  crenatis,  calycum  iinubus  re- 
flexis. 

The  roots  of  the  ceanothus  Americanus,  are  faid  to  be  pof- 
fefled  of  the  fame  virtues,  and  to  be  ufed  in  the  lame  maii- 
nsr ; vid.  Limiaei  Am;eiiiut.  Academ.  voi.  iv.  p.  530* 

gentle 
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gentle  phyfic  ought  to  be  taken  to  clean  the 
bowels  ; and  if  the  patient’s  circumftances 
will  allow  of  it,  he  ought  to  go  three,  four, 
or  more  times  into  the  warm  bath,  in  order 
to  clean  the  lldn  and  render  it  more  perfpir- 
ablc. 

After- this,  if  the  falivation  is  to  be  raifed 
by  internal  medicines,  the  patient  ought  to 
lake  two,  three,  or  four  grains  of  calomel 
(mercur.  dulc,  alb.  fublim.)  rubbed  with  a 
quarter  of  a grain  of  opium,  and  a little 
conferv.  of  rofes ; or  fix  or  feven  grains  of 
quickfilver,  killed  with  honey,  or  balfam 
copaivi,  and  made  up  into  a bolus  or  pills, 
with  powder  of  liquorice,  or  cor\/erve,  twice 
a day. — Or  if  the  falivation  is  to  be  raifed  by 
un(ftion,  to  rub  well  into  the  thighs  or  legs, 
near  a fire,  a drachm  of  mercurial  ointment, 
morning  and  evening — and  one  or  other  of 
thefe  courfes  IS  to  be  continued  till  the  breath 
begins  to  fmell,  and  a bad  tafte  to  be  per- 
ceived in  the  mouth,  and  the  gums  to  fwell 
and  become  painful ; after  which  the  mer- 
cury is  to  be  ufed  more  fparingly,  and  only 
rubbed  in  fuch  quantity  as  to  keep  up  a fpit- 
ting  of  a pint,  or  two  pints,  in  the  twenty- 
four  hours,  for  three  or  four  weeks  or  more 
till  the  fymptoms  have  entirely  difappeared, 
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and  after  that  to  continue  it  a week  or  ten 
days  longer,  if  the  diforder  has  been  very  in- 
veterate, in  order  to  eradicate  it  -totally,  and 
to  prevent  any  danger  of  a relapfe. 

During  this  mercurial  courfe,  the  diet 
ought  to  be  of  the  lighted  kind,  compofed 
modly  of  thin  broths  and  bread,  panada, 
fago,  gruels,  bread  or  rice-pudding,  and 
fuch  like  ; and  the  patient  ought  to  drink 
freely  of  barley,  or  rice-water,  cow-milk 
whey,  orgeate  and  water,  thin  water-gruel, 
&c.  and  to  wafh  and  gargle  the  mouth  fre- 
quently with  fome  warm  mild  liquor. 

When  once  the  falivation  begins  to  decline, 
the  patient  ought  to  drink  daily  a quart  of  the 
decoflion  of  the  farfapariila,  or  of  the  woods, 

and  to  continue  this  courfe  for  fome  little 

\ 

time  after  the  falivation  is  over,  and  then  to 
take  a few  dofes  of  fome  gentle  purgative 
medicine  to  carry  off*  the  remains  of  the  mer- 
cury.—If  after  the  falivation  there  ffiould  be 
any  fufpicion  of  any  of  the  venereal  fymp- 
toms  dill  remaining,  fome  mild  mercurial 
preparation,  given  by  way  of  an  alterative, 
joined  to.  the  ufe  pf  tffe  decodtions^,  and 

conti- 

* 0/  the  LiiJho?i  diet  drlfik. 

The  pliyficians  at  Lifbon  were  generally  believed  to  prepare 
Si  4eco61ipu  more  effipacious  removing  thofe  venereal  com- 

^Uiius 
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continued  for  fome  time,  carries  off  for  the 
moft  part  any  remaining  taint. 

If  during  the  mercurial  courfe  there  fliould 
be  any  danger  of  the  falivation  riling  too 
high,  the  farther  ufe  of  mercury  ought  to  be 
laid  afide  till  that  is  over,  and  the  body  kept 
open,  and  a free  perfpiration  be  kept  up  by 
means  of  warm  diluting  liquors  and  diapho- 
retic medicines. — Or  if  a purging  be  threat- 
ened, the  ufe  of  mercury  ought  to  be  omit- 
ted for  fome  time,  and  the  purging  be  en- 
deavoured to  be  checked  by  mild  opiate  and 
aftringent  medicines,  and  the  ufe  of  anodyne 
clyllers. 

As  a falivation  is  both  very  loathfome  and 
difagreeable  to  patients,  phyficians  have  at- 
tempted to  cure  this  difeafe  by  giving  mercury 
in  fuch  a manner  as  not  to  affedt  the  mouth  5 
and  where  the  taint  is  flight,  or  where  the 

plaints,  which  fometimes  remain  after  a falivation,  than  any 
that  was  known  in  this  country  ; the  following  is  the  receipt 
of  this  deco6Hon,  which  we  have  reafon  to  believe  is  a genuine 
one,  as  it  agrees  in  the  principal  ingredients  with  two  other 
receipts  which  came  through  dlft'erent  channels.

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patient  has  time  to  fpare  to  continue  an  al- 
terative courfe  (as  it  is  called)  long  enough, 
it  will  often  carry  off  venereal  complaints 
which  would  have  feemed  to  have  required 
a falivation  ; though  I do  not  think  any  of 
thefe  courfes  are  fo  certain,  or  fo  much  to  be 
depended  upon,  as  the  falivation. 

The  alterative  methods  commonly  ufed 
are, 

1.  To  foften  and  relax  the  fkin  by  re^ 
peated  tepid  baths,  fo  as  to  render  it  extremely 
perfpirable,  and  afterwards  to  rub  in  freely 
of  mercurial  ointment  till  the  diforder  is 
cured,  flopping  the  fridions  for  fome  time 
if  ever  the  mouth  be  in  the  leaft  affeded. 
At  Montpelier,  the  phyficians  make  their  pa- 
tients go  into  a tepid  bath  for  an  hour  at  a 
time,  and  repeat  thefe  baths  frorh  thirty  to 
eighty  times  before  they  begin  to  ufe  mer- 
cury j 

^ O f the  Montpelier  7tiethod  ly  laths  and  unclio7is,  ' 

A pnyficiaji  who  had  been  often  at  Montpelier,  and  once 
underwent  a courfe  of  mercury  himfelf  at  that  place,  and  af- 
ienvards  went  round  with  feveral  of  the  phyficians  to  vifit 
their  p« dents,  told  me,  that  the  method  prahlifed  there,  which 
they  keep  as  a oreat  fecrct,  is  as  follows.  They  make  their 
patient?  into  a warm  bath,  and  continue  in  it  for  an  hour, 
once  or  tvyiee  a Jay,  or  if  v^ry  weak,  only  once  every  other 
day,  till  they  have  had  from  thirty  to  eighty  baths,  generally 
abentt  fiity  before  any  mercury  is  ufed.  The  baths  are  made 
no  hgtfer  than  \vhat  is  agreeable,  and  they  may  rather  be  call- 
ed 
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cury ; after  which  they  rub  in  large  quanti- 
ties of  mercurial  ointment  without  affedting 

the 

€d  tepid,  than  hot  baths,  and  they  do  not  weaken  as  baths 
commonly  do,  when  made  warmer.  During  this  courfe  of 
bathing  the  patients  walk  about,  but  live  on  a fpare  diet  and 
drink  little  wine. 

After  the  bathings  are  over,  the  patients  begin  to  rub  in  daily 
a very  well  prepared  mercurial  ointment,  in  double  the  quan- 
tity that  is  commonly  ordered  at  other  places  for  raifing  a fa- 
livation ; and  they  continue  thefe  fvidtions  for  five,  fix,  or 
more  weeks  as  neceflary ; during  this  courfe,  the  patient  is 
defired  to  keep  the  houfe,  unlefs  prelfing  bufinefs  require  his 
going  abroad,  when  it  is  permitted  for  a little  every  day  at 
proper  hours,  but  this  is  always  thought  to  be  attended 
with  fome  rifque.  During  the  ufe  of  mercury,  the  patient  is 
confined  to  live  on  a diet  of  ptifans,  weak  broth,  eggs,  and 
milk. 

The  dodor  afiured  me,  that  the  mercury,  when  ufed  after 
thefe  bathings,  never  takes  to  the  mouth,  but  palTes  always 
off  by  infenfible  perfpiration,  even  though  double  or  triple  the 
quantity  of  mercury  is  rubbed  in,  that  would  falivate  a perfon 
who  had  not  ufed  the  baths.  He  told  me,  that  the  taking  a 
few  grains  of  mercury,  or  even  the  rubbing  a very  fmall  quan- 
tity of  mercurial  ointment  on  the  Ikin  ufed  immediately  to  af- 
fect his  own  mouth  and  bring  on  a fpitting ; but  that  after 
having  gone  into  the  baths,  as  above  mentioned,  he  had  rub- 
bed in  an  almofi:  incredible  quantity  of  firong  mercurial  oint- 
ment without  affecting  his  mouth  in  the  leaft. 

During  the  mercurial  courfe,  the  phyficians  do  not  allow 
their  patients  to  change  either  their  body  linen,  nor  their  fiieets 
in  bed. 

The  phyficians  at  Montpelier  reckon  it  a matter  of  great 
moment  to  have  the  mercury  extremely  well  killed,  and  thercr 
fore  even  after  the  quickfilver  feems  to  be  intimately  mixed 
with  the  hog’s  lard,  they  make  it  conftantly  be  rubbed  for 
twenty-four  or  more  hours ; and  the  phyficians  told  the  do6for 
tfiat  experience  had  taught  them^  that  an  ointment 'thus  pre- 
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the  mouth,  and  cure  many  cafes  of  poxes  by 
ihefe  means.  During  the  mercurial  courfe,  the 
patients  live  on  a diet  fimilar  to  the  falivating 
diet  above  recommended ; and  in  warm  wea- 
ther fometimes  they  permit  their  patients  to 
go  abroad  a little  in  the  day  if  they  have  urgent 
bufinefs  j but  in  this  climate  it  is  certainly 
much  more  fafe  for  the  patient  to  keep  the 
houfe,  when  the  blood  is  loaded  with  mer- 
cury. 

I do  not  know  that  ever  the  frequent  bath- 
ings have  been  pra^tifed  here  as  at  Montpe- 
lier ; but  the  common  alterative  methods, 
as  they  are  called,  have  been  ; after  prepar- 
ing the  body  in  the  fame  manner  as  if  a fa- 
livation  was  to  be  raifed,  to  make  the  pati- 
ents rub  ip  a drachm  or  more  of  mercurial 
ointment  every  day  for  two  or  three  days 
fucceffively,  and  then  to  omit  the  frictions 
for  a day  or  two,  to  prevent  the  mercury 
from  taking  to  the  mouth  ; and  to  continue 
thus  rubbing,  with  alternate  intermiffions  of 
fome  days,  till  the  venereal  fymptoms  are  all 
sone,  and  then  to  continue  it  for  fome  little 
time  longer — -or  to  make  the  patient  take 

pared  was  much  more  efficacious  than  the  common  mercurial 
ointment ; and  that  the  quicklilver  with  which  it  was  made, 
was  always  well  purified  by  diftillation  before  it  was  ufed. 

repeated 
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repeated  fmall  dofes  of  fome  of  the  mercurial 
preparations;  ufing  the  proper  precautions  to 
prevent  their  affeding  the  mouth ; and  to. 
perfift  in  the  ufe  of  thefe  medicines  till  the 
venereal  fymptoms  all  difappear,  and  for  fome 
time  after. 

After  the  mercurial  courfe  has  been  con- 
tinued for  a fortnight,  or  three' or  four 
weeks,  the  patients  commonly  are  ordered  to 
drink  from  a pint  to  two  quarts  daily,  either 
of  a ftrong  decodion  of  the  farfaparilla,  or  of 
the  woods,  or  of  the  Lilbon  diet-drink ; 
and  to  continue  fo  to  do  till  the  cure  is  com- 

The  mercurials  adminiftered  in  thefe  alte- 
rative courfes,  have  been  all  thofe  ufed  to 
raife  a faUvation,  only  given  in  fmaller  and 
in  lefs  frequent  repeated  dofes  ; and  fcveral 
pthers,  fuch  as  Keifer*s  pills  Plummer’s 

pills.

Keifer’s  pills  were  firil;  ufed  in  France,  and  by  order  of  the 
late  king,  were  given  in  moll;  venereal  cafes  in  the  French  mi- 
litary hofpitals.  Their  receipt  was  at  firll  kept  a fecret,  but 
has  fince  been  publilhed  by  authority,  by  Monf.  Richard  de 
Hauterfierk,  firft  phylician  to  the  French  armies,  at  the  end 
of  the  fecond  volume  of  his  Recueil  d’Obfervations  de  Medi- 
cine des  Hofpitaux  militaire,  &c.  a Paris,  1 772 by  which  it 
Ihould  appear,  that  they  are  only  a folution  of  the  mercurius 
j)r»cipitatus  per  fe,  in  diHilled  vinegar,  and  made  up  into  pills 
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pills,  &c.  'fy  befides  the  folution  of  corrofivc 
fublimate  in  fpirits,  fo  ftrongly  recommended 
by  the  baron  Van  Sweiten. 

with  manna  : and  the  French  military  furgeons,  whohad  given 
them  as  directed  to  many  patients,  were  of  opinion  that  they 
were  not  more  efficacious  than  other  mild  mercurial  prepara- 
tions in  common  ufe,  for  the  CLwe  of  the  venereal  diforder. 

The  mercury  ufed  for  making  thefe  pills,  is  purified  by  firft 
reducing  it  to  a black  aethiops,  by  fhaking  it  for  a long  time 
vVith  water,  in  a proper  machine  for  the  purpofe,  that  is  turned 
by  a mill;  — and  then  this  aethiops  is  dried,  and  reduced  back 
to  quickfilver  by  diffillation ; and  then  a great  quantity  of 
corabuftible  oily  matter  is  faid  to  be  feparated  from  it,  by 
mixing  it  with  quick-lime,  w'hich  abforbs  the  oil,  and  leaves 
the  mercury  pure  ; and  then  all  the  lime  is  feparated,  by  waffl- 
ing the  mercury  well  in  water,  and  then  drying  it  in  a balneum 
Mariae. 

The  mercury  thus  purified,  is  calcined  in  the  common  way, 
and  reduced  to  a mercurius  calcinatus  perfe,  which  is  diflblved 
in  diililled  vinegar,  by  being  put  in  the  proportion  of  one 
pound  of  mercury  to  eight  of  the  vinegar,  in  a proper  veflel  or 
barrel,  with  a leathering  ftick  (mouffoir)  which  is  played  for 
two  hours  or  more,  till  they  are  intimately  mixed.  — Then 
three  bottles  of  the  vinegar,  containing  two  ounces  of  the  mer- 
cury, are  mixed  with  two  pounds  of  manna,  and  made  up  with 
flour  into  pills  made  the  fiz,e  of  fugar-plums,  which  arc  kept 
for  ufe.  , 

-j-  The  mercurial  falls  now  in  ufe  are  moflly  thofe  where  the 
mercury  is  diflblved  in  the  marine  acid ; though  the  turpith 
mineral,  w'hich  is  a folution  of  mercury  in  the  vitriolic  acid,  is 
fometimes  ufed  as  an  emetic ; and  when  combined  with  calo- 
mel and  camphor,  has  been  often  ufed  as  an  alterative,  and  as 
fuch  has  been  much  recommended  by  the  late  Sir  Edward  Barry. 

The  mercurial  falts,  prepared  with  fpirit  of  nitre,  or  folu- 
tions  of  mercury  in  this  acid,  have  been  found  to  be  extremely 
hurtful  to  the  conflitution,  and  therefore  are  no  more  ufed  by 
cautious  pradlitloners. 


This 
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This  laft-named  medicine,  the  folution  of 
the  corrofive  fublimate  in  fpirita>  in  the  pro- 
portion of  one  grain  of  the  fublimate  to  two 
ounces  of  brandy,  is  faid  to  have  cured  many 
hundreds  of  patients  in  the  word:  ftages  of  the 
venereal  diforder,  by  taking  from  half  an 
ounce  to  an  ounce  of  it  morning  and  evening, 
and  drinking  after  each  dofe  a pint  of  barley- 
water,  mixed  with  a third  part  of  milk;  while 
the  patients  lived  upon  broth,  barley,  rice, 
mild  plain  boiled  or  roafted  meat ; and  ab- 
ftained  from  wine,  dryder,  beer,  acids,  and 
fat  and  faked  meats. — But  with  refpedl  to 
the  corrofive  fublimate,  I mufi:  obferve,  that 
although  I think  it  a very  ufeful  medicine  in 
many  cafes,  I do  not  think  that  it  can  be  de- 
pended upon  for  the  cure  of  a confirmed  lues 
venerea ; for  I have  often  feen  it  fail,  and  in 

t 

other  cafes  1 have  feen  it  carry  off  the  fymp- 
toms,  and  feemingly  make  a complete  cure  ; 
yet  in  fome  months  after  the  diforder  has  re- 
turned, without  any  fufpicion  of  a frefli  in- 
fection ; and  therefore  I have  concluded,  that 
either  it  is  not  fufficiently  efficacious  for  era- 
dicating a confirmed  lues  venerea,  or  that  the 
ufe  of  it  mud  be  continued  for  a long  time 
after  the  fymptoms  have  difappeared,  which 
is  what  few  patients  will  conform  to  : be- 

fides. 
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fides,  I have  been  of  late  informed,  that  its 
long  continued  ufe  has  proved  very  prejudi- 
cial to  the  health  of  many  perfons  who  have 
taken  it. 

In  flight  cafes  I have  found  it  a very  ufe- 
ful  remedy  ; and  given  in  fmall  dofes,  with 
decodtions  of  farfaparilla,  after  a falivation,  I 
have  known  it  to  carry  off  eruptions,  and 
other  flight  fymptoms,  ^ which  have  not 
yielded  to  the  other  mercurial  remedies 
which  had  been  before  given. — As  the  folu- 
tion  is  apt  to  run  off  by  the  bowels,  it  is  often 
neceffary  to  add  a few  drops  of  laudanum  to 
it,  or  to  make  the  patient  take  fome  of  the 
mixtura  Fracaflorii  during  its  ufe.  And  I 
think  that  the  folution  made  with  water, 
with  the  addition  of  a little  fpirit  of  laven- 
der, is  a preferable  medicine  to  that  made 
of  the  pure  fpirits. 

Of  'particular  fymptoms. 

Having  taken  notice  of  the  principal  me- 
thods for  removing  the  taint  from  the  blood, 
we  (hall  next  enquire  into  any  particularities 
that  belong  to  fbme  of  the  particular  fymp- 
toms.

SECT.  VIIL 

Buboes, 

Buboes,  or  fwelllngs  of  the  glands  of 
the  groin,  as  I before  obferved,  are  ei- 
ther produced  by  the  virus  venereum  being 
carried  diredly  to  thofe  glands  by  the  lym- 
phatics of  the  genitals,  or  by  the  blood  be- 
ing tainted,  and  part  of  the  venereal  virus 
thrown  upon  them.  — In  the  firfl:  cafe,  they 
may  be  the  only  fymptoms  of  the  veneral 
difordcr,  in  the  fecond  they  are  always  at- 
tended with  others. 

They  arc  removed  in  two  ways,  either  by 
difcuffingHhem,  or  by  bringing  them  to  fup- 
puration  ; and  it  has  been  much  difputed 
among  praditioners  which  of  thefe  two  me- 
thods ought  to  be  purfued.  In  my  opinion,, 
wherever  there  is  no  other  fymptoms  of  a 
pox,  it  is  always  bed  to  bring  them  to  fup- 
puration  ; becaufe  if  we  difcufs  them,  we 
make  the  venereal  virus  pafs  through  the 
tumified  gland  into  the  blood,  and  therefore 
may  be  in  danger  of  poxing  the  patient  j and 
though  it  mud  be  owned,  that  they  often  dif- 
cufs without  any  fuch  accident,  yet  we  have 
many  examples  of  a confirmed  pox  following 

their 
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their  difcuffion.  But  where  there  are  evident 
iympioms  of  a confirmed  pox,  that  requires 
a mercurial  courfe,  if  the  buboes  fhould,  in 
the  courfe  of  the  general  cure,  begin  to  go 
away,  I think  we  may  then  with  fafcty  pro- 
mote their  difcuffion. 

Buboes  are  difcuffed — by  a low  diet— by 
bleeding — by  purging  — by  the  application 
of  difcutient  fomentations  and  cataplafms— 
by  rubbing  the  thighs  and  inguinal  glands 
with  mercruial  ointment — and  by  an  altera- 
tive mercurial  courfe,  which  always  ought  to 
be  purfued,  even  where  the  other  iymptoms 
have  not  required  it. 

They  are  brought  to  fuppuration — by  al- 
lowing the  patient  a free  diet  — by  the  ap- 
plication of  emollient  and  ftimulating  poul- 
tices and  plafters. 

When  once  they  are  fully  fuppurated, 
the  cure  is  to  be  completed  by  opening  the 
abfcefs,  either  with  a knife  or  with  cauftic  j 
and  afterwards  treating  it  as  a common  ul- 
cer ; only  when  the  fore  begins  to  heal,  the 
patient  ought  to  undergo  a mercurial  altera- 
tive courfe,  drinking,  with  the  mercury,  the 
decodlion  of  farfaparilla,  or  fome  other  of  the 
antivenereal  decodtions. 


Some* 
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Sometimes  buboes  put  on  the  appearance 
of  foul  fores,  and  difcharge  a very  thin  ichor- 
ous matter,  and  are  extremely  difficult  to 
heal.  Where  this  proceeds  from  the  viru- 
lence of  the  diforder,  mercury  and  the  anti-* 
venereal  decodtions  are  the  proper  remedies ; 
but  where  the  thinnefs  of  the  juices  comes 
from  a long  continued  ufe  of  mercury,  it  is 
often  neceflary  to  make  the  patient  lay  afide 
the  ufe  of  all  mercurials,  and  live  on  milk 
and  other  eafy  digefted  food,  and  take  the 
bark  freely,  while  he  drinks  a quart  of  the 
decodlion  of  the  farfaparilla  daily. 

Sometimes  buboes  remain  long  hard,  and 
will  neither  difcufs  nor  come  to  fuppuration  ; 
in  which  cafe,  after  all  means  have  been 
tried  to  make  them  do  one  or  the  other  in 
vain,  they  ought  to  be  extirpated,  if  they  are 
fo  fituated  that  it  can  be  done  without 
danger.

Chancres. 

Chancres,  or  little  venereal  ulcers  on 
the  private  parts,  are  either  the  only 
fymptoms,  or  are  the  attendants  of  other  ve- 
VoL.ri,  ^ S nereal 
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nereal  complaints,  — When  they  are  Angle, 
they  are  fometimes  cured  by  gentle  purgative 
and  mercurial  alterative  medicines,  fuch  as 
the  folution  of  the  corrofivc  fublimate,  or  by 
gentle  mercurial  fridions,  and  the  ufe  of  the 
decodion  of  the  farfaparilla.—  However,  it 
ought  to  be  obferved,  that  chancres  are  the 
nioft  deceitful  fymptoms  we  meet  with  in 
this  diforder  5 and  that  in  mofl;  cafes  the  pa- 
tient ought  either  to  undergo  a gentle  faliva- 
tion,  or  an  alterative  courfe,  continued  for 
fomc  time  after  the  chancres  have  difappear- 
ed  ; for  where  thcfe  precautions  are  not  ufed, 
frequently  after  fome  time  the  venereal  dif- 
order breaks  out  afrelh,  in  form  of  buboes, 
chancres,  ulcers  of  the  throat,  and  pains  in 
the  bones ; and  the  worfi:  venereal  cafes  I 
have  ever  fecn  followed  the  bad  treatment  of 
chancres. 

While  patients  are  under  the  mercurial 
courfe,  the  chancres  are  to  be  kept  clean, 
and  proper  dreflings  applied.  If  the  lips  of 
chancres  prove  callous.  Dr.  Turner  has  re- 
commended the  ufe  of  mercurial  fumigations 
to  difeufs  and  heal  them,  and  likewife  for 
the  cure  of  other  venereal  fores : and  fur- 
geons  have  applied  various  difeutient,  mer- 
curial, aftringent,  digeftive,  and  gentle  efeha- 

rotic 
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rotic  ointments,  to  remove  their  callous 
/ edges  ; and  at  laft  have  often  been  obliged  to 
touch  them  with  the  lunar  cauftic,  or  to  cut 
them  away  with  the  knife. 

Chancres  fometimes  go  away  vdry  eafily^ 
and  at  other  limes  continue  to  increafe  till 
the  general  method  of  cure  is  purfued,  and 
the  mercury  begins  to  be  felt  in  the  mouths 
— Sometimes,  where  the  vebereal  taint  is  very 
virulent,  they  make  an  extremely  rapid  pro* 
grefs,  and  are  in  danger  of  eating  away  the 
glans  penis,  or  other  parts  they  are  con- 
tiguous to,  in  a very  fliort  time,  if  timely  af* 
fiftance  is  not  given.  — I have  feen  chancres 
which  have  made  deep  fores  in  the  neck  of 
the  nut,  and  a hole  in  the  prepuce  that  would 
admit  a finger,  in  a few  days  after  their  firft 
appearance  j and  I have  feen  the  whole  nut 
eat  away  in  a fortnight’s  time. 

Such  cafes  require  to  be  attended  to  im* 
mediately ; they  are  generally  accompanied 
with  a good  deal  of  fwelling  and  infiamma- 
tion  of  the  parts ; and  the  cure  requires  fre« 
and  repeated  bleeding,  according  to  the  vio- 
lence of  the  fymptoms  — the  emptying 
the  bowels  by  a dofe  or  two  of  falls,  or 
other  cooling  phyfic — the  drinking  freely  of 
barley-water,  or  other  cooling  diluting  It-

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quors,  with  nitre ; and  in  fliort,  to  follow 
out  the  antiphlogiftic  method  of  cure ; at 
the  fame  time,  that  immediately  after  the 
bleeding  the  patient  rubs  in  a drachm  or 
more  of  the  mercurial  ointment  mornine 


and  evening,  fo  as  to  throw  the  mercury 
into  the  blood  as  foon  as  poffible  ; for  I 
have  obferved,  that  we  often  cannot  check 
the  progrefs  of  the  diforder  till  the  mercury 
begins  to  affeft  the  mouth  ; after  this  hap- 
pens, we  are  to  proceed  as  directed  in  the 
general  cure. 


Of  *ve7iereal  ulcers  in  the  throat  and  in  other 
partSi  and  of  the  venereal  cancer^ 


ENEREAL  ulcers  in  the  throat  require 


the  general  method  of  cure  ^ and  to 
be  frequently  wafhcd  with  fome  detergent 
gargle,  and  fumigated  with  cinnabar  in  the 
method  recommended  in  the  Edinburgh  Me- 
dical Eflays;  and  when  fuch  ulcers  appear 
foul,  fometimes  touching  them  with  fome 
gentle  efcharotic,  has  been  of  fervice. 

Ulcers  in  the  other  parts  require  the  fame 
treatment  as  chancres : and  I (hall  gniy  far-^

ther 
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ther  obferve  of  chancres,  and  other  venereal 
fores,  that  fometimes  through  the  virulency 
of  the  diforder,  and  too  rough  treatment, 
they  have  degenerated  into  a kind  of  can- 
cerous fore,  not  to  be  cured  by  any  reme- 
dies j of  which  I have  given  a melancholy 
inftance,  in  the  fecond  volume  of  the  Medi- 
cal Tranfadions  publiftied  by  the  college  of 
phyficians  in  London. 

SECT.  XI. 

Of  venereal  ulcers  with  carious  bo7ies. 

VENEREAL  ulcers  with  carious  bones, 
efpecially  of  the  nofe  and  palate,  ought 
'to  be  kept  clean  by  frequent  mild  ablutions  j 
and  in  purfuing  the  general  cure,  we  odght 
to  be  cautious  in  the  ufe  of  mercury,  in  not 
giving  it  in  too  large  quantity ; otherwife 
we  may  quicken  the  circulation  too  much, 
and  bring  on  a high  falivation,  that  may  be  in 
danger  of  making  the  caries  fpread.  A flow 
courfe,  with  the  farfaparilla  or  Lifbon  de- 
codlions,  is  preferable,  and  generally  fucceeds 
better  than  a high  falivation  in  fuch  cafes  ; 
and  frequently  it  is  necelTary  to  continue  a

These  excrefcences  fometimes  remain 
after  a falivation  j and  it  is  neceffary 
to  make  the  patient  continue  an  alterative 
^pourfe  for  fome  time  after  it,  while  mercu- 
rial and  other  difcutient  applications  are  made 
to  the  tumours,  or  fome  gentle  aftringent  or 
efcharotic  powder,  fuch  a«  the  powder  of  la- 
pis calaminaris;,  or  of  the  fabin,  &c.  are 
fprinkled  pver  them  \ and  if  thefe  mild  me- 
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thods  have  not  the  delired  effeft,  it  is  fome- 
times  neceffary  cither  to  eat  them  away 
with  cauftic,  or  to  extirpate  them  with  the 
knife. 


SECT.  XIV. 

Of  venereal  nodes ^ tophi ^ gummi, 

These  excrefcences  on  the  furface,  or 
tumefadions  of  t(he  fubftance  of  the 
t)one,  commonly  yield  to*  the  general  cure, 
and  rubbing  the  parts  with  mercurial  oint- 
ment, and  the  application  of  other  difeutient 
remedies.  The  Lilbon  diet-drink  formerly 
mentioned,  joined  to  the  ufe  of  a mild  alter- 
ative mercurial  courfe,  after  a falivation,  has 
been  found  to  have  a remarkable  good  effedt 
in  removing  them,  if  they  have  not  already 
made  the  bone  below  carious,  or  are  come  to 
fuppuration.  Thefe  venereal  tumours  have 
generally  been  obferved  to  begin  in  the  peri-* 
ofteum  on  the  outfide  of  bones  that  lie  neareft 
to  the  furface  of  the  body,  which  has  been 
conjedured  to  be  owing  to  the  cold  contrad- 
ing  thofe  veffels  more  than  thofe  which  lie 
deeper.  Surgeons  have  advifed,  fo  foon  as

fuch  tumours  are  obferved  on  the  furface  of 
bones,  to  make  an  incifion  into  them,  and 
to  promote  a fuppuration  from  the'part;  be- 
caule  they  think  that  by  thefe  means  the  ve- 
nereal virus  is  evacuated,  and  a caries  of  the 
bone  prevented,  which  often  follows  where 
this  is  ncgledted,  even  though  the  fwelling 
be  removed  by  a courfe  of  mercury. 

The  late  Mr.  Freke,  in  his  ElTay  on  Heal- 
ing, publiftied  A.  D.  1748,  adVifes  an  inci- 
fion  to  be  made  quite  round  fuch  tumouK, 
fo  as  to  go  quite  through  the  peribfteum  to 
the  bone;  and  then  if  the  bone  is  found  to 
be  carious,  to  raife  the  whole  rniddle  part  by 
means  of  proper  inftruments,  ' 

CHAP.  XXIV. 

, . ^ Of  the  itch. 

There  was  no  diforder  fo  common  in 
the  military  hofpitals  as  the  itch.  It 
is  of  an  infedious  nature,  and  now  moft  com- 
monly believed  to  be  entirely  owing  to  little 
infc(fts  lodged  in  the  fldn,  which  many  au- 
thors aflirm  they  have  feen  in  the  puftules  by 

the 
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the  help  of  a microfcope ; and  that  the  dif- 
order  is  entirely  communicated  by  infcdion, 
and  does  not  arifefrom  any  fault  in  the  fluids 
or  folids. 

It  has  been  long  believed,  that  inter- 
nal medicines  have  little  or  no  efFedl  in  re- 
moving this  diforder ; and  that  only  exter- 
nal remedies,  which  come  immediately  in 
contadl  with  the  parts  afFedled,  are  capable 
of  making  a cure  5 which  has  been  brought 
as  a farther  proof  that  the  itch  is  owing  to 
animalcules  or  infedts ; as  it  is  alledged,  that 
no  remedies  will  cure  the  diftemper,  but 
fuch  as  are  capable  of  killing  them. 

Although  this  is  the  general  received_opi- 
nion,.yet  Dr.  Albert' Hen,  Aug®. -Helmich  * 
fays,  that  he  has^  often  cured' tfe  itCh  by  the 
uk  of  the  following  remedies.  R Aq.  feeni- 
cul,  & aq.  menth;  aa,  ‘menfuras  iv."(vel  lib. 
xij.)  flor.-papav.  rboead.  pug.  i.  ol.  vitriol, 
drachm,  ij.  m.  eapiat'  cochlear.  1“  4^  die  5 
6c  deirt  Omni  trihorio,  & tandem  omni  bihoria. 
—At  the  fame  time  that  he  ordered  the  pa- 
tient to  take  every  other  night  a fcruple,  or

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half  a drachm  of  the  following  powder : 
R Pulv*  rhabarb,  nitri  aa,  drach  ij.  conch, 
ppt  antimon.  diaphor.  drach  i.-— 'And  gave 
for  common  drink  what  he  calls  the  fpecies 
mundificantes  j— and  every  5th  or  6th  night 
a gentle  purge. 

He  fays  tbefe  medicines  brought  out  at 
firft  a large  quantity  of  eruptions,  but  cured 
the  diforder  in  three  or  four  weeks. 

The  medicines  which  are  moft  commonly 
ufed  for  the  cure  of  the  itch  are*  mercury, 
white  helebore,  and  fulphur. 

Mercurial  fridionsMon  the  part  are  often 
made  ufe  of, .and  fometimes  with  fuccefs, 
though  they  are  by  no  means  to  be  depended 
upon  for  a cure  5 be  (ides,  that  they  are 
liable  to  throw  the  patients  into  a falivation, 
as  I have  fee n happen  mosfe  than  once  5 for, 
which  reafons  I would  never  reeornmend 
this  method  where  the^patient  labours  un- 
der no  other  diforder  which  rec^uires  the  ufe 
of^meTcmyi  an<j  would  confine  it  entirely  to 
cafes  where  patientsr,/having  the  itch,  la- 
bour at  the  fame  time  under  the  lues  vene- 
rea, and  require  the  free  ufe  of  mercurial 
friaions]  under  fuch  cirqumfiances,  the 
mercurial  ointment  may  be  as  well  rubbed 
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on  the  parts  afFedled  with  the  itch  as  upon 
any  other. 

The  powder  of  the  root  of  white  hele- 
bore,  made  up  into  an  ointment  with  hogs 
lard,  or  a ftrong  decodlion  of  it  in  wa- 
ter, rubbed  on  the  parts,  will  often  cure 
the  itch ; but  it  is  a (harp  medicine,  and 
generally  fmarts,  and  fomctimes  inflames 
the  parts  on  which  it  is  rubbed  ; and  there- 
fore it  is  not  fo  commonly  ufcd,  as  wc 
know  a much  furer  and  milder  remedy; 
though  I have  cured  fome  pfeople  with  the 
hclebore  lotion,  without  any  inconvenience, 
who  would  not  ufe  thefulphur,  on  account  of 
its  fmell. 

Sulphur  is  the  moft  certain  and  eafy  euro 
for  the  itch  of  any  we  know,  and  perhaps 
is  more  certain  in  the  cure  of  this  difor- 
der,  than  almoft  any  other  medicine  in  any 
other  diforder  whatever.  We  ufed  it  in 
form  of  the  fulphur  ointment  of  the  London 
difpenfatory,  of  which  one,  two,  or  morer 
drachms,  were  rubbed  in  every  night,  in 
proportion  to  the  extent  of  the  parts  afFcdled. 
Thefe  undions  were  continued  from  four  or 
five  to  ten  or  twelve  nights,  according  to  the 
violence  and  continuance  of  the  diforder* 
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Mofl:  patients  were  cured  in  a few  days  ; 
others  required  a longer  time. 

In  place  of  the  fulphur  ointment,  fome  of 
the  furgeons  at  Coxheath  ufed  fulphur  in  the 
following  form,  which  they  faid  anfwered 
every  purpofe  of  the  ointment,  and  was  much 
more  cleanly  for  the  men,  in  not  dirtying  their 
cloaths,  or  giving  them  a ftrong  fetid  ful- 
phureous  fmell.— They  fet  two  quarts  of 
milk  into  a veflel,  and  let  it  (land  till  it  turn- 
ed four  and  curdled  ; then  they  feparated  the 
curd  from  the  whey,  and  mixed  it  with  3, 
fufficient  quantity  of  flowers  of  fulphur  to 
make  it  the  thicknefs  of  an  eledary,  and 
made  their  men  rub  with  it  morning  and 
evening. 

As  fulphur  rubbed  on  the  fkin  tends  to 
obftru(ft  the  perfpiration,  we  generally  or- 
dered a purge,  to  be  given  before  rubbing  the 
fulphur  ointment,  and  in  full  habits  fome- 
l;imes  ordered  a little  blood  to  be  taken  away ; 
and  put  the  patients  all  under  a low  diet.  Af- 
ter the  diforder  feemed  to  be  removed,  they 
took  another  dofe  or  two  of  phyfic,  to  carry  off 
any  impurities  that  might  have  been  thrown 
upon  the  bowels,  during  the  ufe  of  the  ful- 
phur ointment.  In  inveterate  cafes,  the  ful- 
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phur  was  given  internally  at  the  fame  time 
that  the  patient  rubbed  with  the  oint- 
ment*. 

After  the  cure  of  the  itch,  it  was  neceflary 
to  have  the  linen  and  cloaths  of  the  patients 
well  cleaned  and  purified  before  ufing,  in  or- 
der to  prevent  a frefli  infedion. 

It  is  generally  believed  (though  denied  by  , 
fome)  that  fulphur,  taken  internally,  enters 
the  blood ; and  its  fleams  are  thrown  off  by 
the  perfpiratory  vefTels,  and  affifts  more  ef- 
fedlually  to  deflroy  the  infecfls  and  their  ovula, 
which  give  rife  to  the  itch  ; but  whether 
this  effed:  be  true  or  not,  I found  it  to  an- 
fwer  another  very  good  purpofc ; which  was 
to  keep  the  belly  rather  loofe,  while  the  pa- 
tient ufcd  the  undion  ; and  in  this  way  it 
carried  off  thofe  humours  which  ought  to 
have  pafTed  off  by  the  fkin  ; and  for  that  rea- 
fon,  when  it  had  not  that  efFed,  we  joined 
fome  lenitive  eledary  to  it. 

Some  people  have  recommended  wafh  balls  made  of  four 
parts  of  flowers  of  fulphur,  and  one  of  powdered  ginger,  and 
a fuflicient  quantity  of  the  coarfe  foft  black  foap,  to  make  them 
into  balls,  as  an  efficacious  and  cleanly  method  of  ufing  ful- 
phiir.  Thefe  balls  are  to  be  ufed  with  water  for  waffling  the 
affeded  parts  two  or  three  times  a day,  in  the  fame  manner  as 
the  common  walh-balls  are  ufed  for  waffling  the  hand?. 

There 
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There  is  one  thing  to  be  obferved  with 
regard  to  fulphureous  undions,  which  is, 
that  we  ought  not  to  ufe  them  too  foon  with 
people  recovering  out  of  fevers,  or  other  dif- 
orders  which  bring  them  low  j otherwifc 
there  will  be  danger  of  bringing  on  a relapfe, 
which  I have  often  obferved  to  happen  in 
military  hofpitals,  where  the  itch  has  ap- 
peared as  the  patients  were  recovering  from 
fevers  and  other  diforders,  and  the  undlions 
were  ufed  too  foon : but  whether  thefe  re- 
lapfes  were  owing  to  the  fulphureous  unc- 
tion’s flopping  up  the  pores  of  the  Ikin, 
and  obflrudting  a free  perfpiration,  or  to  pa- 
tients being  more  apt  to  take  cold  while  they 
ufed  the  fulphur  ointment,  than  at  any  other 
time,  is  what  I cannot  determine ; but  to 
me  it  feems  moft  probable,  that  thefe  unc- 
tions rather  obftrudl  the  perfpiration  ; and 
that  when  they  arc  ufed  too  foon  with  peo- 
ple recovering  from  fevers,  efpecially  thofe 
of  the  putrid  kind,  they  prevent  thofe  par- 
ticles from  pafling  off  by  the  (kin,  which  it 
was  neceflary  fliould  be  evacuated,  in  order 
to  ffee  the  body  from  the  feeds  of  the  fever, 
or  other  diforders  the  patients  laboured  un- 
der, But  however  this  be,  experience  has 
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fliewn,  that  we  ought  not  to  attempt  the 
cure  of  the  itch,  in  patients  To  circumdanced^ 
till  their  ftrength  be  in  a great  meafure  re- 
eftabliflbed,  otherwife  there  will  be  danger 
of  a relapfe ; and  likewife,  that  patients 
ufing  fulphur  externally,  ought  to  be  parti- 
cularly on  their  guard  againft  catching  cold* 

This  obfervation  of  peoples  being  fo  apt 
to  relapfe  after  fevers  by  the  too  early  ufe  of 
fulphureous  unedion,  is  a ftrong  proof  of  the 
ufefulnefs  of  keeping  the  body  open  during 
the  time  of  rubbing,  and  of  purging  the  pa- 
tient afterwards ; as  by  thefe  means  we  may 
carry  off  by  the  bowels  thofe  particles  which 
could  not  pafs  by  the  fkin  ; and  I think,  fo 
far  as  I have  been  able  to  obferve,  thofe  peo- 
ple have  been  lefs  fubjedt  to  relapfe  into  fe- 
vers where  this  caution  has  been  ufed  than 
where  it  has  been  negleded. 

That  fpecies  of  the  itch  where  it  forms 
fmall  ulcers  or  puftules  in  the  Ikin,  is  the 
word  kind,  and  moft  contagious,  and  feems 
to  take  its  rife  from  the  common  itch  conti- 
nuing long,  and  making  its  way  deeper  into 
the  flein.  The  cure  is  the  fame,  only  this 
requires  more  frequent  undtions,  and  thofe 
to  be  continued  longer,  than  before  the  dif- 
order  has  taken  fuch  deep  root. 


It 
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It  was  no  uncommon  thing  to  fee  the  itch 
appear  again,  fome  weeks  after  it  hadfeemingly 
been  cured  by  the  ufe  of  fulphureous  unc- 
tions; which  moft  commonly  happened  to 
thofe  who  were  in  too  great  a hurry  to  get 
well,  and  left  off  the  ufe  of  the  undions 
too  foon.  Such  returns  of  the  itch  were 
generally  cured  by  the  repetition  of  the  fame 
treatment  as  before. 
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Omitted  by  miftake  at  the  end  of  Se6f.  2.  of  the  chap- 
ter on  Small-Pox,  where  it  fhould  have  been  inferred. 


HAT  has  been  fald  of  the 


fmall-pox  is  equally  applicable  to  the 


confluent ; and  therefore  I fhall  only  farther 
obferve, 

1.  That  the  lymptoms  are  nearly  the  fame, 
but  infinitely  more  violent  in  the  confluent 
kind — that  the  pain  of  the  head,  back,  and 
loins,  are  much  more  fevere ; and  that  the 
eruption  appears  much  fooner,  commonly  on 
the  3d  day,  and  fometimes  fooner,  and  at 
firft  cannot  often  be  diftinguifhed  from  the 
meafles. 

That  the  puftules  are  fmall  and  flat,  and 
run  together,  and  fometimes  cover  the  whole 
body. 

2.  That  in  a day  or  two  after  the  erup- 
tion appears,  fometimes  fooner,  a falivation 
comes  on  in  adults  (and  a purging  in  young 
children)  ; and  that  the  faliva  difcharged  at 
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firfl:  is  thin  and  in  large  quantity  ; but  about 
the  yth  or  8th  day  becomes  more  tough  or 
vifeid,  and  begins  to  leflen  in  quantity  about 
the  8th  or  9th  5 at  which  time  the  hands  and 
feet  fwell,  if  they  were  not  fwelled  before. 

3 That  the  matter  does  not  dry  and  fall 
off  in  fcabs,  fo  ibon  as  in  the  diftindt ; and 
that  the  diforder  will  fometimes,  where  it 
ends  favourably,  run  on  till  the  i8th  or  19th 
day,  before  we  can  declare  the  patient  to  be 
out  of  danger  ; and  will  at  other  times  be 
protraded  till  the  24th  or  25th  days,  and  the 
patient  fink  at  laft  under  it, 

4.  That  it  is  common  for  the  parts  on 
which  the  weight  of  the  body  refts  to  mor- 
tify, unlefs  great  care  be  taken  to  prevent  it; 
and  often  abfeeffes  form  in  different  parts  of 
the  body  at  the  end  of  this  fort  of  fmall-pox. 

That  the  treatment  ought  to  be  in  many 
refpeds  nearly  the  fame  as  in  the  diftind 
kind. 

I,  That  early  in  the  diforder  if  the  puf- 
tules  appear  to  be  of  a bad  fort,  and  do  not 
rife  and  fill  properly,  the  bark,  where  the 
breathing  is  not  affeded,  has  been  found  to 
be  a good  remedy,  to  fupport  the  vis  vita' ; 
and  to  affift  in  making  the  fmall-pox  fill  and 
maturate  kindly. 
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That  when  the  falivation  comes  on, 
care  ought  to  be  taken  to  fupply  the  patients 
plentifully  with  mild  diluting  liquors  fof 
drink  ; and  to  make  them  wa(h  their  mouths 
and  gargle  frequently  with  mild  acefcent 
liquors. 

3.  That  if  the  fpitting  flops,  and  the 
hands  and  feet  do  not  fwell,  that  the  bathing 
the  feet,  and  the  applying  emollient  poultices 
to  the  hands  and  feet,  is  often«of  fervice  j as 
is  fometimes  the  application  of  blifters  to 
thefe  parts  after  the  poultices  are  removed. 

4.  That  if  the  pulfe  be  low,  and  the  pa- 
tient in  danger  of  finking,  that  wine  and 
cordials  are  required. 

5.  That  if  a diarrhoea  comes  on,  at  this 
period,  which  relieves  the  breathing,  it  ought 
not  to  be  flopt  1 as  it  fometimes  carries  ofF 
the  variolous  matter,  and  prevents  its  failing 
on  the  lungs ; and  we  know  that  a purging 
in  children  fupplies  the  place  of  a falivation 

• in  adults. 

6.  That,  at  the  turn,  if  the  patient  is  at- 
tacked with  a difficulty  of  breathing,  oxymel. 
of  fquills,  and  other  pedoral  medicines,  ought 
to  be  given  ; and  fometimes  the  application 
of  bliflers  is  of  ufe ; and  at  other  times  an 
emetic,  to  loofen  and  bring  up  the  defluxion, 
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becomes  neceflary ; and  in  fome  particular 
cafes,  where  the  difficulty  of  breathing  is 
great,  and  the  patient  ftrong,  bleeding  is  the 
only  remedy  capable  of  giving  relief ; and 
purging  at  this  time  has  fometimes  been  of 
fervice. 

7.  That  fometimes  the  furface  of  the  puf- 
tules  dries,  and  confines  a large  quantity  of 
matter  below,  which  keeps  up  a fever,  and 
occafions  troitblefome  fymptoms  ; and  that 
in  fuch  cafes,  the  application  of  poultices 
to  foftcn  the  crufts,  and  making  incifions 
■through  them  to  let  out  the  matter,  becomes 
neceflary. 

8.  That  Mr.  Holwell,  in  his  Account  of 
the  Manner  of  inoculating  the  Small-pox 
in  the  Eaft.  Indies,  publifhed  in  the  year 
1767,  by  Becket  and  De  Hondt,  bookfellers, 
recommends  the  opening  of  the  puftules, 
whilft  the  matter  continues  in  a fluid  ftate ; 
and  fays,  that  fo  great  dependence  have  the 
eaftern  pradtitioners  on  opening  the  puftules 
in  the  malignant  fort,  that  where  this  has 
been  neglected,  they  pronounce  the  ilFue  fa- 
tal. In  very  critical  cafes,  he  fays,  they  will 
not  truft  the  operation  of  opening  the  puf- 
tules to  the  nurfes  and  relations,  but  engage 
in  it  themfelves  with  amazing  patience  and 

folicitude  : 
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folicitude : and  I have  frequently  known 
them  thus  employed  for  many  hours  toge- 
ther ; and  when  it  has  been  zealoufly  perfe- 
vered  in,  1 hardly  ever  knew  it  fail  of  either 
entirely  preventing  the  fecond  fever,  or  mi- 
*tigating  it  in  fuch  fort,  as  to  render  it  of  no 
confequence.  In  various  inflances  which  I 
have  been  a witnefs  to,  in  my  own  and  others 
pradtice,  I have  feen  the  puftules  in  the  con- 
tiguous kind,  upon  being  fuccefsfully  open- 
ed, fill  again  to  the  fourth  and  fifth  time, 
and  in  the  confluent,  to  the  fixth,  and  fe- 
venth,  and  eighth  time.  In  the  very  diiiindt 
kind,  they  will  not  fill  again  more  than 
once  or  twice,  and  fometimes  not  at  all, 
which  was  a plain  indication  that  the  whole 
virus  of  the  difeafe  Vv^as  expelled  in  the  firll 
eruption.  , 

The  praditioners  perforate,  with  a very 
fine  (harp -pointed  thorn,  the  moll  promi- 
nent part  of  the  puftule,  and  with  the  fides 
of  the  thorn  prefs  out  the  pus ; and  having 
opened  about  a dozen,  they  abforb  the  mat- 
ter with  a callico  rag,  dipt  in  warm  water 
and  milk ; and  proceed  thus  until  the  whole 
are  difeharged.  The  prifice  made  with  the 
thorn  is  fo  extremely  fmall,  that  it  clofes  im- 
mediately after  the  matter  is  prefi'ed  out,  fo 
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that  there  is  no  admiflion  of  the  external  air 
into  the  puftule,  which  would  fuddenly  con- 
trad:  the  mouths  of  the  excretory  veflels, 
and  confequently  the  farther  fecretion  of  the 
variolous  matter  from  the  blood  would  be 
thereby  obftruded.  — When,  in*  the  true 
confluent  kind,  no  diftind  puftules  prefent, 
they  perforate  the  mod:  prominent  and  pro- 
mifing  parts  in  many  places,  at  the  diftance  ■ 
of  a tenth  of  an  inch,  ufually  beginning  at 
the  extremities.  And  I have  feen  the  puf- 
tules in  the  contiguous,  and  the  perforated 
parts  in  the  confluent  kind,  fill  again  before 
the'^operation  has  been  half  over;  yet  they 
do  not  repeat  the  opening  till  a few  hours 
have  elapfed,  conceiving  it  proper  that  the 
matter  fhould  receive  fome  degree  of  con- 
codfion  in  the  pudules,  before  it  is  again  dif- 
charged. 

1 do  not  know  that  this  method  of  open- 
ing the  pudules  has  ever  hitherto  been  prac- 
tifed  in  Europe  ; but  confidering  what  Mr, 
Elolwell  has  faid  of  the  great  fuccefs  attend- 
ing it  in  the  Eaft  Indies,  and  how  fatal  this 
diforder  often  proves,  when  treated  in  the 
common  way  here,  I think  it  is  well  worth 
the  while  to  give  it  ^ fair  trial-

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The  daily  allowance  of  bread  was  a pound 
' to  thofe  on  full  and  middle  diet ; and  half  a 
pound  to  thofe  on  low  diet,  or  a pound,  if 
fo  ordered  by  the  phylician.  ^ 

Thofe  on  full  and  middle  diet  were  allow- 
ed daily  three  pints  of  barley  or  rice  water ; 
to  each  pint  of  which  were  added  two  fpoon- 
fuls  of  brandy,  and  a quarter  of  an  ounce  of 
lump  fugar.  Small  beer  was  mentioned  in 
the  diet  table  ; but  this  we  could  never  have 
good  ; and  therefore  was  not  ufed. 

Thofe  on  low  diet  were  allowed  barley  or 
rice  water  5 to  which  fome  wine  of  brandy 
was  occafionally  added,  if  ordered  fo  by  the 
phyfician. 

Befides  this,  the  phyfician  might  order  an 
additional  quantity  of  wine,  brandy,  or  milk, 
or  water-gruel,  or  any  other  articles  which 
he  thought  proper  for  the  fick  under  his  care, 
and  which  could  be  got  eafily.

IN  the  following  lift  of  fimples,  intended 
for  the  ufe  of  military  hofpitals,  fuch 
only  are  mentioned  as  can  be  carried  about 
with  an  army  ; the  author  having  omitted 
all  thofe  which  muft  be  ufed  frefh,  as  every 
country  and  every  climate  affords  different 
forts  ; and  it  muft  be  left  to  the  judgment  of 
the  phyficians  to  chufe  fuch  of  them  as  may 
be  ufeful  for  the  troops,  which  the  country 
affords.  — Perhaps  the  author  may  have  put 
into  this  lift  fome  which  are  not  abfolutely 
neceffary,  or  omitted  others  which  are ; but 
fuch  may  be  chofen  as  are  moft  adapted  to 
the  difeafes  incident  to  the  climate  where  the 
feene  of  adtion  is  likely  to  be  ; or  others 
may  be  added  which  may  be  thought  ufeful. 

Before 
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—Before  any  armament  goes  from  this  coun- 
try, proper  people  ought  to  be  confulted,  to 
determine  what  are  the  medicines  which  are 
moft  proper  to  be  carried  along  with  the 
hofpital,  and  what  ought  to  be  the  quanti- 
ties of  each,  care  being  taken  not  to  fend 
out  a number  of  ufelefs  articles,  nor  to  fend 
into  hot  climates  fuch  things  as  fpoil  before 
they  reach  the  place  of  their  deftination  ; of 
which  kind  are  confedtions,  conferves,  fyrups, 
eledlaries,  which  foon  ferment,  and  become 
ufelefs,  and  likewife  large  quantities  of  pow- 
ders, which  are  apt  to  become  inefficacious 
by  keeping  ; and  what  are  fent  ought  to  be 
very  carefully  put  up,  to  prevent  their  be- 
ing affedted  by  heat  and  moifture.

Dr.  MILLAR’S  REMARKS  and  TABLES, 

Said  to  be  Monthly  Returns  from  the  Britifh  Mili- 
tary Hofpitals  in  Germany  during  the  late  War. 

SINCE  the  laft  edition  of  this  work  was 
publiflied,  I accidentally  met  with  a 
Treatife  entitled,  Obfervations  on  the  Prac^ 
tice  in  the  Medical  Department  of  the  Wejl^ 
7ninfter  General  Difpenfary  ; together  with  an 
arithmetical  Calculation  of  the  comparative 
Succefs  of  various  Efablijhments  for  the  Relief 
of  the  Sick,  publifhed  in  the  year  1777,  by 
Dr.  John  Millar,  phyfician  to  the  above- 
named  difpenfary. 

Upon  perufal,  I was  not  a little  furprifed 
to  find  tables,  faid  to  be  returns  of  the  num- 
ber of  fick  fent  to  the  Britifli  general  hofpi- 
tals in  Germany  during  the  late  war,  and  of 
the  number  of  men  who  died  in  them  ; 

Y 2 which 
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which  the  doftor,  in  his  table  (hewing  the 
proportion  of  deaths  to  the  number  of  fick 
in  different  places,  has  made  amount  to  more 
than  one  half } and  on  the  faith  of  thefe  fic- 
titious returns  has,  in  the  end  of  his  work, 
made  fome  very  fevere  and  difingenuous  re- 
marks on  the  former  edition  of  my  Account 
of  the  Difeafes  of  the  Army,  and  on  the 
conduft  of  the  phyfical  gentlemen  employed 
on  the  German  fervice  during  the  late  war.- 
Th  is  furprifed  me  the  .more,  as  Dr.  Millar 
was  an  entire  ftranger  to  me  ; and,  upon  ex- 
amination, I found  that  he  was  an  equal 
flranger  to  all  the  phyficians  and  furgeons 
who  were  employed  on  the  German  fervice. 

If  Dr.  Millar  had  confined  himfelf  to 
mere  abufe  and  ill-natured  remarks  on  my 
work,  1 fliould  certainly  have  pafled  his  ob- 
fervations  unnoticed,  and  left  the  pradlicc 
here  recommended  to  have  been  approved  of 
or  condemned,  as  it  might  be  found  to  de- 
ferve ; and  my  own  condudl  in  the  military 
hofpitals  to  have  been  juftified  by  the  phyfi- 
cal gentlemen  who  were  eye-witnefles  of  it, 
many  of  whom  are  now  fettled  in  London, 
and  in  different  parts  of  England ; confeious 
that  illiberal  ill-grounded  refledions,  gene- 
rally 
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rally  in  the  end  refledl  dilcredit  on  their  au- 
thors. 

But  the  Dodtor  having  publiftied  counter- 
feited returns  drawn  up  in  the  form  of  ge- 
nuine, and  having,  every  where  he  went,  in- 
iinuated  that  he  had  them  from  Lord  Gran- 
by’s fecretary,  military  officers,  accuftomed 
to  regular  returns,  might  (unlefs  informed 
to  the  contrary)  believe  thefe  to  be  true 
copies  of  the  general  hofpital  returns  fent 
to  Lord  Granby,  and  that  of  courfe  the  re- 
fledtions  made  by  the  Dodior  were  juft  ; and 
therefore  1 could'  not  pafs  his  work  unob- 
ferved,  nor  help  endeavouring  to  do  juftice 
to  myfelf,  as  well  as  to  the  other  phyficians 
employed  on  the  German  fery ice  ; by  proving 
that  the  Dodior,  from  his  entire  ignorance  of 
the  fubjedl  he  was  writing  upon,  and  of  the 
routine  of  military  hofpital  fervice,  has,  al- 
lowed himfelf  to  be  grofsly  impofed  upon, 
by  fome  malicious  defigning  perfon  (not 
Lord  Granby’s  fecretary)  who  had  no  re- 
gard to  truth,  nor  wifhed  to  do  more  good 
to  the  Dodlor’s  own  charadler,  than  to  the 
charadlers  of  thofe  gentlemen  he  meant  to 
hurt. 

The  tables  of  returns  from  the  Britifh  mi- 
litary  general  hofpitals  in  Germany,  as  pub- 

Y 3 Ihhed 
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liflied  by  Dr.  Millar,  are  fidlitious,  and  per- 
haps the  moll:  unfair  and  difingenuous  that 
ever  blotted  paper. 

The  Dodor’s  friend,  the  fabricator  of 
thefe  returns,  has  put  in  them  the  number 
of  fick  faid  to  have  been  fent  to  the  general 
hofpital,  and  againft  it,  not  only  all  thofe 
who  died  in  the  general  hofpital,  but  all 
thofe  likewife  who  died  in  the  regimental 
hofpitals,  or  in  quarters,  or  .were  killed  by 
the  enemy  ; by  which  means  he  has  made 
the  dead  lift  of  the  general  hofpital  amount 
to  a great  number  indeed  ; for  the  number 
of  men  who  died  in  the  regimental  hofpitals, 
and  in  quarters,  exclufive  of  thofe  who  were 
killed  by  the  enemy,  was  great ; particularly 
in  winter  1760  and  1761  ; for,  on  the 
breaking  up  of  camp  in  the  end  of  Novem- 
ber 1760,  the  Britifh  troops  were  put  into 
winter  quarters  in  the  towns  and  villages  of 
the  bilhopricks  of  Paderborn  and  Munfter, 
where  a putrid  malignant  fever  and  dyfen- 
tery  were  raging  among  the  poor  inhabi- 
tants, which  foon  communicated  themfelves 
to  the  foldiers,  and  carried  off  great  num- 
bers : as  a proof  of  which,  I (hall  only  ob- 
ferve,  that  the  three  battalions  of  guards, 
who  were  quartered  In  Paderborn,  loft  69 

men 
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men  in  their  regimental  hofpitals,  in  the 
month  of  January  ; the  firft  regiment  36 — • 
the  fecond  14 — and  the  third  19 — which 
.was  a greater  number  than  died  in  all  the 
general  hofpitals  at  Paderborn,  from  the 
time  of  my  arrival  at  that  place  in  January, 
till  the  time  of  my  leaving  it  in  April, 
From  the  time  the  regiments  left  camp,  the 
general  hofpital  received  no  fick  ; fo  that  all 
who  were  taken  ill  and  died  after  this  time, 
and  till  the  army  again  took  the  field,  died 
in  the  regimental  hofpitals. 

To  prevent  its  being  alledged  that  I have 
done  the  Dodlor  injufiice,  in  faying  that  his 
returns  were  thus  fabricated,  I fliall  here 
give  his  own  authority,  being  the  copy  of 
what  he  wrote  me  in  anfwer  to  a letter  I fent 
him,  begging  to  know  on  what  authority  the 
returns  had  been  made  out,  and  acquainting 
him  that  the  returns  were  erroneous. — Dr. 
Millar,  after  refufing  to  name  ‘his  author, 
adds, 

“ He  forefaw  that  Dr.  Monro  was  likely 
“ to  be  mifled,  by  fuppofing  the  returns  of 
dead  confined  to  the  hofpitals ; they  con- 
tain  the  whole  number,  as  well  in  quarters 
and  in  detached  parties,  as  in  grand  and 
flying  hofpitals;  and  this  he  might  have 

y 4 found 
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found  €xprefs1y  mentioned  in  the  explana- 

tion  of  the  tables.”  Dated  Pall-mall,  17th 
of  April,  1777- 

How  has  the  Dodor  explained  his  tables? 
which  are  fo  fabricated,  as  to  make  every 
perfon  on  perufing  them  believe,  that  the 
whole  dead,  there  marked,  died  in  the  ge- 
neral hofpit  id . 

He  h as  mentioned  that  800  were  killed  in 
the  feveral  great  adlions  during  the  war  ,*  and 
alledged  that  about  500  died  of  their  wounds. 
And  then  he  has  boldly  afferted,  that  only 
2500  were  fick  in  quarters,  and  in  flying 
and  regimental  hofpitals  during  the  war. 

The  number  faid  to  be  killed  in  great  ac- 
tions, anfwers  nearly  to  the  returns  printed 
in  the  London  Gazettes;  but  the  number 
mufl;  have  been  much  larger  ; for  there  is  no 
notice  taken  in  the  Gazettes  of  thofe  who 
were  killed  in  the  many  fkirmiflies  that  hap- 
pened during  the  war;-^and  as  to  the  num- 
ber of  wounded,  I can  fay  nothing,  as  they 
were  not  under  my  care. 

His  mentioning  that  only  2500  men  had 
been  in  the  regimental  hofpitals  (hews  the 
groffefl;  ignorance  of  military  affairs.^ — Had 
the  Doflor  been  the  lead  acquainted  with 
the  routine  of  military  hofpitals,  or  given 
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himfelf  the  leafl:  trouble  to  have  been  in- 
formed, he  muft  have  known  t,bat  the  num- 
ber of  fick  that  had  been  in  regimental  hof- 
pitals,  during  the  war  in  Germany,  muft 
have  been  at  leaft  ten  times  the  number  he 
names  ; and  for  thefe  rcafons,  the  fucceffions 
of  men  adnjitted  and  difcharged  from  regi- 
mental hofpitals  is  quick,  and  in  the  time  of 
fervice,  in  lefs  than  two  years,  moft  of  the 
men  in  a regiment  have  been  on  the  fick  lift, 
and  many  of  them,  two,  three,  or  four  times. 
And  while  in  Germany,  the  general  hofpital 
received  no.  fick  from  the-  regiments  while 
they  were  in  winter  quarters  ; 'and  when  the 
army  took  the  field,  all  the  men  on  being 
taken  ill,  were  either  put  into  the  fick  tents 
in  the  rear  of  the  regiments,  or  into  houfes 
appropriated  for  regimental  hofpitals  in  the 
rear,  as  was  the  cafe  before  the  affair  of  Fil- 
linghaufcn,  in  the  year  1761  ; and  after  the 
affair  of  Williamfdall,  in  the  year  1762  5 
and  the  fick  remained  one,  two,  three,  and 
fometimes  more  weeks,  under  the  care  of  the 
regimental  furgeons,  before  waggons  could 
be  got  to  tranfport  them  to  the  next  general 
hofpital,  which  was  commonly  twelve  or 
thirteen,  and  fometimes  thirty  or  forty  miles  in 
the  rear  of  the  army;  fo  that  fcarcely  any  man 

was 
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was  fent  to  the  general  who  had  not  been  in 
a regimental  hofpital  before.  And  as  there 
were  often  a great  many  w'ho  recovered,  or 
died,  in  the  regimental  hofpitals  before  there 
was  an  opportunity  of  fending  the  fick  to  the 
general  hofpital,  and  a number  of  flight  cafes 
which  did  not  require  to  be  fent  from  camp; 
the  number  of  fick  who  were  in  the  regi- 
mental hofpitals  during  a campaign,  was  al- 
ways greater  than  the  number  fent  to  gene- 
ral hofpitals. 

I wiflaed  in  this  new  edition  of  my  Ac- 
, count  of  the  Difeafes  of  the  Army,  to  have 
given  the  regular  hofpital  returns  of  the  hof- 
pitals I had  attended  in  Germany  ; which 
would  have  fhewn  the  exadt  number  of  lick 
who  had  been  in  them,  and  the  number  who 
died  ; but  from  the  diftance  of  time  fince 
the  German  war,  I found  that  impoflible.— • 
I applied  at  the  War-Office,  and  to  Colonel 
Hotham  (now  Sir  Charles  Thomfon)  who  had 
been  adjutant-general  in  Germany  ; and  to 
the  rev.  Mr.  Storer  who  had  been  fecre- 

tary 

I’he  rev.  Mr-  Storer  was  the  only  fecretary  lord  Granby 
had  while  he  commanded  the  Brltifli  troops  in  Germany,  and 
that  gentleman  informed  me  by  letter,  that  Dr.  Millar  was  an 
ciuiic  llnmger  to  him,  and  that  he  had  never  given  him  re- 
turns of  any  fort  whatever  : I had  wrote  to  Mr.  Storer  to  beg 
the  pcrulal  of  the  German  hofpital  returns,  on  Dr.  Millar’s 
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tary  to  Lord  Granby,  but  'without  effecft* 
Neither  Colonel  Hotham,  nor  Mr.  Storer, 
l)ad  preferved  any  hofpital  returns ; and  I 
could  find  no  other  than  the  general  returns 
of  the  army  at  the  War-Office. 

I next  applied  to  the  late  Mr.  Cathcart’s 
friends,  and  got  Mr.  Sinclair,  furgeon  to  the 
ad  troop  of  life-guards,  to  apply  to  Mr. 
Burlton,  who  had  fucceeded  Mr.  Cathcart  as 
director,  to  have  got  the  perufal  of  their 
hofpital  books ; but  either  thefe  books  are 
deftroyed,  or  the  people,  in  whofe  pofleffion 
they  are,  do  not  chufe  to  let  them  be  feen. 

From  fome  memorandums  which  I have 
accidentally  preferved,  it  fhould  feem  that 
the  number  of  deaths  which  happened  in 
the  general  hofpital  was  but  fmall  in  propor- 
tion to  the  number  mentioned  in  the  gene- 
ral returns  of  the  army  at  all  times  ; parti- 
cularly at  the  time  of  the  great  mortality, 
from  January  to  July  1761  ; but  as  I cannot 
name  the  exadt  numbers,  I ffiall  not  men- 
tion any,  in  order  to  prevent  cavil ; except 
one  inftance,  to  (hew  how  little  we  can  judge 

telling  me,  on  my  accidentally  meeting  him  lately,  that  he 
had  had  the  returns  from  Lord  Granby’s  fecretary ; and  the 
above  was  Mr.  Storer’s  anfvver  to  my  letter  adding,  that  as 
he  h^d  preferved  no  hofpital  returns  he  could  not  give  any  to 
Dr.  Millar,  or  to  any  other  perfon. 

of 
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of  the  number  of  deaths  that  happen  in  the 
general  hofpital  from  the  monthly  returns  of 
the  army. 

In  May  1761,  the  whole  fick  of  the  Bri- 
tllh  general  hofpitals  were  colleded  at  Ofna- 
brug,  except  thofe  of  the  hofpital  at  Als- 
field,  which  was  in  poffeffion  of  the  French, 
having  been  taken  on  the  retreat  of  the  army 
from  the  country  of  Hefle  in  the  end  of 
March  ; and  a few  wounded  which  had  been 
taken  at  the  unfortunate  affair  of  Campen. 

The  monthly  returns  of  the  army  make 
the  number  of  deaths  amount  to  309 ; 
when  the  whole  number  that  died  at  Ofna- 
briig  did  not  amount  to  above  30,  by  the 
hofpital  return  fent  to  Col.  Faucet,  (now  Ma- 
jor General  Faucet)  for  General  Conway, 
who  commanded  the  Britifh  troops  till  Lord 
Granby  arrived  from  England. 

Flow  the  number  of  deaths  fhould  be  fo 
great  for  May,  and  likewife  in  June  this  year, 
I cannot  fay,  not  knowing  how  they  were 
made  out  ; the  only  Way  in  which  1 can  ac-* 
count  for  it  is  thus ; that  before  taking  the 
field  the  regiments  were  always  more  parti- 
cular in  making  out  their  returns  than  at  any 
other  time  ; in  order  to  afeertain  the  real 
flreifgth  of  the  army,  that  a fufficient  num- 
ber 
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bcr  of  men  might  be  fent  from  home  to  make 
up  the  deficiency/  And  as  the  deaths  can- 
not be  accounted  for,  by  the  returns  from  the 
general  hofpital,  it  is  probable,  that  the  re- 
giments had  got  accounts  of  the  death  of 
many  men,  who,  for  want  of  waggons  to 
tranfport  them,  had  been  left  fick  fcat- 
tered  up  and  down  the  country,  on  the  fud- 
den  movement  of  the  army,  when  they 
went  into  the  country  of  Hefle  in  Febru- 
ary ; and  whom  they  had  dropt  at  differ- 
ent places  on  their  march,  and  that  many 
had  died  in  the  regimental  hofpitals ; and 
that  probably,  the  return  of  the  wounded 
who  had  been  taken  at  Campen,  and  of  the 
fick  in  the  hofpital  at  Alsfield,  which  was  in 
poffeffion  of  the  French,  had  come  to  head*^ 
quarters,  in  thefe  months. 

When  I could  not  get  the  hofpital  returns 
at  the  War-Office,  nor  yet  any  intelligence 
where  they  might  be  found  from  any  of  the 
people  1 had  applied  to,  I wrote  to  Captain 
Douglafs  at  Berwick;  who,  during  the  Ger- 
man war,  was  a captain  in  the  25th  regi- 
ment,- and  being  efteemed  a good  officer,  and 
much  afflided  with  the  gout,  which  often 
obliged  him  to  be  abfent  from  his  regiment. 
Lord  Granby  appointed  him,  in  the  end  of  the 
year  1760,  military  infpedor  of  the  hofpi- 
tals. 
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tals,  and  to  take  care  of  the  convalefcents 
as  they  were  difcharged  from  them.  In  an- 
fwer  to  my  letter  he  wrote  me,  that  he  had 
copies  of  ail  the  hofpital  returns,  and  other 
papers  relating  to  the  hofpitals,  but  that  he  had 
had  lately  deffroyed  mod  of  them ; as  think- 
ing they  could  never  be  of  farther  ufe,  but 
that  he  had  dill  preferved  fome,  which  might 
give  a little  infight  into  the  number  of  con- 
valefcents, or  recovered  men,  fent  from  the 
hofpitals  to  him,  from  the  5th  of  January 
1761,  to  the  end  of  the  war ; and  he  adds, 
“ I am  very  dire  that  my  old  acquaintance 
Dr.  Millar’s  account  is  mod  fallacious.” 

By  Captain  Douglafs’s  letter  to  me,  dated 
Berwick,  April  24,  1777,  and  by  fome  me- 
morandums which  I diall  preferve,  it  appears 
that  the  number  of  recovered  men  difcharged 
from  the  general  hofpitals  from  the  5th  of  Ja- 
nuary 1761.,  to  the  end  of  the  war,  amounted 
to  many  times  the  number  marked  in  Dr. 
Millar’s  tables. 

1761. 

Capt.  Douglafs  fays,  by  a letter  I wrote 
to  Col.  Hotham,  of  which  I have  accident- 
ally preferved  a copy,  I find  that  from  the 
5th  of  January  to  the  6th  of  June  1761,  I 
had  paid  fubfidence  to  4500  men,  all  of  whom 
I fent  to  join  their  regiments  in  perfedf 

health. 
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health,  except  180,  who  were  worn-out 
men,  whom  I concluded  to  Bremen  on  the 
approach  of  the  enemy  to  Hervorden,  in  June 
— And  I find  by  other  memorandums, 
that  in  the  following  September,  when  the 
French  made  an  attempt  to  furprife  Bremen, 
we  had  above  700  convalefcents  fit  for  duty, 
whom  with  fome  more  who  had  recovered, 
were  fent  to  join  their  regiments  in  the  end 
of  November  when  the  troops  went  into 
winter-quarters. 

Befides  thofe  parties  mentioned  by  Capt. 
Douglafs,  between  7 and  800  recovered  men, 
whom  I difeharged  from  the  hofpital  which 
was  eftablifhed  at  Munfter  in  July  1761, 
went  to  join  the  army  in  Auguft,  in  two  par- 
ties ; the  one  of  400  men  went  diredly  to 
join  the  army ; the  other  followed,  and  ferved 
as  a guard  to  the  officers  who  wanted  to  join 
their  corps,  and  to  the  officers  of  the  hofpi- 
tal and  the  hofpital  ftores,  which  were  or- 
dered to  go  to  Lemgow,  near'to  which  the 
army  then  was. 

Hence  it  appears,  that  at  lead  6000  reco- 
vered men,  difeharged  from  the  hofpitals  had 
been  fent  to  join  their  refpedlive  regiments 
in  the  year  1761. — By  Dr.  Millar’s  account, 
only  932  had  efcaped  this  year  falling  vidims 
to  difeafes  and  improper  managenient. 
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1762. 

In  the  beginning  of  the  year  1762,  a num- 
ber of  officers  were  fent  down  from  the  army 
to  examine,  along  with  the  phyficians  and 
furgeons,  all  the  men  in  the  hofpitals,  or  who 
were  convalefcents  who  were  judged  to  be 
rendered  unfit  for  fervice  ; either  by  age,  or 
by  difeafes,  or  by  wounds  ; in  order  that  they 
might  be  fent  home,  and  recruits  be  fent  over 
to  fupply.  their  places  2 or  300  were  judged 
unfit  for  farther  fervice,  and  in  about  two 
months  afterwards  were  fent  home  to  Eng- 
land. 

In  April,  Capt.  Ker,  of  the  5th  regiment, 
with  fome  other  officers  came  down  to  Bre- 
men, to  condudl  the  recovered  men  to  their 
regiments  ; and  about  400  men  were  fent 
with  them  to  join  the  army. 

In  Auguft,  between  3 and  400  men  were 
fent  to  join  their  refpedive  corps,  with  Capt. 
Bilby  of  the  iith  regiment,  and  fome  other 
officers. 

In  November,  Captain  Douglafs  collefled 
all  the  recovered  men  at  Minden,  and  fent 
above  500  to  join  their  regiments. 

lienee  it  appears,  that  this  year  above, 
1200  recovered  men  were  fent  from  the  hof- 
pitals to  join  their  regiments;  befides  thofe 

who 
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who  had  been  rendered  unfit  by  wounds  or 
difeafes,  for  duty,  who  were  fent  to  England  ; 
and  fome  hundreds  of  convalefcent  and  Tick 
men,  who  were  in  the  hofpitals'  at  Ofnabrug 
and  Bremen,  when  the  army  marched  to 
Holland  after  the  peace  was  figned  ; and  who 
came  home  in  the  hofpital  tranfport-lEips 
from  Breme.rley,  in  fpring  1763. 

By  Dr.  Millar's  account,  only  33  men  had 
efcaped  alive  from  the  hands  of  the  phyfi- 
cians  this  year. 

From  what  has  been  fald,  I think  it  is 
evident  that  the  Do(flor  has  been  very  much 
impofed  on  by  his  fecret  friend,  who,  per- 
haps, may  have  been  one  of  thofe  clerks  about 
the  purveyor,  or  diredlor's  office,  who,  in  the 
villages  of  Germany,  ufed  to  afiume  to  them- 
felves  the  name  of  director,  and  might  have 
been  offended  at  the  phyfician  for  not  paying 
that  refpedt  to  their  affumed  dignity  which 
they  wifhed,  and  imagined  that  their  own  me-^ 
rits  and  confequence  deferved. 

Dr.  Millar,  not  contented  with  having 
placed  fuch  a number  of  deaths  to  the  ac« 
count  of  the  general  military  hofpitals  in 
Germany,  has,  by  means  of  a number  of  co- 
lumns, in  his  tables  of  returns,  cut  off  near 
four  fifths  of  the  number  of  deaths  that  hap- 
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pened  among  the  poor  who  came  to  his  dif- 
penfary  for  medicines ; and  then  runs  the 
comparifon  between  the  fuccefs  of  the  phy- 
ficians  in  the  hofpitals  in  Germany,  and  his 
own  in  the  difpenfary  he  attended. 

His  two  tables  of  returns  for  the  years 
1775  and  1776,  are  divided  into  nine  co- 
lumns. From  the  22d  of  Augufl  1774,  to 
September  i,  1775,  it  appears,  that  1207 
patients  w‘ere  put  on  the  books ; and  of  thefe 
only  13  are  marked  dead.  But  on  examin- 
ing the  Dodtor’s  own  narrative  of  the  27  pa- 
tients in  next  column,  marked  Difeafes  too 
far  advancedy  it  appears,  that  the  ^ whole  27 
died. — In  next  column,  we  find  23  faid  not 
likely  to  receive  benefit,  of  whom,  probably, 
10  or  12  died.— 22  are  faid  to  be  transferred 
to  hofpitals,  &c.  of  whom  it  is  likely  four 
or  five  may  have  died — 7 are  marked  irregu- 
lar, of  whom,  probably,  2 or  3 died  ; for 
if  we  look  into  the  lafl:  article  of  Dr.  Millar's 
Table  of  Returns,  p.  75,  for  the  year  1776, 
we  find,  that  feme  irregulars  were  prevented 
from  attendance  by  death. 

Hence  it  (hould  appear,  that  about  60  pa- 
tients out  of  1207  died,  or  about  i in  20, 
inftead  of  i in  110,  as  marked  in  his  com- 
parative table  of  p.  34* 


And 
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And  upon  a like  examination  of  the  table 
for  the  year  1776,  it  appears,  that  about 
120  died  out  of  1346,  or  about  i in  ii. 

As  Dr.  Millar’s  profeffed  intention  in  com- 
pofing  his  Obfervations  and  Tables,  is  to  lay 
before  the  public  a fair  comparative  View  of 
the  fuccefs  attending  the  medical  pradice  in 
different  charities ; I am  perfuaded  that  no 
body  can  think  I have  done  him  injuftice  in 
adding  to  the  dead  lift  of  his  difpenfary,  all 
thofe  patients  who  appear  from  his  own  ac- 
count to  have  died  after  their  names  were 

0 

entered  on  the  books  of  that  charity;  as 
every  patient  whatever  fent  from  the  army  to 
the  general  hofpitals  in  Germany,  let  their  * 
fttuation  be  what  it  would  ; nay,  thofe  who 
died  in  waggons  in  the  way  to  the  hofpitals, 
are  all  counted  in  the  lift  of  their  dead  ; and 
the  phyficians  had  no  power  of  difmiffing 
any  as  improper,  or  whofe  cafes  were  too 
far  advanced  to  expedl  relief;  nor  had  they 
workhoufes  or  hofpitals  to  fend  thofe  to, 
whofe  cafes  feemed  defperate. 

Having  thus  fliewn  how  unfairly  both  the 
returhs  of  the  Britifh  military  hofpitals  in 
Germany,  and  Dr.  Millar’s  Ta6/e  Jloewing  the 
Proportion  of  Deaths  to  the  IS! umber  of  Sick 
in  different  Places^  have  been  made  out,  I fliall

which  was  to  vindicate  the  phyficians,  em- 
ployed on  the  German  fervice,  from  the  un- 
jufl  cenfures  and  afperfions  thrown  on  them 
by  Dr.  Millar’s  work.  The  phyficians  em- 
ployed on  the  German  fervice,  befides  my- 
felf,  were  Sir  Clifton  Wintringham^the  late 
Dr.  Conyers  — Dr.  Mulhet — Dr.  Brooke— 
Dr.  Knox- — the  late  Dr.  John  Armftrong— 
Dr.  Robert  Miller, — and  the  late  Dr.  T timer. 

N.  B.  Dr.  Millar  feems  to  have  declared 
war  againft  all  the  phyficians  employed  on 
military  fervice  f for  in  his  Obfervations  on 
his  own  Pradice  in  the  Weftminfter  Difpen- 
fary,  and  in  a volume,  of  which  he  has  made 
it  a part,  he  has  found  equal  fault  with  Sir 
John  Pringle  and  Dr.  Huck  Saunders  5 but  as 
I am  fatisfied  that  thefe  two  gentlemen  are 
well  able  to  anfwer  for  themfelves,  I fliall 
leave  them  to  fay  what  they  may  think  pro- 
per on  the  fubjed.
